The Linage of Saturn, and how for inventing the Sowing of 
Corn, Planting, &c. He was honourcd in Creet as a God. 


WI the childꝛen of Noah, were ſpꝛead by the Climates 


raigns, und ſtrange habitations of the wozld, by the 

general diviſion of tongues, made at the foundation 

ä of the Tower of Babylon : in thoſe days, that the 

wozld was of gold, and the men ſtedfaſt as mountains, and rude 

as beaſts, exalting their defires in rare conceits, pzactifing to 

make Towns, Citties and Caſtles, Scepters and Diadems, and 
to fo2ge the curſed ſect of Gods among tbe poſſeiſozs of the Iſle a 
of Creet. There was a man exalted full of Kiches, bappp ina 
venturous enterprize, and berp rich with the ence of foztune, 
'fome men called this man Celion, and ſome Uranus, be was 
lawfal Son of Ether, ſon * Gorgon the old dweller a” 
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the Cavies of Arcadie, and firſt beginner of the falſe Panim 
Gods. Tpis Uranus had to wife bis own fiſter called Veſta : pe 
lived gloriouffſy with her, and hadpoſſeſſion of the moſt part of 
the Alle of Creet, and abounded proſperoufly in worldly goods, 
increaſing in Sergniorp : and in linage, and was marvellous 
rich. De had two ſons, to wit Titan and Saturne : and two 
Daughters, Cibel and Ceres, of whom hereafter : and be had 
man other ſons - and daughters, of whom J make no mention, 
fozaſmuch as thep are out of my purpoſ . Mpat, fail A te- 
bearſe more of the glory vt this Uranus? Be yadall things as 
be would, and was fortunate, and nothing went againft bim: bis 
goods multiplyed, bis Childrea \ncreaſed, but Titan, tbe eldeſt 
fon was ill favonred, and counterfeit, end Saturne was maryel- 
louſlp fair and amiavle : foz which cauſe Veſta the P-ther lo- 
bed much better Saturne than Titan, and that be nature, fo: na- 
turallp, the mothers love better their faic Children tyan their 
foul: wherefore Saturn was nouri ſbed moſt in the lap ofhis mo- 
ther, and Titan was in a manner baniſþed. And when Saturn was 
great, what foz his beauty, and foz bis cunning and other ver- 
tues, be bare the whole {ove of all the people, 

An this time, whoever kound any thing p2ofitable, foz the com- 
monwealth, was commonly pzoclaimed a God, after theic fooliſh 
end dark cuſtome : wherefoze Saturn was ſo named, foz in bis 


* pouth, and by bis cunning be gave the firſt inſtruction, foz til- 


ting and manuring the earth, and foz ſowing and reaping cozn. 
This invention was applyed to Saturn, with divine reverence 
and love, not only of Veſta and Uranus, and bis kinſmen x but 
above meaſure, all the people of Creet, and of the marſbes and 
Countries lying thereabout, And thus bis name was renown- 
ed, that from all places, men and Children, Nobles and Pea- 
fants, came to his School to learn, In thoſe days that Saturn 
began thus to flourifh, and was twenty years ok age, and his bꝛo- 
ther foztp, Uranus their Father by a fickneſs that be bad, dyed* 
leaving bis wife Veſta endowed with large poſſeſſions. Pis death 
was grievous to Veſta bis wife, and his ſons and daughters alſo; 
thep did bis obſequie reverently, abounding with great and bit- 
ter ſozrow. The obſequie done (but not their ſozrow ) Veſta —

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t Titan her eldeſt ſon pzetenyed to enjop the ſuccefion of bis 
ather : ſþe on a day called yer dear (on Saturn with Titan, and 
ot per of the Countrey, and ſaid, that yer young ſon Saturn ſbould 
ſucceed, and have the þeritages of ber Pusband. Titan hearing 
the will of þis mother wept, and kneeling to bis mother, ſaid on 
this wiſe : Pother, Jam right unfoztunare, when ye will that 
mp right patrimony ſhall be given from me: and that becauſe I 
am not ſo well fozmed of members, as my bzother Safurn is, 
you will dep2ive me of my foztune, which you map not do by lat 
02 reaſon. Jam pour firſt Son, pou have nouriſhed mee with the 
ſubftance of pour blood, as pour Child boan in pour bellp 
nine months. J am be that firſt inhabited pour feminine 
chambers : then pou gave me pour due love, and ſozted to 
mee the ſucceſſion of pour peritages. Then whence cometh this, 
that pou now ſeek to deſtroy me? every mother is bound to con- 
ſerve the right of her Child. Alas, mother, will pe make me a 
baſtard, was not Uranus mp cather ? am J not be, that pe were 
ſo glad foz, when firſt J was conceived in the lawful bed of mp 
Father your Pusband? am J not be, that you bare, and gave mer 
Cuck of pour breaſts, and offentimes, kiſſed me, when mp mem- 
bers were ſoft and tender? Ya mother! acknowledge that Jam 
Titan, and for as much as J am not ſo well addreſſed as my b20- 

ther Saturn, ſo much pou ought the moze to defire my pzomotion- 
Wen veſta heard her Son Titan ſpeak ſo pzofoundiy, ſhe 
bad pitty on bim: pet that pitty was not of ſo high vertue, that 
might ſurmount the great love (be vad foz Saturn: then ſhe ſa id; 
Titan my ſon, J deny not, chat thou tookeſt tby ſubſtance from 
mee, I love thee intirely, and Jdefire thy welfare : but it is e; 
vident in every mans fight, that foz the default of thy members, 
thou art not a man ſufficient to defend thy fathers Yeritage 
with labour and pain: fu2 if it happen that one man ſþzuld make 
war, thou wert nat able to refiſt him, (by bzotber hath tbe lobe 
of all the people, fc2 hig beauty, and his vertues, every man hold- 
eth bim in reperence and the? in derifion. Be thou content, thou 
fþ31t lack nothing, and if thou doff, ſpeak to mee, and I ſpall reme · 
dy it: but never ſpeck foz the beritage, foz Saturn fþall obtain it, 
by the favour of his r meekneſs, and benignitp, and al-

Titan was ſoze troubled with the wozds of his mother, and 
began to wax red, having ſuſpicin/ that Saturn bad contri- 
ved this matter againſt him: wr teupon be ſaid to him : Saturn 
rþp 188 to reign above me, path now ingendzed in my 


beart thp,Moztal miſchief. Thou knoweſt well, that Jam the 
eldeſt Mok our father Uranus, why art thou lo bold and pꝛe⸗ 
ſumptuous, to exalt thy ſelf above mee? Wherefoze name me 
from hencefo2th tþy moztal enemy, When Saturn heard theſe 
menaces of his bzother Titan, be excuſed himſelf, and anſwe- 
red that he never thought to come to the ſucceſfion of their ka- 
ther, noz ever had conſpired it. Then Veſta their Pother, Ci- 
bel, and Ceres, took the wozds from Saturn, and ſaid to Titan, 
that his threatning ot Saturn was nothing, foz he would reign, 
and be their Lozd and Paſter. Titan fult-of envp, and moze an- 
gry than he was befoze, ſaid plainly, ye would not ſuffer it. Sa- 
turn had a great part of the people that aſſiſted bim. And Ti- 
tan alſo had others ow bis ſide, which began to murmur the one 
arty againſt the other! All the company was ſoze troubled, and 
n to preſs in, and intreated them to ceaſe the noiſe, and 
appeaſe Titan: notwithſtanding it was hard to do, foz be would 
often have run upon Saturn, ik he had not been hindred. In the 
end, the wiſe men ſbewed Titan by great reaſon, that he was the 
moze feeble, and that Saturn, was moze in the favour of the peo- 
ple, and wiſßed him to moderate himſelf a little, and ſaid, that 
be ſpould agree, and grant the reign to Saturn by condition; that 
if he married, he Would beſbound to put to death all his childzen 
males, that {ould be begotten of his ſeed, ik be had any, foz the 
will of both parties. Veſta with her daughters,and the ancient 
wiſe people commended to Titan this condition, and laboured 
ſo to Saturn, that they brought them to the Temple of Mars, 
that was in the City of Oſon, whereof was Lozd , a mighty man 
called Milliſeus, and that befoze the Image of Mars, Saturn 
. ſwoze that ifhe happened to marry, and that be had any Chit- 
dzen males, he would flap them all: and thus was Titan con- 
tent, that his bzotber ould enjoy the land of Creet, and peace 
was made between them. CHAP.

How. Saunen was crowned King of Creet, found divers Sciences 
and was honoured as a God, | 


| Fter the peace between Titan and Saturn, Tiga ſaw.in 
btmſelf, that be could not with bonour abide Wer bis 
younger Bzother : but choſe rather to ſearch bis adventures in 
other places, than to be a Subject in bis own Countrep. Pe took 
bis wife, þis childzen and friends, and departed at all adven- 
ture into divers places, where be found foztune ſo good and hap⸗ 
py, that by arms and ſtrength he made bimſelf Ring of divers 
Realms, which be parted unto þis Thildzen, | and provided cer- 
tain Gſpies, to obſerve if his bother Saturn married, and if his 
wife bzought fozth male childzen, and whether he put them to 
death oz no. During theſe things, Saturn dwelled with bis mo- 
tber and bis ſiſters, Cibel and Ceres, and reigned with great 
magnificence : the people of the Tountrey, Caownen him with 
great glozy, with a Crown of Lawrel, Saturn accepted this 
Kopal honour, and took the Scepter in bis band, and bare the 
Crown on his head, and Keigned wiſely, inducing his people to 
live honeſtly, and to lobe vertue, and oadained a naked ſwozd ta 
be bozn befoze him, in fign of Juſtice. Pe did Juſtice on male: 
facto2s, and exalted them that were good: he alſo did build a City 
which be named Creet, becauſe the Jſle bare the ſaid name, 
and be was the firſt Jnþabiter. When he had founded the City, 
be ozdained his Palace and dwelling place in the middle thereof, 
as the beart is in the midſt of the body, to miniſter to the mem 
bers, ſo be would inſtruct and govern his people. And after this, 
be choſean hundred and four wiſe men, which he inftituted and 
o2dained Councellozg and Governozs of bis Realm, And: then 
they of Creet, ſeeing'the great wisdom of their Ring, affembley 
fogetber ſeveral times, and named hima God: and pet 
they founded unto him a Temple, an Altar, and an Jol, bear- 


ing in the one banda fickle, in fignification, that pe deſtroped the 


vices in ſuch wiſe, as the fickle cutteth þerbs, and deſtroxeth the 
Weeds : and in the other * peld a ſerpent, that did Tr 
3 


bis tait, foraſmuch as Saturn ſaid, that every man ſpould bite 
the fail of the Serpent, that is to ſap, that every man ſpould 
fear and fly the evil end: Foz the end oftentimes is venemous, 
as the tail of a Serpent : and chat appeareth yet daily, by the 
end of manp evil diſpoſed and invenomed men. | 

By the means of theſe things, the Kenown of Ring Saturn 
grew famous, There were moze abundance of fruits, than in a- 
ny other time. So that tbe Poets compared the wozld at this 
time to gold, Which is moſt paecious of all mettals ; wherefoze 
men ſay that Saturn was the firſt man that found the manner to 
melt mettle, and to teſine gold, and made pis veſſels and uten- 
fils of bis þoule. of divers mettals. Then began men, by tbe 
Doctrine of Saturn to uſe and wear gold, to mine the Rocks, to 
pierce perillous mountains, to-baunt thozup deſerts, to fight 
with Serpents, fierce Dzagons, deadly Griffons, and divers 
monſtrous beaſts, and to ſp2ead abzoad their worldly engines, 
By theſe exerciſes, Saturn learned men to take theſe beaſts. And 
firft found out the manner of þooting and dzawing of the Bow. 
Df gold, made Saturn his bouſe , bis Chambers, and Palls, ta 
ſbine by marvellous wozking. Pe was firong and hardy, and did 
not fear any ſerpent of the mountain, noz any Ponſter of tye 
Deſert, oz beaſt dwelling in Caves. Pe knew the veins of gold 
in the earth, and could diſcern them from the veins of filver. Be 
edified rich things of Gold, pleaſant to the epe ſight, and coura- 
gious to the heart. In this time of the golden wozlid, che people 
lived long. And all the wozld laboured in ediſication of Science: 
Among whom Saturn was never idle, after he had once labou: 
red in earing and ſowing cozn- Pe melted and refined gold and 
metrals, and inured his men to dzaw the 5 w. Yee himſelfe 
found firſt the Bow, and the manner to fail by Sea, and to row 
with little Boats in the-Rivers, and took much pleaſure te en- 
doſtrine bis people in all theſe things, and be bad great abun- 
dance of worldly goods, only be durſt not marry, becauſethat be 
bad ſwozn to put to death all the men Childzen that ould 
come cf his ſeed. Whereof he was oftentimes grieved, to his 
great diſpleaſure.

ments: ſaw bis Parriners cut the waves of the Sea with their 
Dars, ſaw his diſciples manure the earth, ſaw his Arcyers 
ſþoct and ſmite the birds fitting in the higp trees, and flying in 
the Air: be thonghr be might imbzace great glozp, and exalt on 
bis bigh thꝛone and bis fe!icity; But on the other fide, when be 
remembzed the Covenant made between bim and his Bzotyer 
Titan, he was like the Peacock that is pzoud of his fair featbers 
diverfly coloured which be ſpzeads round as a wheel, and witÞ- 
all onlp looking on his feet, be leaveth all bis jop. Saturn likt- 
wiſe by his treaty, loft all bis jop, bis glory and pleaſure: Yee 
long time led this life, now glad, now ſozrowful, growing al- 
wap, and increafing his Realm, and daily thought and pondred 
in pi mſelf if be might marry or not, foz nothing in the werld be 
would fal{ſifie bis oath : he was juſt and true in wozd and deed. 
Nevertheleſs nature moved him to have generation, and to 
come in company of women, and this moving was at all times 
refreſbed, and renewed by a continual fight that be bad daily of a 
paſſing: fair maid, to wit his ſiſter Cibel, who be ſawcontinu- 
allp : in whom was no defaultofall the parts of nature apper- 
taining to a woman: ſde was out of meaſure right bumble in 
ſpeaking : wife in ber wozks, honeſt in converſation, and flowing 
in all vertues. And foz this cauſe Saturn beheld ber oft times, 
and ona time as be beheld ber affairs and wozks, be caſt bis eyes 
on her vertues, that pleaſed bim ſo greatly, that in the end be 
was defirous of her love, whereof his mother Veſta hab great 
jop. And the perceiving the defire of Saturn, gate bim cou- 
rage and will to marrp her, and ſolicited the marriage ſo effe- 
ccuallp, that with great honour Saturn eſpouled Cibel pis ſifter, 
after 
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after their manner, and ſþe was the firſt Mueen of Creet, Pe 
living with her, paid in ſuch wer the due debt of marriage, that 
at the endof nine months Cibel pad a ſon, which Saturn did put 
to death, acquitting himſelf of the Dath that he had made unto 
bis Bzother Titan. And of this Boccace maketh no mention. 
But they tap together again, and Cibel conceived then of the 
feed of Saturn, another Son with a Daughter, that by ſpace of 
time appeared great in the Motpers belly. : 

In the time when the law of Nature was in bis vigour and 
ſtrength, then men married with their ſiſters : and in eſpecial 
the Panims, if rbep were not content, and had ſufficient of one 
wife, thep might täke moze without repzoach. When Saturn 
knew that his wife was with Child the ſecond time, ths death 
of his firſt Son came befoze him, and he ſaid in himſelf, that he 
would that bis wife bad been barren; Then be began to be full 
of divers fantafies of ſoze thoughts, and defired co know, what 
Sould befal of the fruit of the womb of Cibel. He went himſelf 
fozth to the Alle of Delphos unto the Dracle of Apollo, that 
gave anſwer to the people, that demanded of things that ſþ. Id 
after happen. And then when be had done bis Sacrifice, and made 
bis pꝛaper, the Pꝛieſt of the Temple put him into a perclos un- 
der the Altar of the afozeſaid Idol: and there bee beard a great 
whirling-wind that troubled him, and all his wit and undecſtand- 


ing that he was in manner of a ſwound, by which be fell to the 


ground, and when he aroſe, he thought tbat Apollo appeared un- 
to him with a dzeadfyl face, and ſaid thus unto bim : Saturn, 
what moveth thee to Know thine Evil Deſtiny ? Thou baſt begot- 
ten a Son, that ſpall take from thee the Diadem of Creet, and

bozn in Creet. After theſe wozds, Saturn came again to bim- 
ſelf and remembzed him of bis evil Pzopbecie, that touched the 
bottom of his beart, and being ſoze amazed, and right penſive, 
be went out of tbe Þ2zacle with a troubled beart, came to bis 
Servants, and went to ſbip : and when be was in the ſbip bee 
bung down bis bead, which be beld not up till be came to Creet.

And if it 
pleaſe.the Gods, J will deſerye it at pour hands. Athalanta, 
moved wich compaſſion to the Maid, accozyed him his requeſt , 
and pzeſented him to Dame Diana. Jupiter ſpake all ſo wet- 
ly and demurely, and made ſo bumble and feminine manners, 
that be ſeemed to be a Paid. Diana beheld him well, and ſaid : 
that {e had never ſeen ſo fair a Paid, noz ſogreat : and then 
welcomed him, and received him, Then Jupiter thanked Dame 
Diaua foz her grace,and Athalanta ofher courteſie,and bad goed 
bope in bis enterprize, wben be ſaw bimſelf ſo ſoon received 
without knowing. Then Jupiter began to learn to ſpinn, and to 
wozkin ſilke, and to do the exerciſes of Paidens. And it became 
vim as well as if be bad been a Paid. He was humble and of 
ſolitary converſation:be laboured with bis hands, with his eyes,

kiſſing ver by foʒer, ſo mut b that Caliſto cryed out, and ſaid: S 
Jupiter what follyis this ? Anoweſt thou that Jam ſo to bee o- 
vercoms of thy flattering woꝛds? J bad much rather tbe earth 
would vpen, and Twallow me up in der womb. My fiſſer (an- 
ſwered Juplter) there is no remedy tbat map let my will bee

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02 be it by lobe. With theſe woꝛds Caliſto began to cry with all 
her might : and Jupiter began toaccompliſþbis pleaſure on ber. 
There was neitver man noz woman thereabouts that heard 
ber, and Jupiter did his will of her body, and knew ber fleſþly, 
and engendzed on her a Son. After heromfozted per, and pac- 
miſed to help her in all things, and to take her to bis Wife, if 
ſbe would return to the wozld with vim. But bis fair ſpeerh, 
nozhis pꝛomiſes might not comkozʒt per, noz foz nothing that be 
could dooz ſap, he could not come into the grace of Caliſto.

| grace, by which we are baought and conduged hither, but this 
grace is to us little pzofit as wo ma plainly perceive. Foz 
here is Ring Jupiter, which hath done to us great (ame, fas tu 
chaſe us intonur ewn-territozy:and what ame will it be to bim 
| that will now fly? and mozeaver, who is be that nom will nat 
hold the baidie by the teeth? now it beboveth us not to dp, 
but ts fight. At is meet and necearyfoz to revenge our tastes 
and biood, and to recover out bonour. Mf ſuccour we cannot 
fail, foz naw the Trojans! be upon tbe Malis and ge upon the 
bigh Edifices aſ the City, aud bebold our Loading; And mam 
there are that make them ready to welcome us. And who that 
nom is not well couragions, never fair be weil: let euerpy man 
enfo2ce the vertue of hisKrength.. And as fas me, Iwill 1. 
ther be bewed in pietes, 1 _ mozeflee : Jpzoy pou that 
| 2 pt 
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pe foke courage and abide wich me. 1 
Two things happened while be ſpake and uttered theſe ſpee- 
ches unto his people, the'Projans were advertiſed of the com- 
ing ol their mon, and of the following and landing of their ad- 
verſaries, they diſpoſed them to reſiſt and withſtand them. And 
Jupiter and þis men app2oached the Pozt, and with that Gani- 
medes left warning his fellows , and ran unto the Pozt, pold- 
ing in bis hand a ftrong fpear : Pis company took example by 
bis bigh courage, and followed him. Then began both the par-. 
ties to make their cryes, that went up into tbe air. Jupiter and 
bis Centaures enforced them to take Land. Ganimedes and the 
Trojans enfuaced them to defend, and to put them from the 
Land. Great and ſoze ſtroabhs were given: Many of them 
were periſhed in the Sea, and manp there were that their blood 
was fþed on the Land. jupiter wat had no fellow in the place, 
got Land in a little ſpace, and ſuſtained the fierceneſs of the 
ki rmiſb, by help of ſome ot᷑ the Centaures, ſo that pe made Ga. 
ximedes to retire back to his fellows, and fo exploited by che 
'bewing of his ſharp Swozd, that made all his men to take 
And. and bad/lightly put Ganimedes and bis men to the fople, 
if out ot Trey had not iſſued King Traos and his Son Ilion, 
with a great multitude of people chat ran unto the reſcue and 
belp of the valiant Ganimedes, who to ſave bis men, offered 
and put bis body to the incredible perils. | CE 
King Troos and his Son Ilion, then made a ſally out of Troy 
fair ober, and expoſed them to bear à part in the travail 
of their viood/ Jupiter with Ixion and the Centaures, left then 
them that beeſfeened vanquiſhed and overcome, and directed 
their fozces againſt Ring Troos and Ilion, and them that fol- 
Jowed them, notwithftanding that they bad been feebled by the 
nir, and being on the Rea, which did them ſittle good. The 
Nemtauecs wers great and huge, and ſtronge as Elephants... gt 
this time the wether was fair aridclear, theſimfliniedbzighr, 
ben tyey began te gkirmiſþ : it was a brave fight to behold 
thebickerings; and a great noiſe to beat the cryes: There way

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Pozſes ſmitten and toan in pieces. Troos and Ilion were fierce 
in the reſcue of Ganimedes, Jupiter and Ixion were valiant and 
deſirous-to get honour, aud ſo fought, and laid on the Trojans 
on the right fide, and onthe.left, that befoze them was no refiſt- 
ance,noz o2der holden. | 

Tye Banner of the Eagle of gold was alwaies in the moſt 
ſharpneſs and fury of the battel. King Troos that bad never 
ſeen Banner uſed in battel, greatly marvelled what it ſbould 
ſigniſie, and oftenrimes did what he could to fight againſt them 
that beld it, and would ain have put it down and ſmitten it 
in pieces, but always he found there ſogreat ſtrokes, and ſo well 
laid on, tyat be was conſtrained fo retire as far back as he 
came nigh. Be was valiant foz bis perſon,and well kuew the art 
of war. Jupiter appzoved him many times and often, and fought 
wild bim in many places, and noted him in his mind koz a no- 
tablt man: there was in bim ns feat noz dzead, noz alſo in 
both bis Bons Ilion and Ganimedes : . thep pielded unto arms 
their devoyzes. They did woz\bipfully deal with their bodys, 
unte their purffance without end. They fought with their ene- 
mies, making their ſwozds red in the blood. of the Cretans; 
Tyey followed with great fury, that they fougþtall that dap, 
otberwbiles afo2e,, and ſometimes behind. And it 81 0 in tbe 
end, that when the ſun began to ge down, Ganimedes think- 
ing on bis great loſſes, and deſiring to recdver bis bonour, 
took a terrible and mighty axe, and enflamed with a noble cou- 
rage; fougbt about the Banner of the Eagle of gold where was 
moſt-ſtrength; and ſmote down on the one ſide and on the o- 
wer, ſo unmeafura bie, that his Axe changed colour, and pe 
crped with an high voice, Troy, Troy. 

- Jupited dad ol way an epe on the Banner; Whenbe beard the 
ery of Sanimedes and ſaw his behaviour, pe knew bim, where · 
of be had gtest joy, foz he ſougþt no man buy him: be gave over 
the place where be was in; and jopouſly addzefled bim And 
bim, andſaid, D-yaliane Trojan, tbouhaſt ſte wet tüy y2pwels 
all tbe dap, and now thou mani feſieſt and ſeweft tþp ſetf* by 
baugbty feats of arms, and ot great (bouts.

pim take it that map get it. 1 
- Ganimedes with this wo2d lifted pp his Axe and caſting bis 
eyes on Jupiter, made him this anſwer : Pappy Ring of Crcet, 
A know that thou art wozthy te have grace of Foztune, 
and that thou art moze wiſe than ſtrong: Thou ſeeeft char F02- 
tune is with thee, nevertþeleſsnow thou enbanCeſt not typ ſelf 
above me. J allow and paaiſe thee: in as much as thou doeft 
wozſhip and honour to thine enemp,and diſpꝛaiſeſt him not, but 
imagineſt that be path courage at his heart, know thou that 
thou doſt thy ſelf þonour and wozſhip. Foz to diſp zaiſe, and 
blame another man, no man ought to advance himſelf. J would 
that it plraſed the Gods fhatrbyFatber Saturn which is wan- 
d2ing on the Sea, were now here, 'fo2 it is mine intent, that by 
bis velp we would have reaſonof thee, and J will tome thereto, K 
if it be foz me poſſible, foz J ſhould be ſatisfied foz all my hurts 
and loffes,if A might conquer and overcome thee. And without 
moze wozds, Ganimedes tetfiyhis Axt, and ſmote on Jupiter, 
Jupiter chdered him with hi Shiv} which was ſmitten in 
rwso pieces by the cutting df the Axe, then Jupiter beftirred 
bimſelf, who all that dap pad abſtained and ſpared from fight 
and the feats of Arms: and commandes his folk that they 
would let him alone with Ganimedes, 'fozalmuch/as he was 
alone. now be detended pemſelk againſt the Axe vf Ga- 
rfimedes, andvelabourtd him with bis Sword, the beſt wiſe to 
bim was poſſible.

' Ganimedes da? bis firokes were great, and gabe unto Ga. 
vimedes many wounds: and indeed took away hie Axe, by the

Put he had pite on him, 
and ſaved his life, and tauſed him to be kept by four Centaures: 
Anon after-it began to wax dark, the Trojans withdzew them 
into their City, and thep of Creet unto the Pozt of the Sea.

they that were in the battel of the Trojans: were entred, and 
there was no man could fell the King where Ganlinedes was.

- . Theſe redings gave lis King Troos fozrow' upon ſozcow, 
and to Ilion, And.the tears fell down from cher eyes, and 
in ſpeciab Lion wept ſoze, bewailing bis Bzother in this man- 
ner: Alas mp Bzother, alas Ganimedes, where is become the 
glozp of Troy by the unfoztunate and imhappy Saturn, which 
path failed-thee in thy need. Ar the leaff,if thou vadſt come a- 
gain, we together would habe done our. beff, to have been a- 
venged of this loſs, we would have a ſcaped our bodies, by fra- 
ternal love, foz to ha ve recovered thine honour: Ddw is it, art 
thou perifþed by venturing?what hard griet oz ſozrow is to thee 
befain,- 
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'befain, -foz to lay cu thy mil · adventure and miſ· hap is to p2e- 
judicial unte the houſe of Troy. Ilion, fair ſon, anſwered Troos 
koʒ one adverſity it behobeth not to be aba ſhed in tbe war in a- 
ny wiſe, but ta hate firm caurage : war giveth this dap vido- 
rp to one, and on the mozn takech away, and giveth it to a. 
notber, and ſo puttech each out; A virtuous anda manly man 
unto bis death, ought not to he afraid.

Ilian and the Bobles of. Troy comfozted them with theſe 
wozds of King Troos, and confirmed bis reſolution, to go on 
tbe mozrow to afſail his enemies; whilff theſe things were in 
parlep4n the City, Jupices was in the field and made great chear 
with Ixion and te Cehtaures: an being ſet at ſupper upon 
the ground all about a great.ſtoge, Jupiter ſent to feteh Gani- 
medes, and made him to ſup with them. Ganimedes were ſoze 
moved,” and had in his beart great trouble: pet be took a ſhozt 
refecion with foz;he felt great ach and ſmart in bis 


wounds. And there Jupiter communed with bim ſaying, at be 
was the valianteft, * that ebet was ſeen a N. moſt 
balianteft of Troy, andfozaſmurcb as pe was in bis mercy, and 
thatit was be that ſat with bis Father, deſcended into Creet, 
where be had gladip planted pis name in wozſbip, if Foztune 
would have ſuffered bim: therefoze (aid he) J will no more 
war befoge Troy, but J will enter again to mozrow unto the 
Sea, and will ga and put in execution, a thing tbat lretb me 
now ſoze at tbe heart: And J will. give you to know; that Jhave 
intention to go into the Realm of Argos, unto tbe Tower of 


Dardan, foz to deliver, accozding to mp pzomite paſt, out of the 
Achriſius hold. 


ſame Tower the fair Davac, whom the Ring 

eth faſt ſhut in, without any reaſon. This conclufion- pleaſed 
King Ixion and the Ceataures, fozaſmucb as rbep pad peard 
ſpeak of the Tower of Dardan : and thep tbougbt well that the 
Argiens might not bold againſt their trength, When y"”_” 
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pad eaten, they entred into their Ships, and thought among o- 
ther things, on the Wounds of them that were hurt, and alſo of 
Ganimedes, And after they laid them down on the ſtraw to ſleep, 
and about two;bours befoze dapithep weighed Anchoz, and de- 
parted-ſo ſecretly, that the Trojans had no knowledge thereof. 
And on the mozrow bettmes, when King Troos andllion if- 
ſued out of Troy to battel, thep ranged in good ozder, and found 
no man to have to do withal, noz they could not ſ& noz perceive 
their enemies on no coaſt of the Sea, foz they had ſo far ſailed 

from the Pozt, that by that time thep were out of fight, Thus 

they bad great ſozrow marvellouſfip, and came unto the place 

where tbe battel bad been, and buried the dead men. Butnow A 

will leave ſpeaking of them, and of Jupiter, and will turn unto 

the Piſtozp of Danac, 


CHAP. XXVIn. 
How King Achrifixs when he ſaw his Daughter with child, ſent 
her to exile, and put her in a little Veſſel into the Sea, at the 
adventure of Fortune, 


V Hen the noble Damoſel Danae abode with Child by Ju 
piter, as it is ſaid befoze. After that Jupiter was retur- 

ned into bis Country, ſbe abode long in hope, that be would 
come and fetch ber by ſtrength ofpeople, and would lesd her in- 
to his Realm, as he had pzomiſed. In this hope ſbe mounted oft 
times into high windows of the Tower, and caſting ber exes, 
now hither, now thither, upon the mountains, ways and ſtreets, 
foz to look ik he came, oz that ſhe might ſ& his men of Arms, and 
bis people of war, and without end, (be had always her ears 8+ 
pen to liſten if be might bear the Trumpets, Tabeurs, and 
Clartons. This hope dured long, unto the laſt day that Jupiter 
bad pzomifed : and ſoze ſhe complained in this time of bis abid 
ing: and ſaid unto ber ſelf, that he would come. But when 
evening was come of the dap he had ſet,and ſbe heard no tydings 
of him, and that the fruit of ber belly appeared: ſhe went down 
from the window ofthe high Tower, and all ſurp2ized with 
deſpair, to behold her great ſaid : poo belly, A map no 
longer 
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longer hide ther, Jhove covered thee unto this time, hoping the 
coming of Jupiter: the dap is come and paſt that be ſhould have 
come, and tyere is no tydings of him. Alaſs,and pa ch he al ſo foz» 
gotten mee, Where art thou Jupiter? Art thou dead oz alive ? 
If thou be dead, (ſpeak to mee infpirit, in excuſing thes of thy 
default. Tell me what ſpall A do with thy ſeed? And ik thou 
be alive, what miſchievous evil adventure boldeth wee ? Art 
thou wearp of Danae, that thou enfozcedft. by raining gold? of 
per that thou ſo much deſicedſt ? Alas, thou pzomiſedſt mee thy 
love, and gaveſt it unto mee: and J received the gift in good 
part, and gave unto thee mine heart, And what wall this be, 
Jupiter, my love any friend? Art thou of the nature of falſe 
men, as hypocrites that go about to deceive pooz Women, and 
then leave them in diſþonour ? Alas, thou artone vetilp, thou 
baſt bzought me inta perpetual ſhame, and haſt abandoned and 
given me over. Y miſchievous man, Q faiſe lpar, be thou cur- 
fed with thy riches, and accurſed he tbe bour chat ever A ſaw 
thee, Jam fo2 ever by thee put te ſbame: and map no longer 
bite thy wozks. Where ſþall my child become? everp man ſþall 
ſee and know my treſpaſs. Alas, mp Father will put me to 
death, J map not fail of it: and as fog death it wall notgrieye 
me, (ve tog the fruit that A bear, jet wall A keep it aa wellas 
mp ſelf, at ali adbenture, come what map come thereof, 

In tyeſe and ſuch like wozds, Dange pa ſſed over this night, 
without reſt : from thencefozty ſhe began to be all melancho- 
lieus, and took this ſo ſoze to heart, that ſbe fell into @ grievzoug 
 welady.. Wyen rye Paideas that knew nothing of this caufe, 
faw her ſo tvil diſpoſed they ſignified it unte the Bing Achriſius, 
and then came the Ring to viſit vis Daughter, and beteck her 
to the cure of his Phyſicians and cunning men, and demanded 
of them what malady ſhe had. They anfwered him in the pze- 
fence of Danae,that be was great with Child, and that in ſbozt 
time ſhe Gould be delivered. Danae anſwered that thepfailed ta 
ſap the truth, and that ſhe had never known man, and denyed 
ber fag as much as in ber was poffible, hoping alwap fo tive * 
foz ſhe well knew that her Father would condemn her to death 
if be knew that ſhe were wich Child. And about 3 all the 

idens; 
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Maidens of the bouſe ſrove with the Piſtreſs, ſaying : that 
they had well and ſurely kept the Towee, that no man ſa ve che 
Ring bad ſpoken to ber, ( unleſs he had come inviſible) ſince that 
they bad received ver info their governance. Mhertat the Bing 
was greatly abaſhed, and ſoze wondzed. 

Men the Ring beard theſe wozds, and ſaw the ſtate of bis 
Daughter, be was ſoze froubled, Foz by experience pe faw 
well, and it appeared that Danac was with child. And to knew 
the trurb, be ſent all be Maidens of the plate into Pzifon to 
Argos, and betook Danse in keeping toother women, and com: 
manded them upon pain of death, that they ſhould tell him if ſbe 
were, oz happened fo be delivered of Child o2 no. 

Within # certain time, when Dante ſaw ber ſelf in this caſe, 
{þe began to kall into weeping. Ring Achriſivs, from this day 
fozth, cameebery day to know how ſbe did. She wept without 
ceaſing : ſbe ſpake not, buf unto ber heart: and fbe bewailed her 
lode. and complained on Fo2tune ſoarowfully. But when the 
had laboured long in theſe weepings, and that ber fair eyes were 
made great and red, about ſifteen daps, befoze ſbe rimt of ber 
childing, ſbe began to remember the cauſe why (bs was put into 
the Tower. And that the Gods had pzognoſticsted that the 
þonld have a Son, that ſþould be Bing of Argos. In this rement- 
bzance ſþe was comfozted little: and when the time came that 
nine months was expired, ſþe bzougbt fozth a paſſing fair Son, 
which the Ladies and Women received and named him Perſeus : 

And after fyat ſigniſied it unto the Ring. But at the birth ot 
this Child, ſhe excuſed and put out of blame ail the Damoſels, 
and ſaid that they were all innocent of her fact, 

Anon then, as the Ring Achriſius knew the verity of his 
Daughter, and that Þe had a fair Son, be bad in bis beart moze 
of ſozrow than of joy, and condemned her to death indeed, and 
commanded two of his Pariners, that they ſhould take the mo- 
ther and tbe Child, and put them in a little Boat botb together, 
and that they ould carry them far into the bigh Sea, that at- 
ter that, never ſþould men ſee them noz hve knowledge of 
them. The Mariners purſt not refuſe the commandment of 
the Ring: but went co the Tower Dardan, and took Danac,and 

2 her 
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ber Son Perſeus, and ſaid unto the Damoſel all that thep bad 
charge todo, pꝛaping her þumbly that ſþe would pardon them: 
- and this was about midnight, when Danae underſtood that ſpe 
ſpould be caſt into the Sea, and her Son with ber. Pet ſþe had 
hope to eſcape this peril, by the means of the Foz tune of ber 
Son. This notwithſtanding, the tears ran down from per 
epes, and weeping tenderly, ſbe-tock ber leave of the Ladies and 
Damoſels that bad her in keeping: and they let ber be carried 
upon the Sea, making complaint end pitious bewailings. When 
tbe Mariners had brought ber upon the Sea, they left per in 
a little Boat, and put in ber lap Perſeus her fair Son, and as 
baſtily as they might, they conducted ber into the deep Sea 
without meat oz dzink, and without ſterne oz governail, and 
gave ber over to all winds. . Then was there manya tear wept 
among the Mariners. The Mariners bewailed with great 
compaſſion-to ſee ſuch a Damoſel abandoned to peril ot death. 
Danac wept in conſidering tbe rigour of ber Father, and the 
fault that Jupiter had done to ber, and alſo foz the peril-which 
{be migbt not reſiſt : and Perſeus wept foz the blowing. of the 
wind and foz tbe groſs apr of the Sea, that bis tenderneſs 
might not well ſuffer-to endure. In this fa ſbion the Mariners 
returned to Argos, and Danae went fozth upon the waves cf 
the Sea, at the agreement and will of the winds, The waves 
were fearful, and lifted themſelves into the ayr as mountains, 
the winds blew by great ſtezms, the little Boat was bozn 
and caſt upon the wa ves, and oftentime Danae ſuppoſed to have 
periſþed , but ſþehad al wap hope in Foztune. And ſo well it 
bappened, that in tbis adverſity and trouble, ſhe was caſt into the 
Sea of Apulia oz Naples. And there was found by adven- 
ture of a Fiſher, that foz pityand cbarity took her into bis fþip, 
and her Son, and bzougbt ber on Land. 

At this time the noble Danae was as à dead bodp, and. half 
gone: when the Fiſber- man bad bzought ber on Land, ſbe tok 
a Ring of Gold that ſhe woze on ber finger, and gave it unto 
the good man, pꝛaping him, that he would bz4ng ber into ſome 
bouſe, where ſbe might warm and cheriſh ber, with her Child, 
foz he was nigh dead with cold, and was all ina 3 — 
: . 
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Fiſher-man took the Gold Ring, and bzougbt the Damoſel,and 
rhe little Child into his houſe, and made ryem a good fire, and 
bzought them meatanddzink. As ſoon as Perſcus felt the apc 
of we fire, vis heart came to him again, and be began to laugh 
on bis Mather. When ſpe ſa that, all her ſozrows turned to 
jop, and ſpe took hope of good Foztune. She then made ready and 
arraped her Son, and her colour came again: the Fiſber-man 
ſeeing in ber ſo much beautp,- that the like to ber be (aw never 
none, he went unto the Court of the Ring of Naples, and told 
bim his adventure, pꝛaiſing ſu certainly ber beautg, that the 
Bing ſent haſtily foz to fetch ber: this Bing was named Pilo- 
nus, and was Son to the ancient Jupiter. And when Danae 
was come befoze him, ſubdenly be waxed amozcus of ber, and 
demanded her name, her Country, and the cauſe why ſbe was 

adventured on the Sea, At beginning he excuſed her ſeif of all 

theſe things, unwitling to tell all, and begarrto/weep. When 

the Ring ſaw thaf,he comfozted ber and ſaid, tbat he would take 

per foz bis wife foz ber bexuty : and ſpake ſo fair to ber, and ſo 

graciouſly, that ſhe told vim all ber life, how ſhe was Daugh- 

ter of Ring Achriſius, agbihow ſþe was ut in the Tower, any 
how Jupiter bad deceived her; and how her a ther had put her 

in the Sea. When the King Pilonus beard all tpeſe foztungs 

of the Damoſel, be bad pity on her, and wedded ber with great 

honour, and did put to nurſe Perſeus, and got on ber a Son, 

which was named Danaus : but of this matter A will ceaſe,and 

turn again to the Piſtorp of Jupiter. 


CHAP. XXIX. 


How Jupiter returning from Troy by Sea, Encountered the great 
Thief Egeon; which he fonght with, and overcame 3 and of 
the tydings that he had of Danse, whereof he was paſſing 
ſorrowful, | ; 


V V Pen Jupiter was departed from Troy, be made bis Ha- 
riners to ſail and row with all diligenee, to with daa w 
from the Pozt, end to appzoach Creet, foz he knew well that 
the time of his pꝛomiſe made to Danse was expired, and that 
D 3 diſpleaſed 
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diſpleaſed him greatly. Yis mariners did all that they could 
do by the ſpace ofa day natural, but the dap being paſt, there a- 
roſe a tempeſt in the Sea co terrible, and out of meaſure, that 
it bare many Ships with their furniture under water, baake 
weir ſterns and bets, and dzowned all the Ships, fave cnlp 
that Ship which Jupiter was in: wherefoze be wept outragi- 
ouſly. The tempeſt dured three days and three nights, They 
ſawnot that time in the Peaven, Sun, Poon, noa Stars. Jupi- 
ter and they that were wih him thought never to have dyed o- 
ther death, pet they eſtaped the death, and took Land the tbird 
dap when the Tempeſt was ceaſed, not in Creet, noz in the Sea 
of Europe, but in tbe Dcean ſo far, that they knew not the lan» 
guage of them that inhabited the Pozt where they came to An- 
choz. he 
Piven Jupiter ſaw the ſtrangeneſs of the people dwelling in 
this Pozt, de knew they were far from their Region, and then 
was Jupiter diſcomſfited, that be wiſted he had not been there, 
noz come on che Sea, fozaſmuch as he knew well that be migbt 
not accomplilÞyis pzomiſe made unto Danze bis Love. Bee 
made many great bewailings touching this matter, and moze 
than A tan ſap: and alfo made complarnt foz bis men that be 
bad loft in the ſtozm and tempeſt, as well as be complained foz 
the default of his pzumiſe. But when his companions, Ixion, 
andthe Centaures and Ganimedes, bad refreſbed and victualled 
them, and had well put all things in ozder , tbey weighed An- 
cyo2, and departed from the Pozt, and took their wap into the 
Taft ; and ſo labouted dap by day, that thepentred into the Sea 
Egee. And thep bad not long ſailed when tbey met with Egeon 
the great Thief and Rover, which beld at bis will all this Sea: 
then they diſanchozed from the Bort of the Iſle of Deſart, and 
pe accompanied with ſix Galleps, and with a thouſand men of 
arms, came befoze jupiter, pzoviding them to battef, in purpoſe 
to va ve deſtroped them. 

Wen: jupiter and the Centaures, ſaw the bebadiour of the 
Thief, they knew ſtraight ways that they migbt not fail of 
battel, and ſaping each to other thep would defend themſelves 
unto death. They bad not long held Parliament among them, 
but 
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but tbey kur ni bed themſelves with tdeir Ame; and diſplayed 


the Banner with the Eagle of Gold. And in rhe diſplaprng 
tyep made great a jor, as they had been in Paradiſe; ' At 'this 
time vad Ganimedes vis wounds healed.When he ſaw that eath 


man prepared pimſelk to fight ſaving be, which wong paiſority, 


ye came and kneeled down on bis knees befoze Jupiter, arid/ce- 
quired bim right humbly, that pe would command to deſivec 
vim bis Parneſs,foz to help to maintain his honour, and atſo to 
defend bis life, pzomiſing to do bis true endea vou. 
Jupiter took up Ganimedes, when be faw him fubmit pimſelk, 
and degan tu (er his love onpim, thar it endured been unts the 
death : and that maze is, bis Parnefs end Arms were pielbed 


KF -- unto bim, kaping: that from chentefazth-they would be bzethren 


and fellows in Arms, and Ganimedes anſwered'to him that be 
would alway abide and dwell pis ſervant. 1 

During the(e- ſprecyes; _ and his GallepsSoarded the 
Ship of Jupitet, und foright with hem Bgeon wilg'in the front 
befoze #s Captain. Japitet beheld himi/ #nb/knei bim by bis 
arms that be bare, and ere that any ſtraße was kmitten, hecal- 
ſed to him. and laid. Thief and Nover: Pow Hurſt thou pur 
ſue to rad bim tbat made thee to tremble, and fte dekoze bim at 
the dattef of Erect ! de ſeeing of his Swozd dyed and made red 
with tbe bkood breche unberppp Tit: ys? Behold and ſee mer, 
Fam Jupiter, the moztal enemp of all thy Linage, Thou in 
likewiſe art my enemy, and now ort come in battel againft me. 
It may be well ſaid that we ſball run each upen other, by great 
foxes, and that this conflict walt be damageable foz the oz fox 
me,and let the Gods do their pleaſure. 

WMben Egeon'underftood what Jupiter had faid to him, and 
that be was the deſtroyer of his Linage, be had his heart ſo in- 
cenſed with ire and impatrency, that be could not anſwer one 
wozd: And grinning with bis teeth, be began to (mite fo bard' 
toward Jupiter, that if tbe ſtroke of his Are had been right, there 
had never been remedy of his life. But Jupiter knew the feats 
of war, and when be ſaw the ſtroke he avopded it: and lifted up 
bis Swozd; and charged it upon Egeon fo ſurelp, that be could 
not avopd the ftroke, which was ſo koꝛcible, that he was ſo aſto- 
nig 
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nied that it made him fall down upon the planks of the Galley, 
Then made the Pyrates and Thiefs a great cry, and furiouſly 
teil upon Jupiter and his comparp- + Ganimeges peld his Axe 
in bis bands, and- was not then idte: pe fought and wrought 
moſt valiantig after his power, and ſo did the Centaurcs. The 
"Gkirwiſh was great, and many were firucken.down, not of the 
party of Jupiter, but of the Pprates, and then labaured the Cen- 
tautes, ſo that theꝝ dytd the Galleps with the blood of their ene- 
mies: And that the Ppzates, albeit they vere tenagainſt one, 
they nei het could, noꝭ might not abide befoze tbem. 
Thus began the moztal pattel of the Pyrares,and of the Cen. 
taures, when the one Gallep bad fought as long 98 theo might, 
another came on. Thus Jupiter and Ganimedes had enough to 
Do ta fight; and they failed not what to do, foz the mize they 
ſmote, the moze diſpleaſyce had the  Pyrazes. , Each of their 
Arokes was the death of a rate. An pꝛateſs of time, Egeon 
came again into the peels diſmayed, and filled full with impa- 
rience, be put þimfelf fozth to fight, in the mot ſtrengtb, al! 
deſperately, to win all, oz to loſe all. At this time the batte! 
was ſo deadlp , that all tbe Galleys cloſed the, Ship of Jupiter 
and ſmote on it: but this was to their miſ· hap and ill fare, fg; 
the moſt pat of them were ſlain: then Gb e and Jupiter, 
entred into the Galley of Bing Egeon, where ye-fought Co ſaze 
on the one ſide and on the other, foz envy who ſhauld do beſt, that 
of all them that were within, there was not left one man, but 
be was flainoz caſt into the Sea, excepting only Egeon, which 
Jupiter took with his hands, and bound him with an .þundzed 
chains of Tron. j 46 8 40 2 
Mitb theſe chains of Aron Egeon had a cuſtom foz to bind 
bis Pꝛiloners, until the time they had done his will. Mben 
tbe — ſaw the mi ſchief that came upon them, and that 
their maſter was overcome and bound with the chains, thep in- 
tended to ſave themſelves, and withdzew from the Ship of Ju» 
piter, ſaping, that thoſe that thep had fought withal, were no 
men, but Devils, and that they were unhappy that came into 
tleir þands. Jupiter bad but one ſþip. The Pyrates diſperſed a. 
b2oad one pere, another there. And when the Centaures — 
that, 
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that, they ſaid to Jupiter, that it ought to ſuffice to babe this 
viccozp over his enemp, and chat it was no need to make pur- 
ſuit afrer the unhappy Thieves. Jupiter accozded to the ſame, 
and entred again into bis Sbip with Ganimedes and Egeon, 
andafrer made his Pariners to take their courſe again. And 
alway ve had in bis memozp Danac. He was a pear long ſailing 
by the Sea: and inthe end of the pear , he arrived in his Realm, 
and there found four hundzed Pozſes, which thepof Creet pe. 
ſented unto him foz bis welcom. a 

Tye Nueen Juno his Wife, made great chear, foz fbe loved 
yim with all ber heart, wherefoze (þe feaſtedhim, and them that 
pzeſented to him the Bozſes. And he put in pziſon Egeon, and 
jet Ganimedes go free where be would; tbep loved then toge · 
ther ever after as two bzethren, UWyen Jupiter had been there 
three days, pe took four hund2ed of his men of the moſt puiſ- 
ſant, and made them Rnights, giving to each of chem one of 
his Poaſes : and perfected them in the feats of Arms, after the 
diſcipline ofIxion and the Centaures. And when they bad done 
this, be a ſſembled a e and two bundzed Ar« 


chers, and with them be ted from Creet fifteen days af- 
ter vis return: and ſent not foz Pluto, noz foz Neptune, and 
took his way unto the City of Argos, meaning to have taken a- 
way the fair Danac. But pe bad not far gone, when be met one 
of the Citizens of Argos, a Gentleman and woz ſbipful, chat te- 
counted and told him all the life of Danae, fozaſmuch as be de 
manded of bim tydings- And affured him on bis life, that the 
Ring Achriſius had ſer her on the Sea, fozaſmuch as ſhe had 
bzougbt forth a little Sonagainſt vis commandment. 

When Jupiter beard the caſe and misfoztune of Danae, be 
began to ſigh ſoze: tbe ſweat came into bis face, and tears into 
his epes, he called Ganimedes and Ixion and told them, that 
his voyage was bzoken : and that the King Achriſius had caſt 
ber into the Sea, foz wbom be made this Army. Ganimedes and 
Ixion comfoated bim the beſt they could, and bꝛougbt bim again 
to Creet, be held him there ſolitary a while: and lap by bis 
Wife Juno, and Juno and her Aunt Ceres made him-good chear 
oftentimes. And ſo oft came or” once tþe asked the cauſe 
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ok pis ſozrow. Ye beheld the beauty ok her : and koz that (he 
was alone, bt uled the matter ſo that be had to do with her and 
knew ber fleſþip,and after be had determined in bis mind, that be 
would go into Scil: and taking leave of King Ixion and of the 
Centaures, his ſbipping was made ready, and be went to Sea, 
and came into Sicil, and conquered it unto the Ille of Lemnos. 
And wben ve had ſo done, he went into Italy, and came into the 
bouſe of Ring Janus, which received bim, and made him great 
chear, and told him that bis Father Saturn was newly come to 
dwell thereby,and that he was ſingularlploved of all the people, 
fozaſmuch as he taught them to labour the vines, and to ſow 
coʒn. 

All tbe blood changed in Jupiter, when be beard that Janus 
ſpake ta bim of his Father Saturn: nevertheleſs be went to 
ſee yim, and ſaw bim, and found his Father making and found 
ing of a new City, in the plate where naw ſtands the Capitol of 
Rome. And in ſuch wile be ſubmitted him to bis Farber, that 
Saturn took him to his grace, and made peace with bim: and al- 
ſo accoaded to bim that be tho njop from thencefozth. bis 
Keaim of Creet : At the atco2 making ofthis peace were 
Bing Janus and Ring Evander, and they dwelled the one nigb 
the vther, that is to wit, Janus inn City named Laurence, and 
Evander in a City being nigb the mount Aventine: and ſo was 
there Bing Italus of Syracuſe, that made in this time a new Ci- 
to named Albe, upon the River of Tyber. All theſe Rings 
made greatcyeatrfoz the agreement of the Father and the Son: 
And thus Jupiter, abiding there be acquainted himſelf with tbe 
Wife of Ring Evander named Nicoſtrate, fozaſmuch as (be 
was right expert in the ſcience of Nigromancy, and of her be 
learned this ſcience. Jupiter after this took lea be of her, and 
of bis Father Saturn, and of his neighbours, and left there 8a. 
torn, that was married again to a Woman called Philiris, by 
whom be had a Son called Picus, that was Father of Ring 
Fanus, Yusband to the Queen Fatua, of whom Hercules wag a- 
mo20us. and returned into Creet, and there fouud that his wife 
1075 delivered of bis Son Vulcan, and that bis beloved Aut 

Ceres was delivered ofa Daughter, named Proſerpina, —_— 
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of Jano' wa diſpleaſed and dicontent, and tom Aained te Jupi- 
ter of the diſbonout that be bad done ta per. Pur A A 
nougþt thereby, but laughed and was moge jopoug of his daugy- 
ter, than ot vis won: Faz bis Daughter was marvellous fair, 
and Vulcan his Bog was foul and crook. backed, Motwithſtand 
ing, to live in peace with Juno, be married Ceres to another 
man named Siccam, and gane to them the Realm of Sicil and 
the City of Syracuſe, and (ent them to dwell there with Profers 

ina, And it was not long after that, but be ſent. bis ng 
Vulcan into the Ane of Lemnos, whom be betook to be Gover 
od by three men, named Berotes, Seropes, Pyragmon: and 
kept yim ſo well that de came to age: and that be was a man 
of a noble mind, and learned all Sciences, in efpecial Migro- 
mancy, Geomancy, and Pezomancy, and made many marbel⸗ 
lous things, that be palt credit to ſpeak : wherefoze I will tors 
ry now of htm, and of Jupiter. And will treat ofþis Son Per. 
ſeus, koꝛalmuch as ot᷑ him came Alcumena. | ifs it 


CHAP- XXX, 


How N. Mednſa came to Athen, to worſhip in the Temple of 
the Gaddgls Plat. And how King Neptune waxed-amorous 
of her : and how ſhe deceived him sm 


H this time when Jupiter lived peaceable King of Creet, 

and that þis Hon Vulcan waxed great, and learned the craft of 
Nigromancy, in che Land of Heſperie, there paſſed out of the 
Wozld a Ring named Porcus, a man of great valvur, which the 
Hefperiens called God of the Sea of Spain, antiently cal- 
led Heſperi, as is laid. This Ring left'three Daughters,lovers 
of the earth, fozaſmuch as they intended unto vices, that bold 
of earthly things. Dfiyefe Daughters one was named Me- 
duſa, the other Euriale, and the third Senno. Medufa, that was 
the eldeſt of all the other ſucceeded in the Realm. And-the 
Poets ſay, that ſbe bad the bead of a Serpent, giving by this 
to underſtand,tha* (be was wonderful wiſe and ſubti!. After the 
death of King Porcus, this Meduſa governed mightily ber 


Realm, and maintained Pezats and men ot war, and in ber be- 
MN 2 ginning 
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ginning ſhe occupyed and haunted the Sea of Europe, at plea» 
kure, and with great tryumph. And landing on a dap at the 
Wozt of Athens, (he ſent unto Ring Neptune to require him 
that ſþe migbt enter into bis Citp,. foz to wozſbip in the Tem. 
ple of the Goddeſs Pallas, which was newly made. Neptune 
did great honour unto the Peffengers of Meduſa, andaccozded 
unto her, that ſbe ſþould enter into his City, and into the Tem- 
ple, upon condition that ſhe ſhould have none with her but ber 
Damoſels. When Meduſa heard the anſwer of Ring Neptune, 
{be concluded that ſbe would go into the Temple. And ſhe was 
accompanied with many Damoſels ſo richly arraped, that it 
was a gallant fight toſee. Sheentred into the Temple, and in- 
to the City, and there ſþe turned into ſtones not onlp the men 
thad.bebeld ber, but alſs the Women, andamong all other e- 
fpecially a Nueen tbat was named Ida. | | 
Fp this it is ta be underſtood. that this Meduſa was of ſo ex. 
cellent beauty, and ſoPafſing' rich, that alt they that bebeld her 
gave themſelves over wholly ta covet her bedutp, and ber 
riches. And therefoze wzite the Poets that they were turned 
into ſtones :' foz. they that diſpoſe themſelugs,. and give them 
to the delights of the wozld; be likened and compared unto hard 
ſtones, whereof map no good. come. Thus then Meduſa enter: 
ing into Athens, convertedand turned into ſtones many men: 
inſomuch, that Neptune heard theſe tydings, and deſiring to ſ& 
this Queen, be went into the Temple, where Þe was in con⸗ 
templation- And ve had not long bebeld her, but be ſaid to him. 
nad (be ſhould be his Mike, and that ſhe ſhould never eſcape 
from bim. nn | 
This Meduſa was long ſpare.in contemplation, during which 
Neptune deſired ber beauty moze and moze,. and his heart gave 
vim, that be ſbould obtain his purpoſs And after, be a litcle 
pauſed, conſidsring the-excellency of her; grief, and thoughts 
traverſed, and. aroſe in bis mind, that conſtratned dim to ſay 
tbeſe woads that follow ; Alas, in wbat matter, and in what en- 
flaming pain be they that are burning in love, by long ſpace of 
time, that J already begin to find me in ſo many great ſighs 
and pains, that J know nat how J may in time come unto this 
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Lady, to require ber to be my wiſe. Sbe is dining inall beau- 
ty, and in right abundant riches. This is it that Alack : (be 
beyoidetb me otherwhiles in ber. pzapers 3 it may bappen ſo 
well, that love map turn ber beart, to make alliance betwixt 
hee and me. And what is this? men ſap that lobe þurterb ng 
man, but by bis eyes. If th t exes be not made to ſee, à will ſay 
tbat my deſire all hap well. Where am A? where am J? put 
me out. Where is mp heart ? where is my deſire? J know not 
what J think, mp thought map be abuſed, and my abuſe may 
well be teverſed: mine epes paradventure think chep ſee that 
thep ſee not. Mine ears imagine, to hear and yet thep be deaf; 
I find mp ſelf in a great perplexity and verp attainder: and pet 
moze, in a ſuperfluous erroz,. moze than any man may have : 
Fo2 when J ſee this Lady moze excellent than all-other, in 
riches and beauty, reaſon teliety me, that-Ge is not come bi- 
ther foz me: and when Jbebold that ſþeq$-alone wichautwen 
in my City, who ſhall gain-ſay my will? 4 will, reqilice her 
ro be my Wife, afcer that ſþe hath done her Devotion: and ik 
the acco2d to mp requeſt, my labour (all do well. And if ſhe 
gain-ſay and withſtand it, then J muſt be of fozceand aiithoritp 
Nopal. 

Thus, wben Neptune came to this concluſion, Med uſa aroſe 
krom her contemplation, and Neptune went to ber, and did her 
reverence, and afrer pꝛaped her, that (be would go to bis Nopal 
Palace to refreſþ ber. Meduſa tbanked him foz bis courteſie, 
and ſaid, that ſbe might not well tarry there at that time. 
When Neptune uuderftood that (be was to return, without Cap. 
ing longer in bis City, be was diſpſeafed-in bis heart, yet he 
beld her in parler, and dzew ber apart, and (aid unto her C chan- 
ging colour.) Madam, J am ſozry that pe refuſe to take par- 
bour in mp houſe. Jam Bing ofthis City, tbe Gods have not 
given me ſo great hap, that J have vet any Mite, ano Ladp oz 
Damofel :' it is now ſo happened that the Gods and Foz rune 
babe inſpired pou to come hither.” Certainly it is your beautp 
hath pzepared the epe of my heart, and path made me ſo deſi⸗ 
rous of pou, that Jgiveunto pou, beart, body, and gods, and 
al} that a Lover. map give unto _ Love oz Lady, oz anp Ring 
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is Abeen. Wperefoze J pꝛay pou that pe will ge unto my 
alste, to the end that J map have communication moze ſecret · 
ly there, and tell you of pe great love that J bave to pon. 
As Meduſa underſtood the requeſts of the King, te began to 
ttown #nd not willing to be otyerwiſeentreated, ſþe;onſwered 
fo hit Nepal Stun tk it were ſo tnt mr heart deſfired ac- 
quaintdfice and communiration with one man moze than with 
another, in krutp, At Jſo'faund me diſpoſed, would bold mp 
ſeif-yappy, finding my ſelf in the graceof your epes : but the 
eter rt with me far.otherwile, J lobe as much one man 
a8hother.' J babe a-pitrpoſe'to abide and continue in mp vir- 
cinitp": Ve be a Bing: vou babe given to me ſafe conduct to 
perfozm mp Pilgrimage. A deſire that you bear pour ſelf in 
ſuch wiſe, as it ve had never ſeen me. Madam (ſaid Neptune) 
bow ſþall' J do th#t you ſay, when my prart is all given unto 
pou? Sir (anſwered Meduſa) itbeboverb firfirto know, and af- 
ter wat to love; J babe told pow pere, thatJ bove a purpoſe to 
abide a Uirgin, what map it proſit you to ſay, that you habe 
given me pour heart? - theſe be but loſt wozds. Dame ( ſaid 
Neptune) the Diamond \bineth not till it be poliſhed : ye were 
never perapyenture defired oz requeſted of love befoze nom: 
| hren ve no moze lobe to ont mas than to anotber, 
eretoze po muſt under ſtand that acquaintance bzeedeth 
lobe:and if pou willcome and abide with me, J make no doubt 
but that pour mind will change. Sir'C anfweted Meduſa) my 
will is unchangeable: | Botwithſtanding(fatd Neptune) it muſt 
change, bt not aba ſbed. Sir ( anſwered Meduſa ) A fte nothing 
thor giveth me cauſe of abaſbment, foz 4 feel my part firm and 
fable in bis operations. You be a Ring, and have given me 
ſafe conduct to finiſþ my Devotion at the Temple of the God · 
eſs of pour City. Reaſon and honour ſheuld governpourcou-, 
rage. Dame (faid Neptune) if pour beautyfurmountednot the 
beauty or other women, A would willingly conſent to pour re- 
turn: But when J contet ve how pou are fozmed in ſo bigh a 
degres ok Raturk thet notbing lacketh in you. And furcher, 
when J ſee that the great Goddeſs Pallas hath inſpired vou to 
come to this my City, reaſon map pa be no place: þowſoever it 
114 be 
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be by lobe oz by fozce, ye ſþall ES my Aite: 4 bad rather dee 

oz run ints all the diſbonours of the wozid, than foz to fail to 
var be your toe. 2 

Mhen Meduſa that was wiſe, bad underſtood the wozds of 
Neptune, and ſaw well that be was couragiouſly ena med with 
ber amozous deſire, and that ſbe might not eſcape his power, foz 
her beauty, unleſs it were by an adventure: then ſhe changed 
ver hair into colours : that is to ſap, that where fozce reigned, 

the wrotight by ſubtilte, and ſaid unto the Ring ; Hir, Jknow 
pou are a greatand puiſſant Lozd,and that love bach moved you 
by fozce to take me to pour Wife, Since pour pleaſure is ſuch, 
J- am content to do all as you have demanded, and that this 
ſame dap be ſolemnized the marriage between peu and me: 
but the moze ſolemnly to adozn the Feaſt of our Wedding, I 
require of pou two ehings : Firſt, that J may return unto the 
Pozt, to my People, fog to arrap and dzeſs me with my coſtly 
Jeweils, foz J cannot emplop them to moze great glozy, than 
to uſe this day of mp marriage: and Secundly, that pe will 
cauſe to array and dreſs the Ladies of this Citp, to cece:be me 
as it appertaineth 2 fog J will that ye well know, that in all the 
cemnant of the Ladies of the wozld, pe (hall not find any that 
yath moze moveable goods and riches than J babe. 

Neptune was then as one all raviſþed with jop, when be 
1 beard this anſwer of Meduſa : and he ſent again this Meduſa 
T unto the Galleys, hoping that ſbe would return again to be his 
| Wife :- but when ſhe by the ſubtiity of her wit, was delivered 
agzin at the Pozt where Neptune had notbing to do: inſtead to 
return to the Cfty, ſbe cauſed to weigh Anchozs all ber ſhips, 
and hoyſt ſail, and in all baſt withdzew them from the Woat : 
and inſtead to on: ber in veſt ments nuptial, ſhe to her arms

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and made all n fo Arm tbem. And thus ſbeeſcaped from 
0 Neptune, who was in great ſozrow, and in great anger (aid, 


that (be had the bead of a*Serpent, and that ber bairs were tur- 
ned into colours, to the end to hide moze graciouſſy te malice of® 
ber beart : he repeated the manner bow {þe had deceived and be- 
guiled bim. 
Thus then eſcaped Meduſa the hands of Neptune by tbe 

. means, 
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means of her bead ſerpentine: and Neptune abodeconverted 
end turned into a ſtone: of this thing ran the renown though 
all Greece. And the beautp of Meduſa was ſo cammended, that 
from thoſe parts went every dap many Rnights to ſe ber, and 
many of them were turned into ſtones, and many loſt their crea» 
ſures : innumerable enkozcing themſelves, by arms toconquer 
this Lady, who withſtood alway their aſſaults and endeavours 
and alway abode conquerour cfchem. 
Meduſa ſer nougbt by Ring noz Pzince, that would have ber 
to Wife : tþe was all ſer to get and gather tbe treaſures of the 
Wozld. Whe. eas her Father bad been verp covetous, pet was 


(be moze cout tous: and coming again from Athens unto per own 


Kealm, after that (be þad bzougbt under ſubyection the Greeks 
that rebelled againſt her, ſbe was ſo plunged in the deep ſwal- 
low of coverouſneſs and avarice, that ſbe made war againſt all 
ber neighbours, and conquered them, conſtraining them to pap 
ber yearly large tributes. Whereby ber ſtate and name aroſe, 
and was ſo great, that the fame thereof ran into many far Re.

When 
then Filonus heard ſpeech of the mightineſs of Meduſa, of her 
rapines and avarice, be thought that bis Son in ſaw ſhould do 
a vertuous wozk, if be might cozrect her: ſo be told to Perſeus 
that he would ſend him thither. Perſeus thanked bim and ſaid, 
be wouldemplop thereto all bis puiſſance. Then Bing Pilonus 
ſent foz men of Arms, and made ready thirty Galleps foz the 
Armp of Perſeus,” and dubbed him Knight, f oꝛder of chi- 
valrp began that time to be uſed in all the w And it was 


decreed that ſame dap Perſeus ſhould go to Sea.

T this diſcomfiture, Perſeus purſued Meduſa, flping into 

her City, and entred with per, and the moſt part cf yis 
people with bim, that failed him never to put to death all cye 
men defenſible wat they found, but they ſpared the blood ot 
women and little Childzen, by the commandment of Perſeus: 
And among others, Perfeus found Meduſa hid in a Ciftern and 
ſmote of her bead. And ofthe blood that iſſued out, there engen- 
daed Pegaſus the flying Pozſe. By the hend that Perſeus ſmote 
from Meduſa, is underſtood, fhat de took from her ber Realm, 
and deprived her of it, and banifyedher pooz and naked. And by 
the flying Yozſe that was engendzed of the blood that- iſued 
from her head, is meant, that of her riches iNuing ofthotKealm 
* made a ſhip named Pegaſe, that is os much as to ſay Gd 
enowa: and this dip was likened unto un Pozſe feing, for- 
aſmuch as the good Kenown of Perſeus was then bozn from re- 
gion to region, as upon a Pozſe flying. And fozalmueh as Per. 
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Post of the City, whereraigned Alas, faping that be wouldſub- 

dur bim, befoze he returned into his Covntry, | 2 
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This City had to name Septe. Atlas knew well the Arms - 
Meduſa, and from as far as ye ſaw Pegaſe the ſbip, he knew th 
Arms tyat were within: and pe thought thar Meduſa bad ben 
vanquiſhed by theſe ſtrangers, and doubted loze tpeit coming, 
Notwithftanding ye did put pis men in Arms, and bewailed

nothing on him in two days that the aſſault endured, but chat 
was moze by the ſtrong-nature of the Pozt, than by the ſtrength

Then when Perſcys ſaw that ye bad not folk enough to take 
this Wozt, he withdzew him into the deep Sea, and ſent into 
Naples unto Ring Pilonus balf the treaſures of Meduſa, ſigni- 
foing to bim bis bigh adventure, and required Him, that pe 


-wauld (end. him a thouſand ſouldiers : the Bing and Danae had 


Arsat jop of theſe tydings: and at the requeſt of Perſeus a ſſem- 


bied fafceen-bundzed fighting men, which they ſent into Lybla 
with bis Hon Danaus, whom they ozdatned chief and Captain 


of the Army: when Perſeus ſaw come theſe fifteen hundzed fight- 
ing men, be knew that it was flying ſuccours that came to him;

Bellerophon comfozted his Mari and told them that 
diſcomfozt could not help them: and as he was thus ſpeaking, 
a Gallep of advantage went out afoze his fellows, and flying 
on the Sealike unto a bird, addzeſſrd her unto the ſhip, where- 
in was Bclleraphon, and boarded it. And who that will demand 
what the name was of that Gallep, and what men were there- 
in: I will ſay to them that this was Pegaſe, and that Perſeus 
was withinit. As ſoon as be might ſpeak to the Pariners 
that carried Bellerophon to Sicil, he asked of them, what the 
were, and into what region thep would go? When Bellerophon 
beard Perſcus ſpeak, be beheld his behaviour and-countenance, 
and judged in bimfelf.cþat he was of a good houſe? and ſaid to 
vim: Sir, A bave great jop, foz that J ſee the ſbip and Þs- 
rinersbeſo.well addaeſſed,ond in ſo good readineſs as pours by, 
foz pe ſeem well a Knight of a noble houſe, and therefozeJ 
tell yon my taſe after that you batte made asking. Firf 
Then, where pe enquired what we be, v ye that in Argo 
we have taken our birth: and as to the ſecond, J anſwer you, 
that we have a purpoſe to go ſtrait into Sicil, to the mar 
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am tonſtrained by the rigour of a moztal judgenient, caſt upon 
me at the inflance of a Lady called Aurea, that unjuſtly and 
untruly hath complained upon me, ſaying that Jwould babe 
enfozced ber. This Lady that A ſpeak of, is Wife to King Pri- 
cus, which newly and ot late hath baniſhed and exiled bis Bꝛo- 
t Achriſius dut of his Realm, and this Ring, foz to pleaſe and 
ſatisfie the accuſations of his Wife, bath condemned me to be 
put to death, yet foz the good and the acceptable ſervice that J- 
have done to him, be path granted me to live, if ſo it pleaſe 
the Gods, that J may by poſſibility vanaui ſw and overcome a 
Chimere thatis in Sicil, unto the which J go, ſo J pꝛap pou that in 
our misfoztune, we be not let by you, neither by none of pour 


company. | 

Uatiant Knight ( anſwered Perſeus ) it is true that the heart 
of a noble man taketh pity and compaſſion in the diſtreſs and 
paſſjon of his equal: the weighing of your caſe hath pierced 
mine heart, with a charitable mercy, by which pe map ſurelp 
underſtand, not to have by us any hindrance during your infoz- 
nate life. And fozaſmuchas the hearts of them that would be 
induced at callifig to the deeds ot Arms, fingularly delight them 
in adventures ofgreat wozth and weight to get credit by, A will 
accompany you foz two cauſes, 

The firſt is, to expoſe my ſelf to the difputationand deſtruction 
of the Chimere, if it happen that pou overcome her not, wpich 3- 
ſuppoſe ye cannot. And the ſecond is, that after the Chimere be 
vanquiſhed, J may be guided by pou unto the Realm of Argos. 
Foz from now fozth J will be enemp unto King Pricus, Foz tbe 
ſake of the Father df my Pother, King Achriſius. And to let you 
bave greater knowledge ofthis matter, J will tell pou that Jam 
Son to Danac: that very ſame Son that was conceived in 
the Tower Dardan, of the ſeed of Jupiter and that ſame in 
pet ſon, that ag Achrifrus made caſt. into the Sea.But notwith= 
ſtanding, J wall cake no vengeance on his demerits, but foz the 
honourof the blood; und ok the womb of whom JiTued, I fall 


fyccour end aid him, and pzaypou that pe will be my fellow and 


Bzother in Arms, and that re will come into mp GiHep,and fend 
home againyour Mur iners into their Countries, if it pieaſe you 


Wen Bellerophon had heard the good words and and wer of 
Perſeus, he made alliance with him, and entred into bis Gal. 
lep, and gave leave to bis Pariners, and accompanied dim 
with Perſeus and Dauaus, that foz love of him tek their wap 
into Sicil? where they ſhoztlp arribed : and the ſame dap Belle- 
ophon armed him, deſiring to find the Chimere, and togk 
leave of Perſcus, in ſuch wiſe, that he put him in peril of death, 
Tye Poets wzite that this Chimere, had the bead of a Lyon, 
the womb ofa Goat, and the tail ofa Serpent, butfoz truth, it 
was a mountain inhabitable, that had in beight above, a paſſing 
great Cave o6fLyons, and in the middle of the Pill it was full 
of Goats, And at the foot beneath, it was environed and ſet 
round about with Serpents. Theſe Lyons and Serpenfs were 
paſſing dangerous and nopſome unto the Countrep about.Whben 
Bellerophon ſaw the Pountain, be went thither, and Perſeus 
and Danaus followed him. Thep had not long marched, when 
thep ſaw moze than a thouſand little Serpents, wich manp 
great Dragons, of whom ſome came about Bellerophon and 
caſt out their venome, and the other paſſed fozth, and came run · 


ning upon Perſeus and Danaus, who had pzomiſed to Eellero · 


phon, that they would there perfozm nothing, unleſs thep were 
conſtrained to defend themſelves. 


When as theſe thres valiant Knights ſaw theſe curſed 
Beaſts, they took their Swozds, and ſmote upon them, and be- 
beaded many of them, but with this they had great pain and 
travail, foz theſe.Beaſts were cruel and full of pꝛide, and hard- 
ned them eagerly to them, and if they bad not been well p2c- 
vided with babitiments of War, they bad there ſooner found 
death than life. -Bellerophon went alway befoze, and (mote in 
pieces many. Perſeus noz bis Bzother'Danaus fought not, but 
with the Beaſts onlp that came upon them. When Bellero. 
phon had a little ceaſed the fight againſt theſe Uermine, and 
had found it moze Þazp and moze biting, ¶ foz the point of bis 
Swozd was made terrible blunt, with ſtriking againſt their 
bard ſcales. and skins) then there leapt down, and out of their 
poles the Goats, and the Lpons, and came down koz to afail 
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theKnight in fo great number, that he was environed with 


m. 
_— of theſe Beaſts eſcaped from him and came to Perſeus, 
and gave him his hands full to employ bis ſtrength and pzo» 
wels: the Lyons leapt about the neck of Bellerophon, ſome» 
time in ſuch number, that in no part he migbt be ſeen.” Pet by 
his abilitybe could well ſave himſelf, but be had never eſcaped, 
there came ſo much venom upon him there, and beaſts, and 
on Perſcus and Danaus, which ſo fiercely aſſailed them: and if 
be had not won a Rock, upon which be got up with great pain. 
Foz to go upon this Rock, there was but one ſtrait wap, 
then compa ſſed him the Lpons, and with them the other beaſts, 
which ſtaped on the wap of the Kock, and at the foot, roaring 
and making great notſeabont þim, ſo that Perſeus and Danaus 
had none other hope of the Bnight, but that it yad been his laſt 
dap, faz be bad ſo many beaſts about him, that it was likely 
that the edge and cutting of his \ſwozd might not long endure, 
without it were wozn oz bzoken. Then the Lyons when thep 


, Might not touch his body bit the ſtones, and did tear them with 


their claws : the Serpents flew up into the apr, and lifted up 
their bodies upon their tails, and caſt fire and ſmoke out of their 
thꝛoats unto the Rock. And the moſt hardieſt of the Lyons,one 
after anotber, trained themſelves in battel againſt bim, and 
Gewing their teeth, received his ſtrokes ſtoutly : And they 


led not, but \abode as beaſts familiar, and ſoze covetous of 


mans blood, in whom reigned exceeding great fiercenefs, as 
much as in anp wild beaſt at that time. 

Pard and marvellous was the battel as Percus and Danaus 
beheld, and thought in what fa(bion they migbt ſuccour Bellero- 
phon. The noble Knight defended him to his power, and ſ&k- 
ing bow he might ſave bim from this peril pe caſt þis eyes upon 
a great ſtone that hanged over the way ofthe rock, whereupon 
be was mounted, and then be thought if he migbt make that 
fine to fall down, that he would kill the moſt part of the 
beaſts. Then be began a little and a little to move the ſtone, 
and to ſeek the jopntures that beld it, and ſo much laboured, that 
inthe end be made it to W Lyons, W 
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Goats, in ſuch wiſe, as in the falling he made all the ork to 
tremble and feared in general theſe unhappy Beaſts, ſo that 
they were there all bzuiſed, likeas the Thunder had come upon 
them, and pet that moꝛe is, with the tumbling down, it made 
the Rock that Bellerophon ſtood on, ſo ſþake, that be tumbled 
down treteon, and was ſo aftoniſþed, that he knew not whe. 
ther it was day oz night. | | 

Tye ſtone was great, and b2ought down many ffones with 
it. Perſeus and Danaus thought at the beginning that all the 
Mountains vad tumbled down, and were not very well aſſured 
in themſelves. This notwithſtanding, they beheld plainlp in 
tbe end, and ſeeing after the noiſe of the Tempeſt, that their 
fellow lay upzight all along upon the Rock, tbey ſuppoſed, that 
be had been dead. Then they made great ſozrow, and appzoach« 
ed the Bock, where they found the Beaſts lying under the 
ſtones dead, and they went upon the Mountain, and then knew 
that Bellerophon was not dead: whereof thep recovered great 
jop, and ceaſing their ſozrow, they took the Knight between 
their arms, and Perſcus demanded how it ſtood. with bim, ant 
bow be felt himſelf. 


CH AP. XXXV. 


How Ferſeut vanquiſhed the Monſter of the Sea, and expoſed 
himfelf againſt him for the love of Audromeda. 


12 Perſcus and Danaus waited gladly the anſwer of Bel. 
lerophon, and beld him foz the moſt accompliſbed Rnight 
that ever they ſaw. Perſcus and Danaus ſearched this Poun. 
tain, and went ints the Caves of the Beaſts, but they found 
none, and till ſ#te Bellerophon upon the Bock, foz be might 
not go foz the hurt of his foot. And then as the two Knights 
had fetched a compaſs and gone about the Pill, they returned 
to Bellerophon, and then Perſeus ſaid to him: Mp Bzother, 
bow well art thou wozrhy to have of me pꝛaiſe and commen- 
dation: Thou baſt this dap done a good and holy wozk, by thp 
wozthy behaviour „en gotten unto thy name the Crown 
of g{ozious fame, thou haſt paſſed the ſtrait way and. paſſage 
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of mif-foztune, from whence thou art iffued cleat as the Sun: 
And not only thou paſt labouced foz thy weal and utility, but 
foz the good and pzofit of this Region; foz thou baſt ſlain the 
Warders of the Serpent, and the Pozters of the Lyons, that 
kept this country uninþabitable,which wall frombencefozward 
be inhabited, and occupied with people, Bellerophon was all 
aba bed, when he heard the glozp that Perſeus gave unto him, 
by meekneſs and humility that was in him; and anſwered, At 
there beany wozſhip in this wozk, that it ſhall turn as well 
unto them as unto vim, and they began to pꝛaiſe each other, and 
they eat upon this Pill the ſame night, after they had made 
Sacrifice unto their Gods. And thither came all the Apulians, 
where they made great chear. Afterward they took all theskins 
of the Lyons, and the beads of the Serpents that wert dead, in 
fign of victozp, and laded them in their Galley, and they bare 
them with them into their Gallep with Bellerophon, finally 
they went unto the Sea, and ſailed toward the Pozt of Atha- 
mes, but when they thought to pþavendzawn unto this Poze, 
| fuddenly therearoſea tempeſt on the Sea, that they were con- 
{trained to abandon them unto the Wind, and paſſed fozth by 
the Haven, and their foztune was ſuch, that they were bzought 
into Syria, upon the Sea of Paleſtine; And they came into the 
Peztand Haben of Joppe, where reigned Amon, and in Pale- 
Kine reigned Cepheus and Phineus. 
The ſame time that Perſeus arrived there by means of this 
Tempeſt, the Pozf was full of Pen, Women, and Childzen, 
that it ſeemed that all the wozld had been aſſembled. Perſeus 
tame thither alone, foz his folk were diſperſed upon the Sea. 
When the Syrians ſaw bim arrive by fozce of the Wind, they 
aſſembled in a great number about bis flying Bozſe: And King 
Amon ſeeing that it was laden with the heads of Lrons he wag 
ſoze abaſhed. Foz to know from whence was the Gallep come, 
beenquired who was the Paſter? At which inquiſition an- 
ſwered Perſeus, and demanded of the Ring in what Country be 
was arrived? The Ring told him, that be was in Syria, and that 
the Realm appeztained to bim. When Perſeus knew that he 
ſpake to the Ring, be ſaid, _—_ am daiven unto this Pozt

tempeſt of the Sea, that bath been long troublous unto them; 
A require thee that thou be content, that.Jand they map come 

and Land here foz to refreſþ us. And if it happen bereafter, that 

thou oz any of thine habe need of like courtefie in Naples, which 

is the place of our Dominion, J pꝛomiſe thee, by the pzomiſs 
and wozd ofa Roble- man, that the like merit and thanks ſpall 
be rendzed unto thee. The Ring anſwered;. Noble Bnight, 

tbere be ſo many Spies now adays ſailing by. Realms and 

Countries, that a man map not well know to. whom pe map 

give credit oz truſt : Yet notwithftanding, . J ſee well by pour 

behaviour, that J truſt pe will not give us to underſtand anp 

other thing than truth. J tender to pou the uſe of my Country, 

and p2ap pou that pe will come and refreſþpou in my Palace: 

Furthermoze J.counſel pou, that you come forth of pour ſhip : 

foz if ye-ſtap there long, pe ſpall be in great peril; fozaſmuch 

as we know into this Pozt will come anon a Munſter of the 

Sea, that will devour a right fait Uirgin and Paid, which is. 

bere-by bound unto a ſtone, foz the crime of her Pother, and 

by mp ſentence 3 and if pe tatry here till his coming, it is to be 

feared pe will hazard pour lives. Boccace in tbe Genealogy of 

the Gods toucheth not otherwiſe the cauſe whp this Maid was 

thus expoſed to the Wonſter. Wherefoze J paſs it over: And 

tbe ſaid Uirgin (as Boccace (aith ) was known by the name of 

Andromeda. 

Apen Perſeus had underſtood the hard foztune of the damo- 
ſel, be deſired to ſee her, foz the marvellous judgment that was 
given upon ber: and arrayed him with rich veſtements,and then 
i ſſued out of the Gallep, and took out alſo Bellerophon, which 
might not pet help bimſelf, and atter he went unto Andromeda. 
There were her Parents and Couzens, in a great number, 
which laboured in ſoʒ row and great plenty of tears. Men per · 
ſeus ſaw this Uiryin, that was pa ſſing fair, which never ſaw 
ber like, be bad great pitp of her and ſaid to bimſelf, that if. it 
were poſſible, be would deliver ber from this peril. Then he 
called ber friends, and ſaid unto them in the pzeſence of Amon, 
I bave certainly great pity and compaſſion-of this fair _ 
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tel and alſo am amazed how the Gods ſuffer that ſte ſpould fall 
into this peril in ver tender years. And if it chance that ſhe 
fþould have a Knight oz Noble-man that would unbind ber, 
and foz cyaritp expoſe his body againſt the Ponſter foz the love 
of ber, would ſþe be quit? They anſwered pea : Ab then, ſaid 
Perſeus, if I would foz her ſake adventure mp ſelfin this wozk 3 


and if it ſo foztune chat J bad the grace to overcome the Pon» 


fter, will ye be content tvat the Paid be mp Wife? thepan- 
ſwered, yea, yea : And J pzomiſe pou, ſaid Perſeus and ſwear, 
that ſþe hath-found me a Bnight.that ſpall put his body and life 
in jeopardy foz ber. 

With this wozd Perſeus ſent to fetch bis Arms; and after 
went to the Damoſel and unbound her from the ſtone, and de ⸗ 
livered her to ber friends and kinſmen. Saint Auguſtine in the 
Book of the City of God, repearſed, that pet in the ſame Mozt 
is the ſtone that Andromeda was bound upon, that thep of Jop. 
pa kept foz a fignand memozy of the victozy that Perſeus had 
of the Monſter. All they that were there, marvelled greatlp 
at theentep2ize of the Knight, and knowing the Monſter, they 
judged him to be but dead, allowing bis bardineſ(s to them that 
ſeemed was too great- Dneand another ſpake of this matter, 
Perſeus armed him jopfully: When be was armed, be came to 
Andromeda, and kiſt har, taking leave of her, and ſaid; Fair 
Maid, pꝛap ye unto the Gods foz pour Champion, that faz your 
love ſubmittetb bimſelf unto the peril of death, to theend that 
by pour only means J map come to the enjoping of Love, that. 
we together map be jopned in Marriage, which J buy at the 
pzice of my like. Roble Bnight, anſwered the Maid, Jam 
moze beholding to pou than to all mp kinſmen ; know pe that 
if my pꝛapers map obtain ot the Gods, pe ſþall return ſafe from 
this enterpzize: then Perſeus went befoze the ſtone, and An» 
dromeda kneeled with great humilitp, with both ber knees up- 
on the earth, in calling on her Gods ts help her Champion, and 
there were many Patrons: upon the bank ot the Sea, that foz. 
compaſſionput them in contemplation, and by this example of. 
them, all the Syrians began to pzay foz the pzoſperity of the 
Knight, excepting only the Ring. Phincus, which paaped faz 

; bis. 


his death; and that foz this cauſe, fozaſmuch as befoze this 
judgment given on Andromeda, pe hadaffianced and betzoath- 
ed bim to ber, ſo as be wiſhed that the Ponſter might devour 
perſcus, to the end, that the marriage of him, and of her might 
pave been ended: Mpen Perſeus pad put bimſelf fozth by the 
ſtone, be looked toward the Sea, and held in his hand a ſtrong 
-Swozb, and pe pad not long beheld the Situation, and ta- 
ken leiſure to ſee the place, when there ſpzang out of a ſwal- 
low oz depth of the Sea, a Monſter ſo hozrible, and ſo dread» 
ful, that it ſeemed ye had been made foz to deſtrop all the wozld, 
pe was rough and went on four feet like a Beaſt, and his fazm 
was ſo disfigured, that none could tell whereto be might be 
likened. 

Men as the Syrians ſaw him put bis bead out of the deep, 
there was none ſo well aſſured, but he trembled foz fear. And 
many were ſo afraid, that they fled into their houſes, notwith- 
ſtanding, perſeus as ſoon as he ſaw him roſe up, pe came to him 

rigbt well aſſured, and ſmote him with the point of his ſwozd , 
-Co full upon the right eye, that on that ſide be made pim blind, 
whereat the Monſter came out of the Sea with an open mouth, 
and thought to have ſwallowed Perſeus, And Perſeus went back 
g little, and put bis Swozd between his jaws into bis thzoat , 
fo far fozth, thar he could not dzaw it out again, and ſo of 
fozce it abode in bis th2zoat moze than four foot. 

At the ſecond ſtroke, the Ponſter made a marvellous cry, 
lifting up bis bead, and thought to havecaſt out the piece of 

Swo2d, but it could not be. Alwap the Monſter aſſailed 
erſeus, and thougbt to babe ſwallowed bim into bis th2oat: 
and Perſeus alway ſtroke athim with bis Swozd, and put bim 
at defence,and ſtrook alway at bis thzoat, and about, nigh his 
other eye, and ſo well intended the wozk, that after be had gi- 
ben bim many wounds, be made him blind on the left eye, like 


as he did on the right. And then as tbe Ponſter went bere and 


there, and made many walks witbout ſeeing oz knowing where 
he went, purſuing bis enemy, Perſeus gave bim twenty wounds, 
ſearching his heart, and at laſt be found it. And finally be beftir- 
red bim, ſotbat be pierced the heart, with which ſtroke be made 


pim fall down dead. CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXXVI. 


How Phineut would have had Andromeda: and how Perſeus an» 
ſwered him ſhe ſhould be his Wife. 


A Ul the Syrians were paſſing joyous, and aſtoniſted, when 
they ſaw the good foztune of Perſeus, and ſaid one to ano- 
ther, . that ſuch a Rnight ought to be pzaiſed above all other 
men. King Amon took great pleaſure to ſee his dealing, and 
ſeeing the Ponſter labouring in his death, he went down to 
yim, embracing bim and ſaid, Sir, the Gods govern thy foztune, 
and ſince they have received thee in their favour and grace, 
there is none chat may annoy tbee : In a good hour wert thou 
yere arrived, demand what thou wilt, and J will cauſe the to 
ve it. Sir, Anſwered Perſeus. Jhave pzeſerved from death 
the Damoſel : J defire none other thing but ver. D valiant 
Knight, ſaid Phineus, theu doſt much glorif.e thy ſelf : tea thou 
paſt gotten in a yalf day moze honour, than any other Knight 
ſþall get in a þundzed pear. But beware that the beauty of 
this Paid deceive thee not: know thou that J bave betroathed 
ber, and by rigbt ſhe ought to be my mite. And that in the pꝛe· 
ſence of our Biſhop, we pꝛomiſed to take each other in Par- 
riage. Lyis misfoztune is affer come fo her, thou haſt relie+ 
ved ber, and wouldft tberefoze have ber. The beginning is fair, 
but the end is foul. And if ſochancs, thar thou do me wrong, 
I let tbee know that J will not ſuffer it, foz in this Country J 
am a King, and have great powers: all theglozy that thou baſk 
gotten, ſwall bere be quenched : wherefoze I pꝛap thee: that thou 
fozbear in this caſe, and that thou ſuffer me to take that which 
is mine. 

During tbeſe wozds, Perſeus looked toward the Sea, and 
ſaw from far bis Galleys coming one after another, direfting 
them towards the oz t. UWhereofbe had great jop, and ſaid un- 
to Phineus, Ring, A make no doubt but thy power is great in 
wis Country, but know thou, that J know no man living that 
wall cauſe me to leave that which belongeth me. When 


Icame hither, 3 found this Paid condemned unto death. * 
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that time (be was free from all men by per ſentence: J hate 


ſaved her - and J ſay to thee tþe ſþall be mine: But if thou 
wilt combate, and fight foz her, aſſemble thy power, and make 
thee ready in thy battel. Lo pere come my, Galleys ready foz 
to receive thee : and although Jbave not people enough, pet 3 
bave in mp Coffers the moſt part of the treaſures of Meduſa, 
foz to (end foz men of Arms in all places where J map get 
them. — ä 
When Phineus knew that be was the Knight that bad van- 
quiſbed Meduſa, whereof the renown was very great, pe could 
not otherwiſe anſwer to Perſcus, but that he migpt do his plea. 
ſure. Ail the Kinſmen of Andromeda were angry with Phi- 
neus foz his folly, and made him ſo aſþamed, that be departed 
thence, and went into the City. After they went to behold the 
Wonfter, and then came ſailing and rowing the Apulians unto 
the Pozt, and being come they brought Perſeus and Androme- 


da into Joppa with great triumph: and Perſeus and Androme- 


da were eſpouſed that ſame day, and lap toegther- And the ſo. 
lemnity of their wedding endured fifteen days. During which 
time tbeSyrians came to the Pozt daily, foz to ſee and behold 
this Monſter. Plinius rehearſetþ,. that of this Ponſter was 
bozn ts. Rome, a bone of fozty feet long, as big as an Elephant. 
Let them' then: that read this Piſtozp, ſearch bow great and 
buge this Ponſter was, when only one of bis bones was fo 
great. The Romans kept that bone in bonour of this ma — 
lous Exploit. At the end and expiration of this feaſt of the wed- 
ding of Perſeus and Andromeda, Perſcus took leaue of the Syrians, 
and furniſhed his Gaileys with .victuals, and departed from 
Joppa, and went to the Sea, leading with him bis Wife An. 
dromeda. And Foztune was to him ſo good, that ina little 
time be paſſed the Seas of Syria and came to Land at the Poze 
and Paven of Thebes. Where be was received courteouſly of 
Ring Creon, that then reigned a young Child. 
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| CHAP, XXXVII : 
How Perſeus re-eſtabliſhed in his Realm the King Aehriſius, and 
how he ſlew the King by misfortune. 


MN Thebes there refrefbed them theſe Apulians, and made 
alliance with the Ring, after they departed from thence, and 
took their way by land towards Argos, under and by the con- 
duct of Bellerophon, that then was healed of bis foot, who knew 
well theCotmtry, When 'Bellerophon had guided them ſo 
nigh Argos, that in an hour they might run befoze the Gates, 
be ſigaified it unto Perſeus : and then Perſeus made his Yoſt to 
tarry in a Uallep, and ſent Danaus unto Bing Prycus, to ſum- 
mon him that pe ould yield che Kealm unto Bing Achriſius. 
Danaus went to Argos and accompliſbed the ſummons : Ring 
prycus anſwered to him, that be was Bing, and that be would 
keep that title. Daraus returned unto the Poſt of Perſeus with 
this anſwer, and made to him the repozt. Perſeus then boped 
that King Prycus would come to bim, and give him battel, 
and bad thereof great joy and pleaſure, foz be deſired nothing 
in the wozld moze than to be in Arms: and foz to be the bettet 
able to withſtand his Foe, he ozdained that night that he would 
part his battel in three, whereof be gave charge of the firſt bat- 
tel to Bellerophon, and be himſelf held the ſecond battel ; and 
to Danaus he betook the third: and thus when be began to ſet 
fozth Bellerophon on his war, pe bad not far gone, when be 
ſa from far Bing Prycus, that. knew of their coming by bis 
Eſpies, and had ſer battel in good o2der. 

Bellerophon had with bim but two thouſand fighting men. 
When Ring Prycus ſaw him come with fo little a company, be 
ſuppofed that it had been Perſeus, and thought to bave utterly 
overthrown them at the firſt encounter, and made bis people to 
ſer againſt them, by which within ſbozt [pace began a cruel and 
hard battel, And of this battel was Prycus right joyful at tbe 
aſſembly, and well emploped his Arms and Swozd, but at that 
time as be ſuppoſed bp fozce to remain victozious, be caſt bis 


eres towards Thebes,and ſa _ rſeus and his battel,that ſþewed 
chem- 


themſelves: wherein his foztune was ſuch, that inthe bepold. 
ing the bead of Mcduſa, which be bare painted in bis Shield of 
Cyzyſlal, he and oil his in à moment, were turned into 
ſtones; that is to ſap, that he and all. his men pad loſt their 
ſtrength and courages, and that they might no moze lift their 
Swozds> than might à Statue oz. Amage. Then Prycus fed, 
and all thep that could fied, ſome into the City, and ſome into 
the fields at all adventure. Perſcus would not follow the chaſe, 
becauſe of their poog, caſe. And this Prycus eſcaped death, 
and abandoned and gave over the Country, and went with, 
them that fed into Calidonia, where he was afterward. put to 
dea th by Hercules, And Peſeus went into the City, of Argos, 
the Gates whereof were open, and there was no man reſiſted. 
them, When he was in the City, he made an Edict, charging 
upon pain of death, that none be ſo hardy, te uſe anp violence 
oafozce there. After that be ſent to ſeek bis Grandfather Achri- 
fius, and told him who he was, and ſo delivered to him again 
bis City and Realm, 

Foz this courtefie Achriſius beld himſelf greatlp beholding 
unto Perſeus, and asked him, and enquired of his daughter Da- 
nae, and of theiradventures. Perſeus told bim all that be knew, 
and then Achriſus was foꝛrꝝ at that hatduſage that pe had done, 
and foz to amend all, be adopted Perſeus to be his ſon, and gave 
vim the full power to govern the Citp, and himſelf withdzew 
bim into the Tower of Dardan, and then ſent again unto Na- 
ples Dardanus bis Bꝛotber, with whom went Ecllerophon,and 

be gave unto them, and to their company, great treaſures at 
tbeir departing: Perſeus ſent manp Argiens into Lybia, and 
made them to inþabit the Country, And thus abode Perſeus in 
Argos with his wife Andromeda, of whom be got many chile 
dzen; that is to ſap, Sthelenus, Blache, Demon, Ericteus, and 
Gorgophon, which all became men, and betook wives, Ring As 
chriſius pet reigning. And among all other, Gorgophon had one 
wife, of whom be bad two ſons, Alceus and Electrion, Alceus 
engendꝛed Amphitrion, vnd Electrion engendaed Alcumena, of 
whom came Hercules, AI will not ſay much of the facts and of 
the generations. of this Perſcus 3 he governed paſſing well — 
| Realm, 
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Realm, and loved much Ring Achriſius: but there fell an hard 
foztune unto þim,foz as pe went on a nightalone unto the Tow- 
er of Dudan to go viſit the Ring, the Guarders of rhe Tower 
kuew bim not, and fell upon him, and hurt bim; when be felt 
him ſmitten, be put bimſelf to defence. The noiſe wired great, 
the King beard the noiſe, and came running down to part the 
fray, thruſted into the pzeſs, in ſuch wiſe that Perſcus knew bim 
not, and with his Swozd be ſmote him, that be flew him, and 
all the people with him: and anon after, when he came in, and 
found him dead, be remembꝛed and thought be had put him to 
death, after the Pꝛognoſtication of tbe Gods, and made great 
ſorrow, and did ozdain his Dbſequie rigbt ſolemnip. And at 
wis Dbſequie happened fo be there, Jupiter and bis Son 
Vulcan, which at that time pzactiſed together the Science of 
Magick, and igromancp. — 

At this time Vulcan fozged and wzougbt rhe Thiinders unts 
Jupiter 3 that is to ſap, be buſied biſelf wich troubling by 
fire and Swozd, the Realms of bis neighbours: Perſeus then 
did great honour and wo2ibip unto his Father Jupiter, and like» 
wife did Jupiter unto Perſcus : and each rehearſed to ofher their 
adventures: but when the Dbſtquieof Ring Achrifias wes per- 
formed, and Jupiter ſaw Perſeus ſo heavy that be could habe no 
jop, be returned into Creet unto his wife Jano; and there be 
exerciſed þimſelf in the Art of Magick. Arid then when Perſcns 
found himſelf alone in Argos, and ſaw that be could babe no 
joy, he departed from thence and went to the City of Miſene, 
but he reigned there not long, fozaſmucha#the dexch of Achri. 
ſius renewed always, and be could not put it out of his mind 
and ſo departed thence, and withdzew him with a great Poſt 
into the Wꝛient, where be got and tonquered by Arms a great 
Country, which be named Perſia,” after his own mme, and 
were foumded the City called Perſepolls, after that be had van- 
quiſhed and put to death Liber Pater whith made bim war. 
And then when pe bad ſo done, be provided foz big childzen, 
that his two Sons Alceus and Electrion, with Amphitrion and 
Alcumena, dwelled in Thebes, and Btachman refined in Per- 
ſia, EriQens upon the red _ and Stelerrus in Mffctic : BuP 
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to ſpeak of them all J will ceaſe at this time, and will tell only 
of Amphitrion and Alcumena, that. loved ſo well together, that 
thep were contented to wed one the other. And the. cauſe that 
movetb me to wzite of theſe two, ts, fozaſmuch as of Alcumena 
came Hercules, who firſt deſtroxed Troy, 


CHAP. XXXVIII. 


How Jupiter lay with Alcumena, and how Queen Juno ſent two 
Serpents toſlay Hercules, and how Herewles ſtrangled the two 


Serpents. | 


N this time when Jupiter tame again into Creet, and that 
\ bezwith Vulcan bis (on, and Juno pzactiſed the Act of Pagick, 
after pat Vulcan had fozged we Thunders of Jupiter, Amphi- 
trion wedded the fair Alcumena in the City of. Thebes, with 
&-great companp of Rings, Murens, and Kadies. The feaſt of 
ws Wedding was great. Jupiter Ring of Creet, and Queen 
uno were there. During the feaſt, Jupiter continually be- 
beld Alcumena f0z: ber great beauty, ( foz Alcumena was the 
waſi (ain woman that emir waa ſeen ] all bis delinbt, and buſie 
cer was in bebelding the Aadirs. 2: He defired nothing but to 
be always, ameng ibe Ladies; andal waps-bad his eyes fixt on 
tbem but. in the end be beheld. Alcumena ſeriouſly, in whom 
pe hap; ſingular pleaſure. Pe ba loze fixed his exe on her Ex- 
celiengy, that bis peartſ began te he treubled, ſo that be was a- 
mozpyus pf ber lobe. An tbis bis gretdy cobetouſneſs, be let 
pals the ſolzmnitpaf the Medding, and returned into Creet; 
but he pad; not long ſejourned,: when tbe ſaid covetouſneſs, 
w2ougbt.ſo-bebementty in him, that on a dap be began to ſpeak 
of Alcumens in the pꝛeſenet of Juno, and ſaid unto Ganimedes, 
bis Elgg, Ganimedes what think pou of the beauty of Alcu- 
mena N Si aid Ganimedes, A think ſpe ſbineth in all manner 
e eee all ber Wertues, there is no; 
unt kg but be map be ot alliance with one that is of leſs. 
gautp tan e is. 
4 en Juno unde rſt ood that Jupiter talked ſo much. 


ulnenas af that ſame time te was.ſoze moved with new. 
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jealouſie: Foz ſþe had oktentimes been jealous of jupiter and 
wougpt in her ſelf, that'if be might, ſþe would cauſe to flap 
and put to death Alcumena. Jupiter found himſelf ſoze entan- 
gled and overcome with love, and to over-maſter it, he took bis 
Bow and Arrows, in purpoſe to go to the wood fox to ſlay ſome 
wild Beaſt, and went fozth accompanied only with Ganinic- 
des; but as ſoon as he was iſſued out of the Gate, there met 
bim one of ive Bnights of Thebes, and did reverence unto the 
Ring and ſaid unto him; thar Ring Creon of, Thebes ſent bim 
unto him, and required pþtm thar pe would ald and help bim to 
war againſt Bing Thellipolis, that pad creſpaſſed againſt him. 
Wyen King Jupiter had beard the meſſage of the King, be was 
verp glad ok tye requeſt of (he Ring cf Thebes and rok the Bnigbe 
by the hand, and. brought him to bis Palace; and thete ſeaſied 
him, and after he ſaid, tbar with verp good heart and will be 
would ſuccour and belp Ring Cteon in dis war. The Unigbt 
of Thebcs with this anfu er rock leave of Ring Jupiter, and te- 
turned unto Thebes, where preparation and D:dinance- was 
made to go unto Thellipolis. It was not long after, that. Ring 

Jopiter made bis Acmp, and made as much haſt as poſſible be 
could, that Gozcly after be might come to the bouſe of Thebes; 
where be voped to find Alcumena, Mhen all things were readp 
be took bis wap, and ſped bim in bis. journey. that he came to 
Thebes, where be was honourabtp tectived ef the Bing, the 
Queen, and the Ladies. Bing jupiter at bis coming fozget'not 
to loek if be migbt ſee Alcumena, but he Cato ber not, where- 
foze be was in great grief, and knew not what to d. And be 
looked after Amphitrion, but be could no where ſee bim, where» 
of be was moe a ba ſbed than he was befoze. In this aba ſtment 
be app2oached to Bing Creon, and demanded of bim, where 
Amphitrion wes ? Bing Creon anſwered him, that be would 
ſboztip come, and that be aſſembled vis men of Arms at the 
Caſtle of Arciancy, wbich be bad given him. This Caſtle ſtoed 
between Thebes and Athens upon tbe River, and was a paſſing 
fair place, Anon as Jupiter. bad underſtood,” that Bing Creon 
bad given Arciarcy to Amphitrion, be imagined that Alcumena 


was in that place, and was minded to have gone thitber, if rt 
U 3 pad 
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bad not been he dzeaded the talking of the people, and alſo he 
feared to make Amphitrion jealous. This conſidered, Bing 
Jupiter abode in Thebes, and paſſed there the time the beit 
wiſe pe could, till Amphitrion and other were come. Then they 
beparted from Thebes, and went to lay ſiege to the City Thel- 
lipolis, accompanied with Bing Jupiter, and manp other, Du⸗ 
ring the ſiege, thep of the City aMailed oft times bp battel a. 
gainſt their enemies, but they of Thebes had alway ſo god foz. 
tune, tyat in the end, theo of Thellipolis peilded them in all 
points to the willof Bing Creon. And thus when the Ring of 
Thebes had overcome and ſubdued the City, pe returned unto 
bis Country with great joy. 

When Amphitrion ſaw that their enemies were overcome, 
and that there was no moze peril, he had great defire to go ſee 
bis wife Alcumena: and to þaſt him the ſooner to be with her, 
be departed from the Yoſt, with leave of the Ring, accompa. 
nied with an Eſquire only. When jupiter ſaw Amphitrion 
ſo depart upon his way, be began to think of a great ſubtiley, 
to come to his intent. And pe departed from the Poſt with Ga 
nimedes only; and as ſoon as be was in the field on the way, 
they two being together, Jupiter entred into conference with 
Ganimedes, and ſaid to him, J have great affiance in pou, and 
moze than in any man that liveth, wberefoze 4 will tell pou a 
thing ſecret, which J all accompliſþ as J hope : and pe 
muſt kep it ſecret. Truth it is, that Jam amozous terribly of 
Dame Alcumena > by no means in the wozld J map pet fozget 
per, no2 put her from mp defire. Sheknoweth not the pain that 
foz her love aboundetþ in me, foz J was never ſo hardy to 
diſcover to her mp caſe, noz never durſt ſbew it to ber, fozaC- 
much as J know ber wiſe, chaſt, and vertuous. This conſidered, 
I confeſs mp folly, foz Jam ina manner in deſpair, fearing 
A ſpall not find the like anſwer of love in Alcumena. But the 
ſudden departure of Amphitrion, yet givetb me ina manner an 
bope, foz at the time that ſaw him depart from the Poſt, to 
go ſee bis Wife, accompanied with his Tſquire, J imagined 
that in all baſt J would go unto Arciavcy, by a moze near and 
ſpozter wap; foz Jknow the paſſage long ſince, and that 3

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would transügure mp ſelf into che fozm of Amphicrion, and 
you into the foam of his Eſquire, foz to go unto Alcumena,and 
to make her underſtand that Jam Amphitrion. Ganimedes, 
ep upon this intention, J am come on the wap, togo thither with

u · and dap, and tberetoze let us go now merrilp: Pethinketh 
a. that Love ſhould belp me, and when Alcumena ſpall ſæ me

JI! quire, (þe \þall not be ſo wiſe to perceive mp enchantment. 
of Ganimedes bearkentd diligentlp to the will and purpoſe of 
to Jupiter, and pzomiſed that be would employ bim in this affair 
as much as in him was poſſible, and fo thep rode with great de · 
Ye, fire the readieſt was, and in riding Jupiter went about his en- 
ee chantments, and ſped him ſo, that he arrived in an evening at 
r, the Caſtle of Arciancy. Men he was there arrived, be tranſ- 
a. ſigured himſelf and Ganimedes. as he had befoze purpoſed, and 
Mn then at the ſame hour that Alcumena flept, and that each man 
p, was abed, thep came to the Caſtle, and ſo knocked at the Gate, 
4 that they awoke the Pozter, The Poztercame to the window, 
p, and looked down beneath, and law Jupiter and Ganimedes be 
1 the Moon- light, and it ſeemed to him to be Amphitrion, and his 
L Eſquire, wherefoze he opened the Cate and received bim, as it 
d bad been bis Lozd Amphitrion, After, be bzougbt him unto the 
pe dooz of the Chamber where Alcumena flept, and awaked her, 
pf ſoping, that ber Lozd was come; After be returned to keep the 
et gate, by the commandment of jupiter, and Alcumena opened ber 
at Chamber unto Jupiter, who entred in with great jop, and at 
to the entry into this Camber, jupiter and Alcumena took tach 
[+ other in their Arms, and kiſſed, Alcumena thinking it bad been 
d, Amphitrion ; and when thep lap folded in each others arms, 
g Aicumena demanded from whence be came: Jupiter anſwered3 
je be came from Thellipolis ;- and after the giving over of the 
n Town, and rielding of their enemies, be departed from the 
0 Voſt, foz the love of ber, accompanied onlp with bis Eſquire, 
D to come haſtily to ber: then Alcumena was well content with 
d the woꝛds of Jupiter, and asked him, if he would eat oz dzink: 
Jupiter anſwered, that þe would nothing but go to bed with 
ber. 
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ber. So he lap with ber: and Jupiter had never ſo great joy 
in bimſelk. And going to bed-ward, he bade Ganimedes go tg 
the Chamber dooz, and abide there witþour. And Jupiter ap. 
pzoached to Alcumena with great love, and rejorced in big 
peart, withexceſs of pleaſure. In this manner came jupiter 
unto the ſecrets and joy of love, ſo that toacquaint bimſeif with 
this Lady, it ſeemed expedient to Enchant all chem that dwelt 
inthe place, And then he flept with Alcumena, andafrerward 
be aroſe and came unto Ganimedes, which kept the Watch at 
the dooz, and told him, that foz to do this matter ſecretly, he 
maſt enchant all them of that place, in ſuch a manner, that they 
\þould not awake untill thecoming of Amphitrion. And he de. 
fired Ganimedes to go unto the Gate, to wait if Amphicrion 
came. And if (ſaid be) it happen that be come by the day light 
I \ball deliver to pou a powder, that pe ſhailcaſt in the apr a- 
gainſt him, and this powder hath ſuch vertue, that it (bali kep 
Amphitrion from appzoaching tbis place as long as the dap en- 
dureih: and then when it is night, and he knock at the Gate, 
pe ſhall come to me, and we will open the Gate, and bzing him 
to bis Wife, and after that we will return from bence. 

The Ring Jupiter with theſe wozds w2ought in bis Science, 
and made bis Charms ſo, tbat ali that were in the place could 
not awake, without a remedy againſt bis enchantment. When 
be bad ſo dene, be transfozmed Ganimedes into the likeneſs 
of a Pozter, and appointed bim to keep. the Gate. Akter be 
returned into the Chamber of Alcumena, and ſput faſt the win- 
bows, that no light might come in, and went to bed, and lap 
witb tbe Lady, and there ſpent all the reſidue of the night, and 
all the dap following, taking bis pleaſure with ber ſo long that 
be begat on ber a fair Son, conceived under the reign of the 
beſt conſtellation of Peaven, Jn the end, when Bing Jupiter 
had been with ber a night and a dap, and that be thought Am- 
phitrion would come, be made byhis Art Alcumena to ſleep, 
After be aroſe up, and attired himſelf like one of tbe ſervants 
of the place, and he bad not carried long, but Amphitrion and 
his Eſquire came knocking at the Gate, foz it was then night. 
' When Ganimedes heard pim knock, be came to the Gate and 
opened 
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opened it, Amphitrion thought it had been bis Poster; ſo be 


ſaluted him, and demanded of him where his Wife was: The 
valiant Pozter ſaid to him, tþat ſþe flept, and ſo bzougbt bim 
into þer-Chamber : and Jupiter following, charmed him that 
be had no-defire to eat noz te dzink, When pe came into tbe 
Chamber he awaked Alcumena, that was all abaſhed when (þ2 
ſaw Amphitrion, foz ſbe verily ſuppoſed foz truth, that ſhe had 
ſeenþim a good while befoze, and $egroped about her in the bed, 
and wben ſhe found no perſon there, then we was moze amazed 
than befoze. Notwithſtanding, {þe aroſe and came to Amphi- 
trion, ſaping to berſelf, that fþe had ſuppoſed to have (een him 
befoze 3 notwitþſtanding ſbe made chear to ber husband, ſaping 
to pim, that ſhe had all the night dreamed of his coming. Ak- 
ter they talked of many things. Finally, be went to bed with 
her, and lap with ber that ſame hour, and then Alcumena con- 
ceived pet a ſon of Amphitrion. Jupiter and Ganimedes de- 
parted-then from the Caſtle, and tyere left all ſleeping, that 
were within the place, that none awaked till it was mozning, 
and they bad thought they flept but one nigbt, but they flept a 
dap and two nights, and this matter was pandled ſo ſecretip, 
that no perſon could ever eſpyit. By theſe means the fair Al- 
cumena conceived two ſons, the one of Jupiter, and the other of 
Amphitrion, 

By ſpace of time, the fruit of ber Womb began to appear, 
the tydings were boznall about, and alſo into Creet, to the 
ears of Ring Jupiter, and of Queen Juno. Jupiter hearing this, 
was paſſing ſopkul, in the pzeſence of Queen Juno. Pe beheld 
Ganimedes, and began to wax red, and after ſbewed a good 
countenance, and gave pzaiſes to the Gods, foz the concepti- 
on of Alcumena,and ſpake much good of her, ſo that the jealouſie 
of this old Queen renewed, and (be planted in ber heart a great 
envy,and deadly hatred againſt Alcumena. 

With the renewing of this envy, Juno, concluded, (being 
devililþly jealous ) that ſbe would flap and cauſe to dye Alcu- 
mena, by enchantment of ſozcery : foz in that craft ſbe was an 
experienced Piſtreſs. D old curſed woman, ſbe held muſing 
in ber heart her curſed jealouſy, and laid der ears to bear Iu- 

* piter, 


legs and thighs were ſo croſs one over the other: the cred 
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piter ſpeak of Alcumena, without any thing replying again; 


But finally, when ſþe knew the time of the delivery of Alcu 
mena, ſþe departed ſecretly from Creet, and told Jupiter, that 
fþe wonld- go diſguiſed on certain ſecret Pelgrimages : then 
went te unto Arciancy, where was a Temple ſtanding nigh 
the Caſtle, and was erected in remembzance of the Goddeſs 
Diana. Then Juno entred into the Temple, not foz devotion, 
but to eſpy if any came from the Caſtle, of whom ſhe might 
enquite the ſtate of Alcumeva.- Spe was diſfigured by yer 
craft. "This Eratt uſed af terward Simon Magus in the time of 
Saint Peter, and of the Emperour Nero. When tbe had bern 
there a little, Galantis that governed Alcumena, was there a 
long time at her D2izons befoze the Jmage of the Goddeſs. 
And when \be had done, -fþe aroſe from her contemplation, and 
returning, this old Queen came and ſaluted her, and to come to 
pet purpoſe, fe ſaid to ber faintly; Dame, Jprap you what 
do pou call this place? It is ſaid Galantis) Arciancy, and this 
Temple belongeth to the Caſtle, and ſtandeth between Thebes 
and Athens. Js not this ( ſaid Juno ) the place that Amphi- 
trion and Alcumena dwell in? Ves ſaid Galantis: And bow 
fare they ſaid Juno? Py Lozd Amphitrion ( ſaid Galantis) is 
in good health, and my Lady Alcumena is ready to bzing fozth 
a Child, this is the [aſt dap of her expecaſion, and tperekoze J 
may no longer tarry; It is time that Jreturn fo ber. Type 
Gods pꝛoted pou. 

Galantis with this wozd went to Alcumena, which began to 
fall in travail, and Juno remained in the Temple with intent 
to murther Alcumena. Then inſtead of ſaying ber Dziſons, ſhe 
began to make certain deviliſh Enchantments, This done, ſhe 
laid her legs croſs, one over the other and (ate in that manner, 
and then the ſame moment and time that be had ſo done, Aſcu· 
mena bp the fozce of ſozcerp; began in the ſame manner, as [u- 
no did. An- ſuch ſozt, that there was no man oz woman that 
might make her do otberwiſe. The pooz Alcumena felt then 
the moſt grievous and fþarp pains in the wozld, foz her fruit 
would come out, but it might not in no wiſe, fozaſmuch as her 


and 
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end complained pitioufly, and was in grievous Partyrdom, 
The Pidwives could ſind no remedy; ſþe was three days yol- 
den in this pain, alway ber legs croſſed one over another. Du 
ting theſe three days, Galantis and the Ladies, and Momen, 
one after another, came to the Temple of Diana, foz to pzap 
foz the deliverance of Alcumena, and alwap thep found Juno 
with yer teas croſſed, and one over another. But tbep found 
her never. in one likeneſs. Foz at each time ſhe transfozmed 
her into divers likene ſſes, and figures, of Beaſts, oz of women, 
to tbe end that they ſhould not perceive her, noz her Craft. Ne. 
vertheleſs, ſbe could not transfozm her ſelf, but Galantis com- 
ing okt into the Temple, perceived her, and found always 
there a beaſt oz a woman, ſet inthe ſame manner as Alcu- 
mena did. Alcumena had been then three days in pain. The 
fourth day, Galantis waxed angry at that ſþe ſaw in the Tem- 
ple; then be aſſembled the women, and ſaid to them, Surely 
fair Dames, it muſt needs be, the pain that my Lady ſufferetb, 
cometh by Witchcrafr, foz the cauſe of all ber ſufferings, is 
becauſe ſbe cannot unfold her legs. This is mine advice, and J 
councel pou ſpeedily to put in pzactice : Foz Jhaveſeen in the 
Temple at all times that J have been there foz this three 
days, a woman, 02 a Beaſt, with legs croſſed oz folded, as my 
Lady bath bers: and trulp A think, it is ſome evil creature, 
that beareth ill will to my Lady, and by her Sozceries con- 
ſtraineth ber to ſit as ſbe doth.

Foz one of you and J will go into the Temple, feigning our 
ſelves right joptul, and glad, and will thank the G. ddeſs Diana, 
ſaying all on bigb, that my Lady is delivered ofa fair ſon, And 
then when the creature that always is there, and changeth 
her into divers Fozms, bath beard our Dziſons, ifit be ſo that 
the beareth anp ill to my Lady, 4 doubt not but ſþe will change 
countenance,and troubled in mind will depart, thinking {be bath 
failed of her enchantment. And then-ifit be truth yon? £5 
poſe,mp Lady may have ſome manner of deliverance from her 
pain. 
The women bearing theſe wozds, remembzed them that 
they pad ſeen in the Temple, * Women and Beaſts that Ga- 
2 lantis 
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lantis ſpake of, and were of opinion that Galantls ſbould do ag: 
the bad ſuppoſed. . Then Galantis and one of the women went 
to che Temple, and entring therein, they ſaw on the one fide 
where Juno ſate, as ſpe had wont to do, and bad transformed 
ber ſelf into the guiſe and fozm of a Cow. . They paſſed fozth 
confidently, without making any ſbew of ſozrow, oz other thing 
ſave only jop: and when thep were come befoze the Altar, 
they kneeled down, and jopned their bands together, and ſaid: 
Diana, ſoveraign Goddeſs, thy name be pzaiſed inYeaven, and 
mearth, foz thouhaſt given this honour to my Lady Alcumena, 
and helped her to bzing fozth into this .wozld: the moſt faireſt 
Child in the wozld. Mith theſe wozds thep aroſe up and re. 
turned again: and as they went, they ſaw the Cow ſuddenſp 
depart out of the Temple, and ran up to the Fields, and in the 
ſame time and inſtance Alcumena aroſe, and was delivered of 
two fair ſons, befoze Galantis and her fellow were come into the 
Chamber. | 
When Galantis was come unto Alcumena, and- found there 
two fair ſons, ſþe was full of jop, foz that ſbe had deceived the 
falſe old Juno. Spe told then unto the Ladies, and to Alcu- 
mena, how ſþe had ſeen the Cow, and how {þe was departed 
from the Temple, and aſſured them that it was ſome evil per · 
fon; and that ſhe had held Alcumena in this danger by ſozcerp. 
The Ladies ſent after to ſeek the Cow, but they beard never 
tpdings of ber: Df theſe twain, the one of them was great 
and fair, and ok exceeding excellency, and the other was little 
and feeble; The great Child was tbe firſt that was bozn, and 
was named Hercules, and the other had to name Ypecleus: 
Hercules as ſome ſap, was the ſon of Jupiter, and was like unto 
him, and Ypecleus was the fon of Amphitrion. The tydings 
of this Nativity was pzeſently ſpaead all about, and all 
tbem that beard thereof; were glad, ſave only Juno: foz tbe 
h jop in her heatt akter ſhe had heard it in the Temple 
bat Acumena was deli bered, and had baought fozth a ſon. 
2 ftom the Womalk, as is laid in the fozm. of a 
Fin -ber-beart rye Goddeſs Diana, and was (0 
70 reifher-witnoz underſtanding, _ _ 
| ozrow- 
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ſozrowing, when {he was a little withdza wn from the Temple, 
fhe took again her own fozm of a woman: and went upon the 
Mountain of Olympus, there fþe waxed penſive, and began to 
think what ſhe ſþould do: then ſhe ſmote per ſelf on the breaſt 
and laid: What availeth it me to be bozn of the Ropal blood of 
Saturn ? Wyat availeth me my Patrimony of the' Morld of 
Gold: what availeth me the Diadem of Creet, and what a- 
vailety me the ſcience of the Mozid, that J yave learned: by 
great ſtudy and labour, when the Gods be againſt, and contra» 
rp me in all things. Tye Bing my Pusband careth not foz 
me, no moze in my old days, than be did in my pouth. + W Fox» 
tune wilt thou never turn thy wheel? Jbebold of all my defires, 
there is not one that mapattain to effec, all ſhame aud vera- 
tion redoubleth in me, and J am ſo put indeſpair, that mymiſ- 
foztune' muft- needs be cauſe of ſhoztning and leſſening the na. 
tural courſe of my days: With. theſe - wozds-ſþe bebeld the 
Garth, and not the Pea ven, and pauſed a while, and ſaid: Aud 
am A not well inkoʒtuna te, and bozn in an ebil hour & mycrafec 
and ſozcerp availeth not againſt mine enemp Alcumena, J babe 
failed againſt ber, but ſurely J will pꝛove mp. ſelf againſt per 
Son, to the end, that his Potper map be mp fetlow, and bear 
me company to make ſozrow.. Foz J will ſlap her Son, and 
by that means, ſhe: being the Motper, J ſpall give her cauſe of 
grief and diſpleaſure; - : 

D curſed-old Virago, conſpiring then againſt the posz inno- 
tent: then ſþe imagined that ſhe would take two Serpents 
charmed to wo2k the death of the Son of her Enemp, and that 
ſhe would ſome night put them into his Chamber, to the end 
that they would ſtrangle bim. With this Conclufion, ſbe de» 
parted from the Mountain, and returned into Creet. There be- 
ing. ſhe ſo- laboured by ber ſcience, that tbe did affemble on a 
dap ſecretlp, all the Serpents vfthe-Country; When fe bad 
aſſemblcd them all, (þe choſe two of the moſt felloneous, and 
moſt envenomed, and put them in her lap, and bare them home, 
and after waited a dap when King Jupiter had gone into afar 
vopage : and then feigning that we would go gs og ilgri- 
mage, be departed from Creet, and in diſguiſe, e = 
* bo. 
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Euriſteus of Attick,were at the ſame time come into the Caſtle to 
make godd cheat: And it was in the evening when Juno entred. 
She made her ſelf inviſible by her Craft, and ſougyt all about 
to find tbe Chamber, wherein was the Son of Alcumena. She 
ſought long, till (þe came to the Dooz of the Chamber, where 
there was a Window open. Spe went to the Window, and 
ſaw two Nurſes, and two Sons whereat ſhe was all abalbed; 
Thus as the was penſive, Alcumena came to ſee her Sons, and 
feaſted them in ſuch ka wion, that Juno perceived and knew that 
both of them were her Sons, whereof ſhe had great joy. Foz 

Þe concluded in ber kalſe and evil mind, that ſhe would ftrangte 
them both bp the Serpents. 

. Alcumenadeparted from the Chamber, by tbe ſpace of time, 
and Juno let the night wax dark. The Nurſes laid the Chil- 
dꝛen in theit Cradles to ſleep, and they ſlept. And after they 
1aid themſelves down and ſſept, leaving a Lamp bur ning in the 
Chamber. ' Then when they were aſleep, at that time that Ju. 
no would accompliſb ber wozk, ſhe opened be lap, and made to 
leap out the two Serpents, charmed and inchanted to wozk 
the: death of the two Cyildzen, and put them by a pole into 
the Chamber. When they were within, they lifted up their 

, and fmelling tbe two Childzen, made unto them, giving 
the firſt aſſault unto Ypecleus, that they murtbered him. After 
the death of Ypecleus, theſe two Serpents came to the Cradle 
of Hercules, that was awake the ſame time. When the Ser. 
pents wers come to the Cradle, they went the one on the one 
fide, and tye other on the otber ſide, and mounted on the cradle, 
but this was to their evil caſe : Foz as ſoon as tbey came up, 

Hercules perceived them, and was afraid, becauſe they were 
fierce and daeadful, be then beſtirred himſelf, and his Arms 
with ſuch might and fozce, that he bzake the bands in whichhe 
was ſwadled, and ſo laboured that he had bis hands at large, 
and then when tbe Serpents ran upon bim, pe put them back 
by natural ſtrength and fozce many times, and fought with 

them witb his fiſt right long: but at laſt, when Hercules ſaw 
that the ſerpents oppzeſſed him moze and moze, and ceaſed 
not 
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not to affail him, be took in each band one, making a great ctp, 
and held twem ſo faſt, that he ſtrangled them both. 

The Purfes awaked at the cry that Hercules made, and 
went to the Eradles to ſeetheir,Childzen, and they found Ype- 
olcus dead, and they found that, Hercules held pet the two 
Serpents, in vis bands. Suddenly as they ſaw the marvail, 
they cryed pitiouſly” Mith that Juno the falſe Witch and 
Sozcereſs, vad ſeen all, fled her way ſoze troubled and ter- 
ciblp angry at that, that the Serpem(s had not weought and at» 
chieved ver purpoſe, as well on Heroules, as thep had done on 
Ypecleus. And, Amphitrion with Alcumena à waked; and came 
into the Chamber where the two Murſes were, which made 
ſozrowful and pitic us cryes : and entering therein they ſaw Hers 
aules at the one ſide ſtill bel ding the Serpents, and on che other 
tun they vebeld Ypecleus all [woln with 'vendme and dead: 
then deep and grievous! ſazrows entred into the bottom of 
their hearts, Alcumena td weep by natyra] pity, and Amphi- 
tion was all afraid. Mang Damoſels and other folk came 
to the Chamber, which were all afraid to take awap (by Ser · 
pents foz fear of hurt: And there was none ſo bardy that durſt 
appzoach to Hercules, foz the Serpents that he held in bia hands 
which were kwoln with venome. Alwap Hercules made no 
beavy noꝛ wozſe chear, but laughed to one and other, and was 
there in that caſe ſo long that Whyficians and Chirurgeons came, 
and by rheir Science took from bis bands theſe venemous 
beaſts. When Amphitrion ſaw Hercules delivered from the 
Serpents, be recomfozted Alcumena, that wag nigh dead fo2 
ſozrow, and made to burn and bury Ypecleus,. All thep that 
were there had paſſing great marvel of the power and ftrength 
of Hercules, that was ſo young a Child, that by exceſſive 
ſtrength and might bad ſtrangled tbem, * | 

.The Night paſſed in this faſhion and manner that J babe 
rehearſed- Dn the mozrow betime, Amphitrion would (ew 
and manifeſt his marvellous and glozious victozp, wherefoze 
be did cauſe to take Hercules, and made bim to be bozn to A. 


thens, into the Temple of the God Mars, with the two Ser- 


pents : And be in-perſon went accompained with Ring Euri-- 
teus; 
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deus. The falſe old Witch Juno, followed afar atter ina dic. 
ſembling fozm and ſhape. When Amphitrion wagcome in- 


to the Temple, he ſent foz Ring Egeus, and aſſembled the 


people, and after took Hercules paeſenting him unto the God 
Mars, thanking him foxthe 'victozy that he had ſent to Hercules 
againſt the Serpents. After this be lifted him up, and ſþewed 
Hereules unto the people, recounting and telling to them big 
marvellous adventure. And thus when Hercules was (bewey 
in the view and fight of the people, and that every man gave 
bim laud and pꝛaiſe: the falſe old Juno being in the preſs with 
others, after be had long beheld the noble Cyild, that in all bis 
members he reſembled and was like to Ring Jupiter, foz to put 
Araphicrion in jealouſie of his Wife, fþe ſaid unto them that 
were about ber; Certes Amphicrion is à very fool if be chinketh 
that Hercules is his ſon :' behold the members of Ring Jupiter, 
and the membets of this Child, pe wall find no difference. This 
Child-and Jupiter be both of one ſemblance, and habe like fa- 
vours and ſhape, And every man ſaith, that this child is the 
Son of Jupiter, and none other. When this old Juno bad ſown 
rbefe curſed wozds, ſbe withdrew her apart, and took another 
ſþape to the end dhe ſbould not be known: and then tbeſe wozds 
were ſoon abzoad, and told foath of them that heard them, in 
ſuch wiſe; that a great murmuring aroſe touching Amphitrion. 
And it- was repozted tohim, that men ſaid ſo by the advertiſe- 


ment of old Juno; when Amphitrion beard thoſe new tydings, 


he beganfo'veholdthe-Cyild, and in the bebolding him thought: 
verily'that this Child bad wholly the very reſemblance and like. 
. neſs of Ring Jupiter. And then began to enter into bis heart 
a great ſozrow, and thus after he entred into a jealouſie: pet he 
kept ſilenee, made as good countenance as be could to eſchew 
the ſlander. And after that the people were withd2awn he cal - 
led Ring Fariſtels irn pꝛaped him that be would bzing up Her- 
cules laping, that never after be would ſee him, and that he be. 
lieved berilp that he was the ſon of Jupiter. Euriſteus comfoꝛt . 
ed Amphitrion the beft wiſe be could, meaning to ba ve put 
this jealouſie out of vis mind, but be could not. Euriſteus enter- 


pꝛiled to keep'tind nourifſþ Hercules, and made him to be bozn 
| into 
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Men, pe ozdained, that in the 8 in the Poſts, ſwould be cer 
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into bis boufe : Amphitrion returned into Arciancie, where be 
kound Alcumena ſoze diſcomfozted fo; theſe tydings which ſhe 
hab rereived 3 and foz to excnſe her ſelffo Amphitrion, and the 
falſe did Quten Juno, tþe went unto Crecr.' Df which/mattee 
1 will ſtay now, and will come fo'ſpeak of che firſt adventures 
of Hercules. . 


CHAP. XXXIX. 


How Hercules began the Olympiades, and how he waxed a- 
morous of Magars, the Daughter of the King of Thebes , 
and how he ſhewed his ſtrength in all manner of Games and 
Exerciſes. 


Peſe tydings of this Adventure of Hercules were ſpzcad 
* thzough all the Pzgvinces of Greece: ſom? [aid that be 
was Baſtard, and the Son of Jupiter; and ſo tetoùnted Plau- 
tus in his firſt Comedy, and other beld that he was the verp ſon 
of Amphitrion, as recounteth Boccace in his Bok of the Ge- 
nealogy of Gods but whole ſon ſoever he was, Euriſteus had 
bim in keeping, and nauriſhed him hardly, and not tenderly , 
without the City ok Attick: fag the Bing, and the Cittzens, 
and Lownſmen, in their time, made their childzen to he nou- 
niſbed out of good Towns,and made them to lpe upon the bare 
earth, and naked, foz to be mpze ſtrong, without entring into 
Cities, until the time that they pad power and ſizengtþ to ex- 
55 Arms. Lycurgus ysÞ ozdainedthig Lazy, andmany other 
that follow. Fink, he apained hat the pep | 1 on 
Jr br and that the JAzince ſhould've fir ice, a 
live ſaberly, and that Pecchants-ſþow]d do their Petcpandize, 
gibing one ware foz another without any mgney, and that each 
man ſpould revenge pimtelf openly, and that a paung man 
r in 8 peat hut aue gown, and that one man ſpould 
not w and bꝛabe than another, and that no wo 
Tould renew we memazp of wong paſſed ; and that men df 
Arms ſpould ha be no wibes, to the end that they might be moze 
eager and fierce in the war: and to content the fragility of 
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tain women common, in places called Fornices, whereofcom. 
ew Foznication, , Theſe were the Laws that the Gzeeks uſed 
in the time of the beginning and coming of Hercules. And foz 
ro come again to my purpoſe : Hercules was nourifþed in an 
vouſe tyat ſtood in the plain fields, and was ofrencimes put out 
into tbe rain and wind, and lap the moſt part of that time upon 
che cart, without anp other bed: be lap oktner ſo than upon 
bay oz dry ſtraw, Mith this nouriſþment be wa red and grew 
in all beauty, firength and wisdom : pe was bumble, courteous 
and gentle. All good manners began to grow and ſhine in bim: 
ve was ſober in eating and dzinking: be ſſept gtadly' in the 
fields ; be ſpot and dzew the Bow. Mpen King Egeus of A. 
thens vad heard ſpæch of him, be commanded tbaf bis Son 
ſþould be nouri ſbed with him, that was named Theſcus. Her. 
cules and Thefeus wet both of oneage, and loved right well to- 
gelber. Theſeus was firong and mighty, anda fair Child, and 
be pad wit enough. Hercules paſſed bim, and Gone as far a. 
bove bim, as the ſun ſbineth above the ſtars. When be was 
ſeven fears old, be exerciſed wreſtling, and overthzew and cal 
the greateſt and ſtrongeſt that came to bim. Mot one and one 
af once, but five oz fix, oz as many as he might ſet his hands on 
and did ſo great feats of firength, that out of Thebes, Athens 
and Attick daily came men, women and Childzen to ſee him, 
Tbe moze and elder he grew, the moze enfozced he bis ſtrength. 
Wen he was ten pears old there might no man ftand 02 abide 
in his and? ar thirteen tears of age be began to handle am 
uſe Arms, And of big proper motion, be thongbt he would ge 
to the Pount Olympas, and there he would abide andanſwe; 
all manner of men thitber coming foz the ſpace of fiften days, 
and rectibe them in Arms, oz in wreffling, oz at enp other 
p2oof oa 8 Hap of ſtrength : and foz to come to the effect of this 
Enterpzize, ve waited a dap when Eurificus came foz to ſw bim, 
and ſaid to dim: Sir, ye have nouriſbed me unto this time, 
like. as if A were pour own Son, if Foz were come 83 
contrary 8s Kature, J acknowledge that J uld be the mol 
untoztunate Child ever was bozn. Foz ſome ſap, that'J 
am Hon 10 Jupiter, and others ſap of Amphitrion, *

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have no Father but you onle, that have nouriſbed me with 
pour ſubſtance. - Wyerefoze A pield unto pou as me Father, 
and advertiſe pou, bow that Jam purpoſed foz to be cn the 

ount Olympus, in as ſþa2t time os J well may, and there J 
will abide all chem that tþiſber ball come, fifteen days fully 
together: and foz to deal with them at the Spear, at Swozd, 
at wreſtling, and at running, alway fozeſæn, that it be by pour 
licence, and leave, and that it pleaſe pou of pour courtefie ro 
give unto him that ſball do beſt ſome p2ize, to the end, foz ta 
encourage the bearts of noble men unto valiantneſs, tbat they 
might attain to renown. Euriſteus anſwered and ſaid : Her- 
cules feir Son, xe can require of me nothing that is boneſt and 
woz\bipful, but J will te thereto agreeable, Ye be young and 
ret xe ore ſtrong and puiſſant, and J know well that tbere is 
no man that is able to ſtand againſt pou. Since it is ſo, that pe 
have tbe will ſo to do, Jam very well content that pou fall 
make the pzoof, and ſþew che ſtrength of pour pouth : and foz 
to effect and bzing chis Tnterp2ize unto pour credit, J will ar- 
rap pou as richly asif pou were mp pzoper Son. Mp Father, 
(anſwered Hercules) JI thank pou of this grace and kirdneſs, 
and fince it is ſo pour pleaſure, it beboveth you to chuſea man 
of reat underſtanding and authozitp, that fbaltgo-unto all the 
mg of theſe Coaſts, to; to ſhew unto the Kings, Painces, 
and Gentlemen, che purpoſe and Enterpzize that J babe taken 


in band : Fair Son ( ſaid Euriſteus) pou ſap the truth, pou ſhall

After tdeſe ſpeeches and mans other, King Euriſteus went 
bome,and Hercules took ink and Warcbment, and ſethim to waite 
in Letters che fozm of a Pzoclamation, wvich pe made, that 
contained in this wiſe. 

Greeting be to all Kings, Princes. Knights, Gentlemen, La- 
des and Gentle women, from the Eſquire unknown, and well 
Fortuned. We let you have knowledge, That the firſt day of 
the Month of May next following the e Unknown, will be

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nient unto Arms, at the pleaſure of the Gods and Fortune, and 
for to receive all them that be of noble houſes and name, that will 
and ſhall come thit her to try maſteries in the mar ner as followeth.

And it ou . to be fozgotten, 
when, the even was come, how the Knight that bad publiſþey 
the Challenge, aNembled in a common Tent, all the Knights 
that were come thitber, and required them in the name and on 
the beyalf of the Eſquire unknown, that they would chuſea- 
mong them ſuch as ſhould be Judges, and give tbe pzize! when 
the Bings that were there, beard and underſtood the requeſ? 
of the Roble @ſquire, thep thanked him; and they cole bag 
Rings to be their Judges, that is te ſay, the Ring of Thebes, 
called Creon, the Ring of Argos, named Gorgophon, and the 
Bing of Myrmidop, named Eſon, which was Father of Jaſon , 
they were wiſe and diſcreef, they enterpꝛized the office with a

- ledge ſecretly, rþat Hercules was be that ſhould bold this ſpozt 
oz exerciſe, foz to eſchew all wozds and languages, that might 
grow 02 riſe up becauſe of the Nativity of Hercules: foz Am. 
phitrion on the one fide believed not that be wos bis Son, and 
Jupiter on the otber be ſaid that he appertained not to bim. 
He ſent them-wozd rherefoze, that thep could do no better than 
not koz to come to the ſolemnity, which was a moſt ſpecial 
thing, and the moſt ſtrange that ever was ſpoken of befoze that 
time: the firſt day of May, at tbe hour what time the Hun caſts 
bis beat upon the Earth, Hercules did cauſe fo ſound a Trum- 
pet, to make tbe Ladies go up into the Scaffold and places ap- 
pointed: and afcer ryvep being mounted and ſet, Hercules leapt 
out of the Tent apparelled to wzeftle, and came into the midg 
of the place oz field, making reverence unto the Judges, Rings, 
and to the Ladies: He was then fourteen pears old full accom- 
pliſhed : and as be bad done the reverence, the Knight tbat way 
Dfficer of Arms, made a crp and ſaid: High and Excellent 
Judges, We let you have knowledge, with all Kings, Knights, and 
Gentlemen of Arms, Ladies and Gentlewomen, that here is the 
Squire Unknown ready preſent in his perſon, upon the Mount 0. 
Iympus, and offercth himſelf to fulfil the Contents of his Chal. 
lenge, by order, and after the manner that the particulars thereof 
make mentton. Wherefore if there be any man that will prove 
and aſſay him at Wreſtling, let him come, and he ſhall be re 
ceived. | 

Theſeus of Athens, at tbe end of this Pzoclamstion, andat 
the commandment of Ring Egeus bis Father, entred then into 
tbe field : be was a paſſing fair Child and a Gentle, at bis com- 
ing be ſaluted Hercules, and ſaid to bim: Maſter of all bodilz 
Exerciſe, J am come bi'ber, not of pzeſumption, but foz to 
learn thoſe things that J bave ned of, and therefoze I recom. 
mend me unto pour Grace. Mp Bzother Theſeus, anſwered 
Hercules, J map moze learn of pou, than tou of me: wherefoze 
let us endea vour to win tbe pꝛize, it muſt be begun by ſome bo- 
dr. Theſe wozds accompliſhed, the two Noble Eſquices ap. 

Poached 
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pzoached, and ſeized each other. Theſeus emploped his puiC- 
ſance, and Hercules ſuffered him to do as much as be would 02 
could, withour ſhewing and putting out bis fozce and might a- 
gain to him. And ſo they ſþook and lugged each other, but in 
the end Hercules caſt Theſcus, the moſt ſofrlp and favourably 
that be coulv. Mpereat the laughter was great among the 
Ladies and Genriewomen. Thefeus then departed from tbe 
place, and went among the Ladies and Gentlewomen, p2aping 
them that they would take in good part what be had done: then 
came unto the place many poung Squires, of whom J know 
not the names, and theyendeavoured and travelled all that they 
might foz to get honour and wozſtip, but their labour p2ofited 
little unto them, in regard-of getting the pzize: foz Hercules 
caſt and fopled all them that came, and the wreſtling dured four 
hours coutinually : Af the laſt, ar the requeſt of the Ladies, the 

dges made the wzeſtling to ceaſe foz that dap, becauſe chat 
chep ſaw that Hercules was poung, and that he had done a great 
wozk; 

Myen Hercules had under ſfood that the Judges bad made 
ceaſe tbe waeſtling, be was ſozrowful, foz in bis wzeſtling be 
had a ſingular pleaſure. Tye Judges then with Euriſteus came 
to bim, and made him do on bis cloaths and array bim. After 
they bzought bim into the Common Pall, whereas the Ladies 
were dancing and ſinging jopouſlp : and it was ſaid to him, tbat 
be muſt dance and ſing like as others did, Hercules excuſed him 
muc b, but bis excuſe might not avail. Pe was ſet on to dance 
in hand with Megara a fair Gentle woman, of poung age, being 
ſþe was well furniſþed with underſtanding: and tbe was daugh- 
ter of Ring Creon, 

When Hercules ſaw him in the band of ſo noble a Gentle- 
woman, be was ſoze a baſbed and afbamed. The Gentlewoman 
on the other ſide was alſo ſhame'fac'd: foz as ſoon as'ſþe bad 
ſen Hercules waeſtle, ſbe bad ſet all ber love on bim. And thep 
ne w none of chem both what to ſap: howbcit inſtead of wozds; 
tbep uſed p2iv» und covert countenances. Hercules took a fin- 
gular pleaſure to behold the Gentlewoman; and the moze 
near the Gentlewoman was. to Hercules, the moze ſpe ſeryer 
deart 
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beart on him. Love in this night enfozced and conſtrained them 
to love each other without ſpeaking, and their beauty was cauſe 
tyereof : men could not have found in all Greece ſo fair Chil- 
Dzen, noz of better qualities. Tyey were enough beholden and 
looked on, and in eſpecially Hercules foz his Pzawels ; and e- 
bery man marbelled at him, and at bis behaviour. 

By ſoace of time, when Hercules was bzought from the feaſt 
into his Tent, Yis Tent, and rhe Tent of the Rings, and of 
the Ladies, were made but of bzanches, with leaves and 
verbs, giving gov odour and ſavour. It was not known how 
to make Tents of cloth, noz of ſilk then. Hercules paſſed this 
night, moze intending to think on the beauty of Megara, than 
foz to ſleep. The dap following, at hour condenient, ſþe came 
ro the ſpozt, and there were many poung men ſtrong and active, 
the ſtrongeſt of all Greece, but Hercules with one arm threw 
and caſt them ; and that dap, and the dap following, be caſt and 
fiung to tbe earth, moze than the hundzed, and there could not 
ſo manp come to him, but be caſt them down, and put them to 
foil , without any chafing himfelf oz grieving 3 and at that 
time be got very great glozp and honour there. Megara often- 
times beheld bim, and in {tkewiſe did the Ladies and Gentle. 
women, and many there were that ſet their love on him. And 
thus be paſſed the exerciſe of wzeſtling to bis bonour thzæ 
days. At the fourth day he aſſembled all them that were 
come thither foz to run, and he made them that were moſt fe 
ble to ride upon the Courſers that were in Greece, and after 
be ſhewed them the kurlong oz ſtade, and made them take their 
wap and run, and be runafrer the Yozſe-and men, but he pal. 
ſed all them that ran, and without taking once his bzearh he 
ran the furlong, and came thereto befoze all the riders and 
runners ; wherefoze be was greatly pzaiſed, and had a great 
laud ; and ſome ſay, that pe ran as ſwiftlpaga Part. Dfthis 
colirſe that Hercules made, all the wozld wondzed, and held ic 
foz a marbellous thing, and wzote it in Books, among othec 
things wozthp to be put in memozy. 

At the fit and ſixt days following, Hercules took bis Bow 
and his Arrows, and went unto the place that was o2dained foz 

; to 
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to ſpt in with the Bow, and the Ladies and the Gentlewo- 
men were there. Hercules and manp other ot at moſt ſtraight, 
and near mark, but ſbot by ſpot veexceded all the nigbeſt: foz 
ve ſþot always ina little ring of Gold, and as foz booting at a 
long mark ve paſſed the furtyeſi in the field twenty fourſtrides = 
his Bow was ſo great that it was the burthen of a man. Ho 

man could bend it but himſelf. It was a pleaſure to ſ& him,foz 

he got great pꝛaiſe and fame two daps,, and pet be got moze the 

day following, which was the ſeventh dap of the Spozts : 

foz when it came to the caſſing ofthe ſtone a far, one after ano- 

ther, then he caſt it emploping bis ſtrength in ſuch wiſe that he 
paſſed ſix paces further than any man that at that time employ» 
edhimſelfin that Exerciſe. 

Then thep that were come to this Feaſt crped with a bigh 
voice, the Eſquire unknown ts neither the ſon of Amphitri- 
on, no2 the Son of Jupiter, but be is the Son of the God of 
PBature, which hath garniſhed him with double fozceand re- 
doubled it an bundzed fold: in bis inkancp he vanqui ſped the ſer- 
pents, and in his youth be ſurmounted in wit, fozce, and valour 
all the wozld. Bleſſed be the womb that conceived bim and 
bare him, foz to glozifie Greece: Foz certainly the time ſþall 
come once that be ſhall be the glozp of the Greeks, and their try- 
umph,and well ſþall yelp them if they have ned. 

Such were the wozds of the Kings, of the Ladies, and of the 
Damoſels, of the Robles, and of the Ualiant, each man pꝛaiſed 
him in bis guiſe. The fair Megara beard gladip tbe commen- 
dation, and pzaiſing that men gave bim, but pet ſþe ſaw bim 
moze gladlp do bis feats and valiancies, and it is no marvel 
thougb ſhe ſaw him gladly, and gave her to bebold him: foz in 
Hercules was that, that was not in other: bis beauty ſurmount- 
ed the meaſure, and the great poztion and quantity of his fozce 
and ſtrength. After that each man that would caſt the ſtone 
had done, be went into the common Tent, where manyan a- 
mo20us man was with bis Lady, and there be began to put þim- 
ſelf fozth a little, and bis ſpeech with one and other became 
bim: toꝛ be had a right bigh and clear voice. Megara and Her- 
cules in this ebening oftentimes 8 each other ſecretly, and 
| their 
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their countenances were fixed. on each other often, and then of 
foz ce they changed colour. In this changing of colour there 
was not s vein in them but was moved. And by this moving 
grew amo20us in abundance, with dep fighs, which were nou⸗ 
ribbed in the Abiſms and bottoms of their hearts. 

Among all other things, foz to ſpesd the matter, the Bings 
and ancient Knights aſſembled them in council, foz as much 
as they bad many young Rnights that were come, and bad a+ 
bidden from the beginning of tbe feaſt, foz to do feats of Arms 
againſt Hercukes, The puifſance and ſtrength of Hercules 
was well conſidered of in this Council, and fozalmuch ag 
it was very likely, that no man might ſtand againſt him, it was 
o2dained, that be ſpould do no deeds of Arms hand to hand, and 
that the days that were pet to come of the reſidue of the feaſt 
from two days to two days, tbep ſpould Turnep in manner of 
battel, whereof (bould be Captains two Rings that were there, 
to wit, Tandarus that was Father of Menealus, Pusband of 
fair Helen, and Ixion that was Ring of Theſſaly. Theſe two 
Kings took on them with a good will this charge, and it wag 
ozdained, that Hercules fþould let them all Turnep until the 
time that the one party wereat wozſe, and that then he might 
belp that party of ſuffering the wozſe, unto the time that be 
had bzougbt them to match their betters, This ozdinance was 
Þewed in the Tent by the Officers of Arms: They that were 
afoze named to fight man foz man againſt Hercules, were right 
fopous of the new o2dinance. The feaſt then ceaſed and one 
and other withdzew them unto their Tents : on the mozning 
they came to the fields foz to begin tbe firſt Turnep, and there 
were five hundzed Eſquires, and thzer hundzed Bnights all 
Armed as to go into battel, ſaving that their Swoꝛds were rp 
wtnes and nat ſþarp, and that their Spears bad Kochetgof 
tree, 02 of wd: The Ring Tandarus and the Ring Ixion were 
richly arraped, and well hozſed, and armed well with boſſed 
cmets, and ran in the moſt bardieſt place of this aſembly:there 
was no moze but an hundzed Bnights on hozfeback, foz boaſts 
af: tþot tivre weee bat little known noa uſed : all tþep on hoaſe- 
vack; and they on foor were par ten into two —— — 
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thep that bad poaſes, at che ſound of the Trumpet were ready to 
juſt, and ran one againſt another, ſo couragiouſly, that ryey 
troubled all che Air with Duſt and Powder that aroſe by their 
Pozſes feet. At che bickering each met with other oftentime, 
and there were ſome overthzo wn under the bozſe, and tumbled 
up fide down at zoyning : and ſome there were that bzake their 
Spears Anigbtip and Cpivalrouſlę, foz there were plenty of 
valiant Bnights. But in the end when the Knights on bozſe- 
back had done their endeavours, and that they ſet their hands on 
their ſwozds, the footmen began to renew the Turney with 
ſs great a ſtir and noiſe, that all the Mount cedounded, on the 
one fide, and on the other, there were many ſpears bzoken, and 
Shields unjopnted , they jopned with their Spears eagerly, 
their ſtrokes and kopnes were great: each man ſþewed the quan- 
tity of bis fozce, it was jopous to ſee the ſpears fly4n the Air 
by pieces, there were great crpes,none ſpared otper, ancient noz 
poung. Tye ancient fought with the poung : the young men 
by great courage learned and ſhewed the old men. When tyeir 
Spears were b2oken they cock their [wozds, wherewith be- 
gan a new ado, joyous and pleaſant, they cutting their Pelms, 
and hewing on their Shields ſo couragiouſly, and in eſpecial 
they of che part of Ixion, that they of the part of Ring Tanda- 
ius were conſtzained to call foz Hercules unto their reſcue. 
Wyen Hercules heard that they cryed after bim, be was 
paſſing joyous, foz it was a grief to him to be idle, and to ſee 
others labour, was nigh by the Turnep beholding them 
that did beſt : he bad alſo his (word in bis fiſt. At the cry of 
them that were put to the wozſe, be. went unto their aid, and 
began to Turnep on the ſide where were the greateſt ſtrokes 
given, ſo pleaſantly, that it was jop ts behold. The Ring Ixion 
came againſt him to maintain his pzoweſs, and to hold toge- 
ther his folk : but foz bis welcome Hercules ſmote him on the 
Shield, that all aſtonied be bare him to the Garth, and down 
from his bozſe. Then began there a great out, and laugh- 
ter , andas well one as the other began to apply them to the 
reſcue.of Ixion. Hercules put bimſelf into the paeſs, and made 
Z 2 
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peaps on all ſides, ſo great that Tandarus and his folk reco. 
vered, entred into the battel with their counter party. At 
that time began again the Turney ſtrong and ſþarp: thep rhar 
fled, took heart, fozce and vertue to them again, by the well dg- 
ing of Hercules, amd recovered vigour and ſtrength. Hercules 
ok all them that were there was taken heed of, bis ſtrokes ſur- 
mounted all other without all meaſure, and be bzought again 
Tandarus to match bis betters with a little labour. Finally he 
did ſhew ſo great pꝛoweſs that day, and in the daps following, 
that be was commended above all the men in the wozld. There 
were thze great Turners and notable, at each Turnep, as 
ſoon as it happened that one party was put back, and to the 
wozſe, Hercules by his well doing recovered them,and put them 
up again, Mo man took bed but to bis glozp : every man ſaid 
well of him at dances and at feaſts, every man loved him, every 
man wozſhipped him.There was no. tongue of noble, noz of baſe, 
but that gave bim laud and pzaiſe, whereof the concluſion wss 
ſuch, that all the pzizes abode with him, and alſo there were 
given unto bim many gifts of the Kings that were there. The 
daps of this ſolemnity dzew over, and the laſt night the Kings 
and the Ladies, and Nobles aſſembled in the common Tent, | 
and of one common accozd thep would that from year to year; 
they and their beirs ſbould hold and renew the Feaſt that Her 
cules had. begun and Eſtabliſhed, foz thep ſaw that it was the 
moſt honoyrable paſtime that ever was made in Greece, and 
named the Feaſt Olympiades, becauſe of the Mount Olympus, 
And thep bad it fo in eſtimation that from thencefozth they da- 
ted their Epicts, and their Letters of continuance, with the pear 
of the firſt Olympiade, &c. An ſuch wiſe, as we ſap the pear of 
the Jncarnation, theſethings are oꝛdained gi ven and pzomiſed; 
the Dicer of the Arms of Hercules, thankedall them that were 
come to this Olympiade. ' After that each took leave of other and 
dsparted on the moztow, and thus finiſhed andendedthisfeaſt. 
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CHAP. XL. 

How Hercules failed by the Sea into Heſperie, and how he van. 

quiſhed the Iſle with the Muttons or ſheep, and vanquiſhed 
Pbiloter, and flew his fellow. 


T the departing, Hercules paſſed not greatly foz the de- 
parting of all them chat were tbere, ſaving foz the depart- 

ing of Megara: he knew not the malady of love, until the 
time that be ſaw ber depart into the Countrey. Megara went 
unto Thebes, and Hercules dzew him to Athens penſively, and 
thinking much ot bis Lady: and ſoze defiring to ſee ber, he went 
in the company of Euriſteus unto Athens, where thep feaſted 
them four daps long. At the fourth day tydings came, that 
unto the Bozt and Paven were come ſtrange folk by foztune , 
which were cloatbed in verp pleaſant Kobes and Garments. 
Mpen Bing Euriftcus beard theſe tydings, be ſent to fetch 
theſe ſtrangers to bim, and asked them from whence they were, 
thep anſwered, they were of the Meſt, and of the Region 
of Heſperie. Where is the Region of Heſperie ſaid Euriſteus, 
and what manner of Countrep is it? Uerily anſwered one of 
them, J think that in all the-wozld is no better Countrey, foz 
there is abundance of all things that be neceſſarp foz mans life, 
and J can tell pou, that in the places of our dwelling, and 
where we have our baunt, there be many Jſlands lying about 


the further parts of Maurce beyond Ampoleſie, where grow- 


eth all the beſt tbings that men can think, and there is a Ring. 
named Philotes Son in Law to a Bing named Atlas, which is 
of rye generation of the Gzeeks - and it is not to be fozgotten, 
bow the Ring Philotes accompanied with the Daughters of. 
Ring Atlas latelp found an Jfle very pleaſant, as was bis ad- 
venture, his Ile is all plain, without Mountain oz Wallep : 
and there be therein ſo many Sbeep and Muttons, that it is 
marvel, which be kept and cheriſhed there as if they were of 
me Gold: Df theſe: Puttons that J ſpeak. of, we bave our 
Kobes and Gowns made: we and thep that may pabe them 
muſt buy them at a great paice of fine Gold. Me eat the fleſh: 
and cloath us with the skins. * know pe foz certain, that 
3 into 
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into this Ille is but one entry, and beentereth.not therein that 
would; foz the Ring Philotes and another Gpant which be ſub. 
til, and marvellous ftrong, al wap ktep the entry of the Ane, an 
alwap the one awaketh, wpile the other ſerpeth. 

Surelp ( ſaid Ring Euriſteus) by that, chat J babe under. 
ſtood of pou, the Iſle that pou ſpeak of, is of great Excellency, 
This Philotes that pou make mention ok: what man jg 
this Philotes ? The ſtranger anſwered, that be is the moſt re. 
doubted and dzead Bing of the Weſt parts: hers a Gpant 
that by his fozce and ſtrength þath conquered the Alle with che 
ep, and hath put out them that dwelled and inhabited there 
befoze. Ye is ſo ſtrong, that it is but late ago, that pe ſaid, 
if he could find a man ſtronger than be is, be would never after 
bear Arms to fight in battel, during the life of that other. 

The King Egeus then gave leave to the ſizangers co depart 
from his pzeſence, and commanded that no man would hinder 
them in their returning toward their Countrep, and they de- 
parted. Euriſteus abode with Egeus, and Eurigeus came to Her. 
cules, and Theſcus, and wiſhed by a great deſire to habe of 
thofe Muttons, ſaying to them, that he would that it coſt him 
as much gold as a pair of Putrons weigh : and thatbe had a 
Kam and an Ewe, foz to ingender in bis Countrep. Jn that 
time were no ſb&p in Greece. When Hercules had heard the 
deſire of King Euriftcus, ſuddenly be ſaid to bim. Sir, pou 
bave a defire to babe # pair of Muttons, appertaining to the 
Daugbters of Atlas, by the conqueſt and Arms of the ſtrong 
Gpant Philotes. J pzomiſe pou bere foz truth upon my Gen- 
tleneſs, that by this day thzee weeks, J will depart by water 
o Land to fetch them: and J will never return into Greece, 
until the time that J have found the Jfie, and that F ſhall op- 
poſe myſelf againſt the Gyants that keep it, and will aſſap if 
I can get the Ine from them, like as Philotes had gotten it 
from another. When Ring Euriſteus had underſtood the enter- 
pꝛize that Hercules made, he was paſſing ſozry, foz be loved 
Hercules as well as if he had been his own fon. Pe diſſwaded 
bim from that Kursen thinking to have broken it: but Her- 
cnles anſwered him fo diſcreetly, that Eurificus was content fad 
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him go unto this addenture, and Theſeus with bim. 

The renown of this vopage was ſpzead abzoad in all the 
Country. Egeus and Euriſteus made ready foz their two ſons 
very goodly Galley,and furniSed it well with all manner of 
things- At the end of thzee weeks they went to Sea, and with 
them many Noble Greeks, and rowed till they came into the 
deep Sea, where thep ſailed and cowed many days, with- 
out finding ofany adventure to ſpeak of. Foz at that time the 
Sea was but little uſed, neither of Thieves, noz pet of Per- 
chants. Their Baſter oz Pylof, in pzoceſs of time bzought 
wem unto Heſperia, that afterwards was called Spain, and there 
fought ſo long the Ile with the ſþ&p, that at laſt they arrived 
at the place. (he Gpant that was appointed to kep the en- 
try of the Iſle, flept not when the Greeks landed. Pe then il- 
ſued out of bis bouſe, and came armed unto the ſtrait paſſage 
here no man could go up, but one at once, that pe crped unto 
the Gres and ſaid; Sirs, what ſ&k pou here? Hercules an- 
ſwered, we (&k the Putrons that be in this Iſle, foz to car- 
rp ſome of them into Greece. Dave pe ( ſaid the Gyant ) mo- 
nep enough; if pe have, re (ball have enough. Shall we (ſaid 
Hercules) not have them otherwiſe? Mo ſaid the Gyant. _) 
Then ſaid Hercules, let us have them at the pzice that pe got 
them? Pow (ſaid the Grant? ) the Ring Philotes did conquer 


with his Swozd, tbe Jfle and the Puttons. Hercules an- 


ſwered: mp intent is likewiſe to conquer the Alle from him. 
Fyou will defend it, baſt pou: pe ſþall habe the battel againſt 
=, oz elſe let me have the Ille, that J map do therein my 


When the Spant underſtood the concluſion that Hercules 
made, he made him ready to defend the place, and blew a 
great po2n that bung there upon a Tree. At theſound of zþe 
Pozn, the Dangbters of Atlas awaked Philotes, and told him, 
that Come were there co get the place: and that the Gpant had 
blown the bozn, Philotes with theſe woads aroſe up, and ſaw 
that Hercules by main fozce pad put back the Gpant (that ex- 
opt Philotes, was the beſt man of Arms in all Heſperia ) be 
was ſoze abaſhed: and very ſozrowfnl ; But W 
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this, be bad not terried there long, when Hercules ſmote the Gy. 
ant on the right ſboulder with ſuch fozce, that the Gyants ſhield 
fell from bim, and bzuiſed bis Arms, and bis Swozd -ntred 
into his body ſo far, that it pierced bis heart, and be fell down 
dead at his fer. 

When Philotes ſaw the Gpant dead, he came unto Hercu- 
les, f. to defend the place, ſaping: Be would be revenged fox 
bis Gyant, if he might. Hercules rejopced when he lam. Philo- 
tes come to the place, and ſaid to bim: Bing thou art wel- 
come, A rejoyce at mp heart, that J ſþall prove mp ſelf again 
tbe. Men ſap there is no ſtroke but of the Maſter: Raw let 
us ſ bow we ſpall wozk together. And happy be be whom 
Foztune \bafl favour. Philotes hearing theſe wozds, came un- 
to the place, and with a great Pole-axe be ſmote ſoze upon the 
Sbield of Hercules, and made bim to ſtaggera little: UWbvere. 
at Phylotes began to laugh, and thought to bave ſmitten again 
Hercules with that ole-a re, who was aſbamed of the other 
ſtroke. And be then guarded him well, and Philotes ſtriking at 
bim, be caugbt it, and pluckedit from bim, and threw ir into 
the Sea. Which made Philotes wonder at tbe fozce of Her- 
cules : And loſing tbis his Pole-axe, be tek bis Swozd,and re. 
newed the battel afreſh. Philotes had tbe advantage foz Her. 
cules was under bim. They aſſailed one another fiercely, and 
well defended their bodies. All this day they fought without 
ceaſing, ſo long as the day endured : the night dzew on, that 
they muſt ceaſe, then they both laid them down upon the place, 
They ſlept not, foz it was no time, but they both kept a watch, 
and tbey endured it well,foz they were accuſtomed foz to wake, 
Then being awake, Philotes had many wozds with Hercules, 
and demanded from whence he was : And Hercules told him 
the truth. Then thep talked of their battel : and at the deſire 
and requeſt of Philotes, thep pzomiſed each unto other, that 
if any of them both were vanquiſþed and overcome, foz ſaving 
bis life, be would ſerve the vanquiſber all bis life after. 

During theſe ſpeeches and pzomiſes, the Dap-ſtar tbat the 
Woets call Aurora began to ariſe in bis Keign. The Air wag 
fairandslear, the Stars ſþined.

In- 
truth the light of this ſame Star inflamecþ we amozous 
fires whecewith J was late ſeiſed by rhe adqiniſtration of 
pour beauty. Pe be as far ſhining in beauty abobe the Maidens 
of Greece, as this Aurora ſhineth above all the otber Stats, of 
whom be number is ſo great, that no man can tell them. @ 
noble Megara, the right clear Star, your remembzance il - 
luminateth mine beart, like as the Stat illuminatetb the 
Peaven, andi me thinketh that by this remembzance, when J 
come to the Battel, J ſþall pzevail the better. Wherefoze J 
pzomiſe pou, if Foztune help me to mp defire, you ſpall yave 
part ok all that A ſpall conquer. 

Hercules was glad of the thinking and remembzance that he 
had of his Lady, and took his Swozd, and ſaid to Philotes, we 
have pauſed long enough, lo it is dap, and the Hun riſetþ, it 
is better that we exerciſe deeds of Arms now, than when the 
rapes of the Sun are greater: let us take our time befoze the 


great heat come and let each of us do his beſt. Philctes that 


was all ready, was jopful when he beard Hercules, foz be 
Aought in bis mind, that he ſhould ſcon,and in little ſpace ſped 
this matter, and be ſaid unto bim: Hercules Jam ready, and 
was ſince peſterdap, to obtain this battel; guard you as well 
as pou can, pou habe flain mp Gpant the ſtouteſt and bardieft 


man that was in all the weft, wherefoze Jam much diſpleaſed, 


but at the leaſt, ſince bis death cannot be recovered by the death 
of another, J will do my endeavour to get a new ſouldier, and 


-that fþall be you, oz elſe my Swozd and Foztune ſþall fail 


me, Sball Jſo ſaid Hercules ? And if pour Swozd and Foz» 
tune wall fail pou what then * By mp honour ſaid Philotes, 
that befel me never. And if anp ill foztune and miſadventure 
run upon me, that J muſt neds be pour ſervant, let it be on 
Condition, that J ſpall never go after into battel at my own 
adventure oz none other during pour life : neither foz pon oz 
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out othet words the two Champions alviled each other, and. 
fought together fd valiently, wat the place redounded with 
their Im a little ſpace they pad their Tields unfaft. 
ned by great blows. Philotes laid great firokes on Hercules: 
but pet bis Urokes were not fo greut, but Hercules might bear 
them well enough withont grief oz ſufferinggreat damage. 
| began tbe battel again bf the'two'Gyants. Hercules 
was us high as a Gyarit, ve was right Herce in Arms, pe did 
much to get the ſanding, but yet pe might never atmin 1d 
ſtrike Philotes a full ſtroke fozaſmuch as Philotes was ubobe oh 
the paffage, which contained well two'cubits ofheight. When 
Hercules ſat and knew that Philotes hept' bts Nanding wih 
dut adventuring to come down, be would feign-bimſelf weary, 
and fo by little and little he began to ſtrike moze fieble- wan he 
did befoze : after thatbe recopled pimſelf, und ſtruck from fac 
as if he had fainted, and been weary: The Greeks werenfraid,

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Hercules received to merep Philotes : And then called The- 
ſeus and bis company, who came, and were joyful of the ui 
that de had obtained. - Then Hercules, Philotes and all the a- 
ther went inte the Ine, where they found the Daughters of 
Atlas, greatly diſcomfoated-foz the death of the Grant. And 
fozaſmuch as Hercules had alſo conquered Philoces their kep- 
tr; Hercules and Philotes comfozted them the beſt wiſe they 
could, and there the Gzeebs refceſþed themſelves foz thzee 


days. 

The fourth day be took 30 Rams and 30 Ewes, and bzought 
them into their ſpip, after they went co the ſea, without u- 
my harm doing in tbe Ille, foz che love of the Gentlewomen: 
they departed thence accompanied with Philotes, which was 
conquered by Hercules, as is ſaid, and after lobed Hercules well, 
and truly, and ſerved bim ever after. But of their journeys 
J will ceaſe foz this time and will peak of a Monſter of the 
ſea, that the Gods ſent to Troy, to devour the fair Exionc, 
Davghter to King Laomcdon.

don ſcoaned to ſpeak to the Pzieſts, but ſent them wozd ſhame. 
fully, that they Could return andkep their Temples, where. 
foze he was after ſoze puniſhed, tas the ſame night after pe 
would not hear che Pꝛieſts, the great Winds began to riſe and 
beat one againſt the other, and cauſed the Sea to riſe in ſuch 
wiſe that it came lo far into the Town that it filled the fireers 
full of water, and d2owned a great part ot the Town, Beñde 
this, in eight days following, the Sun ſþined ſo ardentip, and 
gave lo great heat, that the people durſt not go into the git by 
day time, and that dryed the ſuperfluity of tbe Water of the 
Sea, that was left, wherecf roſe g cozrupt and moztal vapour 
that infected all the City, whereof engendzed ſo great a Peſti- 
lence, that the moſt of the Trojans were ſmitten to death by 
the great influence of the cozrupt air, ; | 

By this Peſtilence, they of Trey, fell in great deſolation, 
the Citizens dyed (without ſpeaking, J ſuddenly. The Fathec 
could not, noz might not help his Child in neceſſity, noz the 
Child his Father. At this time reigned in Troy, neither lobe 
aoz charity: foz each man that might ſave þimſelf, fled awa 
foz fear of this moztality,. and left the City, and went to dw 
in the fields, and among all other, the Bing Laomedon ſing 
the Deſtruction of his Kealm went into the Alle of Delphos 
unto the Temple of the God Apollo, foz to habe council of a- 
pollo, touching the health of his City. With Laomedon went 
moſt of the Nobility and powerful men of Troy : When they 
were come into the Temple, they put them in contemplation 
and Devotion befo2e the Idol, and the Devil that was there. 
in, anſwered them and ſaid, The money which was faken out 
of the Temples, and not rendzed and paid again, is cauſe of the 
malady and vengeance of Troy. And let all the Trojans knoto, 
that Troy (hall never be free from this malavp : unto thetime 
that the ſaid City pꝛopide to * the Gods in this wile; 
that every month they muſt chuſt one of the Uirgins and Paid, 
which muſt be ſet on ie Sea. ide fuz to be devoured by a Pon, 
Ser; that the Gods Qailſend. thither : and the ſaid Virgin hll 
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be choſen by lot oz adventure. And in this wiſe muſt the City 
do to appeaſe the Gods, until ths time that they find out one 
man that by fozce of Arms all overcome the ſaid monſter. 
When tyey heard this anſwer, Laomedon and the Trojans 
affembled co council, and concluded, that foz the Common- 
wealth and health of Troy,they would put their Ulirgins inthat 
jeopardy and adventure, to be devoured ofthe Ponſter, with» 
out exception. Then thep returned to Troy, and took their Uir- 
gins and caft lots among them, and on her that the lot tell, ſhe 
was bzought to the Sea - ſide, and anon after was ſ&n to come 
dut of the Bea ſo gteat a Tempeft, that it was ſoze troubled, 
The Sea wzougbt and a great flood of Water lifted out the 
ſter by times out of the Sea: De was as great as a whale; 
02 a Pulke, and then he took the Uirgin and ſwallowed her, 
und went again into the Sea : and ever after the Peſtilence 
ceaſed. Thus Troy was delivered from their ſickneſs by the 
oblation of their Uirgins, that were offered unto the monſter 
from Month to Month: and thus (as is ſaid ) the Uirgins were 
devoured up. At happened in the end of a Ponth, that the lot 
fell to one of the Daughters of Ring Laomedon named Exi- 
one: this Damoſel was young and fair, and well beloved of 
all people. When this Lot was falnon her, fe was not on- 
ſp bewailed of Laomedon her Father, and of bis Son Pria- 
mus, and her Sifter Antigona, and Kinſmen and Allies: but 


of aff the Frojans,Pen,Women, and Childzen : notwithftand- 


ing their weepings, noz the good renown of her, could not ſave 
ber, tbe was put to the diſpoſing of the Ponſter. The Roble 
Uirgin was ready to obey the Ring her Father, and wentfozch- 
with to the Sea-fide accompanied with Lozds, Ladies, and 
Gentlewomen, with a great train of Citizens and Perchants , 
all which bewailed her bard Fozeune: At that time that the 
was b2ought thither, Hercules (by chance) arrived at the Þoze' 
of Troy with bis Dutton : and willing to refreſþ him there, 
made his men to caſt Anchoz, and going-out be ſaw the Tro. 
ans weeping and. bewailing Exione in-caſting/abzoad their: 
dtms, and wringing their bands, that be had pittp to fee tt. And 
deffring to know the cauſe, pet put 'bimfejfinto the pzeſgy: 2 
8 2 K ab.

Faw where they bound the fair Exione in the rout, attited wich 
Kopal attire. Hercules wound with compa ſion to the Damo- 
ſel, addaeffed his language uuto Ring Laomedon, foz as much 
as it ſeemed, that abave all them that were in the place, be 
was # man of uuthegity: and demanded of yim,wmherefoze the Da- 
maſel was bound there ? Laomedom cafting his epes bedewed 
with tears on him, and was ail aha ſhed to ſes his greatneſs and 
beauty: anſwered him. what art thou that art ſo. hardy to de- 
mand of me m misfoztume, which is cammon to all in Troy ? 
Kir, (aid Hercules) Jam a ſtranger, and A love the honour 
of Ladies, and there is nothing that A can do foz wem, but J 
will do it unto: my power: and fozaſmuch as I ſee this Gentle. 
woman thus intreated, in the favour of all Ladies, Jbave aghk- 
ed of you the cauſe, and J will know it, oz put mp ſelf in ad. 
venture foz to dye with ber. And therefoze J demand again, 
what trefpaſs oz fin hath ſhe done, that thefe men thus bind 
her? Pp fon (arſwered Laomedon ) A ſee well that you are ig, 
nozant and know-not the reaſon : there is no man but he may 
we ll know it, foz he ſhall dye foz the ſafety and bealth of Troy: 
and J will tell you the cauſe thereof. The Gods of the ben 
and of the Sun have plagued and grieved Troy, with a great 
Peftilence that took bis beginning with a ſuper-abundance of 
the (ea, whereby the ſtreets of Troy were fult in every plate 
of Mater. After this Deluge and Flood, the time was map. 
-velioufiy and outragiouſly hot, by the great beat of the Syn, 
whereby this ſe# was dryrd up. Af this dapneſs oz drought 
engend2ed a vapour infected, and of this vapour iſſued a peſti- 
lence; And fo2 to refift this Pefitlence, J have been at the ꝙ. 
racle of the Sud Apollo, where A habe had anſwer, fo2 to ceaſe 
the peſtiience, the Gods of the ſun, and of the ſea, commam 
that from month to month, be taken in Troy, one of the Tix 
Nins by ſozt oz lot, to be expoſed and offered, in this place, unto 
a Ponſier of the Sea, The Trojans were content ta fulfil 
the will of the Gods, and J with them. We have caft our 
lots upon aur Uirgins, whereofmanp be ſwallowed gad devour-

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'beavy, that the firongeft man of Troy pad enough to do to lag 
it on bis $oulder- Pe ſent foz it, and pzeſented it to Herculeg, 
and Hercules lifted it up as it had been little blade. Philotes 
and Theſeus were pzeſent at ail theſe things. Hercules took 
ape of them, and of the people, and recommended vim unto 
their pzapers, and foztþwith the Sea began to roar terribly, 
Laomedon and tbe Ladies, and thep that were there took leave 
of Exione and Hercules, and recommended them unto the 
mercy of the Gods, and went upon the Downs to (& the event; 
Tbus abode Exione alone and deſpaired on the gravel : but 
Hercules kneeled on his knees upon the gravel, turning bis. face 
unto the Gaſt, and made his pzayers unto the Gods that made 
the Ponſters and terrible Beaſts, requiring them that they 
would give him fozce, firength, and vertue of power foz to de. 
liver Exlone from her misfoztune of the Ponſter. Bis Di. 
ſons accompliſhed, Hercules entered into a little Boat, that E xi- 
one was in, and anon after the Sea roaring and moze, 
it grew and aroſe in ſuch wiſe that the Boat floated and was 
lifred up, and bozn by divers Waves. After this, in great 
trouble of Wind, when the Sea was riſen in great abun- 
dance of waters, Hercules and the. Trojans ſaw. coming the 
great þozrible Ponſier, bzinging bim with s Tempeſt fa ter. 
rible that it ſemed that all the Ponſters of Yell bad hren with 
bim: - Ye made the waves to redouble hideouſly, he liſt him 
above the water, and put out bis Moſel unto bis honiders; 
ſo that by ſwallowing of the water, there ſp2ang out of his 
mouth great floods of the Sea, and mounted ſo higb that it ſa · 
med to be a gulphj tbat had pierced tbe. Clouds. Foz to ſap the 
truth or rhis'Wonfter, be was ſo bozribleand fearful, that the 
moſt hasdy andabſotuteof Troy, trembled to look on bim. Mob 
wikhfianding Hercules was nothing afraid, but comfozted En 
one who -wavalmoſt dead fog. fear: The Ponſtercame by the 
Boat, and caſt bis oſel unto Exione, thinking to have ſwals 
dated her, as be had done thepther Hirgins befoze; But Her- 
cules took his Club, and ſ\mote ſa vehementiy en his oſel mat 
be gave him a great wound, ſo ſuae and habn te bear, Mat he do 
made him to recopl back into the bottom of the Sea. * 0

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the falling of the Monſter into the Sea, the waves aroſe high 
into the Air, whereby Hercules and Exione were all wet with 
the wa ſping and ſpzinkling of the Waves : and their Boat was 
bozn by the Waves upon a Bank of Sand, where the Sea 
was ſo low, that the Ponſter might not well ſwim witbeaſe 
unto them. Then the Monſter made after them, and coming 
nigh to them, lifted up bis bead, and in the lifting up, there 
iCued out of his th2oat ſo great abundance of Water, tpat the 
Poat was full, and ſunk, in ſuch caſe that Hercules was in 
the Sea unto the great of his thighs, and Exione ſtood in the 
Water unto the middle. g 

When Hercules ſaw him in this caſe, he had great diſplea- 
ſure in þimſelf, moze foz the pain and grief that Exione had, 
than foz any fear be had of himſelf, The Ring Laomedon, 
Theſeus, and Philotes, and all otþers, ſuppoſed that Hercules 
and the Damoſel without redemption, bad been devoured of 
the Ponſter : the monſter then ſeeing his pzey, leapt againſt 
Exione with a terrible Wave. Hercules had bis Club ready 
on his neck, waiting foz nothing but the Penſter deſiring to 
abenge bim of the diſpleaſure that be had: be then diſcharged 
his Club on his head ſo mightily, that the Bar entred there- 
in, and tbe blood ſpꝛang out: then was the Monſter enraged 
Yainſt Hercules: ſo beceaſed the aſſault of the Damoſel, and 
afailed Hercules, and always as be lifted bis bead out of the 
Water, pe diſgozged upon Hercules great floods of the Sex. 
Pet notwitbſtanding, be could not do ſo much barm to Her- 
cules, but Hercules did moze to him. Hercules followed him 
with bis Club, and made him to fink again into the bottom of 
the Ses, by the buge weilt of bis ſtrokes. | | 

The Battel endured long between Hqrcules and the Pon. 
ler. Jf tbe Monſter had once touched Hercules, be would at 
one mouthful have devoured and ſwallowed him. Ye bad a 


and cry, be was fierce in exercifing bis fury. But Hercules 
fougbt with bim boyftrouſly, aud beld the Uirgin by bim. And 
do what tbe Monſter could, he did no ſooner lift up bis bead out 
ut the Mater, but with one _ of his Club he was d2iven

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wide and a great tb2oat out of meaſure : be made a great noiſe 


back always unto the bottom of the Sea. And Hercules was 
oft ti mes in peril of dzowning- Tye pecil was great, and moze 
than J can reyearſe. Foztune was with þim and the Da moſel, 
ſs that be fought and beat the Monſter valiantip, and ſo endy, 
red in ſmitirg continually on bis Noſel, and on his head, that 
the Sea withdzew, and took from him the ſpirit of life; then be 
all to bzuiſed his bꝛains, and ſo vanqui ſped him and ſlew him. 
And after when the Sea was withdzawnand far ebbed, be tal 
Exione by the band, and bꝛougbt ber upon the Ditch, and del 
vered ber unto ber Father King Laomedon, 


CHAP: XLII. 
How Laomedon ſhut Hercules out of Troy: and how Hereuler 
(wore that he would avenge him. 


V Pen Laomedon ſaw bis Daughter thus delivered from 
the Monſter, and Troy made quit from the dangers, 
be bowed and thanked Hercules: after be came to the Sea ſide, 
accompanied with Hercules, Theſeus, Philotes, and with the 
Frojans. And went to ſee and behold the Wonſter, that was 
ſo great, that thare hundzed Hozſes could not move him from 
the place where he was; hey all looked to ſee the ſtrokes tha! 
Hercules gave him, pet they could not ſee all, but at chat thy 
faw they marvelled : foz Hercales had bzoken bones, that it 
ſeemed not poſſible to baeak, and they bad found the bead bur 
in ſo manyplaces, that they could not tell whether be had! 
yead 02 no. Df this bigh and incredible victozy, the Trojans n 
joxced marvelloufly, and honoured Hercules moze than any mm 
in the Wozld. When they had ſ&nand beheld the Wonſters 
naugb, they departed, and bꝛougbt Hercules into Troy, Ul 
thep came to the Palace, thep found Exione clothed with ner 
arrap and veſtments : And as foz Hercules, all that he bad up 
on him was wet. Laomedon would have dad bim to chang! 
bis wet cloaths, and put on drp, but Hercules refuſed 3 ſayir 
that he bad been accuſtomed not to be alway at bis eaſe. Tt 
Laomedon bzought Hercules unto the Caffle of Ilion and hi 
Greeks with bim, and feaſted them as it appertained. Hercule 
and his Greeks did trpumph four daps in lion, During i |

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ſour days. The Trojans went out in great numbers to ſi. 
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fier and gave ſo many pzaiſes to Hercules that Laen. 

don envied thereac, and feared the people would love Hercules 
better than him. Pe ſent Hercules and his Greeks out of the 
Town to hunt: and as ſoon as thep went out of Troy, bedzew 
up the Bzidg, and ſþut the Gates againſt him. When Hercu- 
les thought to haveentred, Laomedon (pake and ſaid to bim 
from far that he had moved the City againſt him by conſpi- 
racy, and that he would receive him no moze into the Town: 
Hercules was exceeding wroth, when be underſtood the accuſa- | 
tion of Laomedon : and anſwered him, that he bad never any 
thought of ill towards him, and offered to pzovehimſelfclear 
by battel, and to venture þis body againſt thirty other, if they 
would pꝛobe oz maintain the contrary : which offer Laomedon 
would not accept. Then Hercules deſired him to deliver che 
Pozſes that he pzomiſed bim, foz the victozp of the Monſter. 
Laomedon anſwered him, be would deliver none. Why ſaid 
Hercules? Fozaſmucbh ( (aid Laomedon ) as it is mp pleaſure 
not do ir. Falſe and unwozthy King ( ſaid Hercules) doeſt 
thou with-boid from me the reward due to mp deſert and re- 
ward me with evil foz good? Jſwvear to thee by the Gods, that 
A babe delivered Troy perpetually by mp Club from tbe 
-Monſter: in like manner, by the ſame Club, J will yield 
deliver up Troy to the Peſtilence of war and death, if tbe 
Gods withſtand me not: and J do intend to make the Tro- 

jans ſap, that thep were happp that dyed in the Peſtilence. 
Hercules ( full of wrath _) with theſe wozds left Laomedon, 
that ſet little by what be bad ſaid : foz be put all bis confidence 
in the ſtrength of the Walls of the City: and he thought that 
no man might annop oz grieve him. And then Hercules went 
again to bis Ship, and ſailed away with bis Club, and bis 
Sheep and his fellow Theſeus. Philotes thought bimſelf hap- 
pp to be vanquiſbed of ſo valiant a man as Hercules was, and 
be took on him the Dffice of his Parneſs-bearer, in all places 
wherebe went. From Troy unto Thebes fell nothing woztby 
to be putinmemozp, that is of Kecozd. In tbe end be arrived 
in Greece, and was certified that Euriſteus was in Thebes : 
B b 2 whereat 
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eat be rejopced greatly, foz be thought be (ould ſee the 
Megara, who be greatly befired to ſee. De went then un. 
to Thebes where be was ſolemnly received of King Creon, 
that bad vim in great eſtimation foz bis valour, one and other 
tame and welcomed him: pe ſent bis Sheep and Puttons unto 
" King Eurifteus by Philotes, who recounted, pow Hercules had 
conquered them, and bim alſo, and how he had flain bis Gpant 
at the paſſage : of theſe tydings was Ring Euriſteus paſſing jop- 
ful, and fo were all tbey that were there, oz beard ſpeak of it. 
Every man glozified Hercules, Ladies and Gentlewomencame 
and welcomed bim. Among all other Megara failed not, ſhe 
came to Hercules, and welcomed him, and it well became her 
to welcome him. Sbe was wiſe and of good manners, and ſure- 
ly ber coming. rejopced Hercules moze, than all the honours 
and pzaiſes were then given him, albeit chat all the wozld 
p2aiſed and exalted him foz this vopage, aboveall the Greeks, 
And the ſheep were ſo deſired, that Rings bought them foz 
tbeir weight in Gold : wherefoze the Yiſtoziographers and 
Poets put this Conqueſt in perpetual memezy, waiting among 
bis deeds in this manner. Subſtulit mala aurea, that is as much 
as to ſay, that be boze away the Puttons of Gold, Fozalmuch 
as they were eſteemed wozth their weight in Gold. Foz Mala 
in Greek is as much as to ſap, Sheep in Engliſh : oz Puttons 
in French: thus ſaith Boccace, in his Genealogp of Gods, and 

ſo appzoveth Varro likewiſe, in his Brok de Agricultura. 
By this conqueſt, the name of Hercules began to flp in ho- 
nour thzougb the wozld. The Poets feigned upon this Piſts- 
rp, that the Daughters of Atlas pad a Garden kept night and 
dap by a Serpent waking, wherein grew Apples of Gold, and 
that Hercules flew this Serpent, and gathered and bare away 
tbe Apples. By this Garden is underſtood the Ae: by the 
Serpent waking, tbe ſubtle. Gpant commiſed to keep it, that 
alwap waited at the paſſage. And by the Apples of Gold are 
underſtood the Sheep, eſteemed to the value of their weight in 
fine Gold: Then after this pzeſentation made to Euriſteus of 
tbe — 4 Muttons, each man marvelled at the pꝛowels 
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of Hercules, but Philotes added and gave to his overcomer 
| Hercules: 
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Hercules, pꝛaiſes upon pꝛaiſes, and added honour upon bonour : 
Foz becauſe- Kings and Pzinces, Ladies and Geytlewomen 
peard bim, and ſeeing that Hercules held bis peace when he 
might have embzaced honour, pe declared from point to point 
bis adventure againſt the Ponſter of Troy, and ewed the 
Club wherewith be had pur him to death: but after that be re. 
bearſed the honour and grace that he bad gotten in Troy, and 
the wrong that Laomedon had done to him : be ſaid ſo much 
thereof, that they pzomiſed to make War againſt Laomedonz 
foz to take vsngeance of the wrong, be had done to Hercules, 


CHAP. XLII. 


How Hercules entred battel againſt Laomedon : and how he yan: 
Quiſhed and deſtroyed Troy the firſt time. 


I Think it is impoſſivle foz mp pen to relate the honour that 
Hercules got in Greece at his return from Troy, Thoſe 
Bings and Pzinces thought themfelves bappy that reigned 
in his time. Amphitrion his ſuppoſed Father, began to re- 
ceivebim'into favour, and into Thebes to bim: Vis Mother 
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Ia Alcumena came alſo, and ſurelp ſþe rejopcedgreatly, when fe 
1 ſaw her. Son, wþich was ſo greatly renowned, The Noble 
nd Ladp bad not ſeen him in a long time befoze : but now ſhe ſaw 

bim trpumph in bonour and pzoweſs : ſo that the annopes, 
0 griefs, and troubles ſbe ſuffered foz him, being ſuppoſed the 
g- Son of Jupiter, ( whereof \be thought her ſelfinnocent) were 
id then all fozgotten, and put in oblivion. The Feaſt was great 
ad in Thebes foz the love of Hercules, and the general repozt was 
ay only of the valour of Hercules. Creon, Euriſteus, Eugeus, Am- 
be phitrion, and many others, a ſſembled together, and made ready 
at their fozces foz tbe ſiegeof Troy. By ſpace of time their Ar- 
re my was readp, and they took their leave, and Hercules was made 
in Captain of this Army. Ye went to the Sea acrompanied 
of with the Rings aboveſaid and ten thouſand men al choſen foz 
(s the purpoſe, At tbe time convenient the Warriners diſ-An- 
er | chozedand ſet ſail; And they arrived in Phrigia unto a Poztof 
les 


© City named Laryſe being 7 to Tenadon. This City — ä 
3 * 
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of the confines of Troy: foz which cauſe the Greeks aſſailed 
and toolz it by fozce, and after that riſied it, and took all that 
was therkin. And when thep vad ſpoiled it, they went to Te- 
nadon, which was a rich City, thep aſſailed it, and tok it, and 
they let it on fire, and burned it, and the air was enfiamed, 
that it was ſeen in Troy, bow the City burnt, The aſſault of 
Tenadon dured not long, becauſe the Trojans were not adver. 
tiſed thereof. Uhen 'they ſaw the air ſo enflamed, foz to ſee 
from what place the flame came, thep mounted and went upon 
tbe high Towers of Illion, and looking towards Tenadon, ſaw 
that the City was all on fire, whereat they that ſaw it were 
greatly aba ſped. About this theplooked into the Sea, and ſaw 
coming towards them a fleet of Greeks, whereof chey were 
moze abaſhed than befoze. And without any longer tarrying , 
tbep deſcended and went down into the Pall of King Laome. 
don, and ſaid to him, Alas Sir, whatis beſt to be done? the 
Greeks come upon us with an exceeding Armp : we bave ſen 
them and know them. The ſtrong Hercules menaceth poy 
foz to deſtrop pour City. Surely, I believe it is be. Foz be 
bath burnt Tenadon, and that is it that cauſeth the air to be 
full of fire. F 

King Laomedon hearing this news, began to taſt of the e- 
vil treſpaſs that he had committed and done againſt Hercules, 
Notwithſtanding to give courage unto his men and to his ſon 
Priamus, that was at that time of the age of 20 pears, be did 
cauſe to ſound to Arms, and made him ready, and with bis arms 
ſbewed a fierce ſemblance. This done, be armed Priamus bis 
Son, that never had ben in battle befoze, and dubbed him 
Rnigbht, after be took him by the hand, and iſſued out of Ilion; 
Jn ifſuing out be met many Trojans, that told him, tbat at bis 
Pozt were landed manp Greeks, and had deſtroyed Tenadon, 
and that unleſs be haſted him, they would ſoon take Land. 

Laomedon without ſpeaking any wozd, paſſed fozth bp them 
that had bzougbt bim theſe tydings, and came unto a plate that 
was there bp Ilion, where be found moze than twenty thouſand 
Trojans armed. And ſeeing them be began to jop in himſelf, 


und called the Pzincipals and ſaid to them: Lozds, pe be re- 
nowned 
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nowned in all the Wozid by the high pzoweſs of pour ance. 
$026: Befoze that Troy was Walled, they defended with the 
Sword againſt their enemies: the cenowned Ri piter of 
Creet, could not get this City, noz the Theſlalonians by their 
Mar, could never ſubdue this City. Jt now pappeneth this 
dap, that a new aſſembly of enemies come upon this Citp, and 
as men ſay, they ba ve put the fire in Tenadon : let us go and 
receive them couragiouſly, and let us make them like as our 
Fathers bave made others. 

When the Trojans heard theſe wozds of their Ring, they 
anſwered all, chat they would live and dye with þim : and that 
they bad intention to keep his honour, and to make grow their 
ancient glozy, Without holding of long pzoceſs the Ring Lao 
medon did then diſplap bis Banners. After be iſſued out of 
Troy. And then as he began to conduct and lead them fozth, 
ſuddenly be beard at the Pozt, a paſſing great noiſe of Arum- 
pets, Clarions, and Tabozs of the Greeks. 

Then bis blood began to chafe, foz ye knew that they were 
his enemies: And as ſoon as they knew they were Greeks , 
without holding of anp ozder oz meaſure, they diſlodged them, 
and began to run to the Pozt, one befoze another. When thep 
app2oached the ÞPozt, thepeſpied the Greeks. Then thep chal. 
tenged them unto tbe death, and ran upon them ſwarplp. The. 
Greeks were furnifbed-with good Armozs, and put chem to de» 
fence, and began to gkirmiſh the one with another ſo unmea- 
ſurably that in the boarding and meeting there were many 
flain and burt. Hercules was there among the Greeks. Pe be- 
gan to fight ſharply among the Trojans, and had his Club, 
Surely be welcomed them, that the moſt of bis enemies durſt 
not abide bim: be fought fiercely in deſire of revengement, in 
covering of wozſhip, and to get bim a name: Lifring up bis 
hand, be ſbewed to the Trojans his Club, and made them to 


keel the weight thereof, and the ſtrength of bis arm, and be 


laboured ſo earneſtly, and did ſo valiantly, that they chat ſaw 
bim doubted him moze than death, and ſaid one to anotber. be; 
bold Hereules, but come not near him. All that be reacheth be 
flayeth, and bzeaketh to pieces. Me do evil to fight againſt 
him: 
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bim: This is the deliverer from tbe terrible thzaldom of 


Troy, ſpould we reſiſt his Club, when the huge dꝛeadful 
Monſtel be by the ſame put to the fopl. | - 

Such were the wozds of the Trojans. Hercules fought a- 
gainſt them fiercely : he went befoze, all tbe Greeks followed 
vim, and took pleaſure to behold him; The cry was great a- 
bout bim: De fought until the night, and never ceaſed until 
the going down of the Sun, and then the Trojans ſounded the 
retreat, and then departed both parties. And they concluded, 
that on the mozrow they would furniſb their enemies wich 
battel, And the Greeks furniſbed them in the Champain, and 
made good chear, foz they had loſt but little of their people at 
their coming on Land. When the dap appeared to the Tro- 
jans and the Greeks, each in his manner made him ready to the 
battel : many. of the Trojans would gladly have bꝛoken this bat- 
tel, and pꝛayed Ring Laomedon that he would render and de. 
liver to Hercules the Bozſes that be owed to him. Laomedon 
would not do it, but anſwered, that he doubted nothing bis e- 
nemies. Pe had then about fifty thouſand fighting men, all 
readp, of theſe fifty thouſand he made two battels, one of 
twenty thouſand, and that he ledbimſelf, and tbe otber of thir- 
ty thouſand, of which be made Priamus Captain. This 
done pe iſſued out of Troy, with twenty thouſand fighting 
men, and came unto the fields entring upon tbe Greeks. 

When the Greeks eſpyed Ring Laomedon coming, they 
were full of jop, as tbep that were ready foz to receive them: 
at the point of their Spears and with bewing of their Swoads, 
Thep had made of their Poſt four battels, in the firſt was Her. 
cules, and in the ſecond was Amphitrion, and Theſeus. And 
in the third was King Creon, and in the fourth was Euriſteus. 
Hercules then that bad the firſt battel, marched when it was 
time againſt Laomedon, and be bad four ancient Knights. 
well appointed in the feats of Arms, that ſet and conducted 
bis folk in array: Thep marched ſo nigh the one to the other, 
with great noiſe of Trumpets and Tabours, that the Archers 
and Croſs-bows began tbe battel, after that Hercules ſummon- 
ed Laomedon to pap him that he had pzomiſedþim, and that 

Laomedon 
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Laomedon had made refuſal thereof. The Greeks were kur- 
niſþed with ſtronger bows and ſhot than the Troj ere: 
and by that means they flew abundance of their enemiks : and 
eſpecially Hercules bare him ſo well with fozty Azrows, thac 
de himſelf tpot one after-another, that be flew kozty of bis 
enemies ſuch as he would chuſe without let oz hinderance. 
Hercules was at that time the beſt Archer, and the moſt ſure 
of mark that was in all Greece, e and his men (as is ſaid ) 
caſt many of tve Trojans to the ground by che ſhot, Myen tbe 
ſþot failed, Hercules delivered his Bow unto Phil otes, that 
bare bis barneſs, and took a ſtrong ſwozd and ſure. . When ic 
came to the ſwozds and bzeaking and jopning with ſpears, 
Hercules that was al wap in the firſt front, leapt againſt the 
Ring Laomedon that was departed from yis Poſt, afoze all 
other, fozafmuch. as he rode upon one of the Yozſes that be 
had pꝛomiſed to Hercules, And running one againſt the otber, 
as ſwifriy as thep bad flown. in the air, met and ſmote each 
ozher lo ſoze, tpat their ſpears ſhivered in pieces, which ſpꝛang 
aboutthem. Hercules paſſed fozth, and \mote amongſt the Tro- 
jans, and Laomedon likewiſe. entred into the Poſt of the 
Orgks : they began to handle their ſwozds, and to bew each 
upon his enemp./ - Therraroſe there a marvellous noiſe. Abe 
fight was great, the ſtrokes were hard, the battel was gene⸗ 
ral, foz of the one party and the other many men were diſtreſ- 
ſedand bea ten notwithſtanding that the Greeks were moſt boy. 
trous and vardy in arms, and moze valiant than the Trojans , 
and better yeld them together, than they of the battel of Ring 
Laomedon, Hercules wzought and beſtirred him faſt with bis 
ſwozd that he had conquered from Philotes. Ateverp ſtroke 
and every ſtep he killed a Trojan, and ſmote off their beads 
and arms in great abundance, that it ſeemed that they that be 
touched bad not been armed. Laomedon was bufie on the one 
fide, and failed not but bare him well upon his boaſe, and ran 
from rank to rank among the Greeks : be refted not but con- 
ducted bis people, and bis people were great in number : be 
ſet upon his enemies ſo eagerly, that be incloſed them and then 
was the murther ſo great, = on all ſides a man ** 
1 c bave 
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have ſeen any thing but blood and hend, and arms fly, in the 


place and field. 
When Theſeus and Amphitrion beheld the battel of Hercu- 
les lo encloſed with the Trojans 3 they bethought them, and 
came to bis help ere he had nerd. At their coming they made 
a great uproar, th2uſt their Swozds upon the Trojans, which 
were too far fozward, and joyned to them with ſuch pzoweſs, 
that they ſmote down the moſt ſtable and ſtrong, and went ſ@ 
far among them, that they made them to retire again, and go 
back by foace, Jn this going back and rejoycing, the Poſt of 
Laomedon was all afraid and abathed. The th2ee ſwoads of 
Hercules, Theſeus and Amphitrion, were ſeen bzandifþing a. 
bove all other in well doing, and in ſþozt ſpace they began tg 
vanquifþ and overcome their enemies, and would habe bzought 
them to the fopl and ſpame. Mhen young Priamus with bis 
thirty thouſand appeared to come to the gfſault, making o 
great a noiſe that all the earth trembled, and gave a marvellam 
found, and they that were upon the Walls and @difices of 
Troy, made a great cry. Hercules, Theſeus and Amphitriom 
bepolding Priamus coming, and the puifſance of Troy, ſet their 
eople in array, with a great train of Greeks againſt them, 
02 to withſtand their Enterpzifes. Theſeus was the firſt thay 
fpied Priamus, who -couched his Spear againſt him, and je 
came with great courage mounted upon the ſecond Pozſe of 
Bing Laomedon bis Father, and charged with ſo great might 
upon Theſeus, that be hare him to the ground turned up ſite 
down, bruiſing bim upon his Shield. Then Theſeus being 
angry at this fall, he entred among the Trojans, (miting and 
bewing on them with his Swozd in Tuch fury, that be ſmate 
off the heads of moze than thirty Trojans tre he ceaſed. The 
noiſe was great about bim, the Trojans would pave -revenged 
them of his Swozd, but their fozce was not fo great: thy 
bad wozk enough to ſave themſelves, many Greeks came u 
the aid of Theſeus, then they began to renew the battel. 
At this time Hercules and Amphitrion were not idle: fo; 
tbey were on one fide, and Theſeus on the other: at meeting 
many were hurt and flain. Priamus did marvels to the Greeks 
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at the beginning, be bozo bim lo valiantly that be found no 
man that did him any harm. Pe made his ſwozd to taft the 
blood of his adverſaries ; then as be was in this caſe, he beard 
about Hercules a great. piercing cry of people, ceping Troy, 
Troy, in deſpair to habe paevailed,. then Priamus thinking to 
have ſmitten down dead all that were befozebim, ran to the 
reſcue to his miſadventure, foz as ſoon as he was come befoze 
Hercules and he ſaw him, be remembzed him that it was be 
that had overthrown Theſeus, and ſaid he would avenge him, 
and lifting up bis ſwozd, be ſmote Priamus upon bis Pelm, 
that be -y aftonilþed, and there fell down both Priamus and 
ozſe. 

jig Priamus was ſo overthrown, he wiſt not where be 
was, Hercules was advertiſed that it was Priamus Son of Ring 
Laomedon, then be had pity of him, and took him P2iſoner, and 
ſent bim out of the battel. The Trojans ſ&ing this, were grie- 
vouſlp troubled, and foz to reſcue him they endeavoured them- 
felves, lo that Hercules could not ſuſtain the rigour of the 
battel,and the Greeks were conſtrained to loſe place. Ring Creon 
then diſplaped his Banner and his battel, ſo likewiſe did Eu- 
neus, and put them in two wings, one on the right ſide, and 
the other on the left : and they came cunning in upon the Tro» 
jans with ſo great a noiſe, that all the Trojans felt well their 
roming, foz at that time thep did not know which wap to turn 
them. They were ſmitten befoze and behind ſo ſoze that they 
loft the company of Priamus, and knew not where he was be- 
come. 

At this intermeeting, Laomedon was out of the pzeſs and 
refreſbed him ; when be beard ſap that bis Son Priamus was 
taken: be was therefoze paſſing ſozrowful, that the ſweat came 
to his heart, and from thence unto all his members: wherefoze 
be went himſelf again to battel, half out of his mind: the bat- 
nie was then fell and envenomed, and there was hard fight» 
ing. But to augment and encre2ſ the ſozrom of this, Lao- 
medon , be found that his folk pad the wozſe, and but little liſt 
to fight. Dn the other fide, be ſaw the hozrible ſtrokes of the 
Greeks, ſo unmeaſurable, (hat bis men were bought out - 
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rank, and the arrays bzoken, and charged with ſuch ſtrobes 
of their ſwozds, that they turned back, and began to fig : when 
it came fo the diſcomfittire, Laomedon abode not with the lat, 
but entred into bis City as haſtily as he could. The Greeks 
purſued the Trojans eagerlp and (ſo nigh, that thep entred in 
with them, with great effuſion of blood, Hercules was the firf 
that won the Gate: and as foz the Greeks be was oz ter, and 
put in all them that were of his knowledge. Manp Trojans 
paſſed: by the edge of his Swozd, and many fled awap bp the 
fields and buſbes. Wyen Laomedon ſaw that by fozce his City 
was taken, and bought into ibe hands and governance of the 
Greeks, ſoze diſcomfo2zted and all in deſpait, pe took bis daugh. 
ters Exione and Antigona, and his moſt-pzecious Jewels and 
Gems, and fled away pzivily, thinking bis enemies would 
make there a great deſiructionand pillaging, as they did: Foz 
when Hercules had put bis men within the Cety, be let them 
rob and pill. Thus the Trojans were perſecuted, the channels 
were tempered with their blood, the Youſes were beaten down 
and thegreat riches were put into pꝛeys: and of all the gods 
of the City, there was left nothing whole, but the Palace of 
Vion, wbitber the Ladies and the Waids were withdzawn, 
Hercules would in no wiſe deſtrop this Palace, fozaſmuch ag 
the Ladies ma dẽ to him a requeſt to ſpare it. At this pzize 
Hercules ſought Laomedon long in the Palace of Illion, and in 
all places of the Citp, but be could hear no tydings ot bim, where. 
of be was ſozry, and when be had beaten down the Malls that 
bad been made wirb the money of the Gods, be departed thence, 
and returned into Greece with great glozp. And in this wiſe 
was Troy deſtroped the firſt time. Wherefoze J will thus 
now make an end of this firſt Book, and begin tbe ſecond, 
where (ball be ewed, how Troy was reedified, and pow it 
was deftroped the ſecond time. And bow Priamus raiſedit, 
and made it again. And in continuing the able Labours of 
Hercules, how new begun. a

If he lay hand on 
me, to ſacrifice me, J have intention he ſhall not without 
eat ſtrokes. Juno hearing the enterp2ize of Hercules, rezopced 
her heart exceedingly, That day they paſſed in many conke⸗ 
rences, Hercules tosk the skins of the Lions,and delivered them 
wa certain wozkman, to make of them a garment in manner 
of Armour, to arm him withall. On the mozrow he tok leave 
of his Dtep-mother, and departed from Crecr, ſo fournied on 
the way with Philotes, (without finding any adventure wozthy 
the remembzance) on a day he came to the Gate of the City 
Memphis, in Egypt, where the Tyrant Buſue held his rcſi- 
dence 


+ When Hercules was come nigh unto the Gate, he took his 
Club that Philotes bare, and entred himſelf into the City. Ye 
hap not been long there, no2 far gone, but Buſire which was ads 
vertiſed of His coming, came againft him with his complices, 
without ſpeaking aup word, ran upon him. Hercules was well 
appointed, foz he knew the Tyrant by his geſture and the ſign 
that was told himthe lifted up his Club when he law him come, 
and as the Tprant would have ſmitten-him with his @wozd, 
without any wozd ſyeaking 3 he ffroke the Tyrant on the right 
kde ſo vehemently, that not a he kell'd him to the earth, — 
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alſo the ribs of his body were bzoken, that he cauly never 
telieve him after. The Egyptians ſeeing Buſire overth2zown 
ſome ran to relieve him, and the reſt aſſailed Hercules. Then 
was all the City in an uproar. Hercules was joyful he hadover- 
thzown the Tprant, and began to make the Egyptians to know 
his Club. Me flew many of them, and the remnant he made to 
fl, Vis ftrokes were lo fozcible, that the complices of Buſire 
that were accuſtomed to ſhed mens blood, had their blod ſhed a⸗ 
broad, and could not remedy their miſchance, which was (0 
great, that Hercules filled all the place with dead bodies. And 
after a long battel, he found himſelf alone, foz there was ng 
man ſo hardy that durſt be ſeen befoze him. The people and the 
Commonalty of the Egyptians, minded not the reſcue of their 
King. When thep ſaw him beaten,they all hated him, and be⸗ 
held the Battel from far by very great routs, When Hercules 


had then laboured ſo much, that he found no man to fight with 


Him, he let down his Club and addzeſled him unto a great com- 
pany of Egyptians that ſtood there, aud allured them he would 
do nothing unto them, and aſked what people they were that 
had aſlailed him: They anſwered him kneeling on their knees, 
They were Men⸗apers, Han gmen, and people of vicious and 


evil life: that their Bing which he had firſt beaten down, was 
the wozſt of them all, and had purpoſed to put him to death as @/ 


ſtranger. to make Sacrifice unto the Gods, And they pzayed him 
to Dacrificg their ſaid Bing. 

Hercules granting their petition, accozded it unto the people: 
and tok this curſes Tyrant Buſize,and boze him upon his ſhoul⸗ 
ders unto the Temple, which the Egyptians ſhe wed him. The 
falſe Tyrant cryed after help terribly : but his cry availed him 
not. The Egyptians cryed unto Herculcs .@acrifice, ſacrifice, 
him, When Hercules came into the Temple, he ſacrificed him, 
after he had ſhewed him his cnrſed and evil like. And then when 
the fire was put unto the ſacrifice, it began to rain, and the 
great dzonght vegan to fail: whereof the Egyptians were fo 
jopful;that none could expzeſs, They did ſing pꝛaiſes unto Her- 
cules,and bzought him and Philotes unto the Pallace,and conſti⸗ 
tuted Hercules King over them: but he: refuſed, and — 
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"Judges to govern them. Then he returned unto Queen Juno, 


who had great ſozrow, and to King Creon who had great joy at 
the rehearſal of his good Foztune. 


CHAP. IL 
How Hercules eſpouſed Megara: and how he was made Knight 
in Thebes. 


Jet as the young; Uine,by the induſtry and labour of the Puſ-

The renown of 
this Feaſt, was bozn unto all the Kingdoms of Greece : The 
pꝛoviſton and Dzdinance was great in Thebes, one an other 
diſpoſed them to be there; the time paſſed and the day came, ma⸗ 
ny a Bing and Knight was come at the time to Thebes. The. 
ſeus and Jaſon the Dons of King Eſon, was there amongſt the 
reſt. The Kings made a great ir, and pompous ſhews about ten 


of the Clock befo2e noon .The King Creon went intothe place 


that was 92dained foz the Juſts, At a cozner in the ſame place 
there was a Tent, in which was Hercules all alone: At that 
time the Ladies and Gentlewomen mounted upon the Dcaffolds

Then Hercules mounted upon his Bozle, tok his Spear and 
Shield, and challenged them that were there, that each man 
ſhould vo his 'devopze. Then one and other that deſired to win 
honour,tok their @pears and ran againſt Hercules, and 1

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Juſting that was hot and-ſharp z their Spears were ſtrong, and 
dzake-not eafily, but they met oftentimes, and ſome were over⸗ 
thzown and ſtruk off their Bozleg. They that might not Juſt 
againſt Herculcs, aſſailed each other like to like, | 

Jaſon and Theſcus juſted often againſt Hercules, and Pyro- 
thus, Don of King Ixion likewiſe : All bare themſelves vali- 

aaxtly, notwithſtanding Hercules above all men, no man could a- 
bide his ſtrokes, but he bare them all down exeept Jaſoo, which 
encountred him divers times, and gave him great ſtrokes. Her- 
cules bared down Theſcus to the earth, and Pyrothus, and nigh fifs 
ty ſtrong Knights. Me did ſhew lo much valour,that no man as 
bode in the place, but Jaſon and he, then he ceaſed the Juſts; foz 
the valour that Hercules found in Ia ſon, he ever after had a ſpe- 
cial love to him, aud took acquaintance of him, and made him 
great chear. At the endof the Juſting,Buights,Ladies,and Gen⸗ 
tlewomen went to the Pallace,there was Hercules made Knight 
of Icony. The feaſt was very rich, moze than I can rehearſe, the 
frangers were highly feaſted, and thanked.

The fray 
was lo great, that Hercules, Jaſqg, Pyrothus, and Theſcus, - raw 
unto them, and when they knew hat the Centaures had raviſhey 
the Lady, they went pzeſently aud armed them. 
Hercules put on the skin of the Lyon, and took his Sword, his 
And his arrowe, and went after the Gyants,without taping 
ſoz any other company. They were placed under a Tree, and 
there trained them in battel ray, becauſe they knew the firſt 
that ould come after them Could be Hercules. They hated him 
ſecretly, and enviev his glozy, and they ſore the death of him. 
At that time when they were in theſe terms, Euricus eſpyed 
Hercules a far off, and ſhewed him unto his company. Be was all 
er. one, and came not a flow pace like a man, but ran as nimbly 
as a Part in the Ualley,he ſeemed to fly in the air. The ſwifc- 
tels of Hercules, krighted not the Centaures,foz they were about 
fourfcoze,apd were all of great courage: They tok theirSpears 
Poleares, Swoꝛds and other Weapons, and ſome of the trong- 
eſf went againſt Hercules: But as ĩon ashe was come ſo righ as 
to choot at them, he bent his bow, and with an arrow fmote- a 
taure named Grineus, lo that the arrow faſtned his head to a 
Cree, with the ſecondarrow he ſmote another Gyant named Pe- 
in the bzeaf, thzongh his Armour quite thzough his body;

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and fozthwith gave him a Nroke with it, that he lmote off his 
right arm at the ſhoulder. ah 
Thus began the battel of Hercules with the Centaurcs, J. ſon, 
and Theſeus came ts the battel, and well p2oved their youth, 
Foz to encourage the other, Hercules thzuſt himſelf among the 
Gyants, and ſo wzought'with the At, that they curſed Phcotosy, 
nes that brought it thither, and beating down all befoze them, 
Hercules began to ſæk foz Hypodamiz, and, found her nigh tg 
Euricus. Then he ſpake to Euricus, and ſaid, Thon evil glutton, 
thou haſt this day troubled the Feaſt, and ſtoln the Lady of my 
friend Pyrot! us, and fiow A will trouble thy lpiric; with this he 
up with his Ax and ſmote Euricus on the head, that he fell dcax; 
to the great grief of all the other. Gyants, foz,beholving the Ax 
died with the blodof Euricus their Captain, they were all aba⸗ 
ſbed: Then began Herculcs to {mite moze and moze upon the 
Gyants, there was none then ſo reſolute but was afraid, noz ſo 
hardy but began ta hide himſelf, his trokes were notto he bozn, 
be put all his enemies to 40 Finally, wich the help of Jaſoe, 
Theſeus and Pyrcthus, that were marvellous valiant, thep vaus 
guifhed-and chaled them to a river, where twelve of them ſaved 
themſelves by ſwimming over, and all the reſt were lain, ſave 
only Lincus that Hcrculgs, held pziſoner, becauſe he pꝛayed In 
mercy, and yielded to him. Thus were the Centaures defiropeh, 
moꝛe by the hand and ſtrepgth of Herculcꝭ, than by anp other;

1 this place it ought to be ſpoken, that when Theſcus any 
T .Pyrothus were - departed from Theſſalonica, to try if they 
could recover the fair Lady Proſerpina: they travelled ſo much 
that by their diligence in ſhozt time they arrived in the Ualley 
- where was Proſerpina, full of-fin and curſedneſs. Pyrothus 
that knew the Countrey; found the direct way that went into the 
City; and entered firſt therein. This way was ſo ſtrait, that there 


could but one at once go neither on the right ſidenoz on the left, 
the Rocks were ſo high, that no man might go on either ſive. 


- When they hid paſſed this way, they found a Rock that was cut 
into ftairs, 2 with Chizels. Then they ſaw beneath 
them Hell, a City ftrongly enbironed wich waters on! = 
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down fearfully from the Rocks, and made a terrible roaring 2 


fo2 they fell from high into a low vault in the earch. This Citp 
was incloſed with Pountains. A very Hell, having no moze but 
one Gate: then to come down to the Gate, Pyrothus and The- 
ſeus deſcended down by the ſtairs made in the Rock, In the de⸗ 
ſcenving,ſuddenly they ſaw come out of the Gate, a marvellous 
great Gyant, that had an head marvelloufly mil⸗ſhapen, fierce, 
black and ugly. Ye had his noſe high and wide, his chin long, 
his teeth as great as Yozſe teeth, his eyes like nnto an Oxe, his 
ears hanging like a hound, his thoulders large and bzoad, his 
belly [woln, his legs and chighs were ſtrongly boned and 
— 8 This terrible Gyant was Cerberus, whereof is touched 
ze. 

The Poets named him the hound with three Heads, conſidex- 
ing his grievous and unhappy living, which is compared unte 
thzee ſingular vices : to wit, to Pꝛide, Avarice, and Letchery. 
By Pꝛide, he glozified himſelf, and eralced him above all the 
men in the wozld, with his ſtrength, he was ſo ſtrong that no 
man could withſtand him. By Avarice and covetouſneſs, he 
had an appetite inſatiable to gather treaſures together, and bare 
away all that he could find, By Luxury, there was no man li- 
ving of moze foul life then he was: fox he had never done other 
thing in all his life, than defile and raviſh women and Paidens, 
Ladies and Gentle women, ſo the Poets rightly named him an 
hound with the heads, foz he was foul, as a hound that liveth 
in multiplication of ſins, and taketh therein his felicity, When 
Theſeus andPyrothus had eſpyed this Cerberus come unto them, 
all armed, making the wheel in marching pꝛoudly unto them, 
Prothus ſaid to Theſeus, My brother, behold what enemy this 
is he that putteth him in ſuch perils foz the Love of Ladies, ſet⸗ 
tech but little by his life. Jt behoveth us now to live oz dye, let 
us now atchieve joyouflpoyr enterp2ize,to the end that you may 


ut chink but that J had rather dye than have repzoach, J will 


be the firſt that ſhall begin the battel. Theſeus had ng ſpace noz 
leiſure to anſwer, foz Cerberus came to them called to 
them, ſaying : What ſeek thele fellowe in H. we (laid 
Theſeus) to feek Proſerpina, whom Pluto hath taken away my 
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the Nneen Ceres. Me will never return into our Country, un- 
til the time we bzing her with us. Truly ſaid Cerberus) if ye 


will return into your Conntrp, vu ſhall render again Proſerptna, 
but J will fozbid you the return. And this day J will pzeſent uns 
to Proſerpina, mp Swot dyed in your blood, and hefe you ſhall be 
buried: pou ſhell never let Praſerpin s. noz come no nearer then 
you be now With theſe woꝛds he lifted up his word, and gave 
fo great a ſtroke at Theſeus upon his ſhield, that he did bear away 
an half quarteriof it. . 

When Pyrothus law his fellow ſmitten, he tok his [woꝛd and 
ſmote Cerberus on the one ſide, and Theſcus on the other ſide, 
and they gave him two very great ſtrokes, that they made Cer. 


berus to be chaſed fo ſoze, that he began the battel unmeaſu⸗ 


r#bly, that he bꝛake their Shields and Parneſs, and alſo made 
bis ſwoꝛd to be dyed with their noble blood, as he had befoze ſaid, 
The battel was hard and moztal at the beginning. Theſeus and 
Pyrothus received many wounds by eager ſtrokes, their Arms 


were all behewn and bꝛoken. The battel endured very long, am 


Pyrothus behaved himſelk very well: but Cerberus ſmote upsn 
him lo unmeaſurably, that after many wounds given unto him, 
— _ his helm, and cleaved his head into two peices unto the 
omach. 
When Theſeus ſaw his fellow dye, he ſtruck Cerberus ſo fierte⸗ 
y that he made him ſtagger; and go back two paces. Cerberus 
would have avenged him of his ſtroke, and ſ\mote Th ſeus ſa, that 
if the noble Knight bad not turned back, Cerberus had ſmitten 
him unto death. This ſtroke of Cerberus fell to the earth and en⸗ 
fred therein and Theſeus ſmote again upon his enemy, which be⸗ 
gon to roar like and old Lion, and ſtruck Theſeus fo fiercely with 
his ſwozd, that he Hoke his ſhield, and ſo bzuiſed his helm, that 
he was aſtoniſhed at the ſtroke. But alwaies Theſcus abode in the 
place: and then Cerberus would have bꝛought him to deſtruction, 
following the evil adventure of Pyrothus, if Fo2tune had not 
Wought Hercules thither, who came ſo fitly to reſcue Theſeus, 
that he knew not elſe how co fave himſelf. 
At point when Theſeus was ſo aſtoniſhed, Hercules that 
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was departed from the Sea (as is laid) came to the ſtairs a 1b 
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were cut in the Rock, and beholding Theſeus all covered with 
Mod, and Pyrothus dead, he began to deſcend down, crying to 
1, Theſcus that he ſhould not be afraid, When Cerberus ſaw and 
„ } heard Hereulcs, he began to cry again and roar to be quit ot him: 
e Theſeus was tetomfozied with the voice of Hercules, but hows 
n ever he began to run here and there befoze Cerberus, 

t Do much then haſted Hercules down the ſtairs, in entring the 
p place, and as haſtily as he might, he cryed to Cerberus, Cruel 

Tyrant, let the Knight run, and come to me: thou haſt put to 

death my god friend Pyrothus, whereof J am ſozry, but J will 

take vengeance of thee ſoz him. Cerberus hearing the ſentence of 

Hercules, ran no moꝛe after Theſeus, but tarricd and beheld Her- 

cules, with a fierce lok, and anſwered him, Do meaneth he to re⸗ 

venge his ſhame, that ſo believeth : J have deſtroped thy fellow 

unto death, and unleſs thou exceed him in skill of Arms and in

Notwitflandtng, Hercules bound his hands behind hig 
back, and after he made him ariſe, and tok him by the beard, and 
made him go upon the Nock, and there he laid him down, any 
bound his fœt his hands, and his neck together, in ſuch wiſe, 
that Fe durlt not remove. When he had done ſo, he went down, 
and entred into the Gate of Hell and leaving there Theſeus, bg 
went lo far that he found the Palace of King Pluto, and there 
came tuo the fame Pall where Pluto was with Proſerpina, 
All they that were there, marvelled at him, when they faw 
him entred: fo2 they knew not of the overcoming of Cerbe. 
rue, as they that left all the charge and keeping ok their City 
8 him, wi heut havirg any doubt oz ſuſpicion: alſo they were 
ſo far from the Cate, that they might not hear of the bat el, 
no knew of nothirg that befel their Pozter. Then when Her- 


cul:s had found Pluto and Proſerpina, he had great foy, any 


knew him by certain mecke, he addzeſt him towards Pluto, and 
laid: Pluto, by thy treachery, Sicil is now full of heavineſs, fo; 
the raviſhing of this Lady, which thou haſt not granted to yield, 
aud render again to her Pusband Orpheus. J know not what 
pleaſiire thou haſt therein, but J will make thee to repent this 
injury, in following the evil adventure of Cerberus, whom Þ 
have vanquiſhed. With theſe wo2ds Hercules lifted up his Club, 
and gave fuch a ſtroke to Pluto, that he overth2ew him to the 
earth, ſo that he moved neither head noz fat. When he had lo 
beaten Plut >, thinking that he had been dead, he aſſalled them 
that were there murmuring, and put them all to death lightly 

ith. his Club, in the p2eſence of Pr: ſerp'na, who trembled foz 
fear. Then he comfozted Pi ſerpina, and ſaid to her, He was 
come unto that place to deliver her, and to bzing her again to 
her Pother, and that ſhe ſhould holdly follow him. Proſcrpira 
hearing this, was comfozted with the wozds of Herevles, and

; hapned 


Hercules opened the Den, and went out, and Proſerpina with 
him, . Afcer he advzefſey him unte the Gate of the Palsce, it 
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hapred that there he found a great company! of Citizens, that 
were adverciſed of this fray, and they ran upon him unmtalura⸗ 
bly purſving him to death. When Hercules ſaw that, he willed 
Proſerpina to get her apart. After that, he lifced'up his Club, 
and began to skirmiſh with his enemies with ſuch valour, that 
he covered all the entry of the Palace with choſe miſerable Ty⸗ 
rants that he flew, foz he put to death moze than four hundzed. 
So that the other fled and gave it over: andthen rehen he law 
his enemies dead and ſcattered, he tok Proſerpina by the hand 
and led her out of the Gate of the City, 
Theſeus ( that tarried at the Gate, as is ſaid ) reſoyced greats 
iy when he law Herculcs come again with Prolerpina: he aroſe 
and met them and ſalutedthe Lady, and pꝛeſented to Hercules 


a Chain of Jron, that he had found at the Gate, and many pi⸗ 


ſoners bound by Cerberus. Hercules unbound the Pꝛiſoners, and 
tok the Chain and bound Cerberus therewith. And when he hay 
buried Pyruthus, he departed from Hel}, and tok his way wich 
Proſerpina, Theſcus and Cerberus, and journied till he arrived 
in Theſſalonica, and delivered Proſcrpina' ta the Quien Ceres: 
and to Hypodamia he pꝛelſented Cerberus, rehearſing to her and 
the Ladies, how he had lain Pyrothus. Hypodamia had ſo great 
loro fo2 the death of Pyrothus, that to recount it ts impoſlible. 
Al they of Theſſaly Tikewife made great ſozrow fo their Lov 
Aud to fevenge his death, Hypedamia did cauſe Cerberus to be 
bound to a ſtake in the Theatre of the City, where young and 
old tozmented and vered him thz& days, dzawing him by the 
beard, aud ſpitting in his face ; after flew him unhumanely,. 
And when Heicules and Thefeus, Ceres and Proſerpina had taxxi⸗ 
ed there a while in comforting Hypodamia, they tok their leave 
and Hercules went accompanied with Theſeus towatd the — 
—— But Jwill leave them, and ſpeak ofthe adventures 
milotes.

How Andromedus delivered Lyneus : And how he ſlew in battel 
the King Creon, and took the City of Thebes, - ''- | 
117 Ver. philotes had received into his guard and ka ping 
1 1 Lyncus, Here ales was gone to the ducroux - of — 
477 an 
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and Pyrothus, as befoze is ſaid : The Parriners tok their hip 
and ſailed all that day without finding any Adventure. Lut on 
thc mozrow betimes inthe mozning, Foztune that always turs 
neih without any reſting, bzought to them a great Ship, that 
dꝛew his courſe unto the ſame place that they came from, An- 
dromedus Bing of Calcide, was Captain of this Ship. This 
Andromedus was Tozcn to Lyncus.When he had elpied the Shiy 


where Lyncus was, he made his Galley to row thitherwards, 


and ſaid, Pe would know what people were therein. In ap, 
poaching the Dhip of Thcb&, Lyncus beheld the Galley of An. 
dromedus, and knew it by the Signs and Flags that it boze. An. 
dromedus demanded of the Mariners to whom the Ship belong, 
ed? When Lyncus ſaw and heard Andromedus, he bzoke the 
anlwer of the Pariners, and crped to htm, Andromedus, log 
here thy friend Lyocus, if thou give me no ſuccour thou mayef 


loſe a god friend in me: foz J am a P2iſoncr, and Hercules 


hath ſent me into Thebes, | 

Andromedus hearing Lyncus, had great anger, fo2 he lover 
Lyncus Well, and called to them that bzought him, and ſaid tg 
them, that thep were all come unto their death, And alſo that 
they were under his ward, Philotes and his folk, were furniſhed 
with Arms and Yarneſs, and made them all ready to defeny 
themſelves, and with little talk, they of Calcide aſſailed Phi- 
lotes; and Philotes, and his folk employed them at their de⸗ 
fence, The battel was great, but ill foztune and miſhap turn⸗ 
ed in ſuch wife upon the fellows of Philotes, that they were all 
lain. Andromedus had two hundzed men in his company, all 
Kobbers on the Sea. Thele thieves ſmote fiercely upon Phi- 
Jotes, and hewed his arms, ſtriking, and giving him many 
wounds, But his ſtrong refiſtance pzofited him but little, foz 
in the end he was taken and bound, and Lyncus was veliverep 
and unbound from the bonds of Hercules, 

Lyncus had great joy of his deliverance : thanked his god 
friend Andromedus. After this he told him how he was taken; 
and how Hercules had viſſipated and deſtroyed the Centaures, 
Any among other he named many of his friends that were dead, 


whereat Andromcdus had ſs great diſplealure, that he ſwoꝛe in⸗ 
| _ continently 
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tontinently he would revenge it. That as Hercules, had flain 
his friends, in like manner he would deſtroy his kinsfolks. He 
laid to him, that H-rcules was gone into Hell. And after demans 
rd how he would revenge him upon the friends of Hercules: and 
there upon they were long thinking. Jn the end, when he had 
taken advice, Andromedus concluded, that he would aſſail the 
City of Thebes, and if he might get it by aſſault, he would flea 
the Bing Creon and all them of his blood, 

With this concluſion, came thither all the Galleys of Andro- 
medus, in which he had eight thouſand fighting men. Andro- 
medus made them to return towards Thcbes, and as haſtily as 
he might, he entred into che Realm, waſting and deſtroying 
the Country by fire aud \wo2d fo terribly, that the tydings 
came unto Bing Creon. When he knew of the coming of the 
Bing Andromedus, and that without defiance, he made him 


Var, he ſounded to Arms, and aſſembleda great company, and 


knowing that Andromedus was come into a certain place, he 
iſſued out of Thebes all armed, and bzought his people upon his 
Enemies, that. received them jopfully. And let themſelves in 
Aer againſt them, and joyned their battels. The cry was 
great on both ſides, ſpears, [wozds, darts, guiſarms, arrows 
and poleares were let on woꝛk. Many Nobles were beaten down. 
Lyncus and Andromedus fought paliantly : King Creon and 
Amphitrion failed not, there was blod abandantly ſhed on both 
des. The batcel was cruel and ſharp, ſo chat Andromedus 
and his people, got ground from them of Thebes, and conſtrained 
them to retire: whereof King Creon had great ſozrow, and put 
his men again in a rap, caſting himſelf in the greateſt peſs ot 
the bartel, where he fought moztally, and made ſuch laughter 
among his enemies, that Lyncus and Andromedus heard of the 
kirmiſh and came together. As Lyncus ſaw the King Creon 
do marvels at Arms, he gave him thee ſtrokes one after as 
nother, and with the fourth ſtroke, he burſt his Helm in pieces, 
andflew him: whereof they of Thebes were ſoze afraid, and dif- 
pared ſo, that they were utterly diſcomfited, andfled: which 
ht Amphitrion could not remedy, albeit he was ſtrong and ot 
great courage. | oe 
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Dk this overth;ow Thebes was haſtily advertiſen. Meg 
was gone up upon an high Tower of the Pallace, and beheld the 
bat tel: and law them of Thebes lain without remedy, andal- 
ſo turn their backs. The fight of the beating down of the King 
her Father and the view of the others, made her to cry out of 
Foztune, and laid: Unhappy Thebes, what miſcief is befaln 
thee 2 Where is Hercules? Alas what is become of him? That 
he is not here, to defend the Conntrey ok his nativity, to keep 
his Wife from her foes, and like a Bulwark, to defend this 
City from her enemies. - ä 

hen ſhe had ſaid this, ſhe fell into a wound, and ſo lay a 
great while, Then they of Thebes flying, Andromedus any 
Lyncus follqwed them ſo cloſe, that they entred the City with 
them. And fozaſmuch as the Thebians were without head am 
put out of array, and Amphitrion had ſo many. wounds upon 
him, that his ſtrength failed: do the unhappy Lincus · and An- 
dromedus tak the City, and flew all that might bear Arms, 
except Amphitrion, whom they found not in the heat. Afrters 
ward they went into the Palace, and there they found M. gan 
and Amphitrion in great *deſolation, with many Ladies and 
Gentlewomen. 8 

When Lyncus ſaw Megara. (ſhe was ſo fair and pleaſant) he 
became amozous of her anwcame to her and ſaid, Lady wee 
no moze: Hercules the baſtard Don of Jupiter is gone into H 
and there he is dead, Pou have been wife of a man gotten ina- 
dultery, from hencefozth pe ſhall be conſoꝛt and Wife of a man 
legitimate, and bozn in lawful marriage: foz J will marry you, 
and pield pou moꝛe pleaſure then ever you had. Megara anſwer- 
ed, Falſe Traytoz, thinkſt thou J am lo fwoliſh to give credit to 
the murtherer of my Father, and enemyof my Loꝛd Hercules: 
Know thou that J am his Wife, and that J will never have 
other Husband but him: he· is ns Baſtard, but Don of the Low 
Amphittion, and the moſt noble man that is in all the Wozld, 
Lady( anſwered Lyncus ) Jam King of this City, vou are no 
at my command will ye, o2 will pe not, J ſhall do my will with 
you, but J will take reſpite in my ſufferance- till to mozrow. 
Afcer thele wozbs Lyacus ſent Megara into a Tower, and

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made her be kept there. After he ſent-Philotes into a Tow Pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, and finding there in bondage and miſery Priamus the Don of 
King Laomedon, he had pity of him, and ſent him again to Troy, 
where he was received with great joy of che T:0jans, 


CHAP VIEL . 
How Hercules entred into Thebes in an unknown habit: and how 
he put to death the Giant Lyncus and his Complices, and his 
Wife Megara. 


W Pile by the Swoꝛd of Lyncus and Andromedus, Thebes 
was taken,Lyncus exerciſed there many tyraunies. Foz 
Andromedus departed, leaving Lyacus there, with four hun- 
dzed men of War, to keep the City, and to hold it under his 
command, Thus were the Centaures revenged. Junocoming 


into Thebes, rejoyced greatly when the found it deſolate, full of 


Widows and Ozphans, and in the hands of Hercules his enc- 


mies: then great were the lamentations of Megara: but Am⸗ 


phitrion being nigh her, comfoztev her. Lyncus came many 
times to her into the Pꝛiſon, and requeſted her love in the beſt 


manner he could. Pet his fair woꝛds availed him not, foz he 


found her conſtant and firm, always keping inviolable her cha- 
ſity,and gave him many vertuous anſwers, whereof this is one, 
and the laſt : Lyncus, thou haſt conquered Thebes,and Foztune 


hath given it unto thee, whereby thou haſt enriched thy ſelf with 


vices. Thou now haſt power to commit on me murther : but 


thy power, no2 thy fins be not ſo ſtrong, to make my virtue 


bow to thee, Megara always bewailed Hercules: ſhe lamgntep 
ſo much on d day, that ſhe became all raviſhed and in a Trance. 
That ſame day, Hercules ( being d. parted,from Theſſalonica a 
god while befoze ) journeyed ſo that he entred ints the Realm 
of Thebes accompaniedwith many Noble men. He found the 


Country all deſtroyed.And he had not gone kar, when it was told 
him, how Lyncus was Lozd of Thebes 2 and how he had flain in 


battel the King Creon, ana impꝛiſoned Megara. | 
When Hercules had received theſe tydings, he was reple- 
niſhed with anger, and laid * would revenge him ik bl 
might. 
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might. Then he cloathed him with a Pantle a 
and diſguiſed himſelf: when he hav ſo vone, he 
fellows,and entred alone into Thebes, and being unknown, x aſ- 
ledthzough the Gate, and carried himſelf lo well, that the Pot, 
ters let him paſs thzough, till he came to the Palace. At the 
entry of the Palace a Soldier came to him, and demanded what 
he ſought there: Hereules calf away his Mantle, and he tok him 
to hisDwozd, and without ſpeaking he gave ſo great a ſtroke to 
the Soldier, that being unarmed he cleft his head from the 
bigheft part down to the ground. Pany other Soldiers that 
were there, ling the ſtroke, were afraid,and ran to their Ares 
and Clubs, and ſome came and fought with Hercules: but he 
ſtroke off theic heads, and then began ts riſe ſogreat an upzoze, 
that Lyncus heard it: and thinking it had been his Pozters that 


had quarrelled, be came running down unarmed,to make peace. 


As ſon as Hercules dived him coming out of the hall, he 
dꝛew unts him with his Swoꝛd ready dzawn in his hand: crys 
ing Hercules, Hercules, and ffroke him ſo, that he cut off his 
right arm, and with the ſkroke he fell to the ground. And he lain 
upon others, that had no helms on their heads, noz targets on 
their backs: and then they knew it was Hercules. He lem them 
ſo thick, that wich the blod that ran down, was made a great 
rulhing, as it had been a River, 4 
Among theſe things the Gentlewomen of Megara iſſued out 
of the Palace, and went ints the ſtreets, crying with high and 
clear voyces; that Hercules was come un, and that he had 
flain Lyncus. With theſe cryes, all the City refopced, and both 
E Wives and Paids, ran and tok arms 
| great courage, and affailev all about the men of Lyncus. 
There was a terrible battel, and many people gathered toge⸗ 
ther, men and women againſt there enemies. In a little ſpace 
all the City was troubled. When Hercules had put to death 
all that he found in the Palace, excepting Ly whom he 
pus in the guard and k@ping ol Auen Juno, an v of many Gen- 
tlewomen that came unte him, de hang into the ſtrietx, and 
Hewed his ſwozd, and laid down on all ſives, and fought fo moz⸗ 
tally with the men of Lyncus, all about where he might — 
| | m 
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them, that by the help of them of Thebes, he made all the pars 


ty of Lyncus fall by his ®wozy, Then the Thebans te joyted 
greatly: and Hercules returned into the Palace unto the place 
where the Ladies kept Lyncus, Then Hercules ſent to bzeak os 
pen the dooz of the Chamber which Megara was in,-fozaſmuch 
as they could not find the keys, foz they that kept her were 
dead. Megara then full of gladneſs turned to her Lozd. Hercules 
role up and would have embzaced het: but Lyncus that thought 
on nothing but evil ( by the ſecret perſwaſion of Juno) turned 
him from it, ſaying : Hercules, touch not my Concubine, foz J 
have known her flechly, and the is the moſt luxurious Lady, that 
ever J was acquainted with, 

When Megara heard the crime, the Traitoz charged her with, 
he fell backward into a ſwon, without ſpeaking a wozd. Hercu- 


les being full of anger, and A= ſaid true, he ſtroke off 


the head of Lyncus, and with the lame Swoz that he flew the 
Traitoz, he put to death Megara, that was with Child. Pet 
the Chꝛonicles of Spain tell, that he flew not his Wife, but put 
r into a Religious houſe, that he ozdained in Thebes in the 
emple of Diana,renouncing her company : and it is ſaid,thac 


"this was the firſt Religion that ever was in Thebes. 


things accompliſhed, Hercules went and twk dut of Pꝛiſon Am- 
phitrion and Philotes,and de from thence ſoze grieved : ſo 
that then,noz a long time after he ſpake not: and went his way 
at all adventure,accompanied with Theſeus and Philotes, and the 
Thebans lamented his departure: and he refnſing, they crowns 
ed Layus the don of Agenor King of Aſfyria, fozaſmuch as he 
married Jocoſta of King Creon,

| CHAP. IX-. 
How Herewles put to death Loemeden, aud defiroyed Troy the ſe- 
cond time. 


Now, That Hercules, Philotes, and Theſeus from 
& Thebes, and went inta many Kingvoms king there 
ahventures. And paſſing by Lycia where Hercules was created 
King, on a day they came into 13 unto the Por 4 
= 2 
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King Eſon, whoſe Son Jaſon had enterpzized to ſail into the 


Ille of Calchos, and made all things ready. When Hercules 
had been feaſted of [aſon, and of Duke Pelcus, and knew that 
]:\on would conquer the Flice of Gold, he p2omiſed that he 
would a:company him. And if Foztune would favonr him, he 
would adventure to bzing his enterpꝛize to an end. To be biet, 
Jaſon and Hercules made ready a god Ship, ſetting out to Dea, 
and renewed not their victuals, till they rame to the Poze of 
Troy. And then they could not renew them at the Pot, fo? the 
King Laomedon was then in Troy, and had fo:tified marvels 
louſip the City again: knowing that there was landing at his 
Pozt a Ship full of Greeks, he ſent down a meſſenger, that 
commanded them rudely, that they ſhould depart thence, and 
that he was enemy to the Grecks. Jaſon (as Captain of the Ar 
my) anſwered courteouflp the Meſſenger of the Bing Laome- 
don, and pꝛaped him, that he might have victuals foz his money ; 
The Pes enger auſwered him, That he ſhould have none there, 
unleſs he got it with the Sword. Then Hercules could be li⸗ 
lent no longer, but fwo2e to the Frojan, That if he might res 
turn from the voyage that he haventerp2tzed, he would yet once 
again deſtroy Troy, and not leave one ſtone upon another, With 
this concluſion, Hercules and Jaſon departed from Troy, and 
by Foꝛtune they were bzonght to the Pozt of Lemnos, where 
reigneda Queen named Hyſiphile, whe wared -amozous of J.. 


ſon, as is contained in the Piftozy of Jaſon. In this Pot of 


Lemnos, Hercules was advertiſed, that thereby was a Bing 
named Phineus, which ſuffered himſelf to be governed by an a⸗ 
varicious woman; Phineus had been married to another woman 
beffe, and by her had two Bons. Theſe two were wzongfully 
baniſhed by their ſtepmother: and ſhe was ſo covetous, that ſhe 
tok from the Bing his riches, and held greater ftate than he. 
Hercules hearing thereof, he went and ſpake to King Piine- 
vs, and to the Nucn, and ſhewed them their vices iu ſuch. man; 
ner, that the two Childzen were called back from exile, and the 
Bing held his eſtate ropal. Then Herculcs returned into'Lem- 
nos, and ſetting to Dea with jason, ſailed to the Ille of Ce l- 
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with the fliece of Gold, and carried it with him into Grecce, 
Then Hercules commended Jaſon greatly amoug his Parents 
and Friends, and ſpake of the unkindnels of King Laomcdon, 
how he had ſwo2n to deſtroy Troy, fo2 the diſcourteſie that La- 
omedon had offered them. Then they all together with Hercu- 
les, vowed Troy's Deſtruction : and concluded upon the day of 
their departure, and after made ready their ſhips and other pꝛo⸗ 
viſions. Then Hercules kept his Covenant ſo well, that at the 
day concluded, the whole Army put fo2th to Sea, and having a 
gentle Mind, they ſhoztly arrived at the Pozt of Trov, with 
ſo great an Yoft, that Laomedon durſt not interrupt their land⸗ 
ing. 

aſon was at that time, travelling to ſck adventures. Her- 
coles had with him many Noble men, and among others, there 


were with him the King Thelamon, Ajax, the Duke Neſtor. 


Caſtor, Pollux, Theſeus, and many Kings and Dukes. At the 
landing of this Poꝛt (which was ok ſtrong entry) Hercules, that 
nothing doubted his enemies, canſed to ſound the Trumpers and 
Tabo2s, and made ſo great a-noiſe-with them, that the Malls 
of Troy, and of the Palace ecchoel Werewich lo that Laome 
don ſeeing (out of one of his Windows') the Yoſt of his Tue- 
mies, was a great while thinking whether he ſhould go to bat- 
tel againſt them oz no. So then it happened that as he was thus 
penſive, he lok ed toward the Parket place, and ſaw there moe 
than thirty thouſand armed men: which enflamecd his heart. 
that he went and armed him, and (all his thoughts and penſive- 
neſs ſet apart) came ts his people, whom he deſired to do their 
uttermoſt. And after, himſelf truſting in Foꝛtune, iſſued out in- 
to the field in oꝛder of Battel, with god conduct: although he 
ftppofed Herculcs to be in the Army that was landed at the 
Pozt, he marched unto his enemies, that were joyful at his coms 
ing. And then began the Greeks and Trojans a hot skirmiſh 
with luch flaughter, that there was many lain. Heecvlcs fatled 


not to deat down his enemies, and taſt ing his eyes on high, e⸗ 


ſpyed the Banner Royal of Troy: he laid on the right ſide, and 
on the left, wich his Club he beat down unmeaſurably, that he 
tame to the Eanner, and fünding chere Lioinedon, he lau on 

; him 
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him with his Club on his helm, that he pierced his bzai 
and he fell down dead among many Trojans ; and ended his th 
ſerable life. N hats ka to 220 
After this, he kaught ſo valiantly with them chat held che 
Banner, that he beat it down; then all the Trojans were dil⸗ 
comfited; and cxyedflee, flee, With this try, they began to res 
tire unto the City, thinking to ſave themſe lves. But the Greeks 
purſued them ſo cloſe, that they. ſlew many of them in their 
flight. The reſt encred the City, fo troubled fo; the death of 
King Laomedon, that there was little defence among them. The- 
lamon was the firſt man that entred Troy, and Herculcs the {es 
cond : and then Hercules found well, he was right valiant. Pi. 
- amus was not in Troy at that time, but was gone into the Ea 
at the commandmeng of Laomedon, after he was returney 
from Thebes, foztune having caſt down King Laomedon by the 
ſtrong hand of Hercules, the Greeks entred into Ilion and Pil⸗ 
laged it, and did Ranſack all the Treaſures of Troy, And they 
tok Exione the Daughter of the King, whom Hercules gave uns 
to Thelamon, requeſting him to take her, fogalmuch as he was 
the firſt that entred the City. And when they had taken all they 
thought god in Troy, foz a final vengeance, Hercules beat down 
the Towers and Buildings, and fixed them: that they left us 
. one fone upon another, : |

' & Feer this general deſtruction. of Troy, when the Greeks 

departed, and Hercules had left them, the Greeks returns 
into Greece with great glozp, and Hercules went by Dea, 
ſteking his adventures, accompanied with Theſeus and Philo- 
tes: and arriving at the Pozt of Alexandria, he found in this 
Pot a great Army. When the Captain of the, Army ſaw him 
weigh Anchoz; he knew by the Enſigns of Hercules, that it was 
he: 'fo2 he had heard him commended above all men, he came 
unto him full of jop, and ſaid unto him: Lozd of valour, and *

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ſure ok vertae, amongit the people moſt mighty, and among 
Kings moſt retplendent in all glozious vertne, A ſalute von, and 
reque ſt that J may be your ſervant and friend, and thus ſaping, 
he fell on his knees befoze Hercules, in fign of humility, he kik⸗ 
ſed the Earth. When Herculcs ſaw the ſalutation and behavi- 
our of this man he cok him by the hand ( any lifted him up from 
the ground) ſaluted him, anddemanded of him his name ? VE 
anſwered him, that his name was Afſer, Son of Mcdiacc, t 
Son of Abraham, and chat in the Army, none was Captain but 
himſelf, and that the Zgyptians, had ozdained him Duke and 
Leader of the Yoſt, to go into Lybia, to deſtroy the Councrey 
in revenge of the injuries that the Tyrant Buſire of Lybia, had 
done to them, as Hercules well knew, 

When Hercules had underſtod the name and affairs of. Aﬀer, 
he tek him fo2 his friend: and ſaid to him, that he would ac- 
company him to conquer Lybia; Aﬀer thanked him, and bzought 
him into a rich Ship, where he feaſted him as much as was 
poſſible, They had not long abidden there, hut they went to Dea 
with great gladneſs, fag the Egyptians were ſo joyful and glad 
ts have Hercules with them, that they believed verily, that 
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of Aﬀer, the Wife and alſo the Daughter vf Aſſer, whole name 
uus Echec 2 ſhe was the moſt fair Oentle woman in the world, 
and young and freſh. By the daily fight of her, Hercules became 
amozous of her, and required her to be his Mife. Echee ays 
ſwered, that of her ſelf ſhe might not accozd to his demand: but 
he ſaid, if Foꝛtune give me ſo great a grate that J map be your 
ile, J ſhall have moze cauſe to thank the Gods, than anp de⸗ 

ert in me. Hercules was well content wich the Damoſel % 
dy her pertwaſion called Aſſer, aud requized him that he wald 
Live to him his Daughter to be his Mife. Aſſer thanked Her- 
cules, that he vouchſafedto;pemand.his Daughter rhe that was 
the moſt exceltent of Robles : and ſaid to him. that he Would 
ike her apy do with ber his will and pjeaſure.; Hercules eſpaul⸗ 
kehee, by the conleng of Ader, and they lay together, paving 
due debt: of Parriage in ſuch. wile, that Echee conceived of- 

led of Hercules, - After the marriage, nnn 
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there might no milhap come to them. Hercules found in the ſhip - 
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ſailed ſo long that they arrived at the Pozt of Lybi, where now 

andeth Carthage, and there they took Land in à night which 
was clear, afterwards they entred haſtily into the Countrey, 


and befieged the City of Lybia, without refiſtance,o2 gainſaying, | 


In this City was then a great Gyant named Antheon, very 
great above other Gyants,the moſt ſtrong and puiſſaut that was 


in all the parts of Europe, and Lybia Cirene Tripoly, in all the 


Mountains and Iſles, inhabited in theſe Countreys, unto the 
Iſles Foztunate. This Bing then advertiſed of the coming of 
the Egyptians, was paſſing angry, and ſwoze that none of them 
ſhould return into Egypt. 
As ſoon then as he might he did cauſe his men to arm them, 
- andifſued out of the City with a great company of Lybians, and 
made ſo great haſt to run upon the Egyptians, that he kept no 
o2der among his people, whereof he took great harm: foz when 
he came to the battel, he found that Hercules had trained his 
people, and ſet them in two battels, of which he lead and cons 
ducted the firſt battel. It hapned ſo, that they of the ſaid com- 
pany of Hercules, by fo2ce of hot, bare themſelves ſo valiantly, 
with ſtrokes, that they bzought to death mo2e than fiften hun⸗ 
d2ed Lybians. Mhen their ſhot failed, Antheon ſpꝛang into the 
greateſt pzeſs, as the moſt valiant, and ſuppoſed well to have 
$kirmiſhed with his enemies: but when Hercules ſaw him come, 
he laid hand on his Club, and put him fo2th befoze, and gave him 
ſo great a ſtroke, that he made his head to bow on the left fide, 
Anthcon had his Swozd lifted up to have ſmitten Hercules, 


— received the ſtroke that Hercules gave bim, by which 


tfroke was broken. Nevertheleſs he laid between his teeth, 

would revenge him. So he lifted up his Sword again, am 
ſtroke Hercules ſo vehemently, that with the ffroke he bꝛake his 
Shield. Then Hercules knew that the Gpant was a man of 
great ſfrength, pet notwithſtanding, he ſmote him the ſecond! 
time with his Club: thus Hercules and Antheon gave each o- 
ther lo great ſtrokes, that there came bet wen them of the tus 
parties, both Lybians and Egyptians, There was a great noiſe 


. © ofclinking of Swozds, and ſounding of the Shields and ers | 
t 
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that were bzdken, and Walberds that wore dilmälled, Shields 


qrartered, and Glaves broken: there was blod largely ſhed on 


both parties. Hercules and Antheon were parted by fozce of the 


pꝛeſs. Antheon by great ire ſmote without ceafing upon the fierce 
Egyptians: Hercules broke the Helms largely with his Club, 
and did what he pleaſed with the Libians, and brought ſo ma⸗ 


ny to death with his Club, that in little time he palled thꝛough⸗- 


out the whole power of Bing Anthon, many times in his wap 


he covered the earth with dead Libians. The firſt skirmiſh was 
' ſtrong and damagable to Antheon: foy one Egyptian that he flew 


with his Dwozd, Hercules with his Club Rilled ten Lib'ans, 
About Hercules was nothing but blod, Heraul:s made the mouns 
tains to rebound with cryes, the companies to tremble, the Li- 
blans to flee back, with little gain. As long as the day endured 
he held the battel valiantly, and about the evening, when Aﬀec 
and Theſcus tame to the fight, he beſtirred himſelf in ſuch faſhion 
— Antheon that he made him fle, ſo that the Egyptians pur⸗ 
d them. 5

How Hercxles took King Atlas: and how he began to ſiudy the 
Scſlence of Aſtronomys and the ſeven liberal Sciences, 


Now when Hercules ſaw the Libians flir befoze them, he 


« cauſed to ſound a Retreat, fozaſmuch as it was late, and 


with great glozy returned into the place that he had choſen to 
hold his Siege at. Mis Wife Echee came to him wilh open 
arms, and killed him: che helpt to warm him, and bzoughs: 
freſh water to waſh his face with and there was made good hear 
of all the Egyptians,” Contrary to this good chear, the Libians 
were in the City and made great ſozrow, foz they had Toft near 
thirty thouſand men: eſpecially Antheon made ümple chear, 
foz he had god cauſe: Hercules had fo beaten him with his Club, 
that he might not help himſelf, but went with great pain to 
ded, and with ſozrow ſent fo His Whiſfttians and Chirurgeous, 


-which came and viſited him, and finding him all bzniſed, laid to 
dim that ic would be near a * ere they could heal him. An- 


theon 
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theor-ronſidered his gaſe, ſent and deſtred of the; Egyptians 
\Truce foz' the ſpace ol a month;-. offering colend chem daily g 
certain number of cattle, and a great quantity of viduals. Then 
he commanded all the Kings and Pzinces that were his Tribu⸗ 
taries, and lent unto his neighbours; pꝛaping them that they 
would come and ſuccour him with their men of Arms, in the 
moſt. haſty wiſe they could. This peace ſa made, Hercules bes 
gan to remember him, that befoze-time he had heard Philotes 
ſpeak of a Ring named Atl:s,, that he was the moſt wiſe man 
and cunningeſt of all the wozld, that he dwelt in a Caſtle ſtand⸗ 
ing on the top of a very high Fountain named Atlas, after the 
name of the lame King. Jn this remembzance Herculcs being 
covetous of the ſcience of Atl:s, called Philotes and ſatd to him 
that he would go into the Realm of Bing Atlas, aud that his 
intent was to leek there his adventure. Philotes anſwered, that 
he could bz{ug him into-rhe. Realm, foz he knew the Country, 
Then Hercul:s called Ater, and Theſeus, and charged them that 
thep ſhould alway make good watch, And took leave of them and 
bis Wife, ſaying, that he would haſtily return. This done, 
he and thiee Pariners with Philotes, went unto the Sea in a 
Galley-finely.made,and ſailed into the Mediterran an Sta: they 
had ſpeedy Mind, and Foztune was gogdto them. In little while 
they came into the Strait of Gibralter. And then Puilotes ſhews 
ed unto: Hercules the Pountain,and.the Calle where Allis wag 

at that time abiding.. 2 | 
When Hercules ſaw the Pountain and the Caſtle, he went 
and tok lag jo poully: Then he tok his Club, and commanded 
Philtoes ad his Pariners to abide them there, Bo he went 
coward the Pountain, and it. happened he met with a man that 
deſcended down from the hill, and he addzeſſed him toward the 
ſaid man to hear ſome tydings, and demanded of him from 
whence he came? Ye ſaid, J came from che Callle that ye 
map ſee ponder on high. Whither go pe laid Hercules? unta 
the City of Merccly, anſwered the ſtranger :. the King Atlas 
to whom J am ſervant, hath ſent me thither to publiſh his 
tommandement -unto the Titizens, that within fix daps they 
$ould be furniſhed. with their Arms, foz to accompany him to 
go 
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Counto the war of the great King of Lybia, which requetted 
inſtantly to have his iuccour. Mhereſoze if ye will ſerve him in 
his Army, and be his ſoldier, go up ayd pe will find him in 
his Cadle ſtudy ing the ſcience of Aſtronomy. The ſervant of 
King Atlas with theſe wozds went on his wap, and Hercules went 
up unto. the Pountain, and came to the Gate of the Caſtle, 
where he found four Knights that demanded of him what he 
would have? Hercules anſwered, His will was to ſpeakto the 
Bing, foz certain matters that concerned him. The four Knights 
(thinking nothing but good) bzought Hercules within a great 
Pall, wherein were all the men of Bing Atlas, aſlaying them 
with Swoꝛds and Axes, fozalmuch as they had heard (ap, that 
they hould go to Mars, and they were all armed. 

When theſe Knights had bzonght Hercules thicher, they 
gave knowledge untothe King, that a ſtrange Gyant asked af 
ter him, and would not tell them the cauſe why?: Then Atlas 
went down, and found He cu'es armed in a Lions skin, and aek⸗ 
ed him what he was? then he anſwered, he was Herculcs that 
had conquered Philotes and the Garden with the Sheep of thy 
Daughters: Jam now come hither foz to conquer thee with 
thy Sciences. Wherefoze it behoveth thee that thou do to me 
obepſance,and give over to help the great Antheon mine - ene- 
mp. And ik thou wilc not ds ſo, Arm. thee haſtily, and defend 
thee with Arms, and that X command thee : If thou wilt not 
conſent thereco by love, J will make thee actoꝛd thereto by fozce. 
Atlas was exceedingly diſcouraged, when he knew bythe mouth 


ol Hercules that it was he that had conquered Philotes, and had 


flain the Gpant his fellow, taken his ſheep, and alſo newly han 
aſlailed by War Antheon,to whom he had pꝛomiſed to give ſuc- 
tour: and alſo conſidered, that he willed he ſhould pield himſelf 
to him, his heart then began to ſwell foz anger and pꝛide, and in 
great rage he ſaid to him, O thou p2eſumptuous Herculcs, how 
art thou ſo hardy as to come alpne befoze me: thou that J may 


not love: know thou that J have had many a viſpleaſureby:thy 

dutrage, foz Philotcs was my great friend: and now thou art 
tome to renew this diſpleaſure, and that J yield me unto ther; is 

not my intention. 240. er 
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Atlas with theſe wozps went into a Chamber faft by and com⸗ 
manded that every. man ſhould arm him, as thep did; Hercules 
had alwayes his eye upon him: to the end that he ould not ef; 
ta pe him. When he was armed he came againſt Hercule, any 
thallenged him. After he gave him a ſtroke with his Duo 
fiercely. Mich the cry and with the ſtroke all they of the Fo2- 
treſs aſſailed Hercules. Then he pat himſelf in defence, any 
laid about mightily by the rigour of his Club, and with twelve 
ſtrokes he filers twelve of his enemies, Akter he wounded many 
vther, and ſpared long the blad of Atlas. But in the end, koꝛal⸗ 
much as Atlas, gave great ſtrokes to Herculez, Hercules {mote 
him upon the Belm, without emploping all his trengch, and 
gave him a wound in rhe head that all aſtonied he bare him to 
the earths Mhen'theyof the Foztreſs durſt no moze adventure 
to Aſlail Herculcs, neither durſt they adventure to relieve Atlas, 
bett fied thence out of the Caſtle, and Hercul's abode there alone 
wich Atlas, and the dead bodies. Do in the end when Hercules 
ſaw thephad given it over, he took Atlas, and made him to cry 
him mercy. Then he went into his ſtudy, and took all his boks, 
which he laded upon a Camel, and conſtrained atlas to follow 
him. And when Hercules had done in the Caſtle all his pleaſure, 
he departed accompanied with Atlas, and with his books, any 
dnoumht him dawn co the Dea fide, tothe place where Pnilotes 
Sayed foz him. 1 F 
Vlhen Phi ges faw Hercules come with Acts, and his boks, 
he had great jap, and took acquaintance wich A a, who was ſo 
ozrowkul that he could not peak: then chey encred into their 
alley, and went unto the Sea: Atlas was ſozrowful, and 
trmthled with the wound he had in his head. Hercules requeſted 
Timintancly,chat he would teach him his ſcience. Atlas would 
in mo wiſe do it at the beginning of his-ſozrow + but when he had 
onuerſed and tarryed with Hercules, as well foz the bounty 
che law in him, as bythe perſwaſion of P. ilotes, which affirmed 
ghar Hercules was the moſt noble and vertuous man that ever 


mand vegan to teach him all his ſciences: wherein he learned 
au p20fired by Auick and ſharp wie; t hat he atcained*oell, and 


that afcerward he became the belt n. 
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perkeck Aſtronomer in all the wozſd. Thus Cudping, Hercules 
recurned with great honour. into the Armp of Aﬀer, and found a 
his coming, chat his Wife had bzoughe fopth a fair Don, which 
the Egyptians had crowned King of Egyp:, where he reigned afs 
terward, and was called Dedon. 

When Aﬀec law Atlas, and knew how Hercules had vans 
quiſhed him, he marvelled much of bis pꝛowels which was (lo 

reat, and af his wiſdom that attained to ſuch high things. Buß 
—— bent all his wit and ſtudy to learꝝ the ſcience. Ju the 
mean while a litcle and a little the time palled, and Antheon 
iembled a very great hoſt, and was all healed of. his wounds, 
and che Truce kailed and expired, whereac the Egyptians hap 
great joy: foz they pet hoped to have vicozv of their enemies. 
And the Libians hoped co revenge them ok he. hams thag Here 
cul:s had made them receive, hen the, Wruce wag expired the 
day following Hercule; made ready his batte ls qu the one ſide, 
and Anthon ozdaiued his on the other ſide. Anthcan made this 
battels, che firſt of twelve thouſaud fighting men, the ſecony 
of twenty thouſand, and the third bazcol of thiripthouſaun, He 
then ozdained bimſelf Bing and chief Captain ak the ficſt bats 
tel: in the ſecond, he o2dained the Bing of: Ortulie to be Go⸗ 
bernour: and in the third, he made the Bing of Cothulie, Aug 
then when he had well let them in grray, and trained them, in

This 
Antheon (mote eagerly on the one ſide, and Hercules en the-0- 
ther. Antheon fought wich great-fierceneſs and anger, and Her. 
cul.'s by Pzoweſs, The fierceneſs of Antheon was great, but 
the Pꝛowels of Hercul.s was To exceſſive great, that the Ly- 
bias fled him: and when they ſaw him they crembled-: foz fear, 
at this battel, befoze the Cwo2d of H«r-ulcs all bloody. Then 
the great routs of the Lybians were ſoze afraid, and kept no-ar- 
ray + he ſmivte-off heads, and laid them down tothe earth: his 
folk that were deſtroyed by Antheon he gathered together again, 
He made ſuch wozk that the Lybians had the wozſe, and Anthe-

Then 
he returned toward Antheom and the Morians, and ſmote them 
down with his Club, lo deadly, that he mave it red with their 
blod, flewthem all and put them to flight ſo cruellp, chat An. 
thebn above atone againſt Hercules, and fought againſt him body 

We. by great ſtrength, and gave him many ſtrokes hard to

But klercoles gave him ſo many and ſo large ſtrokes, that the 
Gyant knew not toſave himſelf, and thought to have flep.

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Hercules hearing this meſſage of the Ladies, anſwered the 
Peſſenger; Damoſel, ünce the Lavies of Scythia be ſo valiant, 
that they have conquered the great Kealms of Egypt, Cappado- 
cia, and of Aſia, they may be doubted, Nevertheleſs, to pꝛevent 
the effuſion of blood, and to defend the Afcicans from their boys 
vage, you ſhall return to them and ſay, That the battel of two 
Knights againſt two Ladies, is agreed unto them, to be done tg 
mozrow upon the condition that you have ſaty, Then Hercules, 
Aﬀer, and many others pꝛomiſed to hold theſe things, and did 
great honour tmto the Damoſel. 

The Damolel having done her meſſage, returned unto the 
Ladies, which were entred a great way in Africk, and told them 
woꝛd foz wozd the anſwer of Hercules. The pꝛincipal of all theſe 
Ladies, was Synope, and had two fiſters lo expert in arms, that 
they fearedno Knight of the wozld,the one was named Menalip. 
pe, and the other Hyppolita. Anon, as the Ladies had receiver 
theſe tydings of the Africans, they had great ſop, and holding 
opinion, that Africk was won by the ſtrength of Hyppolita and 
Menalippe, who did marvels in Arms, they oꝛdained that they 
thould fight wich the two Knights : and ſo they were on the moz- 
row ready in the fields. 

At the hour that was 02dained, Hercules and Theſcus( fitting 
on two hozles, with a great company of Africans) rode into the 
place that the Ladies hadchoſen to do feats of arms in. There 
were the two Ladies abiding in a fair place armed and well 
mounted on good Steede, and by them were other Ladies in great 
number. As (on as Hercules and Theſeus had eſpyed the two Da⸗ 
molels, they made them that followed to ſtand, and ſent unto the 
Damoelels to knom what they would do. The Damolels anſwer- 
ed the two Bnighes;that they were ready to do deeds of Arms ⸗ 
gainſt them, under the condition of their quarrel, And if they 
were come they would come foꝛth. 

Hercules and Theſevs, with this anſwer tok their Speart, * 
and ſpurred their Yozſes, and made ſigns unto the Damolels 
And they.furniGed with Shields and Spears, ran againſt tl 
lo expertly; that they ſeemed of heaven and not of earth; and ati” 
the coping of their ſharp Spears, the ſtrokes were ſo * * 
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both ſides, that Hippolita and Theſeus bare each other unto the 
earth, in likewile div Menalippe and Hercules. The Atricans 
marvelled much to ſee the two Pyinces bozn down, and pet the 

Ladies of Scythia marvelledmuch moze of the Damoſels. When 
the Bnights and the Damoſels found themſelves lying on the 
earth, ſhame ſmote them to their hearts, Nevertheleſs each of 
them got lighily up, and with great courage took their @wozds, 
and app2oaching ſmote each other ficrcely, that the Ladies and 

Knights felt the ſtrokes. Hyppolita purſued her man Theſcus, 
and Menalippe kept her unto Hercules. The ſtrokes of Hippolita 
were great, and did great grief unts Theſeus. Theſeus enfozcev 
himſelf ſtrongly to avenge him, and could not well come to his 
purpoſe. Hercules overcame Menalippe lightly with his Swozd, 
and put her in his mercy, but Hippolica maintained her fagce.ſo 
mightily againſt Theſcus, that ſhe had put him to fople, had not 
Hercules been, that ſaid to him: Bzother, what ſhall this be 2 
Where is the Pzoweſs of Theſeus?Shall that be dauntedby the 
Chivalryof a Damoſel :? If it be ſo, certainly all men ſhall have 
ſhame of pour diſhonour, 

Theſe woꝛds began to awake again the blod of Theſeus that 
was afoze alleep, and ts lighten his courage, in ſuch wiſe that he 
recovered a new ſkrength, and put himſelf fozth, and began to 
ſmite with ſuch fozce, that he made the Damoſel recant, and 
took awap her Dwozd, and conquered her: whereat the Ladies 
were much grieved, and eſpecially the Queen Synope, which 
then ſent Hercules her arms, in token that ſhe was vanquilhed, 
pzaping him that he would reſtoze again the two Damoſels. 
And Hercules took the Arms of the Queen, and ſent to her Mena - 
lippe, and made peace with her foz the Africans, upon condition, 
that they ſhould give Hippolitain marriage to Theſeus, who was 

. .amozous of her. Do then then the Wedding was made in Africk 

with great honour. And the Ladies hearing of the marvellous | 

Aas of Hercules, pzaiſed him, aud held themlelves happy to be 

vanquiſhed of him.

i A ter the conqueſt-of theſe Ladies, Theſeus took leave of 
Hercules and of Aﬀer, and returued into his Country, to 
hing home his Lady; and then went Hercules co Calcedonia, , 
which lyeth appoſit co Achaja, andzArcadis, to ſee a fair Lady 

of excellent beaiity,that he had: Heard greatly recommended by 

a Caicedonian that was in his company: By ea, and by Land, 

he came into Calcedonia. The King of that place had to name 
Ocngys, and had two Daughters, the one named Dejinira, and 

the ather George. Dejanira was the faireſt, and that was ſhe 

„ dhat Hetcules came taſee. UWihen Oeneus had knowledge that 
Hercules came into his Country, he had great jop, and receives 

bim, emlaating him ſo honourab ly, as was poſſible, In entring 
into his Pallace the Queen and his two Daughters, George and 

Dejanira welcomed Hercules. Jncontinent as Hercules caſt his 

eyes upon De jan ira, that was the faireſt woman that ever he 

fam. Me felt himſelf marvelloup raviſhed. This deſire en⸗ 

tred into Hertules all full of raves of Love, pierceing into his 
— as ſuddenty- as the rapes of the Sun, palſech through 

aſs. - — 

Dejanica had ſa much beaut p, aud was lo well accompliſhed; 
that to her might be made no compariſon, not only in btautp, 
but Wirheher in wildome and bounty. he was the molt p2e- 
tlous treaſure of Calcedonia, and thither came manp Ladies, 

n and others. Yer neighbours were all amozous of 
ally Bing Achelous that was ſtrong and puiſſant. 
nung had great ſeignioꝛy, and marched though the Realm 
gas, Bit When Hercules hab been there a fpace, pal⸗ 
ling thatme joyouſly, in beholding the behaviour ok Dejanirs, 
it h api on a day that the Peſſenger of King Achelous, ca 
and ſaid to him, that Achelous demanded if he would 
$ Daughter, and that if he would not give Fer to Tr 
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him at this time, he would moleſt his Country, and make him 
war. At this meſiage. Oeneus was tronbled, and auſwered the 
Peſſenger, That on the mo;row he would give him an anlwer. 
All that day O. neus was penſive and abode alone: and to paſs 
his melancholly, he came to Hercules When Hercules ſaw him ſu 
penſi ve, he adjured him earneſtly that he ſhould tell him the cauſe 
: ofhis penſiveneſs;who told it him aud laid. Lozd Herculcs, ſince 
I it pleaſeth you to know of my grief, J will tell pou the cauſe. 
+» | There is here by a King my neighbour, named Achelous, great 
and fierce. which hath many times deſired to have to his wife De- 
janira my Daughter; JI have not been willing to accoꝛd the Par⸗ 
riage,fozaſmuch as J know this King a man of evil life. Aud foz 
this cauſe J have had many menaces of him, and alſo this day his 
Peſſenger is come again to me, and he hath ſaid, that if J give 
kim not my Daughter at this time, he will make war. Surely 
Hercules, it ye ſe me penſive,ic cometh to me by this occaſion, foz 
Jhave not yet given him his anſwer, but Jmult give ic him to 
mo2row. 

Nevertheleſs, A have concluded in my ſelf, that J will not 
give unts him my Daughter. And now when J lee verily, that 
by the-refuſe of mp Daughter, it muſt needs be that war will 
wſue; know well, that-J am diſpleaſed: foz war is the eternal 
weſolacion of the Countrey, perdition and waſt of the people and 


ds. 
Noir (ſaid Hercules) it is needful unts a man that he take and 
bear all that Foztune will. As ye ſay, war is not encreaſing of 
people but diminution: pet by that extremitp, it is expedient 
that a man re joyce in his right. Right comfozteth che courage 
ofa man, and the courage of a man comfo2ted,bzingeth him of- 
tentimes to glozious victozy; A bzute beaſt diſcarniſhed of rea⸗ 
ſanable wit, fighteth foz his neſt with his claws, and with his 
teeth. What ſhall a man ſonſible and endowed witch wit and rea⸗ 
Lan, do with any aſſault (namely in his wu Land and Terri⸗ 
e (Nature willech and inſtrucketh, that where cozpozal fozte 
mileth, vigour and vertue of courage wozketh, and that they 
Aye fo2 their Countrep. Take Courage chen in your right, and 
l pour enemies: pe have received me wozſhipkull, and — re⸗ 
: ceiving: 
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cefving theſe tydings,J will help you of it be need, and J ſuppoſe. 
if Achclous aftail you, he ſhall repent him. 4 
With theſe wozds the Bing Oencus comfo2ted himſelf great- 

, and the day dzew over. On the mozrow Oeneus called the 

ſeſlenger of Achclous, and ſaid to him, he ſhould come no moze 
to demand his daughter, fo2 that he was not minded to give her 
to his Paſter: and furthermoze if he moved war againſt him 
foz this cauſe, he had intention to defend himſelf unto the death 
of the laſt man of his people. The Peſlenger returned with 
theſe wozds and told them to Achelous, and all that he found 
with him. Acheicus was not content wich King Oeneus, and as he 
that was overmuch ſmitten with the, love of Dejanira, began to 
aſſemble his men of Arms with an intent to make war on King 
Oeneus, and to take from him his Daughter. Hercules was then 
in Calce donia, and oftentimes he was with Dejanira in gras 
cious conferences. Ve found her ſo well add2eſſed in all honeft 
manners, that all the day he was moſt part with her, in the 
night he did nought but dꝛeam and think on her: howbeit he ſaid 
nothing that concerned his amozous deſires, willing firſt to ſhew 
them his power in Arms. It hapned on a day he opened a wins 
dow that was by the Garden of Dejanira, and caſting his eyes 
down he ſaw Dejanira that ſate upon a green place, accompanie@ 
with many Ladies and Gentlewomen. Then he ſet all his mind 
to contemplate the exceſſive beauty of her. After he deſired her, 
ſaying, O Dejanira thou that ha(f not the p2erogative to 
know the hearts and thoughts of men, if J ſhould ſay to thee 
the tenth part of the Love and deſire J have to ther, thou couldſt 
not believe it. J have gone many a Countrey,and ſeen many a 
Realm, and many a Treaſure, J have deſired many a thing, 
But ok all, to come to my wiſhed bliſs, J was never in ſo great 
thought as J am foz to get vour Love, The ſame hour that H«r, 
cules ſpake by himſelf, Dcjanira was not idle: the had Hercules 
in her rememb2ance, and in her heart, then being rich in the 
points of Love ſown between variations of hope and delpair, he 
was ſurp2ized in all her veins with the heat of that fire tha 
burneth amoꝛous hearts. This fire was hard to quench, oz t 
cover the right piercing ſparkle. Dhe lap down then upon the 
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s and began to ſay in her mind; Alas, Hercules, what ſhall 
-Janira do: the cannot come to attain pour Love, J was wont 
not to deign to behold a man, and then ſaid, that neither Pꝛinte 
noz Bing ſhould have my Love. Nowam A in another mind and 
deſire no other thing, but that J ould be pour Wife, J had ſup- 
poſed to have remained and continueda pure Uirgin, and J ons 
iy was dildainer of men, contrary to the requeſts and admoniti- 
ons of the Ladies: theſe be now-far other tydinge, With theſe 
wo2ds ſhe ceaſed a little, and began to think on many other 
things. At this point, as ſhe thought on Hercules, and Hercules 
on her, tydings came thither, that Achclous was coming to be- 
lege the City, by land and by ſea, and that he was very neer. 
Foz theſe tydings aroſe in the Palace a great murmuring.thac 
came to the ears of Hercules and of Dejanira: their ſpirits were 
troubled in ſuch faſhion, that Hercules left to behold Dejanira, 
— then ſhe left to think on Hercules, and both went to the Bing 
neus, 

Anon as Hercules came unts the King, the King ſaw him, 
and ſaid to him, that his enemies were very neer the City. Her- 
cules anſwered joyoufly, that ic behoveth to go feaſt them: and 
willed that he put his people in arms. At this anſwer of Her- 
cules, the King did ſound to Arms, and with his ſound all Cal- 
cedonia was moved, and each man made him ready, H rculcs 
and his Greeks were ready in a little ſpace. The Calcedonians 
aſſembled by great companies in the Palace, When they were 
aſſembled, the King and Hercules bzought them into the field, 
and Hercules put them in o2der; that done, he did cauſe them to 
march, the Calcedonians and Greeks, and each party app2oachey 
ſo nigh, that there was nothing to do but to ſmite. Hercules 
made two battalians, the firſt with his people, the other with 
Calcedonians, When thep came to the point to meet, Hercules 
went to the Calcedonians, and in the pzelence of the King, ſaid 
to them, Loe here ye may ſe pour ene mies that ſec little by pou, 
in they come into pour Lozdſhip to aſſail you. I pꝛay you that 
"whe great courage of them abate not your courage. Pe ought 
rein to bade the fierceneſs of a Lion, the puillance of an C⸗ 
lephant, and be greedy as a Griffon, to deliver you ay 
2 . com 
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krom the fierce enmiiy of the King Acheloos, in keeping rogr 
Country, your Dominion, your Ponour, your. Treaſures, pur 
Wihives,your Childzen.and that moze is, your lives. Ee ye the 
«fuvions to do well, be ye enflamed with deſire oz vengence, be 
pe covetous of glo2y. If ye ſhew not your (elves valiant at this 
time, ye may not have any thing but beggary, oz ſervicudero 
death: fo2 your enemies will do unto you all the evil they can 
ik they have vicozy over you. Theſe woꝛds wꝛought in the 
hearts of the Calcedonians, and gave them marvellous courage, 
And all they with good will, defired the battel. When Hercules 
had finiſhed his exho2tation, he went to the battel: foz it was 
come to the point to fight. Then there were great cries on the 
one ſide and on the other, Tabozs, Trumpets, Clarions, Bar, 
neſs and Weapons, began to ſound ; Knights began to ſtir at 
the entry at the battel. Hercules and the Grecks ſhot, and'dzew 
largely upon their enemies, and made Achclous abaſhed, foz- 
aſmuch as he hoped not to have found ſo great refiſfance with che 
Calcedonians. Then they caſt rheir eyes upon the Banner of 
Hercules, and ſeeing the great Lion that was painted therein, 
they began to imagine that there might be Hercules, of whom 
was ſpoken throughout the Wozld, foz his vertues, and hi 
ſtrength. 

When they were thus imaginig, the ſhot failed, with great 
flaughter of the party of Achelous. When the ſhot was ſo fails 
ed, Hercules took his Swozd, and went up and down among 
them of Achaja, that were in the firft front of the battel of & 
chelous, andthere made an hole fo great, that the Calcedonians 
and the Iconians won upon them at the firſt joyning. and made 
the other party go back, whereof Achelous had great ſozrow : 
he took to him twenty Knights, which were choſen and came am 
ranged with them there, where Hercules ſcattered aud bꝛake the 
battel of the Achajans, Therehe appzoved his courage luſtily. 


Now this ſtrong Gyant and his Yozſemen fought valiantly, but 


the Greeks and Hercules dyed their Swozds with their bloom 
and the ſtrife was fo great, that men might ſ& nothing elſe ba

When Hercules was tome unto this place, the Hydra 
that never flept with both eyes, had always the neck outs 
ſeretehed on high, andthe ear open, eſpping him, ſuddenly came 
againſt him running with great fozce. Hercules abode, when he 
pied the marvellous Ponſter, and had great pleaſure to ſ& 
bim: Pe was ten fot high, and had as long a tail: he was foul 
and covered with hait: Ye had his body armed, and his right 
hand held a naked Swozd, and in his left he carried a Shield, 
Hercules thus beholding him, ſuffered him to come to him. 
Then the Ponſter ſpake to him, and ſaid, Poo Gyant, whi⸗ 
ther goeſt thou 2 Behold this Dw82d, ſharply on boch ſides cut⸗ 
ting: pet was there never man that heard me ſpeak, but he 
dyed by the point ofthis @wozd. Fozaſmuch as J am the wiſef 
Creature that ever Nature made, J am accuſtomed to make a 
queſtion to ſuch men as J find, and then deſtroy them ik they can⸗ 
not anſwer thereto. Jfind in my Realm people dull as beaſts, 
without underſtanding, and have therefoze deſtroped their blood, 
dd will J do thine, i thou canſt not aſſopl a Dophifm that J ſhall 
make unto thee. O thou man Derxpentine, (ſaid Hercules) thine 
Eloquence, thy Pꝛudence, thy cruel Swozd, foul and polluted 
with infinite homicides, make me nothing abaſhed, noz as 
geth me: ſought tber, and am come hirher to-veſtroy ther. And 
J will not only aſſoyl one of thy Dophiſms;but as many as thou 
want peivſe: and know, That if by fozce of my wit, J aſſopl thy 
Sophiſms and falacious arguments, A will do to thee like as 
thou ouldft do to me: and if it happen that thy Icience may not 
overcome me, yet defend thee with arms, andthat thou keep thy 
Life as well as thou cauft. 4 Y 
With theſe - wozds, the Ponſter made unto Hercules ſeven 
Sophiſnis one after another, all fallacisus and lubtil: Then 
when Hercules had given ſolution to one, the Ponſter replyed 
by ſeven arguments. Pet Herculcs full of Philoſophy, and 
expert in all Sciences, made anſwer ſo ſubſtantially 20 all his 
falacious Axgzments,thac he ſet him at Non⸗ plus. Foz this 
tauſe the Poets feign this Hydra had (even heads, 28 it appear- 
eth in the firſt Tragedy of Seneca, and ſap, chat when Hercules 


had 
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ſmitten off one of the heads, feven other heads came again 
n the ſame place. In the — 4 to purſue this matter, when 
Hercules had ſo diſputed, the Serpent yielded to Hercules, in 
ſuch wiſe as he wilt not what to fay, Hercules ſaid unto him: 
Serpent inhumane, we have fought long enough with the 
tongue. Take thy Swoꝛd, J map no longer withbold my hand 
from mit ing ther, and aſay if thou be as lubcil in arms, as thou 
art in language. Pooz fool laid the Serpent (which was full 


. of Pꝛide) Bnoweſt not thou, that by my part Serpentine, A 


have infected all this Country:? And J will this day dzink thy 
1 devour thy body: wherefoze make watch, and keep 
thee well. 
Without moze wozdos Hercules en hau nſed his Swozd, foz to 
have mitten his adverlary, hut he could not ſo ſoon haſt him, but 
the Serpent gave him firſt two ſtrokes, one with his Sword, 
and the other with his tail, where with he had almoſt mitten 
him down to the ground. Pet Herculcs above ſtanding, and with 
cho lifted up, he ſmote the Ponſter upon the Helm with 
ſtrength, that he cruſhed the Pelm, and made him a wound 
in the head. At this ſtroke the Serpent was full of fury, and 
with his Swozd ſmote Hercules the ſecond time upon the helm, 
hee * ſparkles and the fire flew out, and the Helm was bzo- 

n, &c. f | 
_ - Hercules that never befoze had received ſe great a ſtroke, 
pꝛomiſed him that he would revenge it, and ſmoce him right 
angerly. Their ſtrokes were great and deadly, they ſmote-each 
at other long and they were both of them of great courage. But 
when foꝛtune had enough cheriſhed them both, ſhe turneda 
the Se: pent ſo earneſtly, that after many ſtrokes, Hercules 
fmote his Dwo2d within the Helm into his head, and bare him 
dead unto the earth. 

H rcules refoyced greatly, when he ſaw the Ponſter put to 
the foyl, and went foz to fetch the King of Lerra, with Deja- 
vira, and his folk. and bzought them to fee the Ponſter. When 
he had ſhewed chem the Ponſter, he made a great fire and burns 
edit. Wherefoze there were given unto him great p2aiſes. 
Þe was bzought to the City 7 Lerna, with great glozy of — 
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dies and .of Gentlewomen, who conveyed him unto the Kings 
weve] ging melodioufty, Dejanira then rejopced greatly in 
| nt vico2y of her noble Pusband. When Hercules 
had tarried there a while, he departed thence, and went to A. 
thens, where Theſeus received him glozioufly, Then Hercules 
and Atlas held School in Athens, foz as much as they of Athens 
were quick of wit, and gave themſelves all to learn Sciences. 
There they were a great while, introducing and inkozming 
them of Athens in Philoſophy, but eſpecially in Aſtronomy, - 
tlas pꝛofited in ſuch wile, that the Students there ſaid, 
aſtained and bare che Heavens on his ſhouldiers O noble ver⸗ 
tuous man. When Hercules had ſpent ſome time there, and 
ſtudied ſo long that his Dackrine Had given light unto the Athe- 
nians, he departed. from thenge.with great bemoaning , and 
bzought his Wife unto the City of Lycia. And then was ſo 
greatly renowned, that from all che Realms of Greece, there 
cams daily to him Noblemen and other, to p2ofic in Wertue, Nos 
bleuels, Yonour, Arms, Phllsſophp, Aaronamp, and all other

ed King Gerion, and took-the-City-of Megidda. | 


Baut the time that Hercules flouriſhed in vertue, and his 

» Name was bozn from Kealm to Realm by glozious Rex 

on as the Chzonicles of Spain rehearſe, there was a King 
of the City gf Mcgidda, that ſtandeth upon the River of Gau- 
dian;that-thzough his Tyraunical dealtugs, began tu make his 
name have a great repozt,by many tyrannies, that no man could 
tell the third part. This Tprant had to name Gerion, he was 
King of Andalocic, and D-itremadure, and alſo of the Pouns- 
taingof Galicia, and Portugal. The Poets feign, of this Ty 
rant, that he had chz& heads, fozaſmuch- as he had two Bzes 
then, great Giants, which were all ofone Nature, and com- 
plexion, and they were ſo united together, that all that che one 
would.che other would: they were never in dilcozd, Gerion was 

t 
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the wont of all. He tauled to be made a Temple, in the City 
"of Megidda, and byvainen all they that were Hoble ſhould there 
have their Image and Sepulcare : and chat men chould make 
the remembzancesof all the men ok note that he h ſhould ſlay, te 
the end, there ould be a memozy of them hereafter, Thus he 
and his Bethzen tiranized, not only aver ſtrangers, but his 
neighbours, and pitied no man, inſomuch that he got him an e- 
vil name: And the Africans whom they perſecntty moze =_ 
any, went and complained. ta Hercules, by Affers comman 
as to the only deſtroyer of Tyꝛants and Monſters, 9 
ed him, to deliver them out of that Tribulation, Mhen Her- 
cu les underſtood the complaint of the Africans, and was advers 
tiſed of the Tyꝛannp that Gerion and his Bꝛethꝛen uſed : He 
deſigned to go into Heſperie, and pꝛomiſed to the Africans, that 
they ſhould have ſhoztly tydings ol him. And asked them of the 
ſtate of King Affer. And when they han told all that they knew, 
they returntd with great joy into their country. Hereuſes from 
thencefozth, diſpoſed him to go into Heſperie, wherefoze his 
Wife Dejanira made great ſozrow. The renown of this voy⸗ 
age was ſpzead in all the Countrey. In Hozt time there came 
moze men of Arms into Lycia, to ſerve Hercules than he ſenc 
fo2, he was ſa good, bountiful, wiſe and valiant,that he gave a« 
way all his ſpoils, wherefoze every man would follow him, foz 
no man ſerved him, but be rewarded and enriched him in wealth 
and happineſs. When his Army was ready, he took leave of 
Dejanira, and departed out ef the Realm of Lycia. any a 
tear was ſhed at his departing, as well of Dejanira, as ok his 
Scholars that learned of him, 'Theſcus and Hiſpan, Aths and 
ilotes were with him. During this voyage, he ftadied oft- 
times with Atlas, and was never. ING OK withoue, ey fome- 
what chat ought to be remembzev, V er 
be found Aﬀer, who 28 — 2 
Hercules paſſed by the trait ok Sibraltet and went into the 
ades, that now the a jew. 3 — pe d the Cduntrey 1 
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Agenor, Don of King Belus Philiſtiges then reigned in Cal 
cia, and was after named the Pzie( of Heccul.s; fes when Hee. 
cu'es. had vanquiſhed the Zyrants of Heſp-ric, he founded there 
a Temple, which. he held akter in great reverence- Always as 
Hercules peopled and inhabited this Land, he did cauſe to be made 
Pillars 02 Columns high and marvellous great, and ſet them 
upon the Sea: and upon every Pillar oz Column, he made an 
image of hard ſtone in the likeneſs of Hercules, clad with the 
skin ofa Lion. And one of the Tmages held a Table wherein 
was mitten with letters of Gold, Paſs no further to ſeek land, nor 
go to conquer further any Kcalus in che Welt, for thou ſhalt find 
no more Lind, &c. | 

The noble Hercules went then into the Countrep, where 
ſtandech now the City of Sivil, which was not then founded, 
and found by his ſcience, that there Ghoul? be builded a City 
of great renown : in memoz2y thereof, he ſet up in that place 
a pillar of hard ſtones,- and thereupon ſet an Image holding in 
bis hand witten, There (houli be made one of the greateſt Ci 
ties in the world. This Land of Galici: appertained to Gerion, 
Then when Hercules had made this pillar, and ſet it whereag 
now ſtandeth Sivil; he had a great deſire to begin to buily 
the City, foz the Countrep was very good and commodious. 
But Atlas by the ſcience of Aſtronomp, counſelled him to the 
contrary, ſhewing him by certain ſigns, that it was by deſtiny 
that another ſhould build the City. And therefoze nigh the Pil⸗ 
lar, he made a Column of white Parble, upon which ſtood the 
Image of H-rcul:s great and rich, that held one hand againf 
the Eaſt, wherein was wiittent Here hath been Hercules. And 
wh the other hand he chewed the wziting that the other Image 


Thele things accompliſhed, Hercules departed from thence 
and left to Inhabit and keep the Country eight hundzed men 
of his, ok the Country of Scythia, that were ſtrong and expert 
in. Arme, and. with good will they abode there, becauſe the 
Country was plentiful. Then went Hercules by the banks of 
the Dea, into the laſt and furthermoſt part of Europe, and ſail- 
ed ſo far that he entred into the River of Guadiana, 1 the 
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Tyrant Gerion dwelfed, and abode in the City of Meg dd. 
The fame time that Hercules entrey into the River, Gcrion 
went up to the top of an high Tower, where he might ſe all 
about the Countrey,to eſpye if any perſon came, upon whom he 
might exerciſe his Tyranny : He had not been long there, when 
he beheldthe River, and ſaw the Army of Hercules: And ſteing 
this Armp, be had great jop, foz he thought in all haſt he ſhould 
overcome them. Without other delay, he aſſembled his com- 
plices,and ſoundedto Arms. Mithin a little while all his men 
that were ready with Arms, came unto him to know what he 
would: When Gerion was armed, and ready to go tothe batter; 
he declared to his people his intention. Then entring into his 
Galley as haſtily as he could he went to Megidda, appzoaching 
toward the Grecks, Thus rowing ſozth, it hapned that he met 
a little Boat: And krom as far as he ſaw it coming, he 
went againſt it, and arreſted it. In this Boat were no moze 
than two Parriners and Hiſpan. Gerion then called'Hiſpaor, 
aud demanded of him whither he went, and what he was: Truly 
fir, anſwered Hiſpan, J am a Greek, and have intention to go 


to the King Gerion, that is now in his City ot Megidda, ts diſ- 


patch a meſſage J am charged with. Meſſenger (ſaid the King) 
if ye (ek Gerion, pe nted go no further, fo; Jam he, whom ye 
ſpeak unto, Sir (anſwered Hiſpan) ſince that you be he to whom 
my meſlage appertaineth, J let you have knomlege in. the 
name of the vertuous Hercules, that he is an enemy to pour vi- 
tes: and to coꝛred your great and 'abominable treſpaſles, he is 
come into pour Dominion, Peſſengec (anſwered - Cerion) how 
is Hercules ſa pzeſumptuous as to take upon hin ts come and 
tozret my Wices Pe knows little wich whom be hath to do: 
£0 tell him, that he ſhall find me, but it ſhall be tog ſoen fo2 his 
healch, and that J will feaſt him in ſuch wiſe ere he eſcape me. 


as J have been accuſtomed to feaſt ſtrangers. Hiſpan departed,

When the 
two Armies were withdzawn, Gerion in the darkeſt of the night, 
Shipped and went into the City of Valeritia, whereof one of 
his Bzethzen was Bing, and put him there in ſafery,in purpoſe 
ta make the greateſt Army that he tould to come 8 5 Hercu⸗ 
les. Hercules after the retreat, anchozed his Galleys upon the 
River of Gaudiana, and paſſen there that night; on the mo2- 
row when he ſaw that Gerion and his folk were fled, and were 
not upon the Dea within ſight, he rowed up unity the'Eity of 
Megidda, took land and aſfailedfiercely the City Che aſſault

of them. After this, when he had very well trained his people 
and fer them in good ozder, he admoniſhed them to do their en⸗ 


'beavour, and minded them of certain things, but could not finiſh 


his ſpech : Foz that ſame time, Ger ion and his bzethzen, with - 
their folk, made their app2oaches to aſlail the City, and made 
eat noiſe, that all about it redounded, 

Hercules heard this up28ar, he opened the Gate, to 
behold what new things was there. And at the iſſuing out he ſaw 


bis enemies haſt them to the Fezts and Walls, with Ladders 
* andotherEngines fit foz an aſſault. Then he began to laugh in 


himfelf, and bade his men follow him: and went ſtraight⸗ way 

When Gerion ſaw Hercules, he knew him, by the skin of the 
Lion, and his Club, and ſhewed him to his Bethzen, that 
mat velled of him, becanſe he came alout upon them. A oe here 
ts out mortal adverſarie ( ſaid Gerion) he is full of pꝛide, any 
ſotteth little by us: Let us aſſail him, all chere — im: 
all the gold in the wozld ſhall not ſave his life: Hercules with 
thele wo2 bs, came lo nigh the three Gpants, that he could well 


peak into them, and ſaid: Be evil Tyꝛzants, lay down pour 


wenpons: It is now no time to aſſail the City, it behoveth pou 
to dil pole you to enter into battel. The battel is ready, begin 
at me, and J at pou, and let us fight together till moze tome. 
With theſe woꝛds he lifted up his Club and the ſtroke 
ſo loze upon one ofthe thꝛee Bzethzen, that he cat his Shiely, 
and all aſfonied hate him to the earth. When Gerion and his 
other bꝛother, law theit bzother ſo bozn-bown, they lmote with 


their Swozds upon Hercules, with great fury, anb ſo employen 


their ſtrength, that they halte ok part of his Armour. With 


, theſe two frokes of their ©wozvs, Hercules recetyed mote than 


an hundzed darts upon His boby,” howſoever the Dwords no2 
Darts were not fo hard temperes, that they could pierce the 


armour of Hercules, wog Hercules left not to work with his 
Club, but he lift it up * and ſtroke it upon the ſetond — 
2 ther 
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ther of | Gerion,. fo luſtilp, that from the top to the Helm he 
bzuiſed. him, - and tmote bim to the ground, like as if a great 
Rock had fall'n on his head. | 134 

G rion was ſoze afraid to ſe ſo great a ſtroke, and with a won⸗ 
derſul angry and fierce heat, he laid upon tercules, and gave him 
lo great a ſtroke upon the Helm wich his 2wo2d that he made 
the fire ſp2ing out: but the Helm was ſo heard that the Sword 
could not enter, Then was Hercules environed with his ene- 
mies, and was ſmitten in many a place upon his body. The He- 
ſverians deſired ſoꝛe to ſee their Dwo2ds dyed with the blood of 
Hercules, but Hercules put himſelf-in defence, joyous that he 
Wy his ſtrength upon them. 

And when he pꝛoved him thus upon one and other, and would 
{fer none to come nearer than his arm and Club could reach, 
ang that his enemies moze and moze came about him, Malion 
that was Nephew to Ulyſſes iſſued out of Mcgidda, with a thou⸗ 
ſand mon of the Army of Herculcs.. And ſeeing lo great a com⸗ 
pony about Hercules, was aſſured that he fought there, he and 
his people addzefied them thicherwards, making ſo great a cry, 
and letting on fo valiantly, that in bearing down all befoze 
them, they came and found Hercules where he had flain moze 
than fix hundzed of his enemies, and that he feared nothing. 
They that bare, the Scating-L adders and other Engines were 
canſtrained to caſt them damn, and go to the battel, which was 
grievous and hard: and there were many Kuights ain. Ge- 


rion fog his part, beſtirred himſelf terribly: His Bꝛother that 


was firſt beaten, after he was carried out of the pzefs came uns 
to the feld again: and in his ceming he made great rom among 
the Grecks, he was ſtrong and puiſlant, and bare a very heavy 


Guilarmenthe edge ar auhich was tee grent foot long, he did 


maruels wifh chis-Guiſarme;: and beat down fo many of the 
Greeks, thatethe noiſe aroſe greatly about him. And this noile 
and alarn\@me.to-the ears of Hercules. Then Hercules left 
them that he taught with, and as ſon as he ſaw the Gyant, that 
dealt wüch ehe Srcck; as he would, not well contented with that 
Guilaxmgzeften up his Club, and ſmote the Gpant upon the 


ſhouldes, emploxing his Grengeh in ſuch wile, that che n

At this time Theſcus and Hiſpan, with the reſivue- of the 
Greeks, came unto the battel very jopfufly, and finding their 
enemies out of array, and without any conduct, they skirmiſhed 
among them fiercely, and lewſo many that all the place was 
covered, Hiſpan and Theſeus cleft the heads of many Knights : 
they were expert in feats of arms, At their coming they made 
their enemies to retire, and wan upon them with ſo good Fo2- 

ne, that by their means Gerion loſt. above thirty thouſand men. 

n ſho2t ſpace the battel was ſuch about Hercules, that his ene⸗ 
mies knew not where to ſave them. And Gerion being adver- 
tiſcd of the death of his ſecond Bꝛother, turned his back and 
fled unto the Dea, blowing his hozn, anon they endeavoured lud⸗ 
denly to put themfelves to flight, and they that could ſave them⸗ 
ſelves, ſaved them without delay. Hercules, Theſeus, and Hiſpan 
with about twelve hundzed Greeks fotlowed them ſwiftly : en- 
tring into ſome of their @hips, but had not Pariners lo ready, 
as the other, wherefoze they were a little lettev, f

Ten was finiſhed the Battel fo2 this day, to the great 
loſs and diſhonour of Gerion, aud the honeur and pzofic, 
& Hercut.s „ Malion abode in Mcgidda, by the appointment 
of Hercules, to keep the Greeks that abode there, andtake the 
il of their enemies. Hercules on the other ſide ſailed after 
erion, who perceiving him was \o2e afraid, and fled 2 his 
flight during thꝛee days. Gerion had good Pariners, who kept 
them warily from boarding the Ship 8f Hercules. @ailing by 
the M-diterrancan Sea, from Coaſt to Coaſt, now befoze, and 
now behind, but the end was ſuch, that on the fourth dap they 
were couſtrained to abide Hercules at the battsl upon the Dea, 
9 deſcendto land at the Corogne in Galicia, To flee the — 
wheres 
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whereof they were in doubt, they left the Dea and took the Land 
at a Pozt, imagining that they ſhould well defend them againf 
Hercules, fo2 they were ten againſt one. As ſon as they hay 
taken Land at the Pozt of Corogne, they trained them about 
the Pozt to defend che Dea, which was ſkrong to take, And 


then Gerion warned his men, ſaying : Pete is the hour oz the 


day that we muſk dye oz overcome our enemies. Foztune hath 
done us the woz ſt He can, ſhe was wont to make all ſtrangers 
tremble befoze our ©wo2ds. Now ſhe maketh us to tremble be⸗ 
foze a little number of people. Alas what ſhame is chis : Dince 
we are at this point, there is no way but to avenge this ſhamg, 
If we avenge us at this time, we ſhall recover our honour. Foz- 
tune hath bzought us into a very good as'if che will raiſe 
us again, and make ts Conquerv2s of our adverſaries : tet us 
now veferd the Poꝛt, avenge our blood, avenge our ſozrow.,any 
avenge our damage. * 8 

An the mean while that Gerion encouraged thus his folk, Her- 
cules and his company rowev ſs nigh tde Poꝛt, that they were 
come to ſtrokes. The Heſperians caff upon Hercules round ſtones, 
darts with ſharp Irons on the env;ſpears/ and fwo2vs. Againſt 
this the Grecks tok their ſhields and covered them, and put 


them in devoir, to win the Pozt, But the caſting of the Heſperi. | 


ags was{o mo2tal;that it conſtrainevtheit ies to abide;ant 
not appzoach the Pozt. They had at this Pot great abundance 
of ſtones. The Helperians kept well the entry moze than thzee 
hours, fs that the Greeks coutd find no wap noz means to reme- 
dy it. At the end of thꝛee hours, Hercules very fozrowtful to ſe his 
men troubled, thought he would enter tuto a little Poat, and ſs 
adventure Himſelf to win the Pozt. 

Then he that doubtev no ſcroke of any moꝛtal man, entred in⸗ 
to a fittle boat, fearing it,himſelf, with help of the wind, which 
was fo2 his advantage, hopled up the ſail, and adveuturing as 
fait as he tould, he bought the Boat unto the Pot hut he re⸗ 
ceived moze than an hundzed ſtrokes wich tones: that his Ball 
that food up an end by fozce of the Wind, was fmirten' full of 
holes, the coꝛds bzoken, and the Pat overch2zown, any the boat 
almoft filed with ſtones. ö 
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Hot withſtanding Hercules ceaſey not at all from his enter- 
2iz8, but th2ough he paſſed by all the ſtrokes of his enemies, 
ring \s-that he took land, and thzuſt himlelf among the 
Heſperians, and there he began co ſmite with his Club, on the 
right ſide, aud on the left, end long, and over-thwart, with 
ſuch an abundance of valour aud pzoweſs, that all the place 
was red wich their blood-aud eins. Theſcus and Hiſpan,and 
fifty of the Greeks beſt armed, by the example of Hercules, tok 
allo a light boat, and advencured themſelves to win the Pozt: 
.  Rercules was even at the mouth of the Pozt, he ſaw Theſcus 
tame, and to make him paflage, he ran here and there, and dip 
ſo much hurt to the Heſperians, that without great they 
- tok land, and ſpzang out oftheir boat. Then was the aſſault hoc 
- and kuriaus. Gerion came to the Landing of Theſeus, and ac 
taft three hundzed of his men that followed him. All they 
\moce, and laid upon the Greeks, and of the fifty they lew ten. 
When Theſcus and Hiſpan ſaw that, their hearts began to 
well. They encouraged themſeives, and piercedthe a ſſe mbly 
of Gerion, and againſt one man that was lain of cheirs, they 
lem fifty Heſpe rians, aud thett they uled theis-pzoweſles lo, that 
they did won ders by their Arms. N | 
Gerion eben dyed foz ſoxrow that he might not com e to have 
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ing they were in tuch hatt, cee they beat each other into the 
Dea, and flew themſelves. | 

Then was Gerion fmitten to. the heart wich great ire; mins 
led with impatience: ſo he put Himſelf into the p2eſs, and 
ſmote not only upon Hercules, but alſo upon the companions of 
Theſeus: he (mote the fir} man upon the Helm, that he cleft 
his head unto the teeth. After he allafled another, and bare him 
to the earth, lo aſtonied that he wilt not where he was. Conſe- 
quently, he made there a great Ma ſſacrt ſuddenly on the Greeks, 
that he dyed his Sword with their blood, and the Grecks wert 
conſtrained to make a great cry foz ſutcour. 

At this ſeaſon: the Grecks that were let wich their Gal leyys 
entred ints the Pozt, and took Land eaſily, When Hercules 
beatd the cry that his men made, he rau thither to the aſſault 
and made about them a new noiſe, great and pitious. Gerion“ 
knew that the noiſe came becauſe of Hercules, foz he ſaw him 
come and ſmite in the thickeſt of the Pꝛels, then he called to 
his folk, and chearen them, but had there ſo great miſhap, that 
foz one froke Hercules gave him with his Club by chance, he 
was conſtraines to depart the p2eſs; and to withdzaw him as 
part with them that were weary, to take his bzeath. Gerion afs: 
terward fought to his extremity, and caſting; his eyes upon the 
Skirmiſh, he ſaw the Greeks upon the Poꝛt, and pꝛoviving them 
unto battel. Then he ſaw how they put many of his men to the! 
— thathe might not reli it : all his loſles came befoe 

en, and he bean to gh and ſaid with a dolozous heart: 

Ala (hat is the mutability of Foztune ? Flattering foztune, 
hace chou thought All the honour thou haſt given me 

— redounds now to my ſhame: ſince thou haft ſent me 
ſo many goods, where foze haſt thou ſent to me Hercules 2 This 
is the enemy'df all my glop. Me from a Hining kame hath 
b me now unto a name full of darkneſs. Ik thou haſt 
giden him ſufficient: Let, hm not come after me with his 
hozrible deeds, All my veins be repleniſhed wich Furies, mp 
heart murmureth it ſelf boyling wich ire. © what great mil⸗ 
hap is chis : Ince it muſt nerds de J chall be unfoztunate, J will 
29 dye 'of the Aub whereof J have ſeen my bzother dye: * 
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wo2ds put him in the pzels, crying: Gerion, Gerion, to kt 
courage his men. «Thus crying, end ſtekffig Hercules, he pitt 
to death many Greeks; he was all kntious, ſo as his ©wozd 
dyed with the blood of his enemies. In the end he tame to 
Hercules, and with his Swozd ſo dped,he ſmote him ſoze, Her- 
cules was weary, fo2 without ceaſing he abode fighting by the 
e of four hours, and had received upon his arms lo many 
rokes, that no man could number them. Notwithſfanding, he 
fled not at all from Gerion, but came to him joyfully and fought 
againſk him with ſo great foꝛce, that all they that ſaw it mar⸗ 
velled: and after many ſtrokes, Hercules ſmote him one ſo 
eat, that he bzuiſed Gerion, and beat the-bzainbout of his 
: d, and ſmote the Helm off his ſhoulders, ſo that he fell among 
4 tye dead. N | 


CHAP. XXII. 
| How Hercules founded the City of Corogne upon the Tomb of 


Gerion, , 
s was the end of the unhappy life of Gerion the Ty; 


cules. Mhen the Heſperians ſaw him bzonght to that paſs, as 
2 the bitter mozſel. of death, all left their, arms, bewailing 


rowtully the death of Gerion, and fell into deſpair: So that 
ſome Cayed ſtill co be flajn, others fled by Deſerts, Pountains, 
and the Banks of the Sea. When Hercules eſpyed t ſo 
dilmayed, he thanked his God, aud putſued his enemies; - The 
purluic dured unco the evening. The Greeks filled the Fields, 
the Pountains, and the-Wlaps by the Dea, with Lipod. hen 
the night was come, Hercules and the Greeks withdzew them 
into the Galleys to refreſh themlelves. The hurt men wore re- 
membzed and comfozted with the Uictozy and Þpopl. The 
veary men fo2got the labour and toyl that * had done. They 
teſted them after their travel, and paſſed the night over. When 
it was dap, Hercules iſſued out of his Gallep, aud beholding 
the Pozt, it ſ@xned to him that [0 City would and well there, 

| | and 
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1 will take vengeance. . Genion all out of his wit, with thele 


rant: he dyed as his two bzethꝛen did by the Club of Her- 
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and then ſaid, That fozthwith he would make one there. and con; 
tluded to begin it. He ſent to all places, where he knew any 
people were there abouts, and gave to cach man knowledge 
that he was minded to make a City there, and the firſt perſon 
that would come to put hand thereto, ſhould have the Govern, 
ment thereof :. this thing was known in Galicia. Pany came 
thither, but a woman named Corogne was the firſt that came. 
And therekoze Hercules gave unto her the ruling thereof, any 
named it Corogne, in remembzance ok the-victozy that he hay 
there. Upon the bodp of Gerion he founded a Tower, and by his 
Art compoſed a Lamp burning continually day and night, with, 


out putting of any thing thereto, Which burned akterward 


the ſpace of thꝛe hundzed pears, Moꝛeover upon the pinacle oz 
top of the Tower, he made an Image of Copper, looking into 
the Dea and gave him in his hand a Looking-glaſs baving ſuch 
vertue, that if it happened that any man of War on the Sea 
came to harm the City ſuddenly; thetr Army and their coming 
Gould appear in this ſaid Looking-glaſs, and that dured unto 
the time of N:buchadonozar, who being advertiſed of the p20- 
pertp of the Glaſs, filled his Galleys wich white things and 
green boughs and leaves, that in the Looking. Glaſs they ap- 
pcared no other but a wood: whereby the-Corogni:ns not know: 
ing ok any other thing than their Glaſs ſhewed to them did not 
furniſh them with men of Arms, as they had been .accuſtomed 
when their enemies came. And thus Ncbachadonozar took the 
City in a mozning, deſtroying the -Looking-Glaſs and the 
Lamp. When the Tower was made, Herculcs cauſed to come 
thither all the Paids of the.Countrey, and willed them to make 
a ſolemn feaſt in remembzance of the death of Ger on. Then he 
departed unto Megidda, where were pꝛelented unto him ons 
hundzed Oxen of the faireſt. 

How Hercules aſſailing King Cacxs, overcame him, and how 

Cacxs began to tyrgpnizein Ttaly, | 


Fter this Conqueſt, as Hercules intended to people this 
A new Countrep, tydings came to him, that u the Cley & 
d - artha- 
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was paſſing evil and full of Tyrannp and had flain by his cur- 
fed dealing che Kings of Arragon and of Navar,their Wives g 
Childzen, and poſſeſſedtheir Seigniozies, and alſo held in ſubs 


jeuion all the Country of Italy. Hercules teteived joysully thele 


tydings, and ſaid, By the pleaſure of G od, he would aſſay to take 
vengeance of the death of the Kings of Arragon and Navar. 
Then he diſpoſed him unto this wozk, and having an appetite co 
cozrect the King Cacus, as ſocn as an Army might be ready, he 
went unto the Realm of Caſtile, where was King Cacus in the 
City of Carthagenia, that ſtood beſide a Pountain named Mo- 
nachajo. And he paſſing by many Realms that did him obeys 
ſance, foz his vertuqusrenown he came to Carthagenia, the 
King Cacus came againſt him in Arms: foz he had been adver⸗ 
tiled of his coming. And as he entred into the frontiers, Cacus 
ſent unto him one of his Knights,that faitd to him theſe wozds: 
Hercules, thou open Tyrant, thou haſt thine heart greater than 
thy body, and wauldſt aſſail che Peavens, to conquer them it 
God had given the wings to fly: if thou voſt ſeek peace and 
love, unto Bing Cacus, thy cqual in condition and Foztune, A 
lalute thee in his name: and if thou doſt come as his enemy, A 
defie the in his name: And in no wiſe be thou ſo hardy as ta 


enter into this Country." If thou enter, know that thou ſhalt 


find fn Cacus, and in the Caſtilians ſo hard an encounter, that 


krom thy evil adventure ſhall no man of thy company be quit. 


Knight ( anſwered Herculcs ) whatſoever you be, you ſhow not 
that you have the heart of a Noble man. oz it is a ſhame to all 
men. eſpecially to a Noble man, to mil⸗call oz ſpeak evil of 
angther man, You have calley me an open Tyꝛant, andalſo 
vou have compared me to the Tyrant Cacus. Janſwer pou 
to this Article, that Jam no Tyrant, but a deſtroyer of Tyrants: 
therefoze return again unto Cacus, and certifie him that J have

ed all with one vdice, they were ready co aſſail their enemies, 
Mich this anſwer the Bing did dif-lodite his Bolt that he hay 
there in the Fields: any went kozth againlt Hercules, the 
ſtraighteſt way he could. Bing Cacusbeſtred to find Hercules. 
Hercules on the other fide- wiſhed to ſ& Cacus. They went ſo 
long the one againſt the other, that ſoon after they ſaw each o⸗ 
ther,nigh to a place where Hercules after founded a City, which 
was named Terricone. As foon as thep law each other, they bes 
gan to make great ſuy, wich Houts and cryes.

{bn like as a clear day is dftentimes troubled by a dark Cloud, 
fo by the alone coming of Hercules to skirmiſh, all their joy was 
troubled and turned into moztal loſſes. Foz the deadly arm of 
Hercules {aid about him ſo terribly, that he beat down the Ca- 
ilians, like as a Power with his Drythe cutteth down the 
grals in a green Meadow. When Cacus ſaw Hercules ſo foun- 
der his men, his blood was on fire, and he was ſo ercedingly 
enraged, that in a great fury he - pzeſented himſelf befoze the 
\ front of Hercules and ſmote him with his Sword ſo furtoully, 
that he clefe his Shield in two parts. Lhe Caſtilians ſteing 
the Shield of Herculcs fly in pieces, thought that Cacus had 
put him to death, then they made a ſhout foz joy, but it dured 
not long: koꝛ Hercules lift up his Club and fmote-Cacus upon 
the top of the Helm with luch ſtrength, that it ſeemed to Cacus 
che had been ſmitten down with the gresteſt Rock in Spain. 
"Pet not wiſtanding Cacus abode ſtanding in his place, chal⸗ 
lenging Hercul:s to the death, and ſmote him with all his 
might. At this aſſailing, the Caſtiliaas hoping the Foztune

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of Cacus, thep all aſſailed Hercul.s; 

Hercules was gone ſo-far among his Enemies, that he way 
ſeparated from his company. When he heard Cacus thzeaten | 
him to death, and ſaw that the Caſtilians aſſalled him, am 
came to him from all ſides, his heart was filled with fury, and 
abandoning che chickneſs and hardneſs of his skin of the Lion 
to the Swoꝛds of them all without revenging him, ſave only 
againſt Cacus, he ſmote him withont meaſure. Cacus fought 
wich the ſpirit of a Tyrant chafed, Herculcs fought with « 
heart nouriſhed in Uirtue, Both of them were fierce, ſtrong, 
and of great courage: But when they had both enough each of 
other, at length the ſtrokes of Herculcs were ſo great and foꝛci⸗ 
ble, that the ſhoulders of Cacus no his head could ſuſtain them. 
Do in the end, .after their battel had dured'two hourr, Cacus 
could no moze (ſuffer him, but fled. 

When Hercules ſaw that Cacus fied. be meant not to follow, 
but ko; the Wicozy,began to hew on the Caſtilians, Arragonn ys, 
and ſuch others as he found;  foz he left no man alide befoze. 
him, young no; old, feeble noz ſtrong. Heſpan and the other 
of his five, mage their feats of Arms to flouriſh. The Battel 
was ſharp: fo} the Greeks doubled and redoubled their ſtrokes 
and flew many oftheir enemies. In the end, when Cacus hay 
taken his bzeath,he put again into the middle at one fide, where 
bis folk fled, and made them tarry,ſmiting and beating the 
Grecks moe terribly than he had done befoze, whereof the cries 
aroſe ſo high. that Hercules fighting on another ſide, heard, and 
ran thither at all adventure. And as he elpyed Cacus, he went 
befoze him, and bꝛoke the pzeſs, and \mote down ſo foze, that 
Cacus knew him, but durſt not abide him, but fied away again; 
Then the Greeks make a ſhout, and a iopful noiſe, ſo that all 
the Caſtilians fled ſome hete, ſome there, to the great hurt and 
loſs of Cacus: Foz of all his people there was left no moze but 
fifty which ſaved themſelves upon the Mount of Tonchayo. 
Which ſtood ther&by, But with great effuſion of blood of them 
of Caitilia, that thought to have mounted up with the other, lo 
that it ſemed there had been a Spꝛing of Blood, the Caves in the 
Ualley were filled wich blood: howbeit Cacus ſaved himlelf — 
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- fifty of his men upon the Pountains, as the Chzon cles ok 


Spain rehearſe. When he was above, and in ſure peacc.he res 
turned, and looking down to the foot of the hill, ſaw ſo m ny 


Eeiſt lian, that were without number dead, 02. indanger to dye: 


he had great ſozrow then at his heart, not foz pity, but delpite, 
and-foz the dangers that he ſaw he muſt paſs, Anon after he 
law in the Champaigne, each quarter and place there, all coves 
red with them ok his party; and of their blood. Allo he ſaw 
them that fled taken, and brought to the hands of the ocher, 


Thee things conſidered, the deſolation of his Dominion, and

. Notwithſtanding he deſpaired not, albeit that he law the pu⸗ 


illance of his men deſtroyed by the Club of Hercules, and knew 
that he might no moze reign in that Countrey,berauſe they were 
* flain; then he returned unto his Science, and as ſozrowful 


as he was, he entred into a houſe he had there, but firſt appointed 
twelve of his men to kep che paſſage of this Pount, which was 


+ fo ſtrait and narrow, that there could go up*but one man as 
once. 


When Hercules and his men had put to death all their Ene⸗ 


mies, Hercules began to aſſail the Rock, and got upon the de⸗ 
- res oz ſtairs: but then ſuddenly they that kept the Paſſage, 


caſt upon him great ſtones, in lo great abundance that of fo2ce 
he was conſtrained to deſcend. When Hercules ſaw that he mut 
wichdzaw him, he obeyed Foztune, not wichſtanding he made 


a bow, That he would never depart from the foot of the Rock, 


tilt he had conſtrained Cacus to deſcend, by ſamine oz otherwile : 
This vgw made; Hercules came uno the ſoot of the hill, where 
the battel had been, and made the place.clean, and purgedit of 
the dead bodies, and of the blood of them that lay dead. Akter that 
he made his Tent of boughs and leaves, and his Bed of freſh 
graſs, and commanded that every man ſhould lodge there. 
When the day was ended, and night app2oachcd, the Greeks 
were weary, foz they had all day laboured in arms, and would 


* tain have reſt, and made good chear wich that they had, And al⸗ 


1er 
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ter they had odained, and ſet their Macch, as well to keep che 
Coalt,as rokep the Nock that Cacus ſhould not come down, they 
laid them down upon the-graſs. in luch wile as they were accu⸗ 
tomed when they were in the Mar, and lo ſlopt that night. 


On the mozrow. Hercules parted the Poſt in twain, and ſent. 
- Hiipan with one ofthem into Arragon, and Nivorre, and he res + 


mained wichthe other. Hiſpan in the name of Hercules, wag 
jopkully received of the Nawarroys, And of the Arragonys. And 
they all made to him obeplance, acknowledging Hercules to be 
their Lozd, and the moſt vertuous P2ince that was in the weſt. 
When Hilpan had ſubdued them, he returned-unto Hercules. 
. Hercules lay pet ſtill befoze Monchayo, and there held Cxcus 


in ſubjection, that. he ſhould not iſſue- out. Cacus and his folk 


were then in great want of vicual,aud they wiſt not what to eat 


oz dzink. They deferred as long as they might hoping that Her. 
culcs.would be weary of being long there. But in the end, when 
their Miguals failed, they law that thep muſt n@ds adventure 
themſelves to come down; Cacus by his Science made certain 
ſecret things to go down inte their ſtomachs, and after put 
thereto fire, and taught all the other to da ſo then ſuddenly as 
they felt the fire iſſue out of their mouths, the fume and ſmoke 
in ſuch abundance, they ſcemed all on a light fire; then by the 
counſel of Cacus they adventured themſelves to deſcend down in 
running, and caſting fire and fume ſo impetuouſly,that Hercules 
and the Grecks thought it had been a Tempeſt of Lightning 


from the Heavens, and had burnt the Mountains; fo it was a 


thing to make men ſoze abaſhed: and thus they eſcaped the dans 


ger of Hercules at that time. For during all that day the Nock 


was full of ſmoke and fume that Cacus had made, and the ſmoke 

was ſo material, chat it ſenged Mrkneſs. _ o 
Cacus and his fobk thus paſſed the Yolt of Hercules and the 
Greeks :, Then Hercules who was the wiſeſt Clerk in the 
Mozld, ſo employed himſelf in ſtudy, he took his Books and 
began to ſeatch how and by what reaſon the fire defcendedfrom 
the Rock : he read much, but all things well conſidered, he 
found not that this fume came of natural things,whereof he had 
great marvel, Then he ſent foz Atlas, that alwaps was lodg- 
. cp 
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pd behind the Hog, to be ſolicary. When Atlas was come, he 
\ ſhewed him the \moak and fume that dured yet; then he told ot 


| ten he returned unto Atlas, aud laughing, confe 
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the Lightning that had paſſed by the Hoſt and demanded of him 
his opinion. Atlas knew incontinent the fume, and aulwered te 
Hercules. Certes my Don, thou art moze harp in Science 
than J, fo2 mine age may not attaiu to ſuch high things as thy 

h. Yowbeit, fo; as much as A know, the growing of this 
thing long time paſt : J will tell thee, (what A ſay thou ſhalt 
find true as J ſuppoſe, ) Therefoze know, that this fume is a 
thing artificial, and made by the craft of Vulcan, the Father 
of Cacus, who was an exceHlent Paſter in this Science, and 
was the invents; thereof : he made certain Bountaigs in Cicily 
to burn, and ſhall burn coutiuuallyto the end of the YWiozlv. 
Cacus which knew the Art of his Father, hath made this fume 
toeſcape thy hands, he is deſcended with his company in the 
imm of Lightning oz Tempef, and thus thy ſtreugth is decei- 
wed by his Hciente. When Hercules understood chis, that At- 


- as had ſaid to him, he greatly marvelled at the Dcience of, Ca- 


cus, and could not believe it. Then to know the truth, he took 


his Club, and went up thzough the {moak, unto the top of the 


Rock (king Cacus: but he found there neither man «toy

he bad (aid trut h, and ſaid, he would make ns purſuit after him, 
fozaſlanuch as he was ſo gentleman-hikeeſraped. This day they 
paſſed over in ſpeaking and communiug of Cacus and his father 
Vulcan. The day following, when the (mogk and fume was va- 
niſhed away, Hercules began to heholpghe - Country, and ſaw it 
Vas chu modigus and feroite., and tothe end that there ſhould 
eber be remem ante of him, he founded there a City which he 
named Texracone,” fozaſmuch as he gave this Country, to the 
on of the Bing of Ancone, and there he made him dwell 
wieh his people, aud with them of Tyre.

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Then he adde them ok the Country to come thithet to — 
but they were lo rude and dull, that their wits could not com 
pꝛize any cunning of Science. Then fozaſmuch as Hercules 
would depart on his voyage, aud would that his ſtudy were 
maintained, he made an Image of gold unto his likene(s, which 
he did ſet up on high in the mid} of his (udp upon a Pillar;auy 
made lo by his Art, that all they that came befoze this Image, 
to have declaration of anp Science, to alt purpoles, and all Sci⸗ 
ences, the Image anſwered, inſtructed, and taught the Schol⸗ 
lars with Students, as it had been Hercules in his p2oper per- 
kon. The renown of this ſtudy was great in all the Countrey.

above all the riches of the Wo21d. After he would give leave 
unto Philotes to return unto his Country, but Philotes refuſed 
his Congie, and ſaid to him, chat he would ſerve him all his life, 
eand reputed his felicity moze great to be in his ſervice, than to 
govern the. rp that Foztune had put into his hand. Her 
cules after this called Hiſpan, and ſaid to hem: Fliſpan, J know 
thy wit and thy valour, J have found thee always wiſe and 
true. Thou art a man of authozitp, and very well known in 
theſe Coaſts, J do-now make and conſtituts thee to be King o⸗ 
ver all this Country: and 1 do give unto thre- charge to love 
vertue, and maintain thy honsur. When Hiſpan heard the gilt 
that Hercules beſtowed on hem, he fell down at his feet chan 
ed him, and excuſed- him ok that honout. But Hercules ſaid to 
him, he would have it ſo, and delivered to him a certain number 
of his people to ſerve him. Afterwards he cauſen hem tovepart, 
wilh great ſighs ann tos. And Hiſpin went a — the 
'Eoitifties that Hens Had conquered from Gere ut, 
And krom thencefzth the Country was named Spal ter his 
Name *Wherefs2e-J will now ceaſe ſpeakingsfhis Conquest 
af Sgain, and will rehearſe the deeds of Arms that Hercales 
did in Lombardy, and of the death of Cacus. CHAP. 
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5 CHAP. XXIV, - | 
How Hercules fought againſt the eleven Gyaats of Cremona, and 
- vanquiſhed them. 


Ow where are the Kings, Cmperours, @ouldans, and 
LV Pzinces, that Þ map ſpeak-of the vercusus liberalicy of 
them, equal oz like unto thoſe of: Hercules? The men at this 
dap fight one again another, and make many conqueſts; but 
they attribute them unto their ſingular p2ofit. They reſemble 
not Hercules, he never fought but fox the common weal of the 
Wozld, To purſue my diſcourſe , When he made Hiſpan Ring 
of all the Region of Heſp:ric, that now is named Spain, he ſent 
fo2 his Oxon, his Kine, and his Calves, and afcer departed from 
Barſcloigne, and twk his way into Lombardy, he went on his 
journey till he came nigh the City of Cremona, which is but a 
days journey from Millan. There were in this City eleven 
Gpants, great of meaſure, Theſe eleven Gyants were all bze⸗ 
thzeu, and ſons of Neleo, the ſon of Satum- They called 
themſelves all Kings of this City. They held all eſtate Rop⸗ 
al, howbeit their Revenues were but ſmall, but they were 
thieves, and robbed their neighbouxs, and made them always 


War. When they knew that Hercules app2oached their 


Eity, they aſſembled their Council, and demanded, one of anos 
ther, If they ſhould ſufftey Hercules to enter. into their City: 
All were of one opinion, that they ſhould not receive him, and 
they would ſend unto him one of them, which was named Ne- 
ſtor, that he ſhould not enter into Cremona, unleſs he firft had 
vanquiſhed. in battel the eleven Wzethzen. Neſtox at the com⸗ 
mandment of the Gyants, departed from Cremona, and went 
to Herculcs, whom he found with his little army, Iying but 
thzee miles diſtant from Cx mona. 4 

Then ſpake he to Hercules, and ſaid to him ; Dir, J have ten 
Bzethzen Kings of Cremona, that bave:lent me anto-thee, foz- 
aſmuch as thou entreſt into their Dominion, aud they tertiſie 
thee by me, chat they will give unto thee no paſſage into Cre- 


mona, uuleſs thou firſt n them, one after another in

battel: 
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battel: therefoze chuſe whether thou wilt have the battel, oz 


elſe return again, and leave off this voyage. J advertiſe the, - 


that they are all Gyants, wioze great and moze puiſſant then'J 
am. Dir Knight.-( an{wered Hercules) J have taken my wap to 
pals by Cremona, let the Gyants know that Hercules hath an 
intention to ſpeak unto them, as he that dzeaded not, noz fear- 
eth their accuſtomed - Tprannies, which J muſt deliver the 
wozld of, by feats of Arms, And to the end that they pꝛeſume 
not that J have any doubt 62 vzead of them in any manner, ye 
tall ſay unte them, that J will not fight with them ten, one 
after another, but all at once together, and you with them, if 
vou will accompany them: to do fo, they (hall find me ready ts 
mo2row-eatly, by day light. | 0 
Hereules with theſe words ma de his people to abive, and reſt 
there foz that night. Aud Neſtor returned to his Bzethzen, 
and ſald: Py B2ethzen, J have ſpoken to Hercules, and told 
him your commandement : Ye hath anlwered unto me with a 
high any plain courage, that he will fight with us to mozrow: 
not one after anather, but with us all at once. And to fpeak 
plainly of him, he hath ſemblance of a valiant man, and fur- 
niſhed with-p2owels t he is a Pꝛinte verp modeſt, and of great 
courage. It behoveth you to furniſh well the. batte l. Certain⸗ 
Iy it will be perillous, foy he is mightily membzed and as big 
asdne-of us, but me thinkech he map not compare, noz pʒeveil 
agalaſt as eleven, and that he may not eſcape our Fozxees, lun 
we ſhall pierce him wich our ©wozds, whatſoever fozce o;

The — — him 60 p2aiſe Hercules, had great mar⸗ 
veb ok him and would nde bal ie ve Neſtor, of that he had repoꝛt⸗ 
ed, chat he would wich them all together at once: No 
there wore none of them wl but he thought Himſelf ſtrong e⸗ 
nough fo2 Hercules. Then they asked again if Nector were 
fure to have well underſtood what Hercules ſaid unto him, that 
Ye would fighc againſt chem al ac once ? Neſtor anſwered, ped, 
unnd khar he hav heard hin Tap it in his pzoper perlon. Mich 
this unkwer they tontlunen, that ou the mozrow they ſhould 
Arm them all, and that they would go to the Field co vght bo 
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gainſt Hercules, if he came againſt them, One of the Gyants 
ſaid unto-his 1Bzethzen , To mozrow ſhall. be the day of our 
glozy, We fhall vanquiſh the Uanquifher of Ponſters: Let 
us make good chear. Bother ( anſwered Netor ) therein is no 
doubt, but that we ſhall overcome him that pe ſpeak of, but ſo 
much ſhall our glozy be the leſs, being eleven againſt one. 
Well, ſatd another, if in fighting againſt us eleven we ſhall 
have the leis honour, let us every man fight fo2 himſelf Bꝛo⸗ 
ther ( anſwered Neſtor )if ye had ſeen and heard him as J have, 
ye would not be ſo hardy as you ſcem : he is another manner of 
man than you think of. Recep pou at the offer that he hath made, 
it is better to have the moſt p2ofit, and leſs honour in ſuch a 
cale. Jn theſe conferences they paſſed all chat day, afcerward 
they went to reſt. When the hour was come, on the mozrow 
earlythey aroſe, aud made themſelves readp the beſt they could, 
+ After they ſent one of their men unto Hercules, to know what 
he would ſay : but as ſaon as the Meſſenger illned out of the 
Gate, the firſt thing he ſaw was a Giant armed marvelloufly: 
the Peſlenger abode then, and adviſed him a little. After he 
had adviſed himſelf, he went unto the Gyant armed, and asked 
him what he was: J am Hercules, ſaid the Gyaut. What will 
you ſay, oz have, ſaid the Meſſenger : J ſay, laid Hercules, that 
the Gyants of Cremona have us cauſe to let me the. paſſage of 
their City. Fozaſmuch as they gave ine to underſtand yeſters 
day, if J would have paſſage, it behovech me to vangquilh them 
one after another in the field by. battel; Jam come hither in 
_ to win the vico2y, and demand no other thing but to le 
hem in arms, to fight -wirh them altogether at once, to have 
the ſooner done. Uherefoze-go to them, ſignifie my coming, 

and haſt them. 

The Peſlenger with theſe woꝛds returned unto the Gpants, 
and told them all what he had found. When the Gyants knew 
that Hercules was alrcady come into the ſteld, they all took their 
Dwo2ds, and their furniture of War, and departev from che 
City, addzeſling themſelves againſt Hercules. Hercules was 
then alone in the place. The men and women of Cremona 


went upon the Walls and Towers to ſe the battel. * 
{ 
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with other Noble men of the Grecks, were upon au Hill, far 
enough from che place where Hercules was abiding the Gpants, 
Ther were all well furniſhed wich Helmets enriched with goly 
and ſtones. They were great and ſtrong, all of one ' meaſure, 
they were bearded, and had fierce countenances: they marched 
Koutly, with a great courage. 

When they came nigh to Hercules, within half a Bow ſhot, 
they all menaced him to the death, and made a cry ſo great, that 
the walls of their City redounded. Then they ran againſt the 
aſſured Pꝛince, like as they had been Lions: Hercules hearing 
thele cryes, ſeeing their courſe on foot, ſtayed foz them, lifting 
up his Club over his head. 

When it came to meeting, it ſeemed the Gyants would have 
b2niſed him with their ©@wo2ds, foz they ſmote upon him ſo uns 
meaſurablp, that the pieces of their Swoꝛds flew into the Air, 
Hercules ſuffered them, and beheld what power they had: when 
they made their aſſays upon him, Hecules made his aflap upon 
them, and with his Club ſmote one of the Gyants upon the 
Helm, that he all bzuiſed not only his Pelm, vut his head, that 
he fell down ſuddenly dead, When the other ten Gpants ſaw 
their brother dead ok one ſtroke, they had great ſozrow, any 
their blood moved. Nature willed them to take arp venge- 
ance. They did what they could, and aſſailed Hercules eagerly 

Hercules feared nst any ſtroke of Swozd, Spear, oz Poleaxe: 
his skin of the Lion was hard and ſtrong: his ſtrength was ſta⸗ 
ble; and his Club defended all, ſo it need, great was the ſtrokes 
that they gave each other. The Gyants did their beſt envea- 
vours, and gave ſtrokes enough to Hercules, but they could ne- 
ver pierce the skin of the Lion, it was fo hard: pet his Club 
was harder. The Gyants marvelled at the conſtance and pu⸗ 
iſſance of Hercules. As ſoon as Hercules lift up his Club to 
Aike them, they leaped aſide, and otherwhiles bzake his 
ffrokes: howbeit in leſs time than an hour, he flew four of them, 


and the other ſeven fought afterwards, by ſuch vigoz, that the 


mo2e he fmote them with his Club, the moze furious he found 
them and fierce, f 
The 
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The battel was terrible andhard,foz the Gyants were ſtrong, 
and lang had uſed the skill of Arms, great pain had they to ſave 
themſelves, aud ſmall hope to revenge the blood of their Bꝛe⸗ 
.thzen, and gain the honour of the battel. They ſaid that they 
were unfoztunate, ſeeing they might not overcome one man as 
lone, uoz equal him. Jn fighting they helped and comfo2ced each 
other, and had all good courage. But what did their number of 
Biethzen p2ofit them? What availed them their couragions 
ſtrokes, when they were appꝛoaching their death? H. rcules was 
always» Hercules: he re joyced much in the number of his ene⸗ 
mies, he comfoztedhimſelf in Foztune, Foztune helped him, 
he did marvels on all des, well could he fight, and well de⸗ 

fended be himſelf, all that he did was well done: all that the 
others did, was nought worth, not withlkanding they were migh- 
ty. Butthe luck of Hercules was not to he bꝛoken, nozhis Club 
to be fopled: but he Triumphed, and his valour encreaſed to 
fuffain the furies of his adverſaries, who with all their might 
charged him with their ſtrokes. O marvellong ffrength and 
might ol a man. His puiſſance was not of a man, but of an @- 
lephant 2 his skin of the K ion ſeemed that it had been temper- 
ed with quick and hard ſteel : his body ſeemed moze conſtant a⸗ 
gainf the cutting Swozds of all his enemies, than is an Anvil 
againſt the ſtrokeg of many hawmers, oz great fledges: there 
mas uo ſtroke of his enem Kae imche todk grtat pleas 
late in the bactel ; ſeeing bimtelk among ſo manp Gpants. De

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When they of Crembnꝭ faw'theit Lo2ds dead, they ſoon e⸗ 


nough made an end of thett mourning and ſozrow, foz they hay 
been to them hard aud tronbleſonie. At the env of this battel, 


they aſſembled to Council, when they ſaw Hercules had won 


the victozp, and concluded together, that they would yield them⸗ 
ſelves to Hercules, and his mercy. With this conclußon they 
iſſued out of the Gates in a great number, and came to Hercules, 
the Conqueroꝛ of his enemies: ſirſt they kneeled befoze him down 
ts the ground: ſecondly, they pꝛaped and required of him mers 
ty: and thirdly, they furrendzed unto him their City and theix 
goods, and ſaid they would hold him foz their Low during their 
lives. Hercules, who, was pitiful and gentle, to them that hum⸗ 
dled chemlelbes, received che Cremonians ints his favour, and 
made them ſtand up, and after ſent foꝛ them of his Holt. When 
they were come, he bzought them all into Cremona, where 
great joy was made: Foz they were glad of the death of the 
Gpants. And there was no man, woman, uoy Fils, but did 
rejopce. 

Jn this manner was Hercules King of Gr ONa and ens 
riched wich a new title of victozy, The firſt night ** he en⸗ 
tred into the City, he reſted him and his people: and were well 
refreſhed and H feaſted. Dn the moꝛ tom he cauſed to bzing

Wich great good adventure he went To far, 
tbat he came to a City ftanding nigh the Mount Aventine, 
where Reigned a King named-Evander, which received him ſo⸗ 
lemnly. 
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Temaly. It is to be noten, that when Cacus fled from Mon- 
chayo, he came into Italy unto this t, diſplealed that he 
had loſt his Seigniozy, Then he gave all his ſervants leave 
to depart from him, and in deſpair.he went to the Mount Aven- 
tine in an evening, where he was conſtrained to withdzaw him⸗ 
ſelf, foz he feared Hercules much. Whey he was come on this 


Pill, be found there a great Cave, and went in without his ſup- 


per, and then he began to be diſcomfoztev greatly, and ſaig:Alas, 
now, am J exiled, and banſſhed out of all my S@eignioziee, 
aud Lo2dſhips. Now have J no ſuccour noz comfo2t of perſon. 
1 dare not name me King, where J was wont by my name to 
make Kings to tremble,alas all is turned, and become upſide 
down. J have nothing to eat, noz no where to lodge, unleſs 
itbe with the beaſts. © pooz Bing: where is any man ſo un- 
happy as J: Jam ſo unfoztunate, that J date not be feen noz 
known: - With theſe wozds he laid him down upon the bare 
ground, and laid a ſtone under his head, and with great pain and 
＋ fell a lp, which dured not long, foz his veins were ſtrong⸗ 
2 ſtirred, his heart was not quiet, and his body was vecy evil 
ſyſained. After he awoke,he went otit of the Cave, to look if it 
were nigh day: foz the night troubled him, and was to him too 
long. But when he was come into the air, he ſaw no day ap- 
pear,noz Stars noz Poon-ſhfne, but he found it all dark, and all 
the Regions of the air covered with clouds, whereat he was 
greatly grieved. Then he went into the Cave again, not into 
the deepeſt, but into the mouth, and there (ſozrowful and pen⸗ 
ſive) abode without fleping till it was day. | 
When the day appeared, Cacus went out of the Cave, up un⸗ 
to the top of the Pill, and began to view the Country about. 
The Country ſemed to him good and fair to live there. After 
great penſiveneſs and many thoughts, he concluded in himſelf, 
that he would abide there, and would live of booties,rapine,and 
theft, After he bethought himſelf, that he would go unto King 
Pricus of Calidonie, which was his Couzen, to have his Mike, 
that he hadchoſen, to bear him company, and that he wouly 
ak and demand marriage one of his Daughters, Mich this 
concluſton he departed from 7 Pount Aventine, and 3

way unto Calidonie. nme ſay Calidonie ts that Country that 


we call. Calabria, , When Cacus was come to Calidonie, the 
King Pricus received him as it appertained to a King, fozal⸗ 


much as he knew him, and was of his Linage ; and demandey 
of him his tydings. Cacus began to ſigh, when he ſaw that he 
muſt tell his miſhap, and told him from the beginning to the 
end, how Hercu'es had taken from him his Realms, and how he 
had been beſieged, and was eſcaped. Fozaſmuch (ſaid be) as 1 
dare not abide in my own Country, J am come hither unto you 
foz refuge to count my ſozrows. A have intention to hold me 
on the Pount Aventine in a Cave that is there, until that time 
mp enemy Hercules ſhall depart from my Yeritage : and J will 
kep me there ſo ſecret, that no man in the world ſhall have 
knowledge thereof, to the end that Hercules know it not, fozaf- 
much as he hath me in great hate, and he hath moze greater hap 
and koztune in arms than A have: And if he knew that A were 
in any place, J am certain he would come thither topeſtroy me, 
This conſideren, 3 have cholen this Cave to hive me, as J 
have ſaid: It is ſo that the eyes ofa man being in great trou⸗ 
ble, rejoyce in the ſight of a woman, fo2 a woman is a comfoze 
to a man. Wherefoze A require pou that pou will give me to 
wife one of pour Daughters, And if it pleaſe pon ſo to do, pon 


ſhall do me a greater frieudſhip than J can have he is pꝛe⸗ 


ſe nt time. King, Pricus 'anſwered Cacus, Vau are of High diſ- 
cent, and have great Lozdſhips in Heſperia. If foztune were 
againſt pou this dap, pour Yighneſs ought not therefoze to be 
the wozſe eſteemed. J have four Daughters, of whom the one 


is named Yole. Take whom it pleaſech vou except Yole,foz 1 


will not pet marry her. And if you have any will to make an 
Army againſt Hercules, tell me plainly, J will ſuccour you as 
a true aud faithful friend. Cacus was very well content with 
the anſwer of the Bing, and thanked him, ſaying that he would 


make ng Armp lo this ſeaſon, but paſs this time in the. Cave 


as he had purpoſed. Then the the Daughters of King Pricus 
were ſent foz, and Cacus choſe one of chem, which be wevved, 
aud afcer lay with her, and abode there two days. At the end

af two days he would depart, and took leave of the Bing. — ; 
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Ling would have delivered unto him ten Bnights, and ten El⸗ 
quires to have brought him on his wer; but he refuſed them 
aud would have none, Then he would have delivered to him cer- 
tain Ladies and Damoſels, but of all them he took none ſave 
the two Difers-of his Wife : which would by fozce go with 
him. Thus then he departed from Calidonie,accompanied with 
the the Diſters. e was alway ſozrowful,and from that time 
fo2th, being impatiemt fo2 his being caſt out of Royalty, he 
began to rage, and bathed his Axe in the blood of men, women, 
and childzen that he met and put them all to death, 

Cacus began ta:gxerctſe the deeds of fury and Tpranny as he 
was going to the Pount Aventine. Being come thither he en⸗ 
tred into the Cave, the beſt he could with his wives, and the 
molt lecretly, Ck this place he made a 1 pit 
of ſins. Foz the firſt night that he lodged his Wives, he went 
into the Uillage that ſtood there faſt by, aud beheld the faireſt 
houſe, whereints he entred by a window that was open, and lie w 
all them that were therein: after took all the goods as much as 
he could carry upon his ſhoulders, aud bare them into the Cave 
where his wives were. 


CHAP, XXV. 
How Cacus ſtole away Oxen and Kine, belonging to Hereulet, 
and how Hercule: Lache with him therefoꝛe, and flew him. 


[ the mozning Cacus found a very great fo marble, 
which he took and bare unto his Cave, and made therewith 
his dooz. Cacus held him in his Cave, and never went out but 
when he would do harm. Mhen he went into the field, he 
flew all he mer. Ye robbed every man, yeflowzed women, 
burnt houſes and towns, and ſhozily ſpopled, and vip ſo much 
harm in Italy, that they that paſſed in the Counttey, fuppoſey 
it to be vetroped by the hand of God, and could not know whence 
came theſe perſecutions that Cacus made upon them. To re- 
turn then to our talk of Hercules, he came unto the City of 
King Evander, in the time that Cacus bebt wed Italy with the 
blood of men, and filled his Cave with ſtoln goods. After the 

K 2 coming 
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coming of Hercules and of his men of A rms, his Bie ves any 
Oxen were bzought into the City, becauſe King Evander 
ſhould ler them. The King took great pleaſure'to behold them, 
« fo2 they were high and paſſing kair. After the King had ſ&n 
them, Hercules demanded of him, whether he could lend to pas 


ſture that night? In truth Dir, ſaid King Evander,if ye will 


follow my counſel, ye ſhall tet them abide in this City, and not 
ſend: them into the fields. Wherefoze, replyed Hercules? E⸗ 
vander anſwered, When we ſend fo2th our beaſts, we know not 
where they become. They have been ſtoln and d2ivenaway, 
and we cannot tell who are the Robbers, our ſervants have ben 
murdered, houſes-burnt, people that ould labour in the field 
are flain, women and maidens are violated and put to ſhame: 
and we cannot @medy it. Foz we cannst have knowledge of 
the Authozs thereof. Wherefoze ſome men ſay aud will a⸗ 


vouch, it is God that doth thus puniſh koz our fins, Mhere⸗ 


foze J pꝛap you let pour beaſts abide in the City, to the end, 
they be not foly. Sir, ſaid Hercules, pe tell to me a great 
marvel: A believe well thoſe things pe ſay, notwithſtanding, 
ſince God hath ſaved them unts this day, he will keep them pet, 
if it pleaſe him: foz if he will have them, he will take them as 
well within the City, as out in the fields. And if there be a 
* Robber oz Thief in the Country, that will take them away, A 
fuppoſe J hall find him, and make Italy quit of him. Mith 
theſe wozng Hercules ſent his Beaſts into the Paſture, and there 
lekt th thout any Keepers: The day paſſed over, the night 
came. In this night Cacus iſſued out of his Cave, and went in- 
to the Country to ſteal, if he could find any booty. Thus he that 
is unhappy ſ#keth evil; and in the end is paid at once fox his 
treſpaſſes; the unhappy adventure bzought him into the Peas 
dow, where paſtured the Dren of Hercules: it was nigh the 
mozning, he had with him his thzee wives. As ſoon as he ſaw 
the beaſts by the light of the Poon, he knew them. He was all 
abaſhed, his blood changed in his village, and not without caule : 
foz ſoon after his ſozrows began to grow on him, and came to 
the quickneſs of the heart, that he could not ſpeak, Mis wives 
when. they ſaw that he fpake no wo2ds, and that he * — 
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beaſts all amazed came to him, and demanded ok him what he 
ailed? Alas,anſwered, Cacus, ſince it is that pou muſt needs know; 
Itell vou foz certainty, that all the ſozrow in the wozld ariſeth 
in my ſtomach, and environeth mine heart: foz A here ſ& the 
Oren of the Triumph of mine Enemy Hercules, and in behold⸗ 
ing them, J remewber the great loſſes that J have had by him, 
a nd he honours that he hath made me loſe. and the Realms that 
he hath taken away from me. and the extream miſery that Jam 
now in. Ve muſt needs be here by in ſome plate. Curſed be his 
toming, foꝛ J know not what J ſhall do, but in ſign of venge- 
ance, J will flap is Oren andhis Kine, a a 

When the thz& Siſters heard that Cacus ſozrowed, they coun⸗ 
ſelled him, he ſhould not flay the beaſtg 4 ſaping, ik he flew them, 
Hercules ſhould loſe nothing, foz he would eat them; It were 
better(ſaid his Wife )that ye lead away as many as pe can, and 
bzing them into our Cave: foz ik ye do ſo, Hercules fhall have 


" toſs and diſpleaſure,and ye ſhall have pleaſure and p2offe. 


Cacus believed what his Mife ſaid to him, and loked in the 
Meadow all about, if any man had been there keping them, but 
he found no man noz woman: Then he came to the beaſts, and 
took eight of the beſt he could chuſe : After he bound them toge⸗ 
ther with a co2d by the tails, and the Cozd about his neck, he 
mew them in that manner unto his Cave, albeit the beaſts re- 
ſiſted strongly to go backwards in that manner, Cacus ſ&bzought 
all thoſe beaſts that he ſtole, to the end, no man ſhould follow 
him by the footings of the beaſts, 

When he had put in his Cave the beaſts of Hercules, he ſhut 
the dooz ſo well, that a man could never have known noz percei- 
ved there had ben any dooz. Then thinking he had been ſafe, 
he laid him down and ſlept, After the Sun ring, Hercules that 
deſired much to hear tydings of his beaſts, aroſe up, and with 
the. King Evander came unto the place, where his Dren and 
Kine were. When they were come into the Peadow Hercules, 
found that he lacked four Oren, and as many Bine: Mherent 
he was ſoꝛe troubled, and commanved that they ſhould tek all 


about the Meadows, and ſe if the footings of the beaſts might 
be found, At this commandment every one began to lk. Home 


there + 
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there were that looked towards the Pount Aventine, aud founy 
the ſootings of the Dxen,but they thought by that footing, the 
beaſts deſcended from the Mount, to come into the Peadom 
When all they had ſought long, and ſaw they found nothing, 
they made their repozt unte Hercules, that they could not per- 
cetve where thoſe Oxen were iſſued out, and that on no ſide they 
could find any ſigns oz tokens of Beaſts going out of the Pa⸗ 
ſtures. - But even now laid one, J have found the footings of 
certain Dren and Kine, that he deſcended from the Pountaln 
into the Peadow. When Hercules heard that from the Poun⸗ 
tain were come Dren into the Beadow, he called unte 
Evander and demanded what people dwelled on the Pountain. 
Evandet (aid, Chat therein dwelled neither man noꝛ beaſt : and 
that the Mountain was not inhabited. Hercules would go to 
lee the footing, and went thicher, and he thought well that this 
ther might have paſled eight great Beaſts in that night,foz the 
traces of the feet was great. Then he would know where they 
were become: but be found that the footing of the Beaſts tock 
their end there as they paſtured. Ye then marvetled greaclp, 
fozalmuch as there were no ſtrange Beaſts, and began to 
mule. : 

Now when he had a little pauled, he beheld che Pount am 
ſaid: At muff n&eds be that there is a thief in this Pountain, 
that is come and hath. ſtoln them aud led them awap, going 
backwards. But Howſoever it is, J will never depart from 
hence, till I have ſearched this Pountain, from one ſide to ano⸗ 
ther, foz mp heart judgeth the Beaſts are here. 

With this concluſion Hercules cauſed to take divers Calves 
that were there, and made them faſt till Noon, in the mean 
while he Lent foz his harneſs and Arms by Philotes, aud made 
him ready to fight. After mid day as the Calves began tocry 
and bleat foz hunger, he cauſed them to be bzought about the 
Fottntain, Thas as they paſſed by the place where the Cave 
was, and cryed: it happened that the Kine in the Cave heard 
them, and auſwered: crying ſo loud, that the ſound paſſed by the 
hole of the Cave, and came to the ears of the Calves, and alſo 


of Hercules. When Hercules heard the cry of his Kinc, 2 
de 
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| hove there: his Calves began to cry again; but his Bine cryed no 


moze, fo; Cacuùs by the fo2ce of thetr cryes was awaked: and be 
that always feared to be diſcovered roſetty, and cut the th2oats 
of the Kine, The Calves then naturally knowing their Dams, 
cryed loud, and bleated, as they that deſired their milk. 
Hereat Hercules marvelled very much. 

Then he came near the Mount and went unto the place where 
he heard the Bine: and was there thz& hours ſæking if he could 
find any hole oz Cave to paſs by, Mowbeit he paſſed many 
times by the entry of the Cave, pet he could not perceive it. 
Some ſaid, that the noiſe and bleating they had heard of the 
Kine was come by Jllufton, Others ſaid, Hercuſgs loſt his la- 


' houg,and-Pzayed him to leave off to (@k any moze, they thought 


them not recoverable. In the end when Hercules had heard 
one and another, and ſaw that he might not come to the end of 
his deſire, in a great anger he took in both arms a great Tree 
that grew thereby, and wok it thze times with ſo great fozce, 
that at the third time he overthzew itt rot & all, in ſuch wiſe 
that the rot that came out of the earth made a large hole,ſo deep 
that the bottom of the Cave was ſeen plainly. 

\ When Hercules ſaw the great hole that the root of the Tre 


dwelleth. J muſt ſ& if he be here, and what Mer⸗ 
thants inhabit in this place. In ſaying theſe wozds, Hercules 
dowed down his head on the one ſive of the Cave, where he ſaw 
Cacus, As ſoon as he ſaw the Thief, he knew him, whereof he 
was moze foyous than he was befoze,and called to him, Cacus 
Ile thee : thou haſt 'befo2e this time troubled the Realm of 
Heſperia, with innumerable tre and great ſins, that thou 
didſt commit openly and manifeſtly. This was the cauſe of the 

deftruction of thy Seigniozy. Now thou trouble the Itali ins 
with Tyrannies ſecret and unknown, J know thy life, chou 
mapſt not deny it. It behoveth that thou dye therefoze, and 
that J make the Itaſians fre, from thy horrible and odions 
thefts. O curfed man, if thy Crowns, Diavems, Weepters, 
Renowns, thy Royal men might not maintain ther; Where- 
koze art thou wzapped here fill in fins, and amenveft not, — 
00 5 a 


2 was very joyful, and ſaid: Truly it is here that the 
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all chy puniſhments that thou haſt ſuffercy » But yet (nſfeay 
of a King and Pzince; thou art a thief. Inſtead of doing juſtice, 
thou haſt been a murtherer,and burner of Uillages and houſes, 
Where thou ſhouldeit have kept and ſaved women, thou half de⸗ 
floured them, and done them villanp. O Caitif Bing, without 
repenting ef thee, Certainly, I ſte well thou art he that the 
Italians know not, and that thou haſt perſecuted-them, 

Thy malice hath been great and thy ſubtilty, ſ&eing that un⸗ 
to this day thou waſt never bewzayed, and haſt done great mils 
chief. Wnt thy cunning is not ſo great, neither haſt thou lo 
hidden thee, but thou art nigh peril,foz thou ſhalt yield to me 
again mpOxgn. And to conclude, thou ſhalt put me to death, 
o2 thou ſhalt dye by my hand, thou ſhalt-not eſcape by running 
away, : 4 

When Cacus underſtood this ſentence, he was ercedingly as 
fraid,nevertheleſs he lifted up. his head: and. ſ&ing that he was 
found by Hercules, the only man of the wozld he molt hated, 
he ſaid unto him: Alas Hercules, a man all cozrupted with co- 
vetouſneſs * what curſed foztune hath made thee to dzaw out 
the tree whereof the pꝛofound and deep roots have covexed the ſe- 
crrt abode of Bing Cacus, late Reigning, but now depzived of 
all wozldly pzoſperity » Sufficeth it not to thee, that J map 
have the uſe-of my natural foꝛce to live by, when thou haſt taken 
all away from me:! and that J am fozced to live by Robbery 
and Dpoyl, whereof the blame and fault ought to redound. upon 


tha: Why ſuffereſt thou not me to live out the refidue of my 


pooꝛ life, among the ſtones, and Rocks, and wozms of the Carth? 
Conſider now what thou haſt done to the Ring, and ſ&k him no 


moe. Thou haſt. hurt and grieved him enough. Cacus, anſwers 


ed Hercules, In the veepeſt of thy depths of wzetchedneſs and 
mileries, thy demerits will accuſe chee: J am right ſozry 
and grieved,to ſ a King in ſs woful and chame ful eſtate: but 
ſting thou canſt not beautifie thy days paſſed oz pꝛeſent with 
one only good deed, what remedy « Thou batt daily exerciſed ty⸗ 
rannp, as well in pzoſperity as in adverſity, J know well that 
thou art the new Perſecutoz of the Italians, that thy hand is all 
foul with their blood. J ſ&k the not, noz the Italians — lap 
| nothing 
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nothing of thee, Foꝛalmuch as they complain not of thee, (ha⸗ 
ving tau le totheir pꝛeſudice this Tree hath ſpoken fo2 them, and 
by his Roo:s hath diſcovered thine ambuſh. Do behoveth tt 
that thou take thy choice, whether thou wilt come, and fight 
with me here at large, o2 elſe that J come and allail thee therc; 

02 if it ve to me poſſivle, J will deliver che wo2ld from thy 

yꝛannies. 

By this anſwer Cacus knew there was no reſpice foz his 
like. Then he intended to ſave himſelf as he had done afo2e- 
time: and made by his craft ſo great aſmoke and dark fume, 
that it ſeemed to come out of the Hole the Tree had made as 
n very pit of Yell. And chis black fume was mingled with 

flames burning. Foz all this Fang: left not Cacus, 
but leapt into the Cave, into the e of the Flames and 
Fume, as he was Eaſier of the Craft and was quickly pꝛo⸗ 
vided of remedies that thereunto belonged, he went in luſtily 
ond aſſailed Cacus, in ſuch wiſe as he felt no kume no2 let: and 
then he gave him a ſtroke upon the-Y:lm with ub, that 
he made him hit his head againſt the walls of the Cave, Cacus 
with the receiving of this ſtroke, let the Fume dilgoꝛge out of 
his ſtomach, ſeeing that by that means he could not eſcape, and 
betook him to his huge great Are that ſtood by him, to defend 
himſelf: Hercules ſuffered him to take up his Axe. Qcus 
ſmote upon him, the Cave was not large, yet they fought long 
therein. Unto the reſcue of *Catus, came the thzee Difters, 
who did caſt ſtones upon Herculcs in great abundance, and 
wept bitterly. 

The thzce Damoſels loved*Cacus very well. Hercules and 
Cacus fought moze than a long hofir without ceafſng;” And at 
the end of the hour, they were both ſoſo2e chat they muſt needs 
zeſt them. Then Cacus tsok in Himſelf a great pzive, foz he 
was ſtrong of body, and ſeemed when he had refted, that Hercu- 
ks was not ſo ſtrong as he had been afozetimes, and chat he 
migbt never vanquiſh him, fozaſmuch-as he had not overcome 
at the beginning. By this pꝛelumption he demanded of Hercu- 
les, if he would finiſh the Combate without the Cave: lercules 
anſwered that he was * With this anſwer Cacus took

away the ſlone that ſhut the Cave, and went out, in going out 
after him Hercules tſpyed his Kine that were dead in a'co:ner, 
and his'Oren that were bound by the Puftele unto a Pillar; 
Me was lozry when he law his Kine in that caſe, neverchelels, 
he purſued Cacus, and ſaid unto him: Thou curſed Thief, chou 
haſt done come a great diſpleaſure, to have lain my Bine. Peg 
(curſed Thief thy (elf) anſwered C cus, pet haſt thon done 0 
me moze dilpleaſures, ts have flain my men, and taken away 
my Realms, Thou art only culpable of the evils that J have 
done, and of the death ok thy Bine. J would it pleaſed God that 
I had thee as well in my mercy, as 3 had them: be ſure thon 
Houldeſt never take away Realm from any man again: now let 
us dilpatch our batt t theſe wozds Hercults and Cacus 
IlImote againſt each ot p ſoze, and with great fury, ſo as 
their ftrokes cleaved to their Yarncſs, and made a great noiſe, 
At this noiſe, the King Evander and the Grceksrame to the 
battel, to behold, which was befoze che entry of the Cave, 
where were the three Difters paſling deſolate. Cacus enfozted 
him wich if is puiſſance. I he law it was time then oꝛ ne- 
ver to ſhew all the fozce that he could. He handled his Are ve⸗ 
xy ſtrongly, and it was needful ſo to do. Ye was hard and boys 
ecrous: he gave many a ſtroke to Hercul:s, And thought ol⸗ 
tens,mes he ſhould conkound him unto the earth. Eut Hercules 
n his de failed not, though he had a ſtout Adverſary' againſt 
Him : He was alſo ſtrong at the »Combate, and moze than was 
good foz the health of Cacus: He never (more Cacus, but he 
turned his eyes in his head, oz made him reel on the one ſide, oz 
$a This battel by long during grieved the 
holders,.. they ſa,aſſailed. each other and kought hard on both 
s. Finally ORE much that they were d2iven to reſt 
them again, their bodies did ſweat -all over. When Hercules 
ſaw the vickozy was not pet won, and that the night appꝛoach⸗ 
eb, he dall great ſyame in himlelf, that he had held lo long bat- 
tel. Then, be began to lay on Cacus ſo hard, and redoubled his 
ffrokes,mgch ſuch kozce upon Cacus, that at the laſt he bare him 
down A. out aſtonied, and made him kale his Are 


then took-off his. Helm. The thaee Siſters led into a fozreſ 
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vamed Oca full of tears andcryes. Panp Greeks would have 
gone after: but Hercules made them return, Then called he 
the King Evandec, and his folk, and ſaid to him, Dir, loe here is 
he that was wont to trouble the Italians with ſecret murthers, 
covert. thefts, unknown defiling of women. Loe here is the mi⸗ 
niſter and doer of theſe treſpaſſes : J hape intention to puniſh 
him, nat only after his deſert but unto death. 

Evander anſwered to Hercules, Pꝛince, excellent, and woꝛ⸗ 
thy above all wozthies, and the beſt accompliſhed of all men, 
flouriſhing in Arms: What reverence is due? Thou deſerveſt 


not only humane reverence, but that reverence that is ok Di⸗

of a God: elſe a man deified. T 
in a moment, than all the eyes in 


Tpecial haſt ſeen moꝛe 
ral of all the Italians did, 
not in a whole year, but in an hundzed years. 

Oh the bzight reſplendent Son. of Noble men: and fair 
ſhining with noble feats and deeds: How may we thank thee,and

thy mo ſt excellent labour) halt disburthened us from darkneſs, 
and haſt given us light; thou haſt effected mo2e than the great 


Troops and all the aſſemblies of Italians would have been able 


ta do. Thou haſt gotten moze Triumph in chaſtiſing of this 
Gpant, palling terrible, than we are able to reward thee foꝛ, tru⸗ 
lyif thou be not a God, thou haſt froni the Gods their ingular 
grace; J pꝛomiſe to thee in remembzance ok this labour, to build 
a ſolemn Temple in my City, where thou ſhalt have an Altar, 
and upon the Altar ſhall be thy rep2eſencation of fine gold, and 
the repzeſentation of this Tyꝛant, in ſhe wing how thou halt van- 
quiched him, to the end that our heirs and ſucceſſozs in time 
coming, may have thereof knowledge. | . 
During theſe woꝛds Cacus had refreſhed him, who was aſto⸗ 

nied of the ſtroke that he had received, and thought to have fled: 
but Hercules ran after, ans caught hold of him, aud embzaced 
him in his Arms, fo hard that he could not ſtir from him, and 
bzought him again and bare him unto a deep pit that was in the 
Cave, where he had caſt in all ozdure and filch; Hercules came 
unto thigfoul pit, that the Greeks had found, and thzuſt- Cacus 

D 2 therein 
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a bis head downwards from on high into the oꝛdure be- 
neath. f 
Then the Italiins came about the Pit, and caſt ſo many 
ffones upon him that he dyed there miſerably. Buch was the 
end of the pooz King Cacus 2 he dyed in an hole full of ſtinking 
filth. When King Egger ſaw that he was dead: by the con- 
ſent of Hercules, he made him to be d2awn out of the Pit, and 
cauſed him no be bozn into the City, where H rculcs was receiv- 
ed lo triumphautly that no man can rehearſe ; the Feaſt was 
great that night in the Palace of Bing Evander, and paſſed 
with great joy. Ou the mozrow the King Evander canſed to be 
ſet fozth the body in the ſight and common view of all the peo⸗ 
ple, and afcerwards obs certain folk, ta carry his 
rable co2ps oz body, thzougyall the Cities where he had done 


harm, and to count and rehearſe to them his life, Mhen the 
body was ſhewed in the City of King Evander, they that hab 
the R thereof, hare it into divers places, and alway 
pꝛaited Hercgles- 12 N 

In remeiſhzance of this vicozy the King Evander com- 


manded to begin the Temple he had pzomiſed to Hercules, and 
required Hercules that he would ſtay in that Country, until che 
time his Temple (ould be fully finiſhed. Hercules beheld how 
King Evander didlabgur about building his Temple with all 
diligence, agreed to his requeſt, fozaſmuch as ta him ſeemed, the 
Zeuple woyld be choztly made. Dome books ſay, that long 
time befoze, Mars had pzomiled Hercules that there ſhould be a 
Temple made unto him: and foz that cauſe he was come into 
I:aly.toknow if his de inn would happen oz no: And when the 
Italians heard ſpeech of the birth: of Hercules, they believed he 
was the Don of jupiter, not of Amphitrion. 


CHAP. XXVI. 

How. the; Quecn of Lawevtis fell in love with Hercules : and 
how King Pricus camc into; Jealy with a great Hoſt, to detie 
Hercules, dit U . 0 7 

TS glozious deeds of Hercules were greatly recommended 

in Italy, as. well foz that he had vanquiſhed the * 
0 
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of Cremona, as fo2 the death of Cacns, Do great was his re⸗ 
nown, that during che building of his Temple, all manner of 
people came thither to fe him, and did him divine honours : 
naming him the Bon of Jupiccr, The Kings and the Lo2ds 
came to him to give him gifts, aud rich pꝛelents. Among all 
other the Quten of Laurentia came thither, from her City with 
many Chariots, filed and laden wi:h Jewels, and pꝛeleuted 
them to Hercul:s, -Hercul.s received into his grace this Queen 
and her P2eſents, and thanked her greatly. This Quten had 
to name Facua, and was Wife to King, Fanus, Don of Bing 
Pricus, the Don of S:turn: ſhe was young, freſh, tender, and 


full of luſtineſs. Ohe had not near Fanus her YPusbaud 


in four pears, fo2 he was gone in r Country and was not 
in all this time come again. Do it happened, that after the fir(t 
began to behold Hercules, and to mark him well, ſhe deſired his 
company and acquaintance: and ſhe loved him ſo exceedingly, 
that ſhe con ld not turn her eyes noꝛ her thoughts upon no other 
thing but Hercules. In the beholding him ſhe leid in her heart, 
That he was the moſt well favoured man and p2oper without 
compariſon, that ever ſhe ſaw; and that of right, men ſhould 
give him pzaiſe;ſaying mozeover, That her heart was entangled 
'Vith the fire of his love : that many cogitations and thoughts 
ran in her mind. Now was ſhe awaked with a joyons fpirit.. 
She paſſed ſo the firſt day that ſhe came in this manner with 
Hercules. Mhen the was gone away to reſt, the laid her down 
on a bed and began to think on the beauty of Hercules, with ſuch 
ardent deſire chat che could not abſtain from weeping, and ſoze 
wiſhed after him: whereof the end was ſuch, that after many 
Imaginations, about the mozning ſhe began to ſap unto her 
ſelk, O Foztune, what Pan, what Pzince, what King halt 
thou bzought into this Country: This is not a Ring like other. 

This is an Image ſingular.and like as if God had made him 
by nature to exccd and Triumph above all her other wozks. 
All glozy ſinech in him, not only by his valiant Pzoweſs, but 
dy his ſimple and ſacred perfection of body, to which may be 
madeno compariſon. 


O cleax Image among the Nobles, who is ſhe leeing his 
eyes:

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eyes, that with one only ſight will not have her heart thozow ? 
ly pierced: Who is che that will not covet and defire his grace? 
The moſt koztunate of all, happy and well foztuned ſhall ſhe be 
that may get his good will: he is humble, fair, pleaſant any 
laughing: he is a treaſure. © dear treaſure : like as the Gold 
. ſurpaſſeth all other manner ok mettals, ſo he ſurpaſſeth all o⸗ 
ther wozks of nature: how then, ſhall J not love him As long 
as IJ live, his name ſhall remain witten in mp memoꝛp, and his 
virtues ſhall never be fo2got. 

Great were the p2aiſes that Facua uttered of Hercu'cs : and 
the kozgot the King Fanus,and neglected him foz the love ol Her. 
cules. She was there a certgin ſpace of time and always thought 
on him. Hercules, that choddihe nothing of her, made her no lem⸗ 


vlance noz ſign of love; howbcit he calked oft⸗times with her 
and with the Mike of Bing Evander, named Carmentz. The 
moze heconferred with them, the moꝛe was Facua in great pain 
by the mflaming ol love : ſometime the loſt her colour and coun-

When: the had been there eight days, bearing ſuch grievous | 


pain, and ſeeing that Hercules perceived not the love ſhe boze 


him, to come to the end of her deſire, ſhe came on a dap to Hers. 


cules, and humbly. required him to come to her houle, to pa 


the time whiles the Ming Evander there finihed his Temple. 
Hercules accozded and agreed unto her requeſt, whereat ſhe had 
very great joy in her ſelf, They then viſpoſed themſelves to go 


tnto Laurentia, and tok leave of the King Evander, and of the 
Queen. Thus going, Hercules was always by the ſide of Fa- 
cuz, who reaſoned of many things by the way: and alway Facua 
had her amo2ous eyes fixed on Hercules: that at laſt Herculcs 
began to take heed, and ſaid to her ſoftly thus: Lavy, you do me 
erceeding Honour to bzing me into your houſe. Alas Sir, an⸗ 
ſwered Facua, J do nothing but trouble you ; foy J have not 
the power to Feaſt. you as J would. Lady( anſwered Her- 
cules ) the good chear that you beſtow on me, is to me atcepta⸗ 
ble, ſo that from Hencefo2th ye bind mine heart to be willing to 


filfil your will in ſuch'wiſe, chat there is nothing chat. pon des 
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Gre, but J will accomplich it at your Commandment, unto my 
power, as to any the moſt bet accompliſhed Lady that is in che 
Wieſt : Facua with theſe wozds began to fmile, and anſwered; 
Dir, J have done noching fo2 peu: and pou are not beholding 
to me as you ſay. Yowbeit J thank pou koz your good woꝛd, 
And thereof J hold me foztunate aud happy, foz that the n oT 
wozthy man of all men vouchlafeth to accompany ſo po a Las 
dy as Jam, Lady ( anſwered Her.ules ) J take not that to be 
aitributed rightly to me, to lap, that J am the moÞ worthy of 
men: fox there have been many better than Jam. ut cer- 
tainly, the moze pe ſpeak, the moze pe bind me to you, And 
ſince you do me ſo great honour, J requeſt that J may be your 
Bnight, and that ye take power over me, to command me to 
perkozm pour will and pleaſure. ſaid Facua, will ye that 
it be ſo? Lady ( anſwered Hercules) moſt willingly, J will not 
command-you ( ſatd Facua ) but J will-give pou over me as 
much Seignioꝛy and Loꝛdſhip as ic ſhall pleaſe you to take. Her- 
culcs with the ſame wo2d, would fain have kiſſed che Lady, had 
it not been fo2 the honour of her which he would keep. Thus 
they ended their conference foz that time, and from that day 
fozth Hercules intended to pleaſe the Lady moze than he had 
done befeze: ſho2tly he acquainted himſelf ſo with her, and ſhe 
with him, that they lay together ſecretly, And he begot on her 
a Don that was named Latine, who. was afterward of great 
Government. 
During theſe things, whilſt Hercules and Facur had this 
"good oppoꝛtunitp in Laurentia, tydings came that the King Fa- 
nus was coming. Facua, who began to take delight in the love 
of Hercules, was paſſing ſozry when ſhe heardtheſe tydinge; for 
the had firmly fixed her heart on Hercules, Suddenly the tears 
blubbered her eyes. And weeping, ſhe came into a Chamber 
where Hercules was: then ſhe took him apart, and ſaid to him; 
Alas, mp Love, I ſhall dye fo ſozrow. Lady (aid Hercules) 
wherefoze ? Foz ſo much (t aid ſhe ) as my Husband the Bing, 
Fanus cometh home: It is full four years ſince J heard of him, 
IZ had ſuppoſed he had been dead, but is not. Mis Yarbingers

what evil adventure is this? We muſt now depart, and gur 
communication fail. With theſe wozde, the Lady embzaced 
Hercules, and felt in his arms in a ſwound, He:cul.s took her 
up, and comfozted her the beſt he could and ſaid unto her, that 
ſince he was married, it was realon ſhe ſhould abide ill with 
her Hueband. Whatſoever H rculcs ſaid unto the Lady, he 
could not keep her from weepirg, her love and her griefs were 
great. In the end ſhe went into her Chamber, and dꝛped her 
eyes, and bꝛake off her doloꝛous weeping as much as ſhe could, 
cr ;aping and apparelling her in ſuch wiſe, as if ſhe had been ve- 
ry fopfull at the coming of her husband, who came ſoon after, 
and entred into the City with great Triumph. 

Hercules and the Queen Facuz went to meet the King Fanus, 
When the King Fanus (&w Hercul s, he did to him as much hos 
nour as he could do. Fozalmuch as he wes adviſed of the 
deeds of arms that he had done againſt the Gyanis of Cremona, 
and againſt Cacus: and highly thanked him, fozafmuch as he 
was come into the City. Foz concluſion, Hercules abode there 
four days after Fanus came home: and on the fifch day conſtder⸗ 
ed, he might no longer enjoy his Love, he did nothing there but 
loſe his time, ſo he took his leave of Bing Fanus, and of the 
Queen Facue, and returned unto the Palace of Bing Evandcr, 
where he abode unto the tine that his Temple was accompliſhs 
ed. About the conſummation of this Temple, an Verauld of 
Calidonie, came to Hercules, and ſingnifiedunto him, that King 
Pricus came againſt him, wich a great puiſſance of men of Arms, 
to revenge the bloc d if Czcus his Cour en: and tat he charged 
Hercules he had -withont cauſe moſt cruelly put to death a no⸗ 
ble King. Pozeover, that if he would Maintain the contrary, 
on the mozrow early he ſhould find Bing Pricus in the ſame 
place where the blood of King Cacus was ſhed:and that by mozs 
cal Eattel, pAſſance againſt puiſſance, he would pꝛove it true 
that he ſaid, 
hen Hercules had heard what King Pricus had fignified 
unto him: he had his heart full of joy, and anſwered to the Pe- 
rauld, the death he had made Cacus to dye, was a wozk of Ju⸗ 


ſtice: and that upon the quarrel, he would anſwer by 1 
ing 
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King Pricus, at the hour and place that he had named. After 
this auſwer thus made, Hercules gave unto the Yerauld his 
Gown that he ware upon him, and tauſed him to be Feaſted ſay⸗ 
ing, That he had bzonght him tydings of great pleaſure. 
When the Perauld had had good chear, and well Feaſted, as 
Hercul:s- commanded ; he returned to King Pricus, and told him 
'- the anſwer of Hercules, and that he ſhould have on the mozrow 
«the Battel. — Pricus thought to win all by the advantage 
of his multitude. ( foꝛ he had in his Army above Thirty thouſand 
men) aud thanked his God foz theſe tydings came fozward:and 
lodging him the lame night, nigh unto the Pount Aventinc, and 
on the River of Tyber. Ye made him ready to fight this battel: 
Che like did Hercules: either of them minding what they had 
to do. Thus the night paſſed,and on the mozrow,as ſon as the 
dap light appeared, King Pricus and Hercules began to ſound 
their great Tabours, and with that ſound, their men put them 
in arms, and made themſelves ready. after trainded in oꝛder of 
ttel. And ſo they came on both parties, as well the one as 
115 1 ſame place where the blood of King Cacus had 
en wess. | .

Bout five of the clock in the mozning, Hercules and Pri- 
| cus aſſembled at the battel: from as far as Pricus ſaw 
Hercules, he made a marvellous cry, With this cry the Cali- 
donians began to run againſt Hercules, and made ſo great a 
noiſe, that it ſeemedthere was not people enow in all the wozld 
fo then. Bus certainly, as ſmall rain abated down a great 
wind, in like manner Hercules alone luppꝛeſt their over boaſt- 
ing up2oar. - b 
Foz as ſoon as he ſaw his enemies comꝭ running againſt him 
about a. quarter of a mile off, he departed from his main boby, 
17 was: ſet in god oꝛder:and aftet he commended his folk that

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Hould not make 9 he began to run againſt the Cali- 


donians 
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kaſſes, Befoze the Gate of the Palace, was u great noiſe, any 
weeping, that Women and-Childzen made. In the end, when 
the Calidboians pPrceived the ſtrength ok Hercules, they ceaſey 
to aſſail him, and fled. Then Hercules iſſued out of the Palace, 
with his Ear all covered with blood. As fron as the Calido- 
nians ſaw him, they aſſailed him again: caſting Stones and 
Darts upon him, and ſhot Arrowes abundantly, as they that a⸗ 
waited his paſſage. In this aſſault, Hercules ſuffered much, ret* 
he paſſedthem that would have lain him, and reſted not until 
he came to the Gate. 

Then the Calidoni.ns ran after him, as men carelefs of their 
lives, and mightily enraged, began again to lap on Hercules. 
When he ſaw that, he turned his face upon them, and laid about 
with his Barre on every fide, ſo luſtly, that he dyed his Barre 
with new blood: and maugre his enemies, he made them retire 
back moze than fo2ty paces : and obtained the Gate. Then the 
Calidonians purſued him again: but ere they came upon him 
he bꝛoke all the Locks and the wicket of the Gate: fo that the 
© Gr e&s aſfailed them with, all their power, and beat down the 
Daw-Bivge, After he called the Aſſailants, and they came 
unto him, and with little reſiſtance they entred the City, which 
was filled at that time with great laughter of the Calidonians, 
who would not yield, noz put themſelves to mercy, until the 
time they ſaw their ſtreets and houſes full of dead bodies.

I N this manner was King Pricus lain, anvhis City taken by

Whey the deſolate Gentlewoman 
ſaw Hercules appzoaching unto her, ſhe. trembled foz fear, and 
fled unto her Chamber, the Ladies and Gentlewomen followed 
her, and with them went Hercules. He entredinto the Cham⸗ 
ber where ſhe was, and late down by her She thought to have 
rilen, to have gone out of the wap, but he held her by her 
cloaths, andſaid unto her : Lady, ye muſt not fly my company. 
Yoel ſpake then, and ſaid: O miſerable Tvzant, what ſ&k- 
eſt thou me now foz to trouble me moze + Thou haſt flain my 
Father, let that ſuffice thee, Padam ( anſwered Hercules), it 
the King your Father be dead, it is reaſon : Foz he thinking to 
Revenge the death of the Tyꝛant Cacus; came noc long ſince to 
allail me in Italy, ſaying that J had unjaftly and without 
cauſe flain him, Jn maintaining the contrary, A fought with 
him upon his quarrel : the Battel was not euder,. noz put to 
utterance at that timg foz he withyzew himſelf with his 
people, and cams into City. And J have purſued him ha- 


Y. ” 

Anz when he ſaw that J lai my ſeige about this City: he 
would not come to fight the batkel during my Beige, wherefoze 
this day J purpoſed to finiſh the Mar. Foztune hath been on 
my ſide and hath put you in my power. Certainly, without re- 
medy you mult be my Lady and Kove : foz in ſeeing your ſlngu- 
far beauty, love hath conſtrained me to be yours : Then Jpzay 
vou as effectuoufly as J may, teaſe pour ſozrow, and receive me 
as pour friend. The moze pe weep, the leſs pe win: continual 
— and ſozrow, no; laſting ſighs, can never raiſe pour Fa- 
ther. a 
# With theſe wo2ds the fair Ycel was ſoze opp2eſſed with hot 
and coutrary imaginations, that her heart failed her. It was a 
pitious thing to behold how her friend Hercules would have 
taken her up between his arms. But a wiſe Lady that had al⸗ 
ways governed her, came to him, and krecling on her 1 — 

ald: 
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© unto the Bing: and hereupon, ik J map enter, J will go unt 
the Bing, and ſo deal if it be poſſible, that he ſhall never aſſault 
me after in battel. And if it happen that J niay lo do, as J 
have told pou, J will that pe aſlail the City, as ſoon as 4 ſhalt 
be within: that the Calidonians may have to dd with you, as 


well as with me, leſt J have them all at once upon me. 

- When Theſcus and Evander underſtood well what Hercul. s 
would do, thep anſwered they were ready to obey all his com- 
mendments, aud would aſſault the City afcer his ſaying, Then 
Hercules arrayed himlelf like as he had been an Ambaſſadour, 
Theſcus and the Greeks made themſelves ready foz the aſſault, 
When all was ready, Hercules departed, and came and knockt 
as the Gate of Calidoniezand the Pozters looked out at a little 
M indow to ſee who knocked ther e, and ſeeing there was but one 


man in a long Gown, they opened the Gate foz him, and asked 


him what he would have: Hercules -anſwered, that he ſought 
the Ping. What would pou with bim ſaid one of che Pozters 2 
Hercules ſaid; J would fain-ſpeak with his Pajeſty't and laying 
theſe wo2vs, the Pozters ſaw that Hexcules was Armed under 
his Gown 3 then in few wozvs, hey cſs ypon him, and laid at 
him befoze and behind, ſaying he was raitoz: and that he 
was come to efpy the City. When Hercules ſaw himlelf ſer 
upon by the Pozters, being where he would be, he had great 
joy which he covered, and made ſhew at the beginning, as if he 


would ha ve fled away and eſcaped : he emoloped ſolictle of his 


ffrength, that the Pozters bzought him utno King Pricus, which 
late in the Ball with his 1 wy" and his Pꝛinces, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſented him to them, ſaying : Dir, toe here is a Traitor, that 
is entred into your City, foz to eſpy your power. We have 


taken him: Ye ſaid that he would ſpeak unto your Paſjeſty,and 


he is armed under his Pantle as ye may ſee : It isan evil to⸗ 
ken 5 a man deſiring to ſpeak to a Bing, Armed pꝛivilp oz co- 
rertlp. : 
When the King underſtood this accuſation of che Poꝛters, 
whill they ſpake, he beheld Hecules, and he knew him: where- 
at he was ſoze affrigbted, that he knew not what to ſay, Her- 
cules then beſtirred bimſelf, and wzuvg himſelf, from the Poz- 
DIY 2 ters, 
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. i rets, th2owing. them down updn the ground, that they never 
tould relieve themſelves. Mhenetche Calidonians in the Hall, 
faw him ſo evil intreat their Pozters, thep thrratncd Hercules 
unto death, and aſſailgd him on all ſides, His Gown was then 
rent off. In the bickering he received many a ſtroke, and al⸗ 
ways he fenvedhimlſerf, without diſplaying of his power ary 
great ſtrength, as he that waited fe the tydings'of the aſſault 
that was nigh. The affray was great in the Halt, and in the 
City on all pats, the Calidonians ran ts the Pallace, to aſſail 
Hercule: Bing Pricus made him ready ,and came with others 
' unto this frap. Then was Hercules aſſailed fiercely, but this 
aſſault was dear to the Bing: foz to his welcome Hercules came 
ts-the Tabernacle that food upon four great Barres of Jron 
the one whereof he took, and beat vown the Tabernacle, After, 
he lifced up his Bar, and ſmote King Pricus, ſo unmeaſurably 
upon the top at his Helmet, that he beat him down to the Earth, 
and ſmote him ſo ſoze, that he fell down dead between his two

At this time, the Cry aroſe'great among the Calidonians,not 
only there, but in the City alſo, ( fo2 he that kept the Match 
ſounded to Arms; the Grecks aſlailing to climb the Malls.) 
Calidonie was then troubled terribly, and the Calidonians knew 
not where to turn them, whether to Hercules, oz the aſſault. : 
All was full of armed men, as well in theKings Pallace as on 
cee walls. After Hercules had flain Pricus, he began to lay on 
ſoundly upon his Enemies, his ſtrokes were great, and at 
tach ſtroke he flew two oz the, that in ſhozt ſpace he cover- 
ed all the pavement of the Pallace wich dead bodyes of the Ca- 
lidonians, lying one upon another, without any damage to 
ditnſelf, The Cal donians were of great courage, and were a⸗ 
hamed. that they could not overcome Hercules, who alone had 
injured them ſo muth. They aſſatled him fiercely, and caſt upon 
dim Darts and ſharp Javelins. With his arms he boze all, 
and did fo much with his barr, that thep could not reſiſt his 
frength.- The pooꝛ Calidonians came thither with great cou- 
lage to 'revenge the death of their Bing. Hercules flew ſo mas 
dp that he knew notwhere to let his foot, but upon —

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donians ſwiftly: not like 


Hercules ſo great nimbleueſs. Pricus and the Calidoniang; 
when they faw him movs from the Poſt, ſuppoled it had been 
a Yoaſe,”v2 other Beaſt. Jn the end, when Hercules was come 
nigh them, within the ſpace of a Bow-lſhot, they knew it was 


Hercules: whereupon they were ſo abaſhen at his coming: 


Pricus crped to have fet his men upon him. They ſhot a 
and they caſt Datts and Spears upon Hercules, againſt all the 
parts ok his body: neverthelezz they could never pierce noz en⸗ 
ter into the skin of the Lion, and he never reſted, till he had acs 
tompkiſhed his courſe, thzuſting himſelf fozwards among his t= 
nemies fo mightily, that overthꝛowing all befoze him, like ag 
a Tempeſt oz Thunder, he went into the midſt of che Hof, 
where was the cheif Banner of King Pricus, 


Hercules ſtayed there, aud degan ts lay on upon one ſide am | 


the other, and dye his Sword with the blood of the Calidoniang, 
His ſwozd was fo heavy that no man might endure it, b2uiſing 
all it reacht. It made the place red where Cacus dyed. Then 
was not the ſhame and death of Cacus revenged, but augmentes 
upon the perſons of his friends, with an exceeding laughter. 
The «yp aroſe great about Herefiles > he bzoke. to pieces the 
Wanners and Recognizances of the Calidonians, there was 
none ſo hardy but he dzove him back: and none ſo reſolute but 
he fled from him. Then he made what ſpoil he would with his 
Cnemies. Fheſcus, Evander, and others, came unto the battel, 
At this conflict there was many a Spear, Malbert and Shſelp 
bꝛoken, and many a Knight lain. The Calidonians were in 
great number, and many were both ffrong and mighty. The 
rattcl was ſharp and furious. Ming Pricus (et fozemoſt nyon the 
G.c:ks, and fought moſt valiantly, and Hercules aud Theſcus 
did wozthity, and deſerving memo2p?: they ran from rank to 
rank, and bꝛake the ranks of their Enemies. They comfoztey 
end tucturaged their men, and ſhewed them how they ſhould do. 


Their derds were ſo great, that it is impoſlible to recount 


them, foꝛ in little time tbey put their enemies to delpair. All 
the dilconfiture was upon the Calidonians; {oz they could nat 
wichlland the ſozce of the Greeks, Ind when Ning Pricus — 
that 
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Wat his people couly no moze ficht, an dthat he loſt on all ſ des, 
Foztune was againſt him in all points, * — with 
ting, he withdzew him ont of the pꝛels, aud ding a re- 
treat, the Calidonians fled after him. 
hen Hercul:s ſath the Calidopiins withdzaw themſelves, 
he made his Greeks retreat: not fo2 any need they had, but co 
give leave to their enemies to teſt them. Thus the battel ccal⸗ 
, Hercules ſuppoſing that the Calidonians would aſlemble on 
the mozrow when they had reſted them: but they withdꝛew 
-themſclves ſome here, ſome there, The day paſled; the nighe 
came, then King Pricus aſſembled his Captaius and ſhewed to 
them their loſs, and the ſtrength and might of the Creeks, and 
in eſpecial of Hercules. After he had ſaid to them, that thep could 
never conquer them, and that they could not do wiſer than with⸗ 
naw them, and to return into their Country. The Calidoni- 
ans, that feared Hercules moze than death, oz a Tempeſt, had 
great joy when they underſtood the will of King Pricus, and an- 
{ſwered all with one accozd, That they were ready to go-fgyth 
on their way. With this anſwer they concluded ta leave the 
Tents, Carts, and Armour, to golightly, and moze ſecretly, 
After this they took their way accowing to the concluſion, fair 
and {oftly, without tir 02 noiſe, and did travel ſo this night; 
that on the mozrow they were far from Hercules, After. this, 
when Hercules eſpyed that they were fled, he with his men pur- 
ſued after ſwiftly, howbeit they could not overtake them. Foz 
to ſpeed the matter, King. Pricus returned into Calidovic ; 
Hercules purſued him into his City, which was ttrong with 
Walls, and beſieged him. During this ſiege there was never 
« Calidonian that durſt come out, Hercules oftentimes aſſaulted 
the City, but loſt his labour. At length when he ſaw he could 
not get noz win upon his enemies, he called his Gr nd faid 
to them: That man that ventureth not, winneth nothing. We 
:lofourn here without doing anything wozthy of memozy. Dur 
Enemies will not come again us unleſs we fetch them, and 
thus we ſhall have no end: ſhoztly we muſt win 02 loſe all. 
Wherefoze J think it beſt that J diſguiſe me, and go unto the 
Gate, and let the 5 underſtand that J have an errand

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lald: Sir, J conjure: von in the name of God, chat ye Will! 
ceaſe to ſpeak to this pi Damole l toꝛ ſhe hath this day loſt her

God, as well foz you'as fo; her. At che requeſt of the Lady, 


Hercules was content to let her go, and he recommended Yocl ts: 
God, and went to Th:ſ-us, to-paſs his time away with him: 
but to the end that Voel ould not go away noz eſcape, he oz- 
dained twelve Greeks to keep her, and commanded upon pain of 
death, they ſhould luſſer no Woman to iſſue out of the Cham⸗ 
ber without examinipg whicher the went. In this night Her- 
cules did caule the bodies to be had out of the Palace. And 
02dained- that the body of King Pricus ſhould: be intomben. 
When thoſe things were accompliſhed, Hercules and Theſeus 
with their man of Arms made good chear, wich ſuch. as they 
found there: and Yoel ac this time was ſoze diſcomfo2ted that 
it taunot be recounted; The Lady that had her in governance, 
ſought very much to comkoꝛt der. Then when Hercules had lelt 
her in the Chamber, as is laid, ſhe had manp woz ds with her, 
and among all other ſhe laid to her: By Daughter, vou weep 
too much. Ha Madam ( ſaid Yoel) how may J do leſs 2 When 
Mall J have cauſe to weep, if J have it not now 4 Py Father 
is dead: J have loſt him that moſt loved me of all the waz 
J tan lole no greater thing. Ought not then my heart to be 
ſozrowful 2 Py Daughter (ſaid the Lady) J know well that pt 
have as great occaſion of ſozrow as any woman can have: but 
ſince you mult paſs by this misfoztune, what tan pour weeping 
P2ofit pou? Where can nothing- pzoceed of it but melancholi- 
neſs, and impairing -yourp2aiſed beauty.” Pe are now fallen 
into the hands of this Pyince. This is a man wozthy and No- 
ble abovgall other, he loveth you: vou ought to thank God, and 
to give him pꝛaile foz this grace.

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Evander would gladly have accompanied Hercules into Greece: 
But Hercules would on no terms ſuffer him. At laſt Evander 
(with great thanks to Hercules and his Army) departed: and 
Hergules with his Army went unte the Hea, and fozgot not be⸗ 
hind him the faireſt Yoel, foz he loved her dearly, All day he 
was with her and ſhe pleaſed him as well as Ge could, fearing 
ntoze to loſe his love, then ſhe, was ſozry foz the death of her Fa⸗ 
ther, As. thep thus ſailed. on the main Dea, maintaining to 
their power their amozous like. Hercules encountred on a day 
nigh by an Paven and a good City, a Perchants Galley. Ye 
made the Galley to tarrp, andafter called the Paſter, and asked 
him of what Country he was, and from whence he came ? Sir 
( anſwered the Paſter of che Galley.) I departed late from 
the Pozt of Theace, that is here by: Ilſe pou are a ſtranger, 
and that ye know not the peril pou are in, whereſoze J have pi- 
ty of vou, and of pour company: and do advertiſe you, chat at 
the next Yaven you ſhall find, ve tarry not there, foz any thing

without Imiting, eſpecially to any evil Thief. Know thou, that 
-J will defend me wich this Club, with which J have been ac- 
tuſtomed to deſtroy Ponſtere, and am in hope this dap, to make 
thy Yozſes eat and devour thy body; like as thou haſt taught aud 
uſed them to eat thy Pꝛiſoners. . 

When Dyomedes heard the anſwer of Hercules, he took a 
great Axe, that one of his Thieves bare after him, and he life d 
it up, thꝛeatning Hercules unto the death, and diſcharged lo hard. 

that ik Hercules had not turned the ſtroke with his Club, he had 
ben in great peril. Dyomedes was of the Gature of Hercules, 
and. had abundance of ſtrength and-pyiſſance. When Herculcs 
had received the ſtroke, he lifted ap his Club and failed not to 
mite Dyomedes,foz he gave him ſuch a ſtroke upon the Komach, 
that he turned him upſide down, from his Borde, and laid him 
all affonied in the Field. Then his hundzed Thieves beſtirred 
them, and aſſailed H-rcul:s on all des. Dome of them there 
were that recovered Dyomed:s, and ſet him on his Pozle:the-o- 
[ther ot. at Hercules: ſome brake their-dwozds on him. All 
this impaired nothing of the Arms of Hercales. Mis Palbert 
and his Helmet were of fine ſteel, fozged and tempered hard. 
He ood there among them like a Mountain. When he had 
(ſuſtained the gr aſſault of the Thieves, to hew to them with 
whom they fought, he ſet upon them, and ſmote down on all 
- des with ſach valour, that ſuddenly he made the pieces of them 
y into the Wood, and (mote them down from off their Poſes, 
Dyomedes was at that time riſen up, aud with great fury came 


unto 
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unts the reſcue of his Thieves, whom Hercules nſed as he 
would. Whiles that ſome of them aſfailed him befoze, he came 
behind, and Imote him with his Are upon his Belm, the ſtroke 
was ſo great that the fire ſpzang out. Dyomedes had well 
thought co have murthered Hercules: pet Hercules moved not 
foꝛ the ſtroke, but a little bowed his head. After this, then he 
lifted up his Club and ſmote among the Thieves: and maugre 
them all, in leſs than an hour, he had fo laboured his Jron as 
bout their backs, that of the hundzed he flew ſixty and the 8s 
ther he battered, and put to flight with Dyomedes, er- 
culcs funming moze lwiktly than an Yo2le, amongſt all others 
he purfued Dyomedes lo nigh, that he caught him by the leg, 
aud pulled him down from his hozſe, and chzewhim againſt a 
Tree unto the earth. After he took him a bout the body, and by 
main fozce, he bare him unto the place where the battel had 
ben, There he ufiarmed him with little reſiſtance : Foz that 
Dyomedes was then bzuiſed, and could not help htmſelf,when he 
had gotten him thus at his will, he bound him faſt by che feec and 
bands. After this, he aſſembled together twenty Yozſes of the 
Thieves that run diſperſed in the Mood, and came to Dyome. 
des, and laid unto him: O thou molt curſed enemy that halt em- 
ployed all thy time in Tyranny, and didff never one good deev, 
but all thy days halt lived in multiplying of ſins and vices, any 
haft troubled the people by thy thefts, and haſt nouriſhed thy 
Pozſes with mans fleſh : and by this cruelty ſuppoſed to have 
made nie to dye: Durelp A will do Juſtice upon ther, and 
will do to thy evil perſon, like as thou woulveſt have done to 
mine. Then Hercules laid the Tyrant in the middeſt ok the 
Pozſes which had great hunger, and they devoured him, foz 
they loved mans fleſh, And thus when Hercules had put the Lys 
rant to death.h e took his Arms in ſign of victozy, aud returned 
to Philotes. 

Philotes hav great jop when he ſaw Hercules return, he 
enquired of him how he had done. And Hercules would neither 
hide no conceal any thing from him. Mhat ſhall J ſap with 
great joy and gladueſs thep returned back again, unto the 
Grecks, and did cauſe co diſanchoz their ſhips, and — 
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ö the out 02 Yaven of Thrace, Then did Herculcs make known 
Thrace, the death of Dyomed.s. Whereat was a rear ups 
zoar. Hot wiſtanding, Hercules gave to Philotes the arms of 
Dyomedes, and ſent him into the City, to ſummon them that 
overned it, to yield ic into his hands. Philotes went into the 
lace of Thracc, and made to be aſſembled them that were 
the P2incipals in the City. When they were aſſembled, Phi- 
lotes laid open to them His meſſage, and ſummoned the Thra- 
cians that they ſhauld deliver their Citp ino the hands of. 
Herculcs: Sa ping, that H rcules was he that had put to death the 
Ding Dyomedes,fo2 his cvil living and fo2 the love of. the com⸗ 
mon weal: and that the City could do no better dut to res. 
teive him at his coming, ( foz he would not Pillage it) but. 
would only bzing it to good government. Whew he had done 
this Summons, that they ſhould belicve him, he ſhewed them the 
Arms of Dyomedes. 2 | 
When the Thracians ſaw thoſe Arms of Dyomeles, ſbmre 
of the Complices of Dyomedes, and Thieves were full of great 
rage, and would have taken the Arms from Philotes. The o⸗ 
ther that were wiſe and notable men, and that many years had 
deſired the end of. their King (ſ&ing his Arms) knew. alluredly 
that Dyomedes was dead, full of joy anfwered: to Philote-: 
Fozaſmuch as Hercules, was a King of great renown and wiſ- 
dom, and hath done a wozk of great merit, in the death of Dyo- 
redes, they would receive him into their City, 
- Without long diſcourſes, the Thracians went unto. the Gate 
and opened it. Philotes returned then unto Hercules, and told. 
bim theſe tydings. Hercules and the Greeks went out of their 
Galle ys, aud entred into Thrace, The Thracians bꝛought them 
unto the Palace where were yet many Thieves. Hercules put 
all. che Thieves to death, not in the ſame night, hut during the 
ſpace ol ten pays. that he ſojourned there. Y |

Yi have heard of the ſecond Deſtrucfion of Troy, yo" , 


Hercules had taken Pꝛiſoner Priamus the Den dk 

King Laomedan; and put him in Pꝛiſan. Powbeic 

Dares of Phrigie ſaich, that his Father ſent him to 

move war in a ſtrange Countrey, where he had been long, 

therefoze he was not at that diſcomfiture. - This Priamus had 

wedded a very noble Lady, Daughter of Egyptus, Bing of 

Thrace, by whem he han fide. Sons and thzet Daughters of 
great beauty. The firſt of bis Sons whs named Hector, the 
moſt woꝛchy Knight of the wd. The ſecond Son was named 
Paris, and by ſurname Alexander, which was the faireſt Knight 
of the wo!ld.and the beſt — a Bow. The third was = 
2 ea 
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8 den Deiphebus hardy and diſcreet., The fourth was named He. 


lenus, a man that knew all the Arts liberal. The fifth and lat 


was called Troylus, one of the beſt Knights that was in his time. 


Virgil recounteth, he had two other Sons by his Wife, the 
one was named Polidqrus. This Polidorus was ſent by King 
Prjambus with great plenty af Gold, unto a King his friend, to 
have aid again the Greeks, But this King ſ&ing that King 
Priamus was in ſtrife againſt the Greeks, and alſo being moved 
with covetouſneſs, flew Polidorus , and buried him in the Ille 
of the Dea. The other Don was named Ganimedes, whom 
Jupiter ſtole wap, au mane him his Bottle-carrier, inſtead of 
Hebe the Daughter of Juno, whom he put out of chat office. 
The eldeſt Daughter of King Priamus was named Creuſa, who 
was Wife to Ancas : This Kneas was Bon of Anchyſes, and 
Venus ot Numidia, The ſecond Daughter was named Caſſandra, 
ſhe was a noble an eee with Science, and knew things 
that were to come. The third was named Polixcna, ſhe was the 
faireſt Daughter,that was known in all che wozld. Beſides theſe 
Childzen heretofoze rehearſed, King Priamus had thirty baſtary 
Sons, by divers women, chat were valiant Knights and hardy, 


When: Ming Priamus was in a range Country, very much 
employed in the p;ofeſſion of War, together with his Nuen 
and Childzen ; Tydings came to him that the Bing Laomedon 
his Father was flain,his City deſtroyed, his Noble men put to 
death, their Daughters bzought into lervitude, and alſo his 
Siſter Exione. 

At this ſozrowfull tydings he was ecrievev, wept abun⸗ 
dancly, and made many lamentations. Ye left the Siege, fi- 
niſhed his War, aud returned haſtily to Troy: and when he 
found it deſtroyed, he began to make great -ſozrow. Then he 
re-edified the City, \o ſtrong, that he never ought to doubt his 
enemies: and did encloſe it with Walls and great Towers of 
Marble. The City was ſo great, chat che circuit was the 
days journey, And at that time was none in the Wozld fo great 
no2 ſo fair. | 0 
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In this City were fir Gates: the one was named Dardan”, 
the ſecond T'\mbria, the third Helias, the fourth Cheras, the 
fifth Troyen, aud the ſixth Antenorides. The Gates were great 
and ſtrong. And there were in the City rich Palaces without 
number, the faireſt that ever were, with houſes, rich and well 
compaſſed. There were in many parts of the City, divers fair 
places, foz the Citizens ts ſpozt in, In this City dwelt men of 
all Crafts and Perchants that went and came in traffick from 
all parts of the wozld, Jn the middle of it ran a River, na- 
med Paucus, which bare ſhips that did bing great p2ofit unto the 
Citizens. . 

When the City was finiſhed, King Priamus did cauſe to come 
all the Jnhabicants of the Country thereabouts,and made them 
dwell in the City, andithere came ſo many, that there was ne- 
der City better -furnifhed with brave Nobility, and Citizens; 
than it was. There were found many Games, as the Cheſſe 
play, the Tables and Dice, with divers other Games. Jn the 
open place of the City, upon a Rock, Bing Priamus did build 
his rich Palace named Illion: that was one of the richeſt and 
frongeft in all the wozld. It was of height five hundzed paces 
befides the height of the Towers, whereof there was great 
plenty, lo high, as it ſeemed to them that ſaw them from far, 
they reacht the Yeaven. . And in this Palace King Priamus 
did make the richeſt Pall that was at that time in all the 
Wozld: Within which was his Thzone, and the Table where⸗ 
upon he did eat, and held his Eſtate among his Nobles.Pziuces, 
4 and Barons, was of gold and ſilver, pzecious ones, and 

vozp. | 

In this Yall, at one-cozner, was an Altar of Gold with pꝛe⸗ 
tlous tones, conlecrated in the name and wozſhip of Jupiter 
their God: unts which Altar, men went up twenty ſteps : up- 
on the Altar was the Image of Jupiter, fifteen foot high: all 
garniſhed with pꝛecious ſtones. - Foz in that God Jupiter was 
all the ſtedfaſt hope aud truſt of Bing Priamus, to hold his reign 
long and in pꝛolperitp. 

When he law that he had ſo fair a City, ffrong, and well 
furniſhed with people, and ſo wealthy of gods; he began to con⸗ 


ceive 
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teive ſome diſpleaſure, at the wongs the Greeks had done un, 
to him, and thought how he might revenge him. Me aſſemble 
all his Nobles, and held a Court. At this Court Hector his 
cldeſt Don was abſent, foy he was in the parts of Pannonia, in 
the affairs of his Fatbec : fozalmuch as Pannonia was ſubject 
to King Priamus, When King Priamus ſaw all his Noble 
Peers alembled befoze him, he began to ſpeak in this manner, 
O men, and friends that be partners of mp great injuries, done 
by the Grecks, fo; ſo little a cauſe, ye know the Greeks came 
into this Country, and have cruelly lain your Parents and 
Friends as well as mine. Alſo how they have taken away caps 
tive and held in ſervitude Exione my Siſter ſo fair and Noble: 
yet they hold her as a Common Woman. Ye know how they 
have battered down this famous City, overthzswn the Walls, 
the Palaces and Youles to the very foundation: and have bonn 
away the great riches whereof the City was full. Fo? theſe 
things, ]J think it ſhould be reaſon that by the help of our Gods, 
who reſiſt thoſe that be inſolent aud pzoud, we altogether by a 
2 accozd ſhould take vengeance of thoſe infuries. Pe 
now what a City we have.and how it is peopled with men of 
Arms, and garniſhed with all manner of riches. 

And likewiſe ye know, the Alliances we have with many 
great Princes, who will aſliſt us if need be. Wherefoze we 
thinkic,will be good foz ifs to take revenge of this ſhame. Pet 
fozaſmuch as the adventures of the Mars be very donbtful and 
dangerous, and that no man knowech what may come thereof, 
(though the injury ebe great, and that they hold my Siſter in 
ſo great diſhonour ) yet will J begin the Mar: But firf 
if ye think good, J will ſend the molt. pꝛudent man J have, to 
pꝛap and require them that they will reſtoze again my Siſter 
Lxione: aud, J will he content to pardon all the other injuries. 

When the King had chus finiſhed his ſpeeches, all pꝛailed his 
advice. And then King Priamus immediately called one of his 
Pꝛinces, named Anthenor, and moſt earneſtly deſired him with 
gentle perſwaſions, that he would enterpꝛize this Embaſlage 
forthwith into Greece. Anthenor with all humility anſwered 
him, he was alwaps ready to do his good pleaſure. Then was 
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here a ſhip made ready, and all neceſlaries, fo2 to bzing Anthe- 
nor into Greece. Me entred into the Ship, and his men, and 
failed ſo long, that they arrived at the Pozt of Theſſalic, 
where was by adventure the King Peclus, who reccived ihe 
Pzince Anthenor joyfully : and demanded of him whercfoze he 
was come into thole parts? Anthenor made auſwer in this 
manner: Sir,J am a Meſſenger of the King Priamus.chat bath 
fent and commanded me to lay tinto you, that he is well remem⸗ 
ned of the great injuries you and other have done him, that ſoz 
ſo little cauſe have lain his Father, deſtroyed his people, ſome 
dead, and ſome in ſervitude. And that is wozſe, to hold his 4 
fer as a Concubine. And fozaſrauch as ye are a man of great 
diſeretion, the King my Loꝛd wiſheth and warneth yon. chat 
from hencefo2th you ceaſe the rage and the great llanders that 
may come fo2 this cauſe, that all good men ought to eſchew to 
their power, and that his Siſter be ſafely delivered again unto 
him: and he will pardon the reũdue, as a thing that never had 
happened, 
When the Bing Pcleus beard the Prince Antkenor ſo ſprak, 
e chafed with him in great anger, and began co blame King 
Priamus, that his wit was ſo light. After menaced Anthenor, 
amdcommanded him he ſhould p2eſently depart his Land: foz if 
je tarried long there, he would day him, with great toz⸗ 
nents, ; 
Anthenor tarried not long, but entred into his Ship, with⸗ 
ut taking leave of King Pelcus, and ſailed ſo far by Sca 
hat he arrived at Salamine, where the King Thclamon ſos 
mrned. Then Anthenor went unto him and declared unto him 
he cauſe of his coming in this manner. Sir(ſaid he) the Ving 
namus requeſteth pour Nobleneſs, that his. Sifcr Exione 
dom you hold in ſervice ſo foully, ye would relloze unto him. 
is En it is not ſeemly unto your glozp, to uſe ſo the Daughter 
is Ee Siſter of a Bing, and that is iffucd of a moze noble.Linage 
th Pen you be, In cafe yon will reffo2e to him his Bicker. he will 
xe hall things as not done, as well the dammages as the diſho⸗ 
-» fears, that by you and other have bern done unte him.

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to wax paſſince angry, and anſwered to him very fiercely : gy 
friend, wh: tloeder thou be, Jhave much marvel of the ſimples 
neſs of thy wing, to whom J bear no amity, neither he to me, 


Cherckoꝛe J ought not to hearken unto his requeſt, Thy King 


ought to know, that J and others have been there to revenge an 
fnjury, that his Father Laomedon did ts ſome of our friends, 
Fozaſmuchas J firſt eutred into Troy wich great effuſion of my 
blood, Exione: of whom thou ſpeakeſt, was given unio me foz 
the guerdon of victoꝛp, to do with her my will. 

And fozalmuch as ſhe is ſo well to my pleaſure as the that ig 
of great beautp, it is not ts me ſo light a thing to deliver again 
a thing that is ſo delightful, which J have conquered with t. 
great pain and danger. But thou ſhalt ſap to thy Ring. Chat he 
thall never recover her, but by the point of the ©wozd : am 
I repute the fo2 a fool, that wouldeſt enterp2ize this meſſage, 
wherein lyeth thy great peril : foz thou art come among prop 
that vehemently hate thæ: therefoze go thy way haſtily out of 
this Country. Fo? if thou abide, J will make thee dye a cruel 
and hatefull dcath. 

' When Anthcnor heard Thelamon ſo ſpeak, he entred haſtily 
into his Ship, and ſailed ſo far, that he arrived in Theſſaly, 
where King Caſtor and Bing Pollux his -Bzother ſojourng, 
Ye went a ſhoze from his ſhip, and declared his meſſage, 
like as he had done to the other. And the King anſwered 
to him in great ire, Friend (what art) will that thou know, 
we think not to have iniured King Priamus without cauſe : in 
it is ſo, that King Laomedon his Father began the folly, where 
foze he was lain. For he wzonged firft the Nobles of Greece, 
and therefs2e we deftre: moze the evil of thy King Priamus, 
than his'peace. And it ſemeth well that he had not the in any 
good reckoning when he ſent the hither to do his meſſagerwhere- 
toze J wich thee, ſ& that thou abide not long here, foz if thou 
depart not pzeſently,thou ſhalt dye Uillanoufly, Then Anthe- 
nor departed without leave, and entred into his ſhip, and ſailed 
till he came to Pilon, where the Duke Neſtor ſofourned, 
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and ſaid, he was a Peſſenger of the King Priamus, and wa . 
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hin his meſſage, as he had ſaid tothe other befoze. 

And if the other were angry, this Nettor chafed mote in him⸗ 
ſelf againſt Anthenor, and ſaid unto him: Da, ha, vile varlet, 
who made thee lay ſuch things befoze me: @utrcly if it were 
not, that my nobleneſs hiudzerh me, J would caute thy tongue 
to be plucked out of thy head, and in deſpight of thy Bing, A 
would by fozce of Yozſe cauſe to dzaw thy members one trom 
another. Go thy way haſtily out of my ſight, oꝛ by my Cos, 1 
will cauſe to be done unto thee all that J have ſaid. a 

Then Anthenor was all abaſhed, at the hozrible words of 
Duke Neſtor, and doubting the fury of his Tpzannp, returned 
to Dea, and ſet on Troy- ward, But he had not been long on 
the Dea, till a great Tempeſt role, and the air began to ware 
dark, to rain and to thunder, and there aroſe great winds cons 
trary, and wared thick and hozrible, and his Ship was bo2n on 
the waves, one time high and another time low, in greac peril, 
there was not a man in the Ship, but ſuppoſed to die, and in chele 
perils were they three days, and on the fourth.the Tempeſt cea⸗ 
led, and the air waxed all clear, and became peaceable. 

Then they comkoꝛted themſelves, and ſailed ſo far that 
they came tothe poꝛt of Troy, and went ſtraight to their Tems 
ples to give thanks to their Gods, foz that they had eſcaped ſo 
many perils. And after Anthenor, went with a great company 
of Noble men befoze King Prian us, and when all che Barons 
were aſſembled. and all the Dons of the Bing pzeſent, then An- 
tenor told all by o2der, what he had done in Greece, like as it 
is contained herecofoze. 

At theie tydings was King Priamus ſoze troubled, foz the 
pp2obzious ſpeeches offered co his meſſenger in Greece. And 
then he had no moze hope noꝛ cruſt to recover his Siſter. 

CHAP. IL 
am {How King Priamus aſſembled all his Barons, to know whom 
che- be might ſend to Greece to get again his Siſter Exioue. How 

Hector anſwered : and of his good Counſel: how Paris de- 

clarcd to his Farther, the Viſion of the Goddeſs Venus, 

K Ing Priamus being aſſured of the hate of the Greeks, and 
by no fair means he my recover his ſiſter, he was _ 
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with great ire, and thought he would fend a great Navy into 
Greece, to hurt and damage the Greeks, Alas Bing Priamyg, 
tell me what miſ-adventure is this, that hath given to thee 9 
great hardneſs of courage, to caſt out thy ſelf from thy wealth 
and reſt + Why mayeſt not thou refrainthe firſt movings of thy 
courage 2 although it was not in thy puiſſance,yet thou oughteſt 
to have good cotnſel,foz men ſay commonly: Dome man thinks 
eth to revenge his 1o2row.and he encreaſeth it. 

It had been a moze ſure thing to thee, to have remember 
the P2overb that ſaith.he that ſitteth well, let him not remove, 
Oz elſe.he that is well at eaſe,let him keep therein. All things 
may be ſuffered ſave wealth, a man that goeth upon plain 
ground, hath nothing to fumble at. In this manner King 
Priamus thought long, and after he aſſembled on a day all his 
Noble men, in his Palace of II ion, ſaid unto them. Pe knoy 
how by your connſel Anthenor was fent into Greece, to recover 
E xione by fair means: pe know alſo, how that he is returned 
and come back. and alſo what w2ongs he hath found, and it 
ſeemech the Zrecks make little account of the injuries they have 
done unto us, ar leaſt they by their woꝛds, repent them not.and 
thꝛeaten us moze ſtrongly than ever they did. God foꝛbid hat 
ever it ſhould come unto us, like as they menace. But J p2ay 
the Gods to give us power to revenge us to their loſs. Foz 
me ſcemeth. that we are more puiſlant than they are, and have 
the mot ſureſt City, and the beſt furniſhed in the Wozld 2 alſo 
we have great Lo2ds very plenty allped to us, to help and aid us 
at our need: fo2 concluſion, we have the pulſſance to hurt and da⸗ 
mage our enemies in many manners, and valour to defend us 
from them. And it ſhould be good, to ſhewthem what puiſſance 
we have to grieve them withal. Ik you think it good, we will 
lend our men ſecrecly, that ſhall do to them great damage, e're 
they fonld be ready foz to defend themſelves. And foz that pe 
ought every one to employ your ſelves to take vengeance of theſe 
fnjuries, and that pe have no doubt foz any thing, in aſmuch as 
they had the firſt victoy t foꝛ it happenneth oftentimes that the 
Conqueroꝛs be vanquiſhed of them that were vanquiſhed. 

Then all that were pzeſent, allowed the advice of the King 
and 
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and offered every man to employ themſelves to the ſame wich. 

all the power they could, whereat Bing Priamus had great joy. 
And after that he had given them thanks, he let every man des 
art home to their own houſes, excepting his Bons legitimate, 
nd the Baſtards whom he maintained in his Palace, aud told 
to them his complaint of the Greeks, with weeping tears in this 
manner: Py Dons, ye have in pouz memo2y the death of your 
G:andfather, the ſervitude of your Aunt Exione, that they hold 
in the manner of a commou woman, and you be lo puiſſaut that 
reaſon ſhould inſtruct you, to employ pour ſelves to revenge this 
great injury and ſhame. And if this move pou not thereto, pet 
you ought to do it, to ſatisfie my will and pleaſure : foz J am 
ready to dye fog ſozrom and anguiſh, which ye eughc and are 
bound to remedy to pour power, that have cauſed you ſo well to 
be nouriſhed and bzought fozth. And thou H<& r, my right 
dear Don, that art the eldeſt of thy Bzethzen, the molt wiſe 
and ſtrong, J p2ay thee firſt, that thou put in execution this mp 
Will, And that thou be Duke and Pzince tothy Bꝛechꝛen in 
this wozk, andall the other will obey gladly unto thee Aadin 
like manner ſhall they do of this Kealm, foz the great Pꝛo⸗ 
weſs they know in thee. And know, that from this day ſozth A 
diſcharge my ſelf of all this wozk, and put it upon thee chat arc 
the molt ſtrong to maintain battels: Foz Jam ancient and cans 

not from hencefozth help my ſcltf, lo well as J was wont to do, 
To theſe wozds anſwered Hector [weeely,ſaying,mp Father, 
and dear Doveraign Lo2d, there is none of all your Sons, but 
that it ſemeth to him a thing humane, to deſire vengeance of 
theſe in juries and to us that be of high nobleneſs a little injury 
ought to be great, It is lo, that as che quality of the perſon 
groweth oz diminiſheth, ſo ought the quality of che injury, It 
we be deſirous to take vengeance of our infurics, we foꝛſake not 
no2 leave the nature of men: fo in like manner the dumb 
Beaſts do, and Nature it ſelf teacheth them thereto. Py dear 
Tozd and Father, there is none of all pour Dons chat ought 
mo2e to deſire the vengeance of the injury and deach of our Lozd 
and G2andfather, than I that am the eldeſt. But J will (if ic 
pleaſe you) that pe conſider in this enterpzize, not only the bes 
B 2 ginning 
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ginning, but the middle and the end to what peril we may come 
hereafcer 2 Foz otherwiſe, little p2ofit ſome things will be that 
come to an evil end, 

Then me thinketh that it is much moze allowable fo2 a may 
toabſtain from things whereof the ends are dangerous, and 
whereof may come moꝛe evil than good: Foz any thing is not to 
be ſaid koꝛtunate, until the time that it come unto a good end, J 
lay not cheſe things fo any evil meaning o2 Cotvardife : only 
to the end that pe begin not any thing, that you have in your 
heart to put in p2actice, but firſt be ye well counſelled, am 
with good adviſement, 

Pe know, that all Afiick and Europe be ſubjects unto the 
G :eks, They be furniſhed with Bnights, hardy and marvel; 
lous 2 Durely this day, the ſtrength of us is not to be compared 
unte them in valour. Mherekoze, if we begin the wars againſt 
them, we might eaſily come to a miſchievous end. Me that be 
in ſo great reſt among our ſelves, what ſhall we ſeck to trou⸗ 
ble our p2oſperity and welfare? Exione is not of ſuch high 
pꝛice, that it behoveth all us to put us in danger of death foz her: 
She hath been long time there. It were better that ſhe ſpend 
fo2th her time, who I think hath but little time to live, than 
we ſhould put us all into ſuch perils. And meekly J beſeech 
vou, not ſuppoſe that J ſay theſe things foz cowardiſe: But 
J doubt the chances of Foztune, and leaſt that under the ſhas 
dow of this thing, the confound and deſtroy our great Deignio2y: 
and af leaſt we ſhould begin things that we ought to leave foz to 
eſchew moꝛe miſchief, 

When Hector had made an end of this anſwer, Paris was 
nothing content therewith: he ſtood upon his feet and ſaid: 
Py dear Koꝛd, I beſcech pou, to hear me ſpeak, to what end you 
may come, ik pou once begin the War againſt the Grecks, Bt 
not we garniſhed with might and noble Chivalry as they be: 
Durcly we be,that in the wozld is none that may diſcomfit us: 
tberefoze begin pe boldly that enterpzize that ye have thought 
of and ſend lome of pour Ships and people ro-go into Greece, 
to take their people, and damage the Countrey. And if it pleaſe 
rou to fendine,J will do it with a good will, foꝛ J am perſwated 
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ifye ſend me, J hall do great damage unto the Greeks, and J 
will take away ſome noble Lady of Greece, and bzing her with 
me into this Realm, and by commutation of her, you may re- 
cover pour ſiſter Exione. It you will underſtand and know how 
Jam perlwaded of this thing; J will cell you, the Gods have 
pzomiſed it to me. It happened to me of late ſaid( Paris ) that 
by your commandment J was in the leſſer India, at the beginning 
of the Dummer and upon a Friday I went to hunt in a Fozreft 
very early, and that mozning J found nothing that turned me 
to any pleaſure : and after mid-day, J found a great Part, 
that J put to the flight, ſo ſwiftly, that J left all my company 
behind: and followed che Pare cloſe, into the moſt deſert place 
of the Foꝛreſt which was named Ida. And ſo long I followed 
him, that Jcame unto a plate, paſling obſcure.then J ſaw the Hart 
no mo22, that A chaſed, J felt then my ſelf ſoze weary, and 
my Moꝛſe alſo, that could no further go. Do I lighted,aud tyed 
my Yo2ſe to a Tree, and laid me down upon the Gaſs, and 
put under my head my Bow inſtead ofa Pillow, and fell afleep. 
Then came to me in a viſion, the Cop Mercury, and in his 
company thzee Goddeſſes : Venus, Pallas and Juno. Me left 
the Goddeſles a little from me, and after he appꝛoached and 
faid unto me in this manner. Paris, J have bzought theſe ther 
unto thee 2 fo2 a great controverſie that is fall'n between them. 
They have choſen thee to be Judge, and to determine after thy 
will. Their controverſie is thus, that as they did eat the o⸗ 
ther day together in a place, ſuddenly was caſt among them an 
Apple, of lo marvellous fairneſs, that never was ſeen one ſuch 
befoze amongſt them. And there was witten abort this Apple 
in Greckiſh language: Be it given to che Faire tt 2 Do cach of 
them would have it, by any meanes in the wozld: ſaying each 
of them to be the moze fair than the other, ſo they could not 
ree. 
1— they have put it to thy Judgment, and cach of 
them p2omileth thee a gikt foz thy reward, tha; cheu 343; vave 
without fail, fo2 the Judgment of the Apple. Ik thou tudge 
that Juno be the faireſt, ſhe will make thee che molt noble man 
in the wozld. If thou judge fo; Pallas, (he hall make ther the 
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moſt wileſt man in the wozld in all Sciences. If thou \udge 
that Venus be the faire, ſhe (hall give thee the moſt noble La- 
dy in all Gretct. When J heard Mcrcurius thus ſpeak, J las 
unto him, that J could not give true judgment, unlels J law 
them all naked befoze me, to (ce the faſhions of their bodies, the 
better to give a true judgement, Then incontinent Morcurius 
did cauſe them to uncloach themſeſves and then I bebeld them 
long, and me thought all thiee paſſiyg fair: but pet me, ſeem⸗ 
ed that Venus exteeded the beautp ok the other: therefoze J 
fudxed that the Apple appercained to her. Then Venus greats 
ly re joycing at my judgment, confirmed unto me the p2omile 
that Mercury had made bcfoze in the favour of her: and after 
J-awoke. Ween yethen (my dear Facher, ) that the Gods fail 
of anything they pꝛomile: Nay verily, J ſay to you till, ic is 
beſt tha: you ſend me into Greece that you way have joy of that 
J (hall do there, 

After Paris, ſpake Deiphobus: My dear Loꝛde, if in all the 
wozks that men begin, ſhould be adviſed ever in che events of 
things that might happen, they ſhould never enterpzize noz do 
valiant acts by hardineſs, 

If the labourers would leave to ſow the Land, fo2 the ſ@d 
which the birds pick up, they ſhould never labour. Therekoze 
(dear Father) let us make ready foz to ſend into Greece pour 
Ships. Ye may not believe better councel than that which Pa- 
ris hath given unto you: Foz if he bzing any noble Lady from 
thence, ye may eaſily peild her back again, to recover pouz Dis 
ſter Exione, foʒ whom we all ſuffer ſhame enough. After this 
ſpake Helenus, the fourth! Son of King Priamus thus: Pa, ha, 
right puillant King, and right Doveraign over us, your moſt 
humble Subfects, and obedient Dons. Beware that covetoul- 
neſs of vengeance put vou in ſuch danger as lpeth herein. Pe 
know well how J underſtend the things Future and to come as 
ye have p20ved many times wichout finding kault: the Gods 
fozbid, that ever it came to paſs, that Paris ſhould be ſent into 
Greccc fo know pe that if ever he go to make aup aſſault ups 
on them, pe ſhall lee this honourable City deſtroyed by the 
Grecks, the Trojans flain, and all pour Childzen. 
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diſtwade pour ſelf from theſe things, whereof the end Call be 
great diſlolation, with death to peur felf, your Wife, and we 
that be pour Dons cannot eſcape. Foz if Paris go into Grecce, 
all theſe evils will come thereof. 5 

When the Eing heard Helenus thus ſpeak, he was abaſhed, 
and began to enterpoiſe moꝛe ofrhe matter, and held his peace 
and ſpake not of a god ſpace : ſo did all the other. Then aroſe 
up Troylus, the youngeſt Don of Bing Priamus, and began to 
ſpeak in this manner. O Noble men and hardy, how are ye a⸗ 
bathed foꝛ the wo2ds of this cowardly Pꝛieſt ? At is not the cu- 
ſtom of Pꝛieſts for to dꝛead the battels, to love god chear, and 
pleaſures, and to fill their bcllies with Wives and Peats e 
Whois he that believeth, any man can know the things to come 
unleſs the Gods do ſhew them by Kevclation ? It is but a folly 
to tarry upon this, 02 to believe ſuch things. Ik Kelenus be 
afraid, let him go into the Temple, and Sing Divine Dervice, 
and let the other take revenge of their injurious w2ongs by 
fozce of Arms, O dear Toꝛd and Father, wherefoze art thou ſo 
troubled wich theſe wozds : Send the Ships into Greece, and 
thy Unights wiſe and hardy, that map make requi:al to the 
Gr:eks, fo their injurt's they have done unto us. All they that 
heard Troy lus thus (pake,commended him, ſaping: he had very 
— ſpoken. And thus finiſhed their Parliament and went to 

inner. 

After Dinner, Bing P amus called Paris, and Dciphobus, 
and gave them commandimnenc erp2eſsly, that they ſhould ride 
into che parts of Panonic to fetch and aſlemble valiant Enjghts 
and take them into Greece. And the ſame day Paris and Dei- 
phobus departed from Troy, to accompliſh the will of their Fa- 
ther. The day following the King aſſembled co council. all 
the Citizens of Troy, and ſaid unto them: © my loving kriends 
and true Citizens, pe all know how notozioufly the Grecks, by 
their pꝛide and inlolence have done uno us great wzongs, and 
damages. as it is well known ts the whole wozld. And ye know 
alſo how they hold my Biſter Exione in fervituve, where foze A 
live in great ſoꝛrow: and alſo ye may remember, how J ſenc 
Anth:nox into Gre ce, that hath done nothing: where foze mp 
lozrow 
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ſozrow is doubled. Fozalmuch as J have purpoſed to ſend my 
Don Paris, with men of arms into Gie-ce, foy to aſſail our e⸗ 
nemies by ſtrength, and to do them great damages, and to aſſay 
if chep can take any noble Lady of Greece, and ſend her into 
this City: that by the commutation of her, I might get again 
my Siſter Exione: And becauſe 4 will not begin this thing, 
but, that it map come to pour knowledge firſt, J pꝛap you, that 
you give to me pour advice: foz without you J will not pꝛoceed 
any further, fozaſmuch as it touchech you as well as me. 

When the Bing had thus finiſhed his ſpeeches, and each man 
ſilent a great while: then ſtood up a Knight named Pantheus, 
that was che Don ok Deuphrobe the Pbiloſopher, and ſaid: 
O noble King, as A am your Servant and Uaſſal, J will des 
flare unto you my advice in this matter. Trulp, as a Uaſſal 
and ſubject is bound to counſel his Lo2d,ye have had god knows 
ledge of Deuphrobe, the great Philoſopher, my Father, who 
lived in this City, moze then nineſcoze and ten years, and was 
fo wiſe in Philoſophp, that he knew of the things to come hereaf- 
ter: he laid unto me many times, and affirmed foz truth, That 
if Paris your Don went into Greece to take any noble Lady, by 
violence, this famous City ſhould be deſtroyed and burnt to 
alhes by the Greeks, and that ye and all yours ſhall be cruelly 
flain, Zherefoze wiſe and vertuous King, pleaſeth it your No# 
blenefs to hear my wo2ds, and believe what the wiſe men have 
ſaid, do not perſevere in your opinion. Wherefoze will pe ſk 
to entrap the god eſtates of pour reſt, and put pour tranquillity 
under the dangerous adventures of Foztune: Leave this, and 
diſſwade pour ſelf from this jeopardy 3 and finiſh your life in 
reſt happily, and ſuffer not Paris to go into Greece in Arms, 
But if pou will pzoceed, ſend ſome other, and not Paris. 

At theſe woꝛds of Pantheus, grew and aroſe great murmur⸗ 
ing. Dome appzoved the P2opheſies of Deuphrobe the Philos 
ſopher, and ſome held it as a Fable, which were of the great- 
- eſt number, inſomuch, that by conſent of the moſt part, Parls 
was appointed to go into Grecce with men of Arms ſo the Pars 
liament finiſhed, and each man went home, to his particular 
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» When this torickulon was known to Cafſondra, Daughter 
of King Priamus; ſhe began to make ſo great forum, Af he 
had bien frantick, ſaying: O noble City of Troy,what Fairp 
hath moved ther to be bꝛought to ſuch perils, foꝛ which thou ſhale 
in chozt time be overthzown and deſtroyed unto the ground O 
Quten Hecuba, fox what ſin haft thou delerbed ide death of 
thy Childzen, which ſhall be hoztible : wherefone withholvet 
thou not Paris from going into Greece; Which ſhall be the 
cauſe of this evil adventure? and when ſhe had ſo eryed, ſhe 
went unto the Bing her Father, and dzomned in tears with werp⸗ 
ing, deſired him he would be 'perfwaded to leave offHis enters 
nie, ſaping; That ſhe knew by her cience the great evils that 
were coming by this means. But neither foz che diflwallons 
of Hector, noz the admonition of Culſandia, the Bing would 
change his purpoſe, noꝛ foz Helcnus his Bon. noz Panthcus, 


CH AP. III. | + 4 
How Paris and Deiphobus, near, Antbenor, and Polidamas, 
were ſent into Grecce: and how they raviſhed Helen out of 
the Temple of Vers, with many Priſoners and richcs, and 
brought them to Troy, where Paris eſpouſed Helen, | 


Lebe beginning of May, when the earth is adoznev with di 
vers flowers, Paris and Deiphobus returned from P:nnonic; 
and b2ought wich them thee thouſand Knights, hardy and wiſe. 
Then they made ready two and twenty great ſhips, and lai 

in them all that was convenient foꝛ them. Chen Priamus cal 

led Eneas, Anthenor, and Polidamas, the Don of Anthenor] 
aud commanded that they ſhould go into Greece with Paris and 
Deiphobus and they offered themſelves with u goed will, When 
they were all ready to take Shipping Priamos fpake unto them: 
J need not uſe. many wozds, fo ye know well enough ſoz 
what cauſe 3 ſend e into Greece, and what juſt cauſe we have 
u revenge, the mangs the Greeſis have done into us. But the 
Rincipal cauſe. is to recover my Siſter Exione, that liveth in 
Feat thꝛaldom. Wherefore J admonich vou, that ye bend all 
Nut endeavours, that map — Diſter. And be ter⸗ 
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\tai if pe want oz need any ſuccour. IJ wilLſupply von with 
ſo great a Erength; that the Greeks ſhall not be able to bear, 
And that in this voyage ye hold my Don Paris Captain of the 
Army of Eneas and Anthenor. | 
After theſe wozds, Paris and all the other took leave ofthe 
ing, and entred their Ships, and hopſed up ſails, and recoms 
mended them to the gaiving of Jupiter and V. nus, and ſailed ſo 
far, that they arrived on the Coaſts of Greece, in ſailing about 
the Country, they met a ſhip, in which was one of the greateſt 
Kings of Greece, named Menalcus, going to the City of Epire, 
unte che Duke Nettor, This Menclaus, was Bother of A. 
&:7.emnon,and married unto Quten Helen, that was the faireſt 
Lady in the wozld : the was Difter of C. or and Pollux, that 
dwelled together in the City of S:maſtare, and nouriſhed with 
them Hermione their Neece , Daughter of Helen: Menelaus 
made his thip croſs a little, and to turn out of the wap, ſo the 
one did not know the other. | 
And the Trojans ſailed ſo far, that they arrived at the Iſle 
of C.thar in Greece, there they ancho2ed their Ships and went 
a land. In this Ade was a Temple of venus paſſing ancient 
and of great beauty, full of riches : fo2 the Jnhabitants ofthe 
Countrp made their devotion unto the Goddeſs Venus eſpeci- 
ally; and ſolemnizev her feaſt every pear, and ſhe told and gave 
them anſwers of their demands. 
Then when the Trojans were arrived, they hallowed the 
. molt pꝛincipal feaſt of venus: and foz this canſe were aſſem⸗ 
bled men and women of the Countrey thereabouts, that made 
great chear. 
Mhen Paris knew of this feaſt, he took his beſt cloaths and 
apparelled him,and all the faireſt and tovelieſt of his men, and 
went into the Temple in a pleaſing manner, and made his 
offering of gold and ſilver with great liberalicy. 
- Then was. Paris beheld on all ſides that were there, fo his 
beautp: foy he was one of the faireſt Kaights ofthe world, and 
was lo richly decked, that it affozded great pleaſure unts all 
them that beheld him, and every man deſired to know whence 


it came: the Trojans told chem it was Paris Don of Bing: 
|; Priamus 
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mus of Troy, that was come into Greece by che commandement 
of his Father, to require that they woulv reſtoze again Exi- 
one his Siſter, that they had given unto King Thelamon, 0 
far went the tydings of the coming of theſe. Trojans and of

It is a pꝛecious Jewel, to have a good woman, that boldetb 
her honeſty in her houſe O how great damage came unto the 


, Greeks and Trojans, that Hclen went fs lightly. to fee the Tro- 


jans : and eſpecially in the abſence of her Vugsbaup 7 Put it is 
the cuſtom of women to be wilful, to bzing their dellres to. the 
end. Helen did cauſe co make readyYo2ſe,and all that was con- 
venient, to go unto the Temple, as if ſhe went foz Devotion: 
This Temple was not very far from the place where ſhe dwel⸗ 
led. When all was ready, and ſhe. cloathed in Royal habit, the 
road with her company, unto the Ille of Cithar „ and entred 
into a Weſſel chat bzought hernighto the Temple, where ſhe 
was received with great honour by the Country, as their Lady, 
She entred into the Temple right ſtately, and made her obla- 
tions with great liberality. 
hen Paris knew that Quen Helen, Wife. of Bing 
Menelaus, one pk the moſt noble Kings ok Gre:ce, was come 
unto this Temple, he arrayed him in the moſt Gentleman⸗like 
manner he could (and his company) and went into the Temple, 
foz he had befoze heard of her great beauty. And when he law 
her he was greatly ſurpzizeg with her love, and delixed to .

When Paris was come to his Ship, he called to him the moſt 
Hobleſt pf the Trojans, and ſaid to them: Pp frienvs.ve know 
mherekoze the King my Father harh leut us into Greece,” that 
is to recober Exione his Biſter: and ik we tarinot recover her, 
that we ſhould do damage unto the Greeks. Me cannot recover 
Exione, foꝛ the is in too. ſtrong an hand: and allo it would be 
our danger and loſs ſince” it is ſo that the King Thelamon, that 
holdeth her, and loveth her heartily, is mo2e puillant than we, 
and is in his own Countty. We are not ſo ſtrong fo2 to ta 
any noble City in Greece, the Country is ſo fuk] of people, and 
valiant Knights. 

Therefoze it is necefſary, that we refuſe not the fair gift the 
Gods have fent us. Foz in this Ille is comt to the feaſt - + molk 
greateſt Citizens, and the Temple tepteniched with the molt 
* nohle wamen of this Pzovince; affo'Quien Helen that is Lady: 
this Country, and Wife of Ririx Menclaus, This on 
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is full of tiches : if we can take them alive that be in the Tem- 
ple, and bzing them Pziſoners with us, and the Gods that be 
thete ot Gold and Dilver, we Gall have conquereda great gain 
and get riches in other places, 

If you think good this night we will enter intothe Temple 
all armed, and take men and women, and all that we find, and 
Ming into our Ships, and p2incipally Helen: foz ff we can 
earry her into Troy, King Priamus map lightly enough have 
his fiſter Exione again foz her : therefoze adviſe yy what 
is beſt to be vone,befoze they eſcape us. Some of them blamed 
this thing, ſome allowed it: and finally they concluded alter mas 
y Counlels, that they would do as Paris had deviled. 

How when the night was come, and the Poon nigh going 
down, the Trojans armen themſelves, and left Tome foz 
to kep their Ships, and the other went pꝛivily unto the Tem⸗ 
ple, and entred therein, ſo armed as they were,and with lictle 
defence,took all them that they found in the Temple, and all 
the riches, And Paris with his own hand took Hs len, and them 
ofhercompany, and bzought into their Ships, and after return- 
ed to the Booty. Then began the noiſe to be paſſing great 
within the Temple, and ſome had rather ſuffer veath, than fo 

to be taken Pziſoners. | 

The noiſe was heard ſo far, that they of the Caſtle there by, 
heard it: and aroſe. and armed them, and came to aſſailthe Tro- 
jans, as valiant as they were. Then began the skirmilh fierce 
and moztal: but the Trojans(that were four againſt one) flew 
manpok them, and the other retired into their Caſtle + and the 
Trojans took as much goods as they could find, and carried them 
into their Ships, and hopſed up their Sails, and ſailed ſo long, 
that on the ſeventh day they arrived at the Poꝛt of Troy, their 
Ships filled with good Pziſoners and great riches, and they re- 
mained at the Pozt of Tenedon, that was thze miles from 
Troy: there they were received with great joy. And Paris ſent 
A poper Meſſenger untohis Father King Priamus; to let him 
have knowledge of his coming, and all that he had done in 
Greece. At theſe tydings the King was greatly refoyced, and: 
tommanded to make a ſolemn Feaſt in all parts of the City 
fo; thele tydings. Whiles 
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Whiles that Helen was with the other Pꝛiloners in the Ship 
ſhe ceaſed not to weep, and bewail with great Cghs her Bus⸗ 
band, Bzethzen, Daughter, Countrep,and her Friends, any 
was in ſo great ſozrow, that ſhe left to eat and dzink. And Paris 
comfozted her the molt ſweetly that he could: that ſhe might 
'fo2vear weeping,and Paris ſaid unto her in this manner: Dear 
Lady, wherefoze make pe this ſozrow, day and night without 
reſt 2 What man oꝛ woman is it that can long endure this: 
Bow not ye that this ſozrow hurteth your heal. 7 Yes verily 
wherefoze J p2ay pou to reſt contented, foz in this Realm, je 
{{all want nothing, neither thoſe P2iſoners that pou reſpeg, 
and pe ſhall be the moſt renowned Lady of this Realm, pour 
men that be here, ſhall want nothing. To this che an[wered, 
Paris, J know well, that will J, oz will J not, J muſt needs 
do as you will.fince J am your Pꝛiloner: and if any good hap⸗ 
pens to me and to the Pziſoners, J hope the Gods will reward 
and thank chem that do it. Madam (ſald Paris) fear not,foz J 
will do to you and them all what pe ſhall pleaſe to command. 

Then he took her by the hand, and bꝛougbt her into a moze 
fccret place, aud ſaid unts her: Madam think ye,fozaſmuch ag 
it hath pleaſed the Gods to ſuffer you to be bzought by me into 
this Pzovince.that pe be loſt,and undone, and ſhall not be moze 
richand moꝛe honoured then pe have been, and that the Realm 
of Troy is not mo2e rich than the Realm of Achay? Pes verily 
it is, J will not maintain you difhoneſfly ; but will take you 
to my wife, ſo ſhall pou be mo2e honoured than you have ben 
with your Wücband: foy your Puvband is not deſcended from 
ſo noble a houſe as J am,no2 ſo valiant : noz did he love you ſo 
well as J will do. Therefoze ceaſe pour ſozrow, and believe 
this that 3 have ſaid to pou. Dir: ſaid ſhe) who can abſtain from 
making of ſozrow, being in the eſtate that J am in: Alas, this 
caſe happyednever befoꝛc; but ſince it cannot be otherwiſe, J 
will do that thiag ye require of me, fozaſmuch as J have ns a- 
bilicy to rtſiſt it. Thus Helen was comfozted a little: and 
Paris did ylcaſe her to the uttermoſt of his power. | 
On the mozrow betimp. che apparclled her ſelf the moſt ha⸗ 
neurably ſhe could, and ſate upon a Paltrey richly arrayed, —

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div the other Pꝛiſoners, each after their degree: and after he 
went on hozſeback himſelf, and Deiphobus his Brother, Eneas, 
Anthenor and Pol damas, with a great company of Noble-men,. 
and accompanied Queen Helen from Tea.don, and went to- 
ward Troy. There came fozth out of the Town King Primus, 
with a great company of Noble-men,and received his Childzen 
and his Friends with great joy: who came to Helen, and bows 
edcourteuonfly to her, and welcomed her honourably. And when 
they can e nigh the City, they found great oe of people glad 
of their coming, with infkruments of Puſick: and in ſuch joy 
came unto the Palace cf Bing Priamus: he himſelf lighted 
down* and helpt Helen from her Palfrep, and led her by the 
hand into the Yall, and made great joy all the night, thꝛough⸗ 
out all the Cit p, foꝛ theſe tydings. And the next morning, ba- 
ris by conſent of his Father, wedded Helen in the Temple of 
Pallace 2 and the feaſt was lengthened thꝛoughout all the City 
foz the ſpace of eight days. 

When CaſNa'dra knew that her Brother Paris had Wedded 
Helen, ſhe began to make great ſozrow, and like a frantick 
woman ſaid thus: 

O unhappy Trojns, wherefo2e re ſoyce pe at the Wedding 


of Paris of which ſo many evils (Fall happen: It will cauſe the 


death of pour ſelves,your Childzen ſhall be Cain befoꝛe your 
eyes, and Pusbands befoze their Wives: O Noble City of 
Troy, how ſhalt thou be deffroped and put to nought * © un⸗ 
happy Pothers, what ſozrow ſhall pou ſee, when pour little 

Childzen ſhall be taken and viſmembzed befoze you 2 © Hecuba,: 
Caitiffe, and unhappy 7 where (ſhalt thou cake the Water that 
thou ſhalt weep foz the death of thy Childzen z © people blind 
and fooliſh, why ſend you not Helen home again, and pic ld her 
unto her Pusband, before that the ſwozds ak pour Enemies 
tome and flap you with great ſozrow? Think vou that the 
Kingly Yusband of He'en, will not ſk revenge 2 Pes, which 
ſhall be pour dolozous deſtruction. O unhappy H. len, thou halt 
be the cauſe of great ſozrow. As Caſſandra ctytd thus with 
great ſozrow, Bing Priamus tearing it, entreated her to ceaſe, 
dut che wauld not, And then he commasved her to be calt in 


Piiſon, 
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ilon where che was kept many days, O what pity was it 

at the Trojans believed not this warning and admonition; 
Fob: if they had believed it, they had pzevented the evils that 
came after them, which (all be told in Tables, and made 
plain to them that will hear them unto the end of the world.

How Menelaus was ſore troubled for the raviſhing of Helen his 
Wife. And how her two Brethren Caſtor and Pollux, purſu- 
ed Paris in the Sea: and of their death: And of the conditi- 
on and minner of the Lords, as well Greeks as Trojans, 


A Fter theſe things were done, Menelaus (that lojourned at 
Epire with Duke Neſſor) hearing tydings of the pzize 
and taking of his Wife, and his people, was ſo perplexed with 
grief, that he fell to the earth in aſwound. And when he was 


come again to himſelf: he complained cxcepingly; and made 


the greateſt ſozrow of the Mozld. Above all other things he 
was molt grieved foz his Mike, and could not be tomfozted. 

' When Duke Neſtor heard the tydinge, he came to him any 
comfo2ted him the beſt manner he could, fo2 he loved him en⸗ 


tirely, But Menelaus could not leave his ew but tok his: 


leave and returned into his Country. 


And ſent unto King Agamemnan his Bother, to come and 


ſpeak with him. And alſo unto Caſtor and Pollux, the Bꝛothers 


of Heleo, that they ſhould come alſo to him. When Agamem- 
non ſaw his Bꝛother make ſuch. ſozrow, he ſaid: B20ther ,- 
wherefoze grieve pe⸗ Suppoſe that the cauſe-be juſt; yet a wife 


man ought not to make ſhew thereof : *fo2 it cauſech his friends 
to be ſoꝛtowful, and his enemies to re ſoyce: there loꝛe hide thy 


-ſoxrow,and make ſhew as if thou didſt not regard it: foꝛ by ſoꝛ⸗ 


row thou canſt not attain to honour noz revenge, but only by 


— of arms. Cherefdie awake chy courage. walt thou re⸗ 
_ the injury, done unto ther. Zhou- kuowef; what fo2ees 
we have, and what Aivers we ſhall. find: foz this injury touch⸗ 
eth all the Kings and Pzinces of Greece, and as ſoon as we ſhall 
require their aid, there call not be one but he will help us 


with 
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with all his power, then we will go belene Troy, nnd mill be 
with our enemies as we liſt, and will deſtroy the Cify. © And ik 
wwe take Paris that is ao; of theſe hurts, we well haug him, 
and make him dye a hameful death. Ceaſe then thy ſozrow, 
and let us make it known to all the Kings and Princes of 
-Greece, and require their aidto revenge this infury. 

Then was Menelaus comfozted; with the woꝛds of his Bꝛo⸗ 
ther and they ſent their Letters unts all the Barons of Greece, 
and at their intreaties they all came: firſt Achilles, Patroclus, 
Dyomedes,and many others, As ſoon as they knew wherefoze 
they were lent foz, they laid, That they would go to Troy with 
all their ſtrength foꝛ to revenge the ſhame, and to recover Helen. 
do they choke Agamemnon cheif Pzince of their Polt, as he 
that. was pzudenc and of good counſel, | 

Now it happened that Caſtor and Pollux, Bꝛethzen of Helen, 
as ſoon as they heard their üſter was raviſhed, they took 
tipping and purſued the Trojans, with a great Army to recover 
her again. On the third day, as they were on the Seca, there 
aroſe a Tempeſt , Thunder and Rain, that their ſhips were 
aft on the Rock, one here, another there: and finally, they 
were all dzowned. And the Pagans ſay, that theſe two 1Bze- 
thzen were tranflated with the Gods into the Beaven oz Zo⸗ 
Nack, and returnen into the Sign of two Beaſts, fozalmuch as 
they were Bzechzen and twins. And thus ended theit lives by 
the taking of their iter. Some Poets keign, that theſe 
B2ethzefre tranſlated into two Stats, (that is) the No2th- 
— — the South-ftar , which are named after them, Caſtor 
and Pollux. | 10 | 

In this place declareth Dares in his Book, che faſhions of the 
'Greeks that were befoze Troy, ſome of the moſt Noble of them, 
Us he that ſaw them many times, during the Siege befoze the 
City. And he began to ſpeak of Helen, and ſaith, That ſhe was 
lo fair, that in all the woztd no man cord find-a fairer, noz bets 
ter fozmed in all members. Agamemnon was long, and white 
of body.ſtrong of members, and well fozmed, loving, diſcriet, 
hardy, and paſſing well ſpoken, Menclaus was of mean 
ſtature,hardyin Army, aid — us. Achilles was of great 

beauty 
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dan lack hairs, and criſy, gray eveã and great, of amiable 
fight; large Bꝛesſts, 1087 ſhoulpers;! great arme, his Keing 
high enaugh a man of great ſtature and had none like unte him 
among alt the Grceks; deſirous to fight, large in gifts, and libe⸗ 
ral in ſpending. Tanczlus was great of his body, and ſtrong , 
faithful, humble, dying auarrels, if they were not fuſt. Ajax 
was of a big ſtgtust,, gat and lerge in bis Houlvers,! great 
arms, and always wall elgathed, and very richly ? and was of 
no great enterpꝛize, and ſpake very quick. Thelamon Ajux was 
a marvellous ſair Knight, he had black hairs, he had great plea⸗ 
ſure in Puſick, aud he himſelf ſung very ſweetly: He was of 
wreas pꝛawels, and a. valmut man ot Mar, without pomp. 
Wiſes was; the moſt kaireſt man amangſt the Greeks, pet he 
was very deceitkull and lubtil, aud delivered his ſpeech joyfully: 
he was a very great Lyar, and ſo well ſpoken, that he had no 
fellow like unto him. Dyomed eswas great, and had a b2oad 
beaſt, and, marvellous ſtrong, of ficrce fight, falſe in his pꝛo⸗ 
miles, wozthy in arms, deſirous of victozy,dzead and redoubted: 
be was greatly injurious to his Dervants ; and Litrnrious, 
wherefoze he ſuffered many pains. Duke Neſtor was of great 
members, and well ſpoken, diſcreet, and very thzifty, gave al- 
ways good counſel ſuddenly he would be very angry, e ſtraight- 
way pleaſed again; he was the moſt true friend in the world. 
Protheſilaus was fait, and of a goodly ſtature, noble and active in 
Arms, Neoptolemus was great, he had black hair, and great 
eyes, but joyfull and well cheared his eye⸗bꝛows ſmaleh, ſtam · 
mering in his words, but he was wile in the law. Palamede 
the Son of Bing Naulus, was of fair ſhape and lean, ſtout ans 
amiable,a good man and liberal. Polidarius was paſſing great, 
fat and ſwoln, hardy and high minded, withont truth. Ma- 
thaon was a mean ſtature, pꝛoud and hardy, one that flept little 


by night. Briſayda the Daughter of Chalcas, was paſſing fair, 


of mean ſtature, well made; ſweet and pitifull, and many men 
loved her foz her beauty: Foz the love of her came the King 
of Perſia, unto the aid of the Greeks, unto the fiegg of Troy. 


Now of them that were within Troy, the ſame Dares =_ 
lt 
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:firft of King Priarvs,- Hb duns long, griefly, and fair, and had 
-@ loud voice, hardy; and that he did gladly eat early in the mor 
ning, a man without fear, he hacedflattery, he was upright. 
and a good jnſter, had great delight to hear Cnging, and muſtck, 
and earneſtlp loved his Servants, and much enriched them. Of 
all his Sons, there was none ſo hardy an his eldeſt, the woꝛthy 
Hector. Chis was he that paſſed in his time all other Knights 
in Chivalry, aud fluttered a little: he was great, and had hard 
members, and could endure much pain, and his hair curled, he 
tiſped : there never iſſued out of Troy ſo ſtrong a man, no2 ſo 
wozthy ; "never came 4 villanoug wozd out of his mouth: he 
was never weary of fighting in battel: there was never night 
better beloved of his people than he was. Paris was a fair Bt, 
and ſtrong, ſoft haired, true, ſwift, ſweet of peech, well dꝛaw⸗ 
ing a Bow, wiſe and hardy in battel,verp reſolute, and covetous 
ok honour, Deiphobus and Hclenus were boch like the other, 
that a man could not know the one from the other, alſo thep re- 
ſembled King Priamus their Father. | 
Deiphobus was wiſe and hady in arms. And Helenus wag 
u marvellous wiſe Clerk. Troiſus was great, and ſtout of cou- 
tage, well mannered, and beloved of poung Maidens: in 
ſtrength and merrineſs he reſembled Hector, and was the ſe⸗ 
cond after him in Pꝛowels: there was not in all the Realm, a 
moze ſtrong poung man. Xneas had a great body, he was ddiſ⸗ 
treet in his wozks, well ſpoken, very courteous in his wo 2 8, 
full of good counſel, and cunning. Me had his viſage joyful, his 
eyes clear and gray, and was the richeſt man in Troy next King 
priamus, in Towns and Caſtles, Anthenor was long and lean, 
and ſpake much, and of great induſtrp, and one whom King Pri- 
amus loved greatly, and gladly played among his company, and 
was a wiſe man, Polidamas his Don was a goodly poung 
man, hardy and of good manners.long and lean like his Father, 
bzo0wn,and ſtrong in puiſſance of Arms, and of good and courtes 
ous wozds, King Menon was great, he had large ſhoulders, 
great armahe was hard in the bꝛeaſt, and of great courage, one 
that bzought many Knights unto Troy. T he Queen Hecuba 
was a ffrong big woman, and _ better à man than a wo- 
2 man: 
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man; che wks-wiſe,' courteous, aud honeff, Iauing the wozky 
of charity. 'Andromache the wife of Hector was a fair woman 
and white, and had fair epes and halt: ſhe was very honeſt 
and civil in her wozks. Caſſandra was of a fair ſtature, clear, 
round mouthed, wiſe, ſhe loved virginity, and knew much of 
things to tome, by Aſtronomy and other Dcieuces. Polixena 
was a very fair Paid, tender, and the very rap of beauty, and 
whom Nature failed nothing, ſave only ſhe made her mozcat; 
the was the faireſt maid that was in her time, and the beit 
fozmed., Many moze were within the Town and without during 


the Siege : but thele wert the pzintipal and greate@ of amt. 
Therefoze Dares declarth the faſhion of them, and rehearſech, 


not of the other. 


How the Kings, Dukes, Earls, and Barons of Greece, aſſembled 
with their Nivy before Hrbenx, to come to Tro: and how. 
many Ships cach man brought to help King Manuel aur. 


WW va it came to the end of February, that the Winter 
was paſted,the Kings aud Pzinces of all Greece, aflem- 
bled-togerher at the Pozt+of Athens, to go to Troy. It is nat 
in the remembzance of any man ſince the beginning ok the 
Wozld, that ſo. many Ships and Knights were aſſembled; as 
there were at that time, Firſt Agimemnon, that was Pzince 
ofthe Hoſts of the Grecks,bzought from his Realm of Michmas, 
an hundzed Ships full at armed Knights. The King Men:- 
aus his bzother bzought from his Realm of Sparta fozty Ships. 
Archelaus and Prothenor from the Realm of Boccie, fifty 
Ships, The Duke Aſcalapus, and the Carl Helmius, from 
the P2ovince of Orcon:my, thirty @hips, 
The King Epiſtrophus, and the King Sedius, from the 
Realm of fecide, thirty Ships: in his company, was the Duke 
Theuter, Duke Amphimacus, the Earl Polixene „ the Carl 
Thebuas, and many other Noblemen. . 
The ancicnt Duke Neſtor fag his Pꝛovinte of Pi'on, fifty 
Stipe. The King Thoas of Tholy, fifty Ships. The Bing

Pozt of Athene, the Bing Agamemnon was chick of 
all the Yoſt, and to conduc this Bot Hderly, aſſembled there 
ty | to coifncel on a plain without the City, all the Hoblemen. 
i | And vhen they wete aſſembled edünd about him, he ſaid to 
18 | be m 
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chem in this manner. O pe Koble men, that by one conlent 
are here aſſcmbled with ſo great puillance. ye know well, it is 
not in the remembꝛance of any man, that he ſaw ever ſo many 
Noblemen aſſembled, foz to atchieve aup wozk, noz ſo many 
young Knights acive in Arms, to aſlail their Enemies. Js not 
be out of his mind that pꝛelumeth to raiſe himſelf againſt us: 
verily J doubt not but one of an hundzed in this company is ſuf- 
ficient to bzing this wozk to an end, foz which we be all aſſem⸗ 
blep, It is well known to each of pou, the great injuries and 
damages the Trojans have done unto us, wherefoze we have juſt 
cauſe to take vengeance by fozce of Arms, to che end, that from 
bencefo2th thep no2 anp other ſhall enterpꝛize againſt us in any 
manner: fo if we luffer ſuch injuries by dillimulation, thep 
might pet grieve us moꝛe than they have done. Aud it is not the 
tuſtome of the Noble men of Greece, to let paſs ſuch wzongs , 
therefo2e it ſhould be to us great ſhame, that are ſo many, any 
have aſſembed ſo great ſtrength to diſſemble in this quarref, 
and (pet) there is no Nation in the v 021d , but that dzeadeth 
pur puiſſance, ſave only theſe fooliſh people of Troy, that by e- 
vil counſel hath moved them againſt us, and enterpzized war 
upon us: As firſt the King Laomedon that injured ſome of our 
people, fo; little occaſton : wherefoze he received death fo his 
reward, his City deſtroyed, and his people flain,and ſoon b2ought 
in ſervitude. Surelp it is not ſo hard to us that are moze pus 
iſſant, to take vengeance onthe Trojans, than four PzinciS ok 
leſs puiſſance, that came to get the better of them. Foz the 
Trojans, know we are afſembled to go upon them, and they are 
trongly furniſhed with men of arms againſt our coming: there 
foze it leemeth me good, if it pleaſe pou, that ere we depart from 
this Pozt, we ſend into the Ille of Delphos our ſpecial Peſſen⸗ 


gers, foz to have anſwer of our God Apollo of this our enter⸗ 


ize. 
* Then was there none but allowed the wozds of Agamem- 
non, and choſe Achilles and Patroclus to go into this Iſle, to 
bear the anſwer of Apollo: Do they departed and came ſoon 
thither: foz the ſaid Ille is as it were in the midſt of the Illes 
of Ciclades, where Locana, Infanta, Apollo any Diana be. — 
th ere

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there was a rich Temple, in which the God of the Panims was 
wozſhipped, and gave anſwer to the people of ſuch things as 
they demanded. This Iſle was firſt called Delos, that is as 
much as to ſap in Greck, manifeſtation : koꝛalmuch as in this 
Idle the Panims ſaw firſt the Sun and the Poon after the de- 
luge : therefo2e they ſuppoſed they had been bozn there of their 
Mothers: fox Apollo is the San, and Diana the Boon in their 


uage. | 
Some call this Ille Ortigic : fozaſmuch as the Birds that 
men call Oztiges, in Engliſh they be Quaites, were firſt (cow 


there. The Panims gave to Apollo divers names after the di- 


vers operations of the Sun. An this Temple was a great I- 
mage compoſed all of the fine gold in the wozthip of the God A- 
pollo, and albeit the Image was deaf and dumb, pet where J- 
dolatry reigned at that time in the wozld, the devil put bim in 
the Image, and gave anſwer tothe Panios, of the things they 
demanded of him. This did the Devil to abuſe the fooliſh peo⸗ 
ple, that at that time believed this Image was very God. 

Upon this part the Authoz declareth , from whence came firſt 
Idolatry. We find in Hiſtoria Eccleſiaſtic a, that when Hcrod 
was deceived by thet hzee Kings that returned not again to him, 
but wozſhipped our Low Jeſus Ch2ift, as is contained in the 
Goſpel,afterwards departcy by another way, &. Herod pur- 
poſed to have flain the Child Jeſus, therefo2e the glozious Uir- 
gin our Lady, Saint Mary his Mother and Joſeph bare him to 
Egypt. And as ſoon as our Lady entred into Xgypt.all the J- 
dols fell down to the Carth, bzoken and b2uiſed, accozding to 
the Pꝛopheſtes of Iſaiab, that laid thus, Aſcendet Dominus in 
nubem levem, & engradictur Egyptum, & movebuntur ſitmula- 
chra Egypti. Shewing, that at the coming of our Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt, all Jdolatry ſhould have an end. And amongſt the 
Jews, Iſmael was the firſt that made an Idol, and that was of 
earth. 

Prometheus made the firſt among the Panims, and taught o⸗ 
thers the manner how to make them: but the right beginning 
of Jdolatry, came of Belus King of Afſyria, that was Father of 
king Ninus, when de was dead, his Don Ninus did bury 

him 
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vim in a rich Depulture, and div make an Image of fine gold 
ta che ſemblance and likeneſs of his Father, to have memozy 
of him, and wozchipped him as his God, and compelled his folk 
to woꝛſhip him: after an evil ſpirit entred into the Image, 
and gave unto the people anſwers ok their ſumdzy demands, 
Thus by the example of him; the ſimple Panims made other in 
the wozſhip of their Friends, thus P2oceeded they in Jdolatry, 
and that there were none but had their particular Gods, chat gave 
unto them their anſwers-of their demands, by the deviſe of the 
Enemp, that deceived them, and bzought themunto damnation, 
by the great envy he had againſt the Kinage of men, which God 
made, to fulfil the places of Paradice;from whence he was caft 
gut foz his Pzide, into hozroz and darkneſs: aktet the day of 
Judgment. Fr 

When Achilles and Patroclus were arrived in the Idle of 
Delphos, they went with great devotion into the Temple of A- 
pollo: and there made their 8dlations with great liberality and 
demanded of him anſwer concerning their affairs. Then an⸗ 
{wered Apollo with a low voice. Achilles, return again unto 
the Greeks, that have ſent thee hither: and lay unto them, It 
thall happen foz certainty,that they ſhall go ſafely to Troy, and 
there they ſhall make many battels: But in the tenth-pear they 
ſhall flap the King Priamus, his Wife and-Childzen, and mot 
part of the Country. And there ſhall none eſcape, ſave they 
only whom they will ſave. 

Sk this was Achilles paſſing glad: and it happened that 
'whilelt they were pet in this Temple, a great learned Biſhop 
-of Troy named Chalcas, Don of a man named T1 hiſiram, which 
was a wife man, entred into this Temple, ond he was ſrne al- 
-- from the King Priamus, to have anſwer of Apollo foz chem 
of Troy. | 

As he then had made his oblations and demands foz them of 

Troy, Appollo anfwered ſaying : Cha cas, Chalcas,beware thou 
return not back again to Tioy: but go with Achilles unto the 
Greeks, and never depart from them, foz the Greeks ſhall have 
vidoꝛy of the Trojans, by the agreement of the Gods, and thou 
Hall be to them very neceſlary-in councel. As Chalcas r. 
; | Achill.s, 
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Achilles, that was in the Temple, he appꝛoached unte him, and 
made acquaintance with him, and accompanied together by 
Faith and Dath : they told each to other what the Jdol had ſaid 
to them: whereof Achilles had great joy, and made great chear 
and countenance. to Chalcas, and took him with them: ſailing 
ſo long, they arrived at the Pot of Athens, and when they il⸗ 
ſued out of their Ships. Achilles took Chalcas by the hand, and 
pꝛeſented him to the King Agamemnon-and to others, and told 
unto them the anſwer of Apollo: Yow they ſhould have victozp 
of the Trojans, and how Apollo bade him not return again to 
Troy, but hold him with the Greeks, during the War. Of 
theſe tydings the Greeks greatly rejoyced, aud made a Feaſt, 
and received Chalcas into their company,by Faith and by Dath, 
and they pzomiſed to reward him and do him good. 


| CHAP. vll. 

How the Greeks with a great Navy ſailed towards Trey: and 
how they arrived at Tenedox three miles from Troy, which 
they conquered and beat down to the earth. 


Aer this keaſt the Greeks had made foz the good anſwers 
£3. of Apollo, Chalcas went in a mozning in the company of 
Achilles and Patroclus, unto the Tent of King Agamemnon 
where all the Nobles of the Army were aſſembled, and he ſalu- 
ted them courteoufly, ſaping : Noble Kings and Pzinces, that 
be here aſſembled foz vengeance of the injuries done by the Tro- 
ans 3 wherefoꝛe tarrp you here, atter the Gods have given their 


zulwer: Think ye not that Bing Priamus hath his ſpyes as 


mong you, and whiles ye ſojourn, he furniſheth not his Coun- 


trey and City with victual, wich ho2ſes, and with other neceſſa- 


ties? Js not great part ofthe Summer paſſed, and pe have no- 
thing enterpzized upon pour enemies. Beware pe be not in- 
grateful to the anſwer of the Gods: and that by pour negligence 
they change not their anſwer into the contrary. Therefoze tar⸗ 
xp no longer, but embark pour Yoſe, and go to Bea, and ceale 
not until the time the pꝛomiſes of the Gods be accompliſhed. 
When Chalcas had thus _— each man ſaid he had well 
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fpoken, Then the King Agamemnon ſent unto allthe ho 
and gave commandemenc with the ſound of Trumpet that every 
man ſhould make ready to remove. And pꝛeſently they entred 
their Ships and piſancho2zed , hoyſed up their ſails aud ſailed 3 
mile from Athens, the air that befoze was cfear began to 
wax troublous and thick, and a great tempeſt aroſe of wind 
rain anv thunder: inſomuch that there was none ſo hardy but 


had fear to have dyed, foz their Ships were caſt by the Sea, 
one here, and another there, and they ſuppoſed to have been 
downed. Then ſaid Cha!cas to them that were with him, the 
cauſe of the Tempeſt was fozaſmnch as Diana their Goddeſs 
was angry againſt them, becauſe they departed from Athens 
and made her no ſacrifice * and fo2 to appeaſe this w2ath , it 
. behoved King Agamemnon to ſacrifice to her with his own 
hand, Iphigenie his Daughter a young Uirgin, otherwiſe the 
Tempeſt ſhould never ceaſe, And to fpeed this ſacrifice, he 
eounfelled to turn the Navy, and apply it to the Ille of Andill, 
where the Temple of the Goddeſs Dizna was. 
When King Agamemnon underſfood this thing, he was paſ; 
ſing ſo2ry in his mind, fo2 he loved his Daughter Iphigenie, 
with great love: on the other five he was required of all the 
other Kings and Pꝛinces of Greece, that he wonld make no de- 
lay in ſo great a matter, oꝛ to withſtand the Sacrifice: where- 
foze he was vanquiſhed by the P2inces , fo2 the love of his 
Country,he took his Daughter Iphigenie, and in the p2eſence of 
N ings and Pzinces, ſacrificed her unto the Goddeſs Diana, pe 
fently che tempeft ceaſcd, and the air became neat and clean, 
and the Dea well quieted and in tranqullicy. Then he went 
again ints his Ship, and all the other in like manner dien up 
their ſails,and ſailed befoze the wind ſo far, that they arrived at 
2 Pozt of the Realm of Troy, nigh nnto a Caſtle called Sara 
bana, Dares putteth not down what was the cauſe wherefoze 
Bing Agamemnon made this ſacrifice unto Diana. But Ovid 
(in rhe twelfth book of Meramorpheſe)ſaith, it was Iphigenie 
dis Daughter. And when they of the Caſtle law the great Ha⸗ 
pp at their Pozt they armed them, and came unto the Pozt 
thinking to dekend their Land againft the Greeks, and =— 
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them that wert come on Land, and being weary of the travel of 
pea: But the Greeks ilſued p2eſently out of their ſhips in 
great number all Armed and chaſed them unto their Caffle , 
any entted the Caftle wich them, and put them all to death, took 
the booties,after beat down the Cattle, and then re-entred again 
into their hips, and ſailed to the Pozt of Tenedon, and there 
anchoꝛed their ſhips, 
At this Pozt was a Caſtle, well peopley, and full of great 
riches, being thꝛee miles from Troy. When theyof the Caſtle 
ſaw the Greeks, they ran to arms, and furniſhed their Caffle 
with good fighters, the other illued out, and came to the Pont. 
where they found the Grecks then iſſued out of their Ships all 
armed, and took all that they could find. Thus began the battel 
very fierce and moztal, and there were enough lain on both par⸗ 
ties: mote of the Greeks then of the Trojans. But as ſoon as 
the great ſtrength of the Greeks were landed, the Trojans couly 
no longer ſuffer no2 abide, but put them to flight, ſome to cue 
Caſtle and the other fled unto Troy. Then the Greeks beſtir⸗ 
red them, and laid the Caſtle round about, and they within de⸗ 
fended it paſſing well upon the walls and lew many by ſhot and 
Engines, but the Greeks dzeſſed their Engines about the Caſtle, 
and ſet their Ladders unto the walls, and went up on all ſides, 
they within defended chem valiantly, and made them fall in 
their Ditches, ſome dead, ſome hurt. But the Greeks that 
were fo great in number, ſent always new folk ts the aſſault 
| whereof they within were grown ſo weary, that they retired 
back from their defences : and then the Grecks entred by fo2ce 
into the Caſtle, and there flew all they found, without ſparing 
of any man 02 woman, and pillaged all that was good, and after 
beat down both the Caſtle and the houſes untothe Earth, and 
put in fire, and burnt all up. After they re-entred into their 
Ships joyous of their gain they had gotten in the Caſtle, 
How the Greeks did ſend Dyomedes and Vliſſes again to the King 
Priamns,to have Helen and the Priſoners, and of their anſwer, 
Wyn the Greeks had deſtroyed thus the Caſtle and Edi⸗ 
fices of Tenedon: Then Agamcmnon, that havthe 
E 2 charge 
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charge of all the Poſt, commanded that all the booty and gay 
of thoſe two Caſtles ſhould be bzought fozth, and it was dong 
pꝛeſently as he commanded, and he as a wiſe Kingdifributey 
the gain,unto each man after his deſert and quality.. Andcauſ- 
ed all the noble men to aſſemble on the plain of Tencdon' bes 
foze King Agamemnon:- and when: they were come, Bing A- 
gamemnon ſpake in this manner. My friends and fellows that 
be here now aſſembled, fo2 ſo juſt a cauſe as each of you knows 
eth, aud in ſo.great puiſſance, that there is and (hall be tydings 
thereof in all the wozld: pet let it pleaſe the Gods, that it be 
without p2ide oz felony: foꝛ it is, that of the ſin of pꝛide gꝛow⸗ 
eth all other vices, and the Gods reſiſt and withſtand the inſos 
lent and pꝛoud people, therefo2e we ought to put away all pzide 
frem our woꝛks: and in eſpecial this wozk here, and uſe the 
way of juſtice that none may blame us. . 

Pe know that we are come thus far, to take vengeance of the 
injuries and wongs that King Priamus hath done to us, and 
we have done to him now great damage. Ye may know foz 
truth, that they have aſſembled into the City of Troy, great pow- 
ers, to defend them againſt us: and alſo the City is great 
and ſtrong: and ye know that they be upon their own heritage, 
that is a thing which troubleth their fozce and ſtrength. I lap 
not theſe things, foz any doubt but that we ſhall have victo2y, 
and oeftroy this famous City, though it be ſtrong: only foz 
our wo2ſhip, to the end, we be recommended to have conduged 
this wozk by great diſcretion, and without pzide : for that of- 
tentimes by over haſty enterp2izes , a thing of great weight, 
map come to a milchievous end. Pe know it is long ago that 
King Priamus did firſt require us, by his ſpecial Peſſengers, 
that we would render unto-him his Difter Exione: and that by 
aur haughtineſs and pzide we would not deliver her again:if we 
had then delivered and ſent her home again, theſe evils had ne⸗ 
ver happned in the Alle of Cichar as they be. And the Queen 
Helena (who is of the nobleft of Greece) hay never been raviſhed 
na2 led away: alſo we had not enterp2ized the pain noz la⸗ 
bour we now are in. And there is none of us that knoweth 
what ſhall happen to him good oz evil: therefoze if pe think | 

| that 
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that we ould return into our Country, without ſuffering of 
mo2e pain, with our honour and wozſhip , we will ſend to Bing 
Priamus our ſpecial Meſſengers, and bid him ta deliver again 
to us Helen freely, and that he. reſtoze to us the damages that 
Paris hath done tous in the Ille of Cithatr: if he will ſo do, gur 
return ſhall be hovourable, and we can ask no moze of him by 
right. And if he refuſe,we ſhall have two things that hall fight 
foz us, that is, Juſtice and Puiſſance: and when men ſhall hear 
of our offers they willgive the wzong and blame tothe Trojans, 


and to us the laud and p2aiſe : aud we ſhall be excuſed of all 


damages that we ſhall do them, after theſe offers. Therekoze 


adviſe pou among your ſelves, what pe will do, 


Mhere were ſome bad people, that blamed this counſel, and 
ſome allowed it: Finally, they concluded to do as Agimemnon 
had laid. Then they chole fo2 their Pellengers Dyomedes aud 
Ulides, to go to Troy, and make their l:gation, which took 
their Pozſes, and went incontinently. and came to Troy about 
mid-day, they went ſtraight to the Palace of King Priamus , 
and tyed their Yozſes tothe Gate, after went up into the Pall, 
and in going up they marvelled greatly at yo rich wozks they 
ſawin all che Palace,eſpectally of a tree that they ſaw in a plain 
which was made by Magick, marvellonflp compoſed, and of 
great beanty, foz the ſtock beneath, was ns thicker but of the 
greatneſs of a ſpear, paſſing long and high, and above bzanches 
of gold and ſilver leaves that ſp2ead over the Palace, ſave a 
little, it covered all: and the fruit of the laid tree was of di- 
vers pzecious tones, that gave light and bzightneſs, and alſo. 
did much pleaſe and delight them that beheld it. They went 
lo far, that they came into the Hall where King Priamus was 
'accompanted with noble men. And without laluting the King 
93 the other, Ulifles ſaid in this manner. 

King Priamus, marvel nothing that we have not ſaluted thee, 
fozaſmuch as thou art our mvzcal enemy. Bing Agamemnon 
from whom we be Peſſengets) commandeth thee by us that 
thou deliver and lend unto him Qucen Helen, whom thou haſt: 
cauſed moſt vilely to be raviſhed and taken from her Pusbaup 
and that thou make ſatisfaction foz all damages that Paris thy 
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Son hath bone in Greece: if thou ſo vo, J ſuppoſe chou Gate 
few thy ſelf a wiſe man: but ik thon do not, behold what evils 
may come unto thee and thine : fo2 thou ſhalt dye an evil death, 
and all thy men, and this noble and famous City ſhall be ves 


ſtroyen. 

Mhen Ming Priamus heard uliſſes thus ſpeak, he anſwered, 
(without demanding anv Counſel:) J marvel greatly, at thy 
woz2ds, that thou requireſt of me a thing that a man vanquiſhed 
and-overcome, and one that could defend himſelf no moze but 
with great pain would acco2d to thee. J believe not chat the 
Greeks have luch puiſſante which thou haſt ſaid unto me: they 
Ae of me amends, and Jought to demand the like of 
them, 

Pave not they flain my Father and my B2eth2en , and ley 
away my Difterin ſervitude, whom they deigi not to marry ho- 
nourably, but to uke her as a common women? and to have her 
again J ent to them Anthenor, and would have pardoned them 
the ſur-plus: but you know the villanies they did uſe towards 
my Weſlenger: andtherefoze J ought not to hear any thing 
that ye ſap to me, but rather dye valiancly, than to agree to 
your requeff; let Agamemaon know, that J deſire not co have 
peace noz love with the Grecks, that have done ts me ſo many 

-diſpleaſures, And if it were not pe be Peſſengers , J ſhould 
make pon dye an evil death. Mherefozego away quickly foꝛ J 
cannot behold you without diſpleaſure in my heart. Then be- 
gan Dyomedes to laugh foz diſpight, and ſaid thus: Ma King 
if without diſpleaſure thou canſt not ſee us but two, thou wilt 
be diſpleaſed all the dapes of thy Life: foz thou ſhalt ſee from 
hencefo:th befo2e thine eyes great armies of Greeks which (hall . 
come bHcfoze the City, and ſhall not ceaſe to aſlail it continnally, 
againſt whom thou canſt not long defend thee, hut thou and thine 
finally ſhall receive bitter death. Therefoze thou ſhouldeſt take 
better ncouſel in thy 1 * thou wert well adviſed, 

There were many Trojans that would have run upon the 
Greeks, and dꝛew their Swoꝛds ts have flain them: But King 
Priamus fozbad them, and ſaid that they ſhould let two fools ut- 
ter their folly, and a wile man ts fuffer it. Paz ha, ür, ſaid K- 
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neas, what is that ye ſay 2 men muſt ſhew to a fool his fooliſhneſs, 
and truly if it were not in your p2efence, this fellow that hath 
ſpoken ſo fooliſhly befoze you ſhould receive his death by my own 
hand. At appertaineth not unts him to ſay unto vou ſuch vene⸗ 
mous thzeatnings: therefoze I adviſe him, that he go his way 
quickly, unleſs he ceaſe taſpeak ſo abſurd and fooliſhly, + 

Dyomedes of nothing was abaſhed, anſwered to Eneas : 
Whatſoever thou be, thou ſheweſt well by the wozds, thou art 
ill avviſep, and hot, and J wich that J may once find thee in a 
place convenient, that J may reward thee fox the wozds thou 
haſt ſpoken of me. L 11508 

I ſee well that the Bing is fo2tunate and happy to have 
ſuch a counſeller as thou art, that giveth him counſel to do vil⸗ 
lany, Then Wiſſes bzake the words ol Dyomedes wiſely, and: 

2aped him to hold his peace, after ſaid to King Framus, we 
ve underffoov all that thou haſt ſaid, and will go and repozt 
it to our Pꝛinces. Jncontinently they took their Pozſes;and tes 
turned unto their hoſt, where they found many allembler befoze 
King Agamemnon and told them the anſwer of King Priamus: 
whereof-they had great marvel, and conferred long together fo 
the well ozdering of their affairs, ſince they were aſſured. of the

A Fter theſe thins, Agamemnon tulled his council in che 
plain of Tenedon, and ſaip among all otherthings; It bes 
hoveth us to be adviſed. how that during the Diege belege Troy, 
our hoſt Gould beſuccoured with vieual 7: there foꝛe it ye think 
good, we will ſend to the Realm of Meſſe, to habe vicuals from 
thence continually, foz it is contrary very commodious : and 
the y that go thither, ſtall cake'ſurecy of rhe.Conntty, an 
a 
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fail not to ſend vickual to the hoſt, ſo long as we ſhall be in this 
Country. This counſel pleaſeth the Greeks, and they choſe 
Achilles, and Telephus the Son of Hercules to furnich this mel⸗ 
lage and lo go with a great company of men of arms. In that 
Pzovince reigneda Ring named Theutran, and had long refgaey 
in peace, foz his Country was peopled with hardy Knights : 
when Achilles and Telephus with th2ee thouſand Bnights were 
arrived in the Alle of Meſſe, they iflued out ok their Ships, 
and wenton Land. Then came againſt them the Bing Theu- 

tram, with a great company of men of Foot and Moꝛſeback. 

Then began the battel fiercely, and at the skirmif were 
matiy Knights flain on both ſibes. Albeit the Greeks were 
leſs in number than the other, they defended themſelves well: 
but their defence had not availed them, had it not been foz the 
great pzoweſg of Achilles that did great miracles with his body, 
as che that was the moſt ſtrong aud valiant of the Greeks : fox 
whoſoever he ſmote he dyed; and there could no man Jand be⸗ 
foe him. Mhen Achilles:eſpyed Ming Theutran, in the midſt 
of his people, did crea; damage to his folk, he thꝛuſt into the 
greateſt pꝛels of his enemies, and beat down befoze him all he 
Found, tüll he came to Ring Theutran: and hewed his helm, 
and ſmote him down to the ground, and had lain him, had not 
Telcphus been, which put himſelk between them, and pꝛayed 
Achilles humbly that he would not flay him, noz do him any 
moꝛe harm than he had: Then the Ring cryed to Achilles fo; 
mercy. Then laid Achilles to Felephus, what moveth thee to 
pity our-moztabenemp, that is come to aſſail us with ſs great 
fury 2 It is.reaſon. that he fall into the pit that he made ready 
foz us. Pa, ha, fir, ſaid Telephus, the King was very familiar 
with my Father Hercules, and alſo did to me great hononr 
in this Land, and there foꝛe J may not ſuffer to ſee him lain. 
Well then (laid Achille) take him and do with him what thou 
wilt. Then was their hattel finiſhed, the Greeks retired, and 
Ming Theutran rartied inta his Palace as a dead man ſ fo A- 
chilles had ie HMauiſed him. And the Ming pꝛaped Achilles and 
Telephus, that they would go with him: who went and were 
æettined with greut joy and honour.

Of the coming of Duke Palamedes, and how the Greeks depart- 
ed from Tenedon, by the counſel of Dyomedes, and came 
and took land before the City of Troy, and how the Trojaus 
received them in battel right vigorouſly, 


Ow the Grecks were not departed from Tenedon, when 
Palamedes the Don of Bing Naulus arrived at the Poze, 


with thirty Ships full of Bnights armed, all Noble men. At 
his coming the Greeks * joyful, who murmured befoze, be⸗

' This Palamedes Lr Air among the 
Geceks, aud-was the ſecond neyt ö 7 pinillane, 
diſcreet in arms and very rith, And at his coming, he was 
tholen ts be Councellyz of the Poſt.

ealtly gone a n we ſhall do nom: foz they are better 
furniſhed than they were at that time, of all ſuch as be⸗ 
hoveth todefend them with 2 therefoze A counſel Jo, that to 
maqzrow betimes we put us in good o2ver, and lay flege firmly, 
as haſtily as we may. We know that we wall not do \s with- 
out great labour: wherein it behoveth every man to employ 
himſelf, and to banifh fear. Foz we can pꝛevall no other way 
no moze hounourably as I think, 

Che Counlel of Dyomedes pleaſed all the Barons, and tarly 
in the mozning, they re⸗entredeinto their Ships, and ſailedto the 
Po2t of Troy in good oꝛder ane after another. 

In the firft front they put an hundzed Ships, furniſhed wich 
nights and Banners, that waved in the Wind, and afterchem 
anathet hunden: and all the other by o2der,. and they had not 
ſailed far, but thep ſaw the noble Ciry of Troy, and approach- 
ti thereco as haſtily as they might. When the Tx0jans - >

And thet 
foz the great danger wherein they felt themſelves , they ſold 
their lives dear, expecting the ſuccours of King Archelaus and 
King Ptothenor, that anon arrived; and would the Trojans oz 
not, they went on a ſhoze, took land, ſuccouredtheir people vali⸗ 
c antly, and began again a cruel battel; | 

After that arrived the Duke Neſtor; and his folk that thꝛuſt 
in among their enemies figrcelp.. There was many a Wpeat 
bzoken, and many an Arrow ſhot :* Knights fell down dead on 
both fides,and:their cry was marvellous to hear. There were 
nain many Trojans- by Archelays and Pyothenor. After arri- 
ved the King Aſcalus, andKing Aglus with their Ships, and

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went a land, allailed the 'Trojans with great fierceneſs, and yp 
ſoꝛce made them retire: then came to the battel plenty of new 
Txojans. . Then began the battel to be greater; than it han 
been all the day betode : infomuch that the Greeks: wete re · 
copled by fquce unto their Ships, then arrived Uliſſes with a 
great compatey of his Knights, which thꝛonged into the batte l: 
and the Greeks recovered land, and aſlatled the Trojans furi⸗ 
ouſly, There uliſſes made great effuſion of blood on his Ene⸗ 
mies, and immediately his Enſign was made kam among 
them, Bing Philomenus, ſeeing that uliſſes flew their people, 
be lee himſelf unto him, and beat him off his Hole. u- 
liſſes mice him again, and wounded him in his throat, and cut 
alunder his ozigimal vein, and ſmote him as halk dead. The 
Trojans ran and took him from the Greeks, and carried him up⸗ 
en his Shield intothe City, but had not this miſadventure haps 
pened to the King, the Greeks had been diſcomficey; ' The Tro. 
3ins laboured much to ſave him. Then arrived Bing Thaos, Bing 
Agamemnon, King Menclaus and Bing Thelamon Ajax, with 
all their Fozces, and. fought very valiantly, anv bzoke their 
Spears updn the Trojans, beat down many, ſome flain, and ſome

When King Protheſilans departed from the battel, where he 
had been ſince the beginning, to recover bzeath, when he came 
to the Pozt,: he found all his men nigh dead, koꝛ whom he wept 
'£xceedingly,- and cook again his courage, to revenge the death 
of his men, and went again unto the battel, and flew many 
Trojans, and ſmote down many of their hozſes. Then came 
to battel on the behalf of the Trojans King Perſes, with a come 
pany of-Knights, at wheth the battel began to be moztal, and 
there were many - Greeks lain, and many made to retire, and 
Without doubt had diſcomfited chem, but the wozthy Palamedcs 
«Coon won footing, and at hisroming the Greeks were recoms 
faced x then Palamedes perfozmed wonderful deeds with his 
hand, ana addzeſſed himſelf againſt Sagamon, the Bother of

Then it happened, that Hector went out to refreſhhim, wheres 
upon the Greeks took courage again againſt the Trojans.

It was about the hour 
of Evenſong, when Hector depatted from the battel and re«entrad 
iato the City: fo the Greeks were withal diſcomfited, then 
arrived ſtrong Achilles with his Myrmidons, and entred into the 
battel, with three thouſand approved Buights that were with 
him : then were the Trojans on all ſides beaten down and flain,

Hector put in commiſſion in this batstel, Polidagy 
his Baſtard Bother with this King, and iſſued after che A 14 
The firth battel the Bing Prengſtus led, he hab.big people well 
inſtructed to ſhoot and dzaw the Bam, and went without Armoz 
to batte, mounted upon light Mozſes: Hector commiſed Dei- 
phobus his Bꝛother toconduct them. With this battel Hector 
jopned all che wozthy Bnights of the;Realm of Agreſte, under 
the conduct of King Eſdras, and Bing Philon. This Bing Phy- 
lon had a rich Chair all of Jvozy , Gold, Silver, and pꝛeciaus 
ſtones. This Chair was dzawn by two ſtrong Bnights. 
With theſe two Kings, Hector put Epitagorem his baſtard hꝛo⸗ 
ther , and they iſſued after the other. The ſeventh battel E- 
neas led, and a noble Admiral named Euſtene, they went after 
the other. The eighth battel the King of Perſe namen Perſes 
led: and Paris was the chief Captain, Hector intreated his bzo- 
ther Paris, that he would not aſſemble unco the Greeks, until 
the time that he came himſelf, 7 laid that he would ** 
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Him enen. The vinth and laſt battel, Hector le d, and ten of 
his Baſtard Bzethzen afcer him all the beſt Knights of the Ci⸗ 
ty were choſen in this battel, tothe number of five thonſand, 

And when Hector was richly arraped, and armed with good 
harneſs,he mounted upon his Yozſe named Galathee, that was 
one of the ſtrangeſt hozles in the wozld, And fo (armed and 
mounted, ) he rode unte the King his Father, and ſaid unto 
bim: Dear Father,retain with you a thouſand and five hundzey 
Knights,. and all the men of this City, and ſtand with them 
in the luce ol the Greeks, move not till A fend foz vou, if we 
Have Web that you help us. And J will ſend eſſengers to 
certifie yon of the effate of the battel: take good heed and keep 
guard, that our enemies take not the City by policy. And the 
King anſwered him: y Son, J will vo as thou haſt ſaid : foz 
next the aid of the Gods, thou art all my hope and truſt, and J 
dave na ronfidence but by thy wit aud valour. J humbly pꝛay 
the Gods to pꝛotett and pzeſerve thee from thine enemies. 

After theſe wozds, Hectot went foꝛth after the other. This 
He ctor was very couragisus, ſtrong and victozious in battel , 
and a wiſe conductoz of men of Arms, his ſhield was of gold, 
and in the middle a Lion of Gules. Although he was the lafk 
that Iſſued out of the City, vet he away paſſed the battels, and 
pit himte lt be foꝛe, in the firſt : the women that were in the Ci-

whites Hector oꝛdere his battels, King Agamemnon was 
not idle, but divided his men into ſir.and twenty battels. Me 
= in the firſt, Patroclus with his people, and with them the

In the fixteenth were the folk of Protheſilaus, much dilpair⸗ 
ing to revenge the death of their Lend: the ſeventeenth led 
King Polidarius and King Machaon : the eighteenth the King 
of Rhodes; the nineteenth King Sampitus, and King Lidorus. 
Lhe twentieth King Geripulus. The one and twentieth King 
Philoretes of Lariſſe. The two and twentieth Dyomedes 2: the 
thzee and twentieth KingOcneus of Cypres. The four and twen⸗ 
tiethKing Protholus. The five and twentieth King Carpenor. 
The fix and twenrieth and laſt battel, led King Agamemnon , 
Emperoz of all the Yoſt. | * 

When all the battels were ſet in oder on both ſides , and 
there was nothing to do but to meet, then Hector advanced the 
firſt,and Patroclus came againſt him, as faſt as his Hoꝛzſe might 
run,and ſmote him ſo — with his Spear on his Shield, 
that he pierced it thoꝛow. but did no moze harm. Then Hector 
aſſailed Patroclus with his Dwszd, and gave him a ſtroke upon 
his head, that he cleft it in two pieces, and Patroclus fell down 
dead. When Hector ſaw him dead, he coveted his Arms, fo: 


they were exceeding rich and goꝛgeons, and lighted down to take 


them, but the King Menon came upon him with thzee thouſang 
Bnights, fo2 to defend the King Patroclus againft Hector, and 
ſaid to him thus, Wolf ravenous and inſatiable, It be hoveth 
to ſeek thy p2ep in ſome other place, foy here getteſt thou none. 
And then they aſſailed him on all fides, and wottly have taken 
from him his hozle Galathee. But Hector by his (s re- 
mounted, wonld revenge * on Bing Menon, but Glau-

thouſand;; then Hector laid on, and beat dawn all afoze him:

to the body of Patroclus fo2 to have his Arms, but King Idu- 
meus uf Creet came againſt him wich two thouſand. and King 
Menon (that had al ways his eyes on Hector) letteth him, and 
was lo imthe. wap. A hat Hector might not have his arms, that 
do ernst deſired and ſuffered great pain fozalmuch as he 
was on foot, but he enfoꝛced him with all his courage and began 
$0 M man and hozſe, to ſmite off heads, legs, feet and arms, 
and lem fifceen of the ſtrongeſt that aſlailed him. In the mean 
zime, Bing Mevon topk the body of Patroclus befaze him, and 
carried it unte his Tent, As the Geeeks contended to grieve 
Hector, and to take away his Bozſe, there was among them a 


ſtrong Bnight, named Creon de la Pierre, that grieved him moſt * 


then one ok the @ervancs-of Hector addzeſled him againſt this 
Crecn,, and gave him a roke-with his Spear, that he fell'd him 
dean gu the earth, after he [mote nown another, and then: he 
mote vow a third, and cryed to the Trojans aloud that they 
Hoyld aud ſuccour Hector, : 

\; Withthis cry, firſt came Sccurabor; one of the Baſtard Bꝛe⸗ 
then ok Hector, aud thzuſt into the greateſt pꝛels, ſo fiercely, 
that he- came upon them that molt grieved H-c'or, who bad

Then Miſeres of Troy cryed 
to the Trojans, that Troylus was p2ifoner, and that they ſhould 
be d{ſhonoured, if they ſuffered him to be led away, Then the 
King A'canus took his Spear, and addzeſſed him unto them that 
deld Troylus, and (mote the fir? to the earth, and ſmote ancs 
ther, and ſoꝛze wounded him, and did ſo much by the aid of his 
men, that Troylus was reſcued, and ſet again upon his Yo2ſe 
alſo, by the help of King Sampitus, that came on with all his 
people, he gave ſo great a ſtroke to Meneſteus overthwart, that 
if he had not been well armed he had been lain. Then Menc- 
fteus cryed to his people. and ſo began among them a moztal bat⸗ 
tel, there were many ſlain on both ſides, 

Among theſe things, Mencſteus was ſozry he loſt his P2i- 
ſoner, met Miſcre; by whom he had loſt him, and beat him 
down, and the ſame time ſmote down another Knight. Then 
came to the battel Huppon and Hiripiſus, with two thouſand 
and againſt them came Meaelaus and Prothenor with their tolk, 
and there began a mo2tal £kirmilh. 

After came Polidamas the Son of Anthenor, with a great 
company, and thzuſt in on the other ſive ameng his enemies. 
After came King Remus from Troy, with thzee thouſand men, 
aud againſt them came Menelaus, with his people. M-nclaus 
addzeſled him againſt King Remus, and they ſmote cach other. 
to the ground. Then Polidamas the Nephew of Helcn, a. 
young man of twenty pears ald, addꝛeſſed him againſt. Remus, 
and Remus gave him a ſtroke with his Spear, that he ſmots 
him to the earth, whereof M:nelaus had great ſozrow, foz he 
lug him much, and in revenge he gave ſo great a ſtroke to, 
Reds with his Sword, that he [mate him down as dead: 
Mhen Bing Remus was ſo beaten down, his men thought he 
had been dead, and would have fled, had it not been foz Polida- 
mas that retained them, and did ſo much, that they took their. 
King ſo hurt as he was, and boze him home in ſafety. Then: 
King Cclidus, that was the moſt fair King of the wozld, addzel⸗ 
ſed him to Polidamas , and (mote him with his Spear, but be. 
| could 
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could not remove him. Polidamas gave ſo great a ſtroke with 
his @wo2d that he ſmote him to the Carth. Among all theſe 
things Hector came beating Down his enemies, and made wap 
befoze him in flaying of wozthy Knights, ſo far, that he came 
upon them of Silamine, that Bing Thelamon conducted, who 


flew many of the Trojans , and beat him down by his great 


p:owels, Then King Theuter gave a ſtroke with his Spear of 
H. &or,that he made him a dep wound: and Hector in his great 
ire encountred an Admiral of the Greeks, anv flew him with 
bis Bwoꝛd. Then was Hector cloſed with his enemies on all 
parts: there was of the Grecks, the King Theſcus, and he ſpake 
to Hector, and warned him he ſhould go out of the battel, and 
ſaid, it were damage foz all the wozld to loſe ſuch a night: and 
Hector thanked him courteoullp. | 

In this while Menelaus and Thelamon aſſailed Polidamas , 
and Thelamon that addzeſſed him firſt , ſmote him with hig 
ſpear, and after gave many ſtrokes, inſomuch that they bzake 
the lace of his Pelm , and took him and had led him away, had 
not Hector been, which was not far off , who ſmote among 
them that held him, and ſlew and hurt many of them, and by his 
valour flew thirty of them: and kept Polidamas with him. Then 
came together King Menelaus, and Bing Thelamon, with all 
their people, and ſmote in among the Trojans by ſo great fierce- 
neſs, that they made them go back, notwithſtanding the great 
p20welſs of H:&or, that was with the other, that did marvelg 
in his perſon, 

And then was his fierce and gallant warlike hozſe Galzthee 
flain under him, and then he defended himſelf on foot ſo marvel- 
loufly,that there was no man ſo hardy of the Greeks that durſt 
appꝛoach him. 5 Oo 

When his Bꝛethꝛen knew the greater danger that he was in, 
they ran all to that part. Then was Thelamon ſoze hurt, any 
Dynadorus (one of the Baſtard Bzeth2en of Hector) gave a 
a ſtroke to Polixenus, a Noble man, that he flew him, beating 
him down from-a great Yozſe, and took the Steed unto Hector, 
who fo2thwith mounted upon him. There were marvels of 
Arms done by the Baſtards, Then came Dciphobus , my 
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all his Volt, wherein he had great ſtoze of Archers, that hurt 
and flewgreat foze ofthe Greeks, And Deiphobus gave to King 
Theuter a great wound in the vilage. Then began the battel 
as moꝛtal as it had been all the day. There was Th-ſcus aſſailed 
by Quintelenus, one of the Baſtard Bꝛethzen of Hector, and of 
King Moderus, and was taken and led away: but Hector deliz 
_ him, foz the tourteſte that he had done to him a little bes 
oze. 

Then came to the battel of the Greeks, Bing Thoꝛs, and 
King Philotes: but King Thoas addzeſſed him againſt Caſſila- 
nus, one of the baſtard 1Bzethzen of Hector, aud gave him a 
ſtroke, that he flew him to the earth: Hector then ſmote ſo ans 
gerly amongſt the Greeks, that he flew many of them, and put 
the reſt to flight. Then came to the battel Neſtor, with fir thous 
ſand Knights: and Ring Eſdras, and King Phylon, that did 
great marvels of Arms againſt them. 

At this aſſembly there were many Knights Cain, of the one 
part and of the other. King Phylon, that did great marvels in 
arms, was eucloſcd round wich the Grezks, and had been flain, 
if Jecomas and King Eſdras his Father, had not delivered him, 
Hector and his Bzother did mardels with Polidamas, and hay: 
put all the Grezks to flight, but that Menclaus and Thelamon res 
ſiſted them ſtrongly. 

Then came Xneas to the battel with his Moſt, and put in 
with Hector and the other, and by fozce put the Greeks to flight, 
whereof Ajax had much ſozrow : als as be looked behind him 
he ſaw the Banners that came to the battel, which had not been 
there, where was all the chief flower of the Chivalry of Greece. 
Then pꝛayed he them that fled, that they would abide, and be⸗ 
gin a new battel. Ajix and Eneas encountred ſo hardy, that 
they fell both to the earth. And then came Philoces with thꝛee 
thouſand Knights , and made the Trojans. go back, and ſmote 
Hector with his Spear, but he could not remove him: and He- 
cori gave him a ſtroke with his Dwozd,that he ſozely hurt him. 
Then came to the battel King Humerus, and King Uliſſes, with 
all their people in good o2der, and they had in their Yoſt ten 
thouſand Knights, which did the Trojans great hurt, that were 
weary. 
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weary: To their ſuccours came Paris, and in his coming ſmote 
the King of Frigie, who was Couſin to Uliſes, that he flew him, 
whereof the Greeks had much ſozrow 2: and Uliſſes ſuppoſed tu 
Have ſmicten Paris with his ſpear, but he (mote his Bozle and 
Drew him, and Paris fell to the earth. Then Troylus gave to 
Uliſſes a ſtroke, that he wounded him in the face, and made the 
blood ſp2ing out as the Wine runneth out of a Tun, and Uliſles 


hurt him again. And truly the Trojans had then fled, had it 


not been fo2 the great P2oweſs of Hector, and his bzechzen, fo; 
Hector ceaſed not to put himſelf in the greateft pꝛels, here and 
there, and each man that knew him made him way. . 
When he law that his people could not endure the great 

fkrength of the Greeks, he withdzew them, and told chem 
what injuries the Grecks had done them, and what they will do 
if thep come to their conqueſt, and then admontſht them to do 
well, and after bzought them to a Ualley on che right ſide, ts 
aſlail their enemies. There was a great flaughter ofthe Greeks; 
there was King Thoas aſſailed of the baſtard Bꝛethꝛen of He- 
ctor, to revenge the death of Caſſibelanus theit Bꝛother that he 
bad ſlain they beat him down off his Poſe, and raiſed off his 
Helm from his head, and had flain him, if the Duke of Athens 
had not come on, that thꝛuſt in among them, and gave a ſtroke 
to one of the Baſtards of Quiatilinus, that he fell to the ground 
ſoze hurt: and Paris ſmote the Duke with an Arrow on the ſive 
and gave him a great wound: but rhe Duke ſet not thereby, 
but maugre them all, he deltvered King Thoas from their hands. 
Then Hector endeavoured to put the Greeks unto flight, but 
the King Humerus ſhot an Arrow unto Hector, and hurt him 
in the face, and Hector ran upon him with ſo great ire, that he 
ſmote him upon the head, and cleft it unto the teeth, that he fell 
down dead. 7 5 

Then with blowing of an hozn came moze than ſeven thou⸗ 
ſand Greeks to aſſafl Hector that defended him againſt them 
marvelloufiy.' Akter this, he went a little off to his Father, 
and took thzee:thouſand Knights and bzought them to the bat- 
tel, and then made a very great ſlaughter of the Creeks. 


Ajax and Hector fought each with other, Mcaclaus — 
tht 
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this ſopnlug an Admiral of Troy, Coledonus flew Moles ot 
Oreb,the Nephew of Bing Thoas. Maudon [mote out an cye 
of Ming Scdoneus. Sadeilus flew an Admiral of the Grecks : 
Thelamon beat Margoareton and Joze wounded him. 'Famue 
beat Bing Prothenor to the earth. ' The Bing of Gau! Juſled 
againſt Meneſteus, but M-neſtcus hurt him on the nole with his 
SDwozv. Then Dianor ſceing his Bꝛother hurt, add2eſſed him 
o Meneſteus, aud ſmote him down to the gavth :. then fell upon 
him the thꝛer bꝛethꝛen, that would have lain oz taken him but 
be dei cuded himſelf veliantly, and anon he was ſuccoured by 
Bing Theuter. Eut Hcctor aſſailed them both, and without 
fail they had not eſcaped had not, Ajax the valtant Buight tome 
to the reſcue, with a thouſand Bnights that he had in his com- 
pany, Then came on the King of Perſe with five thonland 
Knights that Paris led: and ſo did all the other Trojans, and 
made the Greeks go back by fozce. Dares wicerh in his Book, 
how that Hector flew a chouſand Knights in this aſſault. 
Among all other things, H. Kor encountred Bing Mensn' 
bekoze a Tent and ſaid to bim: Ha, evil trajtoz,that thou Mts 
tedſt me to take the Arms of Pattotſ us : and ſmote him a robe 
that he fell to the ground. After Hedtor «nbighted down; ud 
{mote off his head, and would have taken his arms from him, 
but Meneſteus letted him and (mote upon Hector.overthwart 
by ſuch fo2ce that he gave him a wound, and went his wap with⸗ 
out moze tarrying, doubting the furp.cf Hector iti:Heftor- 
went out of the thꝛong and bound un bis wound, that it Nu 
mgze, and went in again into the pzeſs,andlew many Orteks. 
Dares ſaith, that after he had bound up his wound he ew the 
ſame-day a thouſand Knights; and there was none had courage 
to avenge oz defend himſelf, but he putichem all 100 flight. 4

mon- Ajax, that was Won ol Hing Thelamon, and Exione, that 
was Couſin germane ot H; &or and of his bꝛethꝛen, which was 
wiſe and valiant, he addzefled him agaiuſt Hector, and gave 
him a furious aſſault,” Hector to him. as both valiant Knights, 


And as they were fighting, they talked together, and thereby 


Hector knew that he was his Couſin germane, Son of his 
Aunt: then Hector embꝛated him in his Arms, and offered cs 
him to-do what he pleaſed, if he deſtred any thing of him, and 
pꝛaped him that he would come to Troy to ſee his linage of his 
moshers ide: but Thelamon, that intended nothing dut to his 
beſt advantage, ſaid Chat he would not go at this time. But 
pzayed Hector, that if he loved him ſo much as he ſaid, he 
would #92 his lake, at his inſtance, ceaſe the battel foz that day, 
and that the Trojahs ſhould leave the Greeks in peace. The 
unhappy Hector actozded unto dis requeſt, and blew a hozn 
and mode all bis people to withizaw into the City.

A Fter this battel, when night was come, ell the Eings, 
A- Pꝛinces and Farons of the Greeks aſſembled at the Cent. 
of Bing Agamemnon, and there held a Parliament how they 
might flap Hector, They ſaid, hat as long as he came to the bats 
tel againſt them, they could never varquiſh the Troj ns, Ard 
to bing this to end, they requeſted Achilles that he would'take 
it upon him, as well fo his ſkrength as his wildome. And A- 
chilles enterpzized it gladly, as he that knew Hector deſirrd 
moze his death than of auy other: alſo Hector was be by whom 
be might ſoone{t loſe his life, After this Counſel they went to 
erf. on the moꝛrow betimes they armed them. And kictor 
en iſſued out of the City well and diligently ozdered and was 
bimſelf befoze all other in the firſt battel. And eker him canie 
Eneas, then Paris, then Deiphobus, after him Troylvs, and after 
him the other following cach in his ozder. Then fopned all 
the. Trojars. together, and were meze than an hundzed thou⸗ 
ange men. Then began the battel ts be ho2rible and 
yoatal,, Paris wich them of Per ſe, that were good Brights New 
with at- manp Grech aud woundch them, He gor encountrtd, 
King Ag memnon, and beat him, wountinx him ſo:e. Ten 
Achilles aſſailed Hector, ard gave him ſo mi np ſkrokes, bat 
he bꝛoke his Helm. Then Eneas and Tic ylus tame to the reſ- 
cue rot. Hectox, aud Nyomedcs, came upen that, who. addzefcv 
bim to Enes, and beat him, and taid to l im in mockery: Ua, 
ha, good Tounſellquc,, that gaveſt cou: l. IU to thy Bing to offend 
m&know fo truth, that if thou come oft inta thefe battels, aud 
J mect with thee,cbo ſhale not eſcape without death, 
Among theſe .jliags, Hector afſailed Achilles, and gave to 
bien 
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him fo many ſtrokes, that he brake his Belm, and weened tg 


have taken him: but the Bon of Guideus ran upon Hector, 


and gave him a ſtroke with his Dwo2d, that he hurt him verp 
ſoze, H:Ror in his ire encountred Dyomedes, and gave him z 
ſtcoke.that he beat him to the ground: Then Troy lusal gh ceo + 
to fight with Dyomedes on foot: but Dyomedes defended hims 
ſelf ſo valiantly, that it is marvel. And beſives them, fought 
together Hector and Achilles, Then came to the skirmich al 
the Kings and Pzinces of Greece, and from the Trojans, came 
all the Barons that were come to aid them: There began the 
battel, King Agzmcamon and Ring Pendolu« fought toges 
ther: Bing Menelaus encountred Paris, and they knew each os 
ther well, Mcnclaus fmote him with his Spear, that he gave 
him a, wound, and ſmote him down, whereof P. ris was aſhamed, 
Uliſſes beat King Araſtous, and took his Yoſe that was very 
goad, and ſent it to his Ment, Pollimetes aſſatley Huppot the 
ancient, ano flew him. Neoptolemus and Bing Archilogus 
fought together. Pelidamas beat Palmedes and wounded him 
very ſoze, and after mocked him by repzoach. Bing Sclenus 


and King Garras encountred together, and Carras was ſoze 
beaten any wounded. Philomenus beat Anthenor , Phileteas/ 


and King Remus fought together. King Theſeus and 15 Eu- 
rialus fought together, and both were ſoze hurt. And 2.4 
ſtards of King Priamus flew many Grecks , and Hurt man 
Kings, Bing Thelamon and King Scrpedon juſted one again 


n 


4 other, that they fell both ſoze hurt, and Y of 


the angnich they had. Bing Thoas and Achilles that werk 
Couſins,aſſailed Hector, and gave him many ffrokes;ativ bew off 
his Helm from his heav, and hurt him in many places. Hector 
gave him a ſtroke with his ©wozd that he cut off half his noſe. 


Tothe reſcue of Hector came his baffary Bzethzen, that ew 
many Grezks and took Ring Thoas , and wounded King Aga- 
memnon, that he was boꝛn to his Tent as deav, and King Tho- 
as was led pꝛiſoner to Troy. Menclaus endeavourep ts grieve 
Paris, and Paris ſhot to him an Arrow envenomed , and worded 
bim, that he was bozn into his Tent, as ſoon as Mcnclaus 
had 
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had bound up his wounds, he came again to the battel to aſſail 
Paris, and he ſound him and aſſailed him, but Eneas put himſelf 
between them both, fozaſmnch as Paris was unarmed, and not 
able to p2event him: and ſo Eneas led him into the City, to 
the end that Menclaus ſhould not l:p him. Then Hector al⸗ 
failed Menclaus,and weened to have taken him: but thcre came 
to the reſcue great plenty of Chivalry of the Greeks, wherefo 2c 
Hector could not come to his intent, then he thꝛuſt in, and \ms:e 
among the other, with help of his folk, that the Greeks fled, 
Andthen night coming on made the battel ceaſe, 


CHAP XIV. 
How Priamus would have had King Thoas hanged, and how 
they fought the tifth bittel, in which HeGor flew three Kings, 
and how Dyomedes ſlew the Sagittary. 


[® the mozning King Priamus would not fight that day, 
but ſent foz his council, co wit, Hector, Paris, Troylus, and 
Deiphobus, Eneas, Antheror, and Pulidamas, and ſaid unte 
them: Ye know we hold P2iſoner Bing Tloas, without any evil 
we have deſerved, he is come to deſtroy us: and therefo2e 3 
think good, that we make him dye an evil death. What ſap 
pe thereto * Ya ſir, ſaidEncas, the Gods fozbid that pour no- 
bles ſhould do ſuch a villany, ſince it is ſo that Bing Thoas is 
one of the moſt noble Kings of Grecce, fo2 it might happen that 
the Greeks might take one ot ours, ts whom they might do the 
like,whereof ye might take the greateſt grief in the world. It 
is better as J think, that ye krep fafe King Thoas, without dos 
ing him hurt, that if by foztune one of ours were taken, we 
might make an exchange, and take one fo2 the other. This coun⸗ 
ſel ſeemed good and pleaſing to Hector, but King Priamus ſafd, 
If ye do this, it ſhall ſeem to the Grecks that we don it them, 
and that we dare not put their folk to death: notwichſtanding 
I will do by pour counſel. This council finiſhed, Encas took 
Troylus and Anthenor, and went to ſee Helen, whom they 
found in a great Halt of Illeon, with the Queen Hecuba, and 
manp other noble Ladies, where ſhe made great fozrow, = 
"mir | thep 
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they ſappoſey to have comforted her, ſo did Queen Hecuba, that 


laid ſhe hould take no lozrow, ko; they of the City would well 
defend them. 3 $3253: 

Among theſe things the Grezks complained of the death of 
their friends that the Trojans flew, ard held themlelves very 
Childzen that they had put themſelves in ſuch danger, where- 
from thep had well paſſer,if thep bad had good counſel : pet it 
happened that ſame night, there came ſo great a wind and rain, 
that their Tents were all turned upſide down, and it ſeemed 
chat the- wozTd ſhould have ended by the great ſfo2m, whereof 
their ſozrow was doubled. When it came to the mozning that 
the Tempeſt was paſſed, they armed themſelves thioughout the 
Yoſt, and went againſt the Trojars, that then were iſſued to 
battel, Ach Illes addꝛeſſed himſelf firſt to Huppon,that was as 
great as a Gpant, and was Bing of Lariſſa, aud ſmote him with 
a Spear in the bꝛeaſt, that he killed him, and bare him to the 
carth. Hector flewin his company, Bing Anthoncus, Dyo- 
medes flew Ring Antipus. Then King Epiſtropus, and Bing 
Cedus allailed Hector, and Epiſtropus juſted againſt Hector, 
and lade his Spear upon him and laid to him many villainous 
wozrs, whereat Hector was wonderful angry, and in his crceed- 
ing great ire gave him ſucha ſtroke that he flew him, and after- 
ward laid, that he (ould go e ſay his villainous woꝛds to them 
that were dead. ſuch as he was wont to lay ts the living. Then 
was Cedus paſſing ſozrowfull fo2 che death of his bzother , and 
admoniſhed a thouſand nights ty flap Hector, and they aſſailed 
him, and beat him off his Yozſe. and crying to Bing Cedus, to 
lay him: when Hector perceived that, he gave him a Croke and 


cut off his Arm, wherewith he fell down, then Hec'or flew him. 


Eneas llew in this skirmich King Amp ymacus, Then went 
together the mock puillant of the Grecks. and aſſailed the Tro- 
jans and flew many, and they went with ſo great foꝛce, that 
they put the Trojans in a thale, in which Achilles lew Bing 
Priles, whercof Hector had great ſoirow, and in his ire flew 
Bing Da'p ne, and Bing D Tcuvthns by the puiſſance of Hector, 
the ſrojans recovered the field and lem many Grecks, ©. *. 


Chcu iſlucd out of Troy King Epiſtiopus, with chte theu- 


ſand 
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and they bzake ranks and chzn among the 
Greeks that recopled in their coming, he bzought with him a 
Sagitary, that befoze is made mention ok. This @agitary was 
not armed, but he barea ſtrong Bow and a Nutver full of Ar- 
rows, and ſhot ſtrongly. When the Kntghts of the Greeks ſaw 
this mavellous beaft, they had no defire ts go fo2th, and thep 
that were befoze began to withdzaw. Among thele things, 
Hector flew Polixenes, the noble Duke that fought ſoze again 
him, foz by the ſtrength of the Trojans, and che hozrour of the 
Dagitary, the Greeks were dziven back to their Teuts. Ac 
happened that Dyomedes befoze one of the Tents, was aſſatls 
ed of the Dagitary, and had this beaſt befoze him, and che Tro- 
fans on his back, ſo that it behoved him there to ſhew his puil⸗ 
ſance. The Dagitary ſhot an Arrow to him, and Dyomedes not 
well aſſured, advanced nigh unto him, and gave bim a ſtroke 
with his ®wozd not armed, that he flew him, at chat time ig 
was paſt mid day, then the Grecks recovered the field, and made 
the Trojans flee, Then enconntred Hector and Achilles, and 
with fozce of their Speares they fought, and fell both to the 
earth : And as Achilles was firſt re-mounted he ſuppoſed ta 
have led away Galathee, the good Yozſe of Hector; but, Heater 
cryed to his folk, that they ould gor ſuffer him, Then they 
ran upon Achilles, and recovered Galathee, and rendzed him 
again to Hector, that was very glad of him, At this ekirmiſh 
was Anthenor taken and ſent to their Tents, notwithſtanding, 
that Polidamas his Son did marvels of Arms to reſcue him but 
he could not: thus they fought to great damage of hoch parties, 
until the night parted them. 


Of the Truce between them, after which began battel again from 


morn to even, with great damage to both parties, but theTroyans 
loſt more than the Greeks, $ 


J N the mozning the Greeks ſent Dyomedes and Uliſſes ts 
1 King Priamus to have Peace foz thzee months, King Priamus

pleafure,' when thou ſhalt dye of my hand, which thing J mol 
deffre, Foz Aknow thee tobe ſtrong ,and have oftentimes pꝛo⸗ 
ved it, to the eflulion of my blood, whereof J have great anger, 
and much moze ſorz dw z fozaſmuch as thou ſleweſt Patroclus, t hat 
Fiovev che molt ok the world.

When Agamemnon knew of this offer, he went haſtily unto 
the Tent of Achilles, with a great companp of Noble men, 
which in no wiſe would atcozd to this battel, ſaying, Chat they 
would not ſubmit,” ſo many Nobles under the ſtrength of one 
man: andthe Trojans ſaid in like manner, ſave only Bing Pri- 
amus that would gladly agree, foz the great ſtrength he found 
in his Bon Hector. Thus was the fight bzoken, nd Hector de⸗ 
parted and went away to Troy. oye OS 
- When Troylus knew that Briſcida ſFould be ſent to her ka⸗ 
ther, he made great ſorzow, foz ſhe was his Doveraign Lady of 
bve, in likewile Briſeida loved earneſtly Troylus, and made al⸗ 
lo the greateſt ſorzow of the wozld, to leave her Soveraign 
Lozd in love. There was never ſo much ſorzow-between two 
Lovers at their departing. Who that litt co hear of all their 
love; let him read the book of Troylus that Chaticer wzit, where 
in he ſhall find whole ſtozies, which were too long to waite here: 


but finally Briſcida was led unto the Greeks, and received ho⸗ 
uourably. F 


Among them was Dyomedes, that anon was enflamed, with 
the love of Briſcida, when he ſaw her, and in riding by her fue 
he ſhewed her all his mind, and made her many pzomiſes, deli⸗ 
ring her love: when ſhe knew the mind of Dyomedes, the exculed 
her: ſaying, ſhe would not agree to him, no refuſe him at that 
time, fo2 her heart was not diſpoſed to anſwer otherwiſe. Ok 
this anſwer Dyomedes had pen jop, fo2a\much as he was not

Ba, ba, my Father, how is thy wit failed that wert wont to 
be lo wiſe, and the moſt honoured and beloved in the City of 
Troy, and governed all (hat was within, and hadff lo many 
riches and ſlions, and now ha been Traptoz, thou that 
oughteſt to have kept thy riches, and defendedthey Country unto 
death: How chall this turn to thy ſhame e Surely thou ſhalt 
never get ſo much honour, as thou haſt gotten repꝛoach: and 
thou ſhall not only be blamed in thy life, but alſo ill ſpoken of 
after thy death, and be damned in Hell. And me ſeemeth pet, it 
had bæn better to have dwelled out from the people upon ſome 
Ille of the Dea, than to dwell here in this diſhonour, thinkeſ 
thou that the Grecks hold thee foz true and faithful, thou art os 
penlp falle and untrue to thy people: Durely it was not only 
the God Apollothat thus abuſed thee, it was a company of De⸗ 
vils 3 as he thus ſpake to her Father, he wept grievouſly foz the 
diſpleaſure that ſhe conceived. 

Ba, ha, my daughter, ſaid Chalcas : thinkeſt thou it is a fit 
thing to deſpiſe the anſwer of the Gods, and eſpecially in that 
that touches my health e J know certainty by their anſwers, 
this Mar Hall not endure long, this City hall be deſtroyed, and 
the Nobles alſo,audthe Burgeſſes 3 and thert foꝛe it is better fo; 
us to * lale, than to be lain with them. Thus ſiniched they 
their talk. - 
The coming of Biiſeida pleaſed much all the Greeks, and 
they tame and fealted her, and demanded of her tydings of Troy, 
and ok King Priamus, and them that were with him, and ſhe 
anſwered courteouſly to all their demands. Then the Nobles 
chat were there, pzomiſed to defend her, and hold her as dear as 
their Daughter : then each man went ints his Tent, and chere 
was none of them but gave her a je wel at departing : it pleaſey 
her well to abide anadwell with the Greeks 2 and the forgot the 
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noble City of Troy, and the love of noble Troylus, O how ſoon 
is the purpoſe of a woman changed: Surely ſwner than any man 
can ſay gz think: Even now Briſcida accuſed her Father of trea- . 


' ſon, the her ſelf exerciſeth in fozgetting of her Country, 


ard true friend Troylus. 


CHAP, XVI. 

How the Greeks and Ir jaus began the ſixth Battel, that dured 
thirty dayes, in which were many Kings and Princes ſlain on 
both ſides, and how Dyomedes (mote down Troylus off his horſe, 
and ſent it to Briſcida his Love, that received it gladly, 


Fter the thee Months Truce was expired, the Trojans 
pꝛovided foz Battel. And when Hector had ozdered alt 
his battels,he iſſued out fitſt, and took with him fifteen thouſand, 
and Troylus followed him with ten thouſand Knights : akter 
him came Paris with thꝛee thouſand good Archers; and well Yo2- 
ſed. After came Deiphobus with thiee thouſand : aftex him 


+ Eneas, and all the other in o2der, there were this day on the 


Trojans party,moze than an hundzed thouſand valiant fighting 
men, 

On the Greeks party, came firſk Menclius with ſeven thous 
ſand Knights, after him Dyomedes with as many, andthen A- 
chilles who led eleven thouſand , then King Pampytus with a 
great multitude 6f Knights, and the other after, as they were 
appointed. The King Philes advanced him firff, and Hector 
ran againſt him ſo ſtrongly, that he flew him with his Spear. 
Then there aroſe a great cry foz his death among the Grecks, 
and the laughter began ſo great, that it was an hozrible ſight 
to ſee, as well of the one ſive as of the other, King | 
ftew many Trojans, foz to revenge the death of his Uncle, and 
aſſailed Hector, but Hector gave him a ſtroke that he lem 
him, and to revenge his death, the Greeks lew many of the 
Trojans. Achilks flew many Noble men, among whom he 
few Duke Byraon, and Euforbe that was a great Noble- 
man, Hector was this day ſoze hurt in the face, and knew not 
who had done It, therefoze the T x0jans. recopled to the on. 
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When Hector apparently ſaw upon the walls, Queen Hecuba 
his Pother, and his Siſters, he was achamed, and furiouſly afe 
ſailed King Menon, Couſin of Achilles, and gave him ſg many * 
ſtrokes with his Swoꝛd upon his Helm, that he lewhim in the 
ſight of Achill.s,that was mad foꝛ anger, and took a ſtrong ſpear 
and ran againſt Hector, and bzake his Spear upon him, but he 
could not remove him: and Hector gave him a ſtroke that he 
made him tumble under his Yozſe, aud ſaid to him: Achilles, A- 
chill:s, thou contendeſt to appꝛoach me, but know thou ap- 
pꝛoacheſt thy death. And as Achilles would have anſwered 
to Hector, Troylus came between them with a great number of 
Knights. And there were ſlain moze then five hundzed Knights 
of the Greeks, and they put them back by fozce, Then Menclaus 
came to the reſcue with thꝛee thouſand fighting men. 

And on the Trojans ſide came King Ademon, that juſted as 
againſt Menelaus, and hurt him in the face: and he and Troy- 
las took him, andhad led him away, if Dyomedes had not come 
the ſooner, with a great company of Knights, and fought vali- 
antly with Troylus at his coming, and ſmote him down, aud 
took his Moꝛſe and lent it unto Briſeida, and did cauſe to ſay to 
her by his Servant, that it was Troylus his Yozſe, her Love: 
aud that he had conquered him by his pꝛowels, and pꝛayed her 
from thencefo2th that ſhe would hold him foz her love. 

Briſcida had great jop of theſe tydings, and ſaid to che Ser⸗ 
vant, that he ſhould ſay unto his Lo2d, ſhe might not hate him, 
that with ſo good a heart loved her. When Dyomedes knew 
the anſwer, he was joyful, and thzuſt in among his Enemies: 
but the Trojans made the Greeks go back, and recopl unto their 
Tents... and had lain them all, if King Agamemnon had not 
lu them wich great ſtrength. Then began the battel 
moꝛtal, and the Greeks recovered the Field, and put the Tro- 
jans back to their Ditches. Then came Polidamas to the reſcue, 
with a great number of valiant Knights, and did goodly ers 
ploits of war. Dyomedes -addzeſſed him to him, but he was 
beaten off his Yozſe, by Polidamas, who took the Yozſe and deli⸗ 
vered it to Troylus,that fought on foot, and he pzelently mounts 


ed thereupon. | 
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Then came Achilles againſt Troylus, whom Troylus recei⸗ 
ded gladly, and beat down Achilles, wry remounted lightly, 
and aſſailed Troylus with his ©wo2d, Troylus defended him va⸗ 
liantly. Then came on Hector, who had at this time flain moze 
than a thouſand Knights: but the Greeks defended Achilles, 
and were ſo ſoze opp2eſſed, that they could hardly defend him a⸗ 
ny longer, he had been ſlain oz taken, if King Thelamon and the 
Duke of Athens had not ſuccoured him. They ſet him again on 
his Yozſe, then the night came on, that parted them. They 
fought thus thirty dayes continually, ts the great damage of 
both parties: and there were ſlain fir of the Baſtard Sons of 
King Priamus, and Hector was hurt in the face, therefoze King 
Priimus demanded truce of the Greeks fog fix months, and they 
accoꝛded to him. 


C HAP. XVII. 

How the Greeks and Trojans begin the ſeventh battel , that du- 
red twelve Dayes, and after began the eighth bittel, where- 
in Hedtor was lain by Achilles, and they were driven back in- 
to their City by force to their great damage. | 


Uring the ſix months Truce, Hector ſought to be healed of 
his wounds, and played in the noble Yall of llion , (as the 
Piſtozy ſaith ) the beautikulleſt Palace in the wozld. During 
the Truce, King Priamus buried his ſix baſtard Dons, each in 
an honotrabk2 Sepulture, Among all other things, Dyomedes 
ſuffered great grief, fo2 the love of Briſ-ida, and could not reſt 
fo2 thinking on her, and many times requeſted her love, but the 
anſwered him wittily, till giving him hope without certainty; 
by which Dyomedes was moze enflamed, When the ſir months 
were paſt, they began to fight foz twelve vayes ſpace from 
mozning till night, there were many flain on bdth ſides, And 
there happened a-great moztality in the Yolt of the Grecks; by 
reaſon of the great heat: therefoze Agamemnon required truce, 
which was accoꝛded to him. 
The night befozs the Truce was expired, .Andromache the 
Wife. of Hector had two fair Song by him, whereof the one 
was. 
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was named Laomedon, the other Aſtromates, this Andromache 
law that night a marvellons viſion , and it ſeemed to her, that 
if Hector went the dap following to the battel, he ſhould be 
flain, Aod ſhe had great fear and dzead of her Yusband, mourns 
fully requeſting him, that he would not go to the battel that 
dap: whereof Hector blamed his wife.ſaping, That ſhe ſhould 
ndt believe noz give faith to dzeams, The next mozning 
Andromache went to King Priamus, and the Queen, and told 
them the Uericy of her Uiſſon : and pꝛaping them, that they 
would do ſo much at her requeſt, as to diſſwade Hector, he ſhould 
not in any wiſe that day go to the vattel. 

It happened, that day was fair, and the Trojans armed them, 
and Troylus iſſued firſt into the battel, after him Encas, after 
Paris, Deiphobus, Polidamas , and King Sarpendon, Bing 

piſtropus, King Croys, and the Bing Philomenus, and after all, 

e Pꝛinces that were come in aid of the Trojans, each man in 
good oꝛder. King Priamus ſent to Hector, chat he keep him that 
day from going to battel. Wherefoze Hector was angry, and 
rep2oached his Wife, as he that knew well, that his command- 
ment came by her, Notwithſtanding he armed him: and when 
Andromache ſaw him armed, ſhe took her little Childzen, and 
fell down at the feet of her Musband, and humbly p2ayed him 
that he would unarm him: but he wonld not do it. Then he 
ſaid, Ik not foz my ſake, pet have pity on pour little Childzen, 
that Jand they dye not a bitter death, oz that we be not led ins 
to bondage into ſtrange Countreps. | 

Then came Queen Hecuba, and Queen Helen, and the Sf- 
ſters of Hector, and they all at once humbly entreated him with 
tears in their eyes, to unarm him, and come with them into 
the Pall: but he would not do it foz their pꝛapers, but deſ- 

.cended from the Palace thus armed as he was, and took his 
Dozſe, and would have gon to the battel. Eut at the requeſt of 
Andromache, King Priamus came running, and took him by the 
b2idle and ſaid to him ſo much, that he made him return, but in 
no wile he would be perſwaded to unarm Him. 

Among all theſe things, the battel was moztal on both 
Ades. omedes and Troylus Juſted together, and had = 

eat 


each other, if Menelaus, had not parted them. The King Mi- 


came, he would have lain him, but Dyomedes delivered him, 
and flew many Trojans. 

Then came Bing Thelamon with thzee thouſand, and Juftey 
agaiuſt Polidamas, andunhozſed him. But Troylus ſuccoured 
him, and made him remount his Mozſe: after came Paris any 
Achilles on the other ſide, that ſmoce among the Trojans by lo 
great fozce by the help of the people, chat he put them to flight 
untothe City: in this caſe Achilles lew Mirgaretton, one of 
the Baſtards of King Priamus, 

When klector knew that Achilles had flain Margaretton, he 
had great ſozrow, and did lace on his Helm, and went to the 
battel that his Father knew not of, in his coming he flew two 
noble Greek Dukes, and Duke Corriphus, and Duke Baſtidus, 
and he thzuſt into the Geceks, and flew as many as he could 
reach, that the Grecks fled befoze him, and there was none ſo 
hardy that durſt abide his ſtrokes : thus the Trojans returned 
and ſlew the Greeks on all des. Then the Greeks tcok Poli- 
damas, and had led him away, had not Hector delivered him, 
and flew many Greeks. Then an Admiral of Orcece named Le- 
ocides aſlailed Hector, and Hector flew him. 

When Achilles law that H &cr flew thus the Nobles of 
Greece, and many other, that it was marvel to behold, he 
thought if Hector were not Alain, the Grecks ſhould never have 
victozy. Fozaſmuch as he Had llain many Kings and Pzinces, 
he ran upon him marvelloufly, and a noble Duke of Greece 
with him, named Policcus, that was come fo; the love of As 
chilles, the which had faithfully p2omiſed to give him his Si- 
ſter in marriage. But Hector flew the ſame Duke in the ſight 
of Achilles. Then Achilles thinking to revenge the death of Po- 
liceus, aſſailed Hector furioufly ; but Hector caſt to him a dart 
fiercely, and made a wound in his thigh: Then Achilles iſſued 
out of the battel: and did bind up his wound, and took a great 
Spear on purpoſe to dap H. ctor if he might mer him. Among 
all theſe things, Hector had taken a Noble Eaton of Gie ce. 
that was richly armed, and - lead him out of the Poſt at his 
WES : caſe. 
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ſeres of Frigia beat M nelaus, and had taken him, when Entas 
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eaſe, he caſt his cheild behind him, and left His b2eaſk uncoverey, 
and as he was departing, minding not Achilles, he came pꝛivily 
unto him andthzuſt His Spear in his body, and Hector fell dead 
to the ground. When King Mcnon ſaw H. ctor dead, he aſatley 
Achilles by great fb2ce,and beat him to the ground and hurt him 
grievouſly,but his men carried him into his tent upon his ſhield, 
Then foz the death of Hector, were all the Trojans diſcomficed, 
and re-entred into their City, bearing the body ol Hector, with 
great ſoztow and lamentation- 


C HA. P. XVIII. 1 
Of the rich Sepulture of Hector, and great lamentations and weep- 
ings the Trojans made for his death: and how Palamedes was 
choſen Governour of the hoſt of the Greeky, 


N Dw Hector being dead, and his body bozn-into the City, 
there is no tongue can expꝛeſs the ſozrow that was made 
in the City, generally of men and women: there was none but 
had rather have loſt his own ſon than him: every one ſaid, that 
from hencefo2th they had loſt all their hope: thus they demeans 
ed long their ertream grief. The nobleſt Kings and Pꝛinces 
carried the body unto the Palace of Illion. When King Pria- 
mus ſaw him, he felt down in a wound upon the body, that 
they were conſtrained to take him away by fozce. There all 
bis Bꝛethꝛen made great lamentations. What might men ſap 
of the ſozrow the Queen his Pother made, and afrerwards his 
Diſter ? © what ſozrow made his Wife * There can na man 
exp2eſs their ſeveral griefs. And fozaſmuch as the body might 
not long endure without cozruption, King Priamus took counſel 
of wiſe Paſters, how they might keep the body of Hector with⸗ 
out Sepulture: then he did cauſe to be made by their advice and 
councel a rich Sepulture upon four pillars of gold, lift upon 
high, upon the which was made a rich Tabernacle of gold and 
pꝛetious ones : and on the four cozners of the Tabernacle, 
were four Images of gold, like Angels: and above the Ta⸗ 
bernacle, there was a wonderfull great Image of Gold, that 
was made after the ſemblance of Hector, and had the viſage to⸗ 
wards 
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'wards-the Greeks, and held a naked ſwozd, with which he me⸗ 
maced them: there was in the mid of the Tabernacle a platt 
void, where the Maſters ſate, and put the body of Hector, fleſh, 
and bones, clad in his robes , and ſtood up on his feet, and might 
-endure a long time in this wiſe without cozruption,by a certain 
device that the maſters had ſet on the head of Hector: to wit, 
-a Ueſſel that had a hole in the bottom full of fine balm, that 
'diſtilled and d20pped into his head, and ſp2ead down into all the 
parts ofthe body, as well within as without, and they ofcen fil- 
led the Veſſel with balm. Thus the body did not impair fo; 
the great vertue of this balm. 

And all the people that deſired to ſee Hector, ſaw him as pers 
kectly as if he lived. To this Sepulcure, the ſame Paſters made 
a Lamp of fine gold, burning continually without going out, 
and afterward, they made a cloſure,that no man ſhould app2oach 
unto this Tabernacle without licence, In this Temple Bing 
Priamus o2dained great plenty of Pꝛieſts to pzap unto the 
Gods without ceaſing, fo; his Don Hector, and gave to them 
good rents. 

Among theſe things King Aganemnon aſſembled all the 
Kings and Pꝛinces of his Yolf, and ſaid unto them: Wozthp 
Kings, Pzinces, and Barons, we ought to render thanks 
to the Gods with devout hearts, that have ſuffered our couragi⸗ 
ous enemy Hector to be flain by the hand of Achilles, Foz 
- whilefk he lived, we had no hope to overcome our Enemies. 
What may the Trojans from hencefozth hope foz, but only 
their overthzow 2 And we map hope in hot time foz the victozp 
over them and theirs : fozaſmuch as Achilles is grievouſly hurt, 
and may not go to battel, if ye think good, whiles that he map be 
bealed, and the other allo that be hurt, ( of whom we have ma- 1 
ny, and alſo foz to burp the dead bodies) we will ſend to King | | 
Priamus, fog to have Truce foz two months. The councel 
ked them, and they ſent to Bing Priamus foz a Truce, and e 
agreed thereto, | 

During this Truce, Palamedes murmured again at the | 
Deigniozp of Agamemnon, and as they were all together, Pa». . 
- lamedes ſpeaking of this TY King Agamemnon * | 
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very diſcreetly, in the pꝛelence of them all, and laid: Palamedes, 
thinkeſt thou J have any pleaſure in the Seigniozy that was 
Kiven to me at the beginning, and have diſcharged unto this 
time? Know, it was not my ſeeking, neither have Jany p2ofic 
thereby: but great cares, and beach of fleeps, Teſt by my negli- 
gente our Yoſt ould be ruined oz diſhonoured : A ſhall be well 
pleaſed to be under the government of another: and J fear no 
man that tan accuſe me, foz any neglect of my duty, Ik thou 
gaveſt not thy conſent tomy elecion, thou. needeſt not repine 
thereat: foꝛ you were not at that time come, but it was two years 
after ere thou cameſt.And if we ſhould have tarried pour coming, 
we ſhould have been at the pozt of Athens, and fozalmuch as you 
wall not think Jam deſirous ok his honour, J veſtre another 
ſhould be choſen, and Jam ready to give conſent with the moſt 
vopces. When Agamemnon had thus ſpoken, they p2oceeved 
uo further that day in this matter. And in the evening Agamems 
non cauſed it to be pꝛoclaimed thꝛoughout the Yoſt, that each 
man ſhould aſſemble early in the mozning, befoze the Generals 
Tent at the Parliament, 
* When they were all aſſembled, Agamemnor ſaid unto them, 
Nopal Pzinces and Friends, J have had until this time, the 
"charge of this undertaking, to 02der it well: in ſuch wiſe, that 
by the ſufferance of the Gods, J have executed it with honour 
until this time. And fozaſmuch as it is not Tawful that an Unis 
' verſity be ruled alway bp one Paſter, but that every man em- 
ploy.him to the beff, and fazaſmuch as I have conducted this holt 
a long time, Aveſire ye to make-chopce'of another, that may 
likt wiſe conduct it diſcreetly, When' Agamemnon had finiſhed 
his wo2ds, his ſpeeches pleaſed every man, and they choſe Pa- 
lamcdcs to be their Governour : then he went to his Tent, 
Achilles that lay fick of his wounds, was angry at the de po⸗ 
Ang of Agamemnon, and ſaid befoze all that would hear it, 
'Palamedes was nothing like umts Agamemnon, in wit 
aud jndgment, and that they ought not to change him foz Pa- 
"Tamedes 3 but fozaſmuch as the people had conſented, he agreed 
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CHAP. XIX. 

How King Priamus went to be revenged on the Greeks for the 
death of his Son Hefor : and of the Prowefſcs he did: and 
of the Anniverſary of Hector, in which Achilles was ſurpr ſed 
with-the love of Polixena, the Daughter oF King Friamus, in 
ſuch wiſe that he might endute no reſt, 


WW Þer the two months Truce were paſt, Bing Priamus 
defiring to revenge the death of his Don H. ctor, oꝛdain⸗ 
ed with his own perſon his Battels : and ſet in each battel good 
Conductars, and he himſelf led with him five and twenty thou⸗ 
ſand good Knights, Dares faith there iſſued ont of Troy that 
day, an hundzed and fifty thouſand men. Deiphcbus was the 
kozemoſt, and then Paris, and after him came Bing Priamus, 
Troy lus, Eneas, Menon, and Polidamas, and they marched 
upon the Greeks, ' PaJamedes made ready his battalions. Then 
degan the battel furious and moztal. Ring Priamus ſmoete 
down Palamedes in his coming, and after ſmote the Greeks, and 
flew many of them, and perfozmed ſuch deeds of arms that day, 
that it is almoſt incredible, a man ſo ancient and far in ycars 
as he was, could do that which he did. Bing Serpedon of 
Troy, aſſailed Bing Neoptolemus, who was a ſtrong Bnight, 
and Bing Serpedon was boꝛn to the earth, who defended him 
valiantly, and gave a ſtroke unto King Neoptolemus, that 
made a wound in his thigh. Then came King Perſe that 
that temounted again King Serpedon with the aid of his men, 
Menelaus and the Duke of Athens, aſſailed the King of Perſe, 
and encloſ:d him and his people among them, and flew the 
King of Perſe, and made the Trojans recoyl + there did Bing 
Scrpedon wond2ons matters of Arms. | 
King Priamus and his Baſtard Dons, that then followed him, 
ceaſed not to lay the Greeks : and there was none that day, 
that did ſo much in arms as King Priamus, foz his ſozrewany 
anger, made his ſtrength to eucreaſe. The Greeks adviſed fa 
take the way, which the Trojans ſhould return unto the City. 
and they went thither in great number. And when the Tro'an” 
recopled to go to that place, Hey fou.1d themſelves in the mid, 
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dle of their enemies. Then began a moztal battel, there came 
upon them King Priamus, with a greac number by a Ming: 
and Paris came croſſing them with great plenty of Fighters, 
he had great ſtoze of Archers that lem manp of the Grecks : 
and thep did ſo beſtir them, that the Greeks were dziven 
to recoyl to their Tents, Then the Trojans re-entred their 
City, and King Priamus fuſtained the wozſt of this battel. He 
ſent to the Grecks, to demand CTruce, and they accozved to him, 
But we find not how long this Ttute endured, 

Among theſe things, King Priamus did caule tobe carried by 
land the body of the King of Perſe. to be buried in his Country. 
Then was the weeping great in Troy, and eſpecially of Paris, 
who 10ved him exceedingly. Mow during this Trute the Anni⸗ 
verſar y o Hector appꝛoached, when men ſhould mourn fifteen 
dayes in great fozrow, and after ſhould hallow the great Feaſt of 
the Funeral, as then ic was the cuſtom fo; Kings and Pꝛinces. 
Then during the Trute, the Greeks went and came into the 
City ſafely : ſo did the Troj ns into the Tents of the Greeks : 
Then Achilles deſired to go to Troy, to lee the City, and the 
Feaſt of the Anniverſary of Hector, whom be had flain : and he 
went unarmed ts the Temple of Apollo, where was the Des 
pulcure vf Hector, he found there great plenty of noble men 
and women, that made great ſozrow befoze the Depulture : and 
Hector à man might ſee on all fides whole, in like manner as he 
was living, by vertue vf the balm. There was Nueen H:cuba 
and Polixena her Daughter, that was paſſing fair, with a great 
company of Noble Ladies, with their hair diſperſed and hangs 
ing about their ſhoulders, making great lamentation. Albeic 
Polixena made great ſozrow, yet it diminiſhed not her beau⸗ 
ty, but the ſeemed ſofair in all parts, that Nature never fozmed 
fairer than the. 

When Achilles had viewed Polixena, he ſaid in Himſelf, he 
had never ſeen ſo tomley and fair a woman, noz better fozmed : 
and ſaid ſhe was one of the nobleſt women in the wozld. Then 
was Achilles ſhot with the Dart oflove, that ſtroke him tothe 
heart, that the moze he beheld her, the moze he defired her; 
And was ſo beſotcev on her, that he thought on no other thing, 
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but above in the Temple, as long as the Queen was there: 
and when ſhe went out, he conveyed his eye after her, as far as 
he might: but this was the beginning of his misfo:tune. Af- 
cerwards Achilles returned unto his Tent, and when he was 
raid to fleep, there came many things in his mind, he knew 
then the danger that Pollxena had put him in, and thought in 
himſelf, that the ſtrongeſt men in the wozld had no power to 
vanquiſh him, yet the fight of a fair Uirgin had overcome him: 
K — that there was no Pedicine in the wozld might heal 
im ſave ſhe. 

Then he ſaid: Py entreaties, ffrength, and riches, cannot 
move her to have picy on me: what hard foztune hath put me 
in this danger, to love her that hateth me, and by right good 
cauſe : foz Jam come hither to flap her kindzed,-and have late⸗ 
ly flain her noble Bzother Hector :? Durely J ſee no remedy, 
fince He is the nableſt Lady in the wozld. Then he returned him 
to the wall and wept, and bethought himſelf how he might ob- 
tain the love of Polixena: in theſe meditations he ſpent the malt 
pare. of the night. 


CHAP. XX, 
How Achilles ſent a ſecret Meſſengrr to Hecuba Queen of 
Troy, to requeſt her Daughter Polixena., and the anſwer t 
how for the love of her, Achilles aſſembled the Holt of the 
Greeks, and cauſed them to depart, and make peace with the 
Frojans. | : | 


T Þe night following, as Achiltes was laid on his bed, he 

thought that he would ſend his Peſlenger betimes unto: 
Queen Hecuba, to know if he might find that favour, that the 
would beſtow her Daughter Polixena on him fo; his Wife, and: 
he would do ſo much foz her, that he would make the Greeks to. 
raiſe their Beige, and go again into their amn Cotntrey, that 
peace ſhould de made between them. What he thought in the 
night, he put in execution; and ſent a Pelſenger unto the Queen 


to require her Daughter, and he related to her all that his: 


Lozy Commanded him. When the Queen unverſtod * Pels 
| enger, 
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ſenger, ſhe anſwered him diſcreetly: and although dhe hated A. 
chilles moze then any man in che wozld, pet ſhe laid: Friend, 
as much as in me is, J am ready to perfozm what pour mafter 
reguiteth: but certifio him, that Jrannot do this of my ſelf, but 
JI will ſþeak-to my Musband, and my Don Paris, if pou return 
hither thzee dapes hence, J will fulfy reſolve pou. 

- When the meſſenger heard the Queens anſwer, he returned 
to his LTozd, and told him all that he had heard: Then Queen 
Hecuba went to ting Priamus her Pusband, and told him in 
the hearing of Paris, what Achilles had ſaid: then the King 
hanged dow his head, and was a long time, not taping a wozd; 
after he ſald: It is ( I think ) a hard thing, to receive into true 
friendſhip, him that hath done us ſo many injuries, that hath 
taken awap the light of mine eyes, in flaping my dear Son 
Hector, and therein given hope to the Orceks to obtain the 
viadzy: Pet to eſchew kurther perils to the end my other Dons 
lofe not their lives, and that J map reſt in mine old dayes, I con⸗ 
ſent with von that he have what / he requireth: alway fozeſeen, 
that he do what he hath p2omiſed without any deception. Paris 
agreed to this readily, fozaſmuch as in the pꝛomiſes of Achilles 
was nothing ſpoken of Queen Helen. 

The third day after, Achilles fenthis Peſſenger again to the 
Queen, and as ye was come befoze her, ſhe laid to him: J have 
ſpoken to my Hulband, and my Don Paris, and told them the 
Requeft, and Pzomiſe of your Lozd : and thep are content 
that this his requeſt be agreed unto: ſo that He firſt perfozm 
what he hath pꝛomiled: ſo thou mapeſt ſay unto him, that he 
map obtain his deſire , ifhe conduc wiſely this thing, as much 
as in him lpeth. The Beſlenger took leave of the Queen and 
came to his Paſter, and related all that the Queen had laid to 
him. Then began Achille, to think how he ſhould perfozm 
what he hath pꝛomiſed to king Priamus, being diſſicult, betauſe 
it was nor all in his power, But it is a vice pꝛoper to foolich 
Lovers, to pꝛomife things that are hard to bzing abeut. And 
Achilles flatteren Himſelf,” thac foz his not giving ayd to the 
Greeks, he would make them to leave their Sie ge Then A- 
chilles by the counſe lot Palamodes, Alt mlt dall che 1 
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Neblemen of the Boſt in Parliament and ſaid as followeth. 
Dy friends, that be here afſembled, to bzing this Warr to 
an end, think pe on pour ſelves, how by great raſhneſs and 
folly, to recover the wife of King Menclaus, we have left our 
Countrys and Lands, our wives and Childzen, and are come 
into a ſtrange Land, where we have miſ-ſpended our pzecious 
hours foliſhly, and put our bodies in danger of death, to great 
and infinice labours : and ſince we came hither, there are many 
Kings and Pꝛinces dead, and J mp ſelf have ſhed much blod, 
that never ſhould have happened ik we had not begun this folly, 
Helen is not of ſo great p2ice, that ſo many Noble-men ſhould 
dye foz her: there are enow in the wo21d both as noble, and fair 
as ſhe is, of whom Menclaus might have one ez two, if he would, 
And it is not a light thing co overcome the Trojnas, foz they 
have a ſtrong City, well furniſhed with god Fighters, both of 
Yozſe and foot: and it ought to ſuffice us that we have lain He- 
Qor,and many other of their Nobles, wherfeoze we might now 
return with great honour : aud though we leave Helen, have we 
not Exione, to whom Hel. a may not compare in nobleneſ s: 
Then aroſe the Duke of Athens, aud King Thaos, and cons 
traried ſtrongly the woꝛds of Aci.illes : ſo dis all the other: And 
ſaid, that he ſpake neither reaſon, noz well. Whereat Achilles 
had great ſozrow, and commanded his Myrmidons, they ould 
not arm themſelves any moze againſt che Trojans, and that they 
ſhould give neicher aid noz councel to the Greeks. Amongft 
theſe things, Wicuals began to fail, and they had great famine. 
Then Pilamedes allembled all the Noblez ofthe Yoſt to coun⸗ 
ſel, and by their advice Bing Againemnon was ſent unto the 
City of Meſſc, to Bing Tel phus, that laided his Ships with 
victuaks, and came lakely again into the Boſt of the Greeks, 
where he was received wich great joy» Among thele things, 
Palamedes cauſed their ſhipping to be repaired, and ready if 
thep had need. 
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CHAP. XXI. 

Of the death of Deiphobur, the Son of Priamut, and how Pari: 
flew Palamede : and the Trojans chaſed the Greeks into their 
Tents, and ſet fire on their Ships: and how Achilles would 
not go to battel, for the love of Poliaena. 


W Hen the Truce was paſt, they began to fight as befoze, 

Deiphobus in his coming aſſailed R. Creſſus of Creece, 
and they juſted together: but Deiphobus beat Ring Crcſſus 
dead to the ground, whereat the Greeks were put to flight. 
Then Palamedes and Dyomedes, came with five and twenty 
thouſand men, that reſiſted the Trojans : with them was King 
Thelamon-Ajax, that avdzeſſed him againſt Eufronius, one of 
the Baſtards of King Priamus, and (mote him dead to the 
ground, in the ſight of Deiphobus, who in a great rage ran upon 
Thelamoa, and wounded him. When Palamedes faw-this, he 
tok a Spear, and ran at Dciphobus, and ſmote him in the bzeaſt, 
that the Spear entred into his body, and bzeaking abode in the 
body of Deiphobus, When Paris ſaw his bzother wounded to 
death, he led him to the Gate of the City, and appointed his 
men to keep him. As Dciphobus opened his eyes and ſaw his 
Bꝛother Paris, heſaid: Bother, let me not fall without re- 
venging mp death:ere thisTruncheon be taken out of my body, 
that thou wilt revenge mie on him that hath lain me, Pa- 
ris p2omiled him to do his beſt : and returning into the Battel, 
ſaid in Himſelf; that he deſired to live no longer, but till he had 
revenged the death of his 3B:other : and ſ&king Palamedcs, he 
found him in battel- with King Serpedon, and Palamedes de- 
fended himſelf valiantly, and gave ſo great a ſtroke to King Ser- 
pedon, that he cut off his ſhouldier from his body, then Bing 
Serpedon fell down dead. 

Paris ſeing the great damage that Palamedes did to them, 
how with his pꝛowels he had put the Trojans to flight, he bent 
a ſtreng Bow, and aiming well at Palamedes ſhot to him an 
invenomed Arzow, and ſmote him in the thzoat, add cut in two 
the. maſter vein, and Palamedes fell dead to the erath * 
whole 
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whoſe death the Greeks made great ſozrow, and left the battel, 
and went unts their Tents, there held a parley againſt the Tro- 
jans, and defended them ſtrongly, Then deſcended the Trojans 
a fot, aud entred their Tents, and to all that they found: 
Then Paris and Tr 'ylus went by a ſide wap unto the Po2t.anv 
fired their Ships. To the reſcue of the Ships came King The- 
lamon, with a great company, and began the battel ſo hozriblp, 
that there was great flaughter on both fides, verily the Ships 
had been all burnt, had it not been foz the pzoweſs of the King 
Thelamon, that did marvels with his body, and foz all his re- 
ſiſtance, there were more then five hundzed ſhips burnt. There 
was great ſlaughter of the Greeks, many were ſoze hurt. There 
was Ebes the Son of the King of Thrace, hurt with a Spear, 
and the Truncheon remained in his body, and in that manner 
hceawent to the Tent of Achilles, where he reſted him that dap, 
and refuſed to go to the battel, fo the love he had to Polixena, 
Ebes rep2oached Achilles greatly, becauſe he ſuffered the people 
of his Country to be deſtroped ſaping, that he might have help- 
ed them if he would: And as ſoon as he had finiſhed theſe wozdg, 
one tokthe Truncheon out of his body, and he dyed pzeſentlp. 

After came from the battel one of the Dervants of Achilles, 
and Achilles demanded of him the tydings of the Yoſt. O fic ſaid 
he, it is this day miſhapened to our folk, foz the great multitude 
of Trojans thar are come upon them and they have ſlain all that 
they met with, and I think there is not one Trojan left at home, 
but every man is come to the battel, ik ic pleaſe pou, now whiles 
the Trojans be weary, to come to the battcl ye ſhall gain a pers 
petual memozp. Foz by your pꝛowels you ſhall in little ſpace 
vanquiſh all, and they ſhall not dare to defend themſelves a⸗ 
gainſt you that are ſo weary. But Achilles would neither foz 
the woꝛds of his Uarlet, no2 the death of Ebes change his pur⸗ 
poſe, fo2 the great love he had to Polixcna. 

During cheſe things, the battel was cruel, and endured unto 
night, to the great damage of the Greeks, and the night parted 
them; vet D iphobus was not dead, but dzew toward his end: 
when P.ris and Troylus ſaw him in that grief, they began tg 
make great lamentations. And then Deiphobus opened a _ 
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his eyes, and demanded ok Paris with a feeble voice, if he were 
dead that had flain him? Paris anſwered yes. Then Deiphobus 
did caulſe to dꝛaw out the head of the ſpear, and dyed, Where 
foe the Trojans made great ſozrow. It is needleſs co hold 
long talk of the ſozrow that King Priamus his Father made, 
noz his Wife, and his Diſter : allo foz the death of King Sar- 
p:don. Ok the other partp, the Greeks made great ſozrow fo; 
the death of Pal:medcs, and buried his body wozſhipfully. And 
as they that might not be long without a Governour, by the 
grave counſel of Duke Neitor, and others, Agamemnon was 
ſet again in his dignity as he was befoꝛe. 

Carly the next mozning, the T10jans iſued out in god oꝛ⸗ 
der, and the Greeks came againſt them. Then began the bats 
tel to be moztal there was a great laughter on both ſides : but 
it rained ſo that day, that the Gre: ks wich drew them to their 
Tents, and the Trojans followed them: but the rain was ſo 
great, that they left the battel and reurned to the Cicy. The 
next day they began to fight, and llew that day many Barons 
of the Greeks, and fought tilk evening: ſo they continued ſeven 
days where was great flaughteron both fides, kozalmuch as the 
Greeks could not ſuffer the ſtench of the dead bodies, they de- 
mar:ded truce foz two months, which was granted by K.Priamus, 

During this truce, B. Agamcmnon ſent Duke Neſtor, Uliſ- 
ſes, and Dyomedes, to ſpeak to Achilles, torequeſt him to come 
to the Poſt, and defend them againſt the Trojans, When they 
were come, he received them with great joy. And then Uliſſis 
ſaid unto him: Sir Achilles, was it not by pour agreement, and 
alſo ours, that this Poſt left their Country: And now pee are 
tome upon King Priamus, and have deſtroyed him and his, by 
fozce of Arms? From whence cometh this flackneſs, after ſo 
many hurts we have received by the Trojans, that have flain lo 
many Kings and P2inces,robbed ourTents,and burnt our ſhips, 
and we are now in hope to have vanquiſhed them, afcer pou by 
your valeur had ain Hector, that was the true defender of the 
Trojen: : alſo that now Deiphobus is dead, the Trojans are put 
under {@:, have now you gotten by your valo2 a worthy renown, 
will ye lole alla t once, and ſufter pour people to be flain —_ p, 
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that you. dave ſo long defended with the effuſion of your blod 2 
Pleaſe it you from hencefozch to kep pour gad Renown, to the 
end, that we map oktain the vidozy by pour pzowels, by the 
which we hope to attain and come to it. 

Dir U'ifs (latd Agbilles) if we are tame into this land fo; 
theſe cauſes pe have declated we map ſay that great folly was as 
mong us, that fez the wife of Mcnclaus, fo many Kings, any 
Princes be put in Peril of death. Mad it not been much moze 
wiſdom fo2 Palamedcs to have remained in peace in his Couns 
try, than to be lain here, and ocher Kings and Pzinces in like 
manner: Foz moſt part of the. Nobles of Greece be here, and 
if they dye, (as many be already dead) it muſt ne ds follow that 
the Countries ſhall be governed by Uillsing. Hector that was 
lo vslianr, is he not dead: Likewiſe J map dye ſhoztly,that am 
ns. ſo ſtrong as he was, Therefoze ſo much as pe require mee 
to goto bat: el, fo much labour you toſe, fo2 4 have no intenrign 
to put any moꝛe in danger: and had rather loſe my renown that 
my life: Foꝛ there is no pzoweſs but will be fozgotten. Ne tor, 
Dyomedes and Agamemnon, ſtill intreated Aciulles, but couis 
not obtain his conſent. And he perlwaded them to make peace 
with the Trojans befoze thep were all ſlain. 

Then theſe thre pꝛinces returned, and made it knowu td the 
P?inces of che Poſt, whom they aſſembled foz this cauſe,anddes 
manded their advice Zhen od up Menclaus, who ſaid 2: It 


would be a great thame now to fk foz peace wich ze Tropos; | 


fince Hector and Deiphobus are flain, that by theyr denth. rhe 
Trojins repute them as vanquiſhed : and withous Achil'cs they 
ſhould maintain their wars againſt the Trojans, To that ans 
ſwered UWiſſcs and Neſtor, and laid, it was no marvel though 
Menelzus deſired the wars to recover his Wife, and chac Troy 
was not lo dil⸗garniſhed but chat they had a new H &or,which 
was [roylus, who was little Teſs ſtrong and valiant chan He- 
cor. And there was allo another Deiphobus, thai was Varis, 


whom we ought to doubt as much as the other: therefore they: 


counſelicd to conclude a peace and return into Greece. Then 
ſtood up the falſe Traitoz Calchas, and ſaid: molt noble Peers, 
think pe to do againſt the com mandsment of che Gods 2 Þave 
| not 
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not they p20miled the victozp to peu, and will pe now leave it? 
Surely that would be great folly: take pour wonted courage, 
and fight againſt the Trojans moze ſtrongly than pe have done 
befo2e : and ceaſe not till ye have the vicozy, that the Gods have 
pꝛomiſed. With the wozvs of Calchas, the Greeks tak heart ta 
them.ſaping : they would maintain the war againſt the Trojans, 
whether Achilles helpt them oz not: end not leave the war fo; 
him. 


CHAP. XXII. 

Of many battels that were fought on both ſides: And ofa cer 
tain Truce, of the death of Noble Troylus, whom Achilles 
flew againſt his premiſe, and drew at his horſe-tail through 
the Hott, how Achilles ſlew King Menon. 


Dw when the Truce of two months was paſt, they began to 
fight in battel ſharpelp. There Troylus did revenge the 
death of his Bzother. Dares ſaith, he ſlew that day a thouſand 
Knights, ſo the Greeks fled : the day following began the fours 
tenth battel. There Dyomedes flew many Trojans, and ads 
dzeſſed him againſt Troylus, who (mote him to the ground, and 
deply wounded him, repꝛoaching him with the love of Briſcyda, 
The Greeks with great ſtrength tok Dyomedcs up, and bare 
him upon his ſhield to his Tent. Menelaus ſeeing Dyomedes 
wounded.addzefſed himſelf againſt Troylus, Troylus having his 
Spear whole, ſmote him to the earth loze hurt, and was carri⸗ 
ed to his Tent on his Shield. Then Agamemnon chꝛuſt in as 
mongſt the Trojans, and flew many, but Tr. y!u. came againſt 
him and {mote him off his Yozſe 2 but he wae quickly remount- 
ed by the help of his men. 

Thus enden the battel that day, and Agamemnon required 
Zruce fo2 ſir months, King Priamus agreed thereto, Yowbeit, 
it ſeemed unfit to ſome of his Counſel, he ſhould grant it fo2 ſo 
long among theſe things, Briſcyda againf the will of his fa- 
ther went to lee Dyomedes, that lay wounded in his Tent, and 
ſhe knew that her Love Troylus had hurt him. Paving no hope 
to recover Troylus, the determined when Dyomcedes was cured 
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of his wounds, to embzace his love. 

Among theſe things, King Agamemnon and Duke Neſtor, 
went to the Tent of Achilles, who received him joyfully, and 
Agamemnon pꝛaped him to come to battel. But Achilles 
would not hearken thereto : pet becauſe he loved Agamemnon, 
he conſented that his men ſhould go to battel without him: 
whereof Agamemnon and Neſtor gave him great thanks, and 
after they returned into their Tents. 

When the Trute was paſt, Agamemnon o2dained his people 
to battel, Achilles ſent him his Myrmidons, marked with a red 
fign, to be known hy it. Then the battel began to be moztal, 
Then Troylus beat down the Duke of Athens, and flew many 
ofthe Myrmidons,and fought thus until the night parted them. 
On the mozrow betimes began the battel, in which King Phi- 
tomenus and Polidamas twk King Thoas, and had led him a⸗ 
way, had not the Myrmidons reſcued him. Then Troylus ſmote 
in among them, flew aud hurt many of them, but they ſlew his 
Pozſe, and would have taken him. Then Paris and his Baſtard 
Bethꝛen ſmote in among them, and remounted Troylus: then 
there was a fierce fight, The Myrmidons flew Emargeron one 
of the Baſtards of King Priamus, whereof Troylus han great 
ſozrow, and by the aid of his people, ſmote in among them, and 
flew and hurt many, but they dekended themſelves valiantly. 
Then came to the battel Bing Agamemnon, Menclaus, Thela- 
mon, Uliſſes, and Dyomedes, with all their people, and began 
a hot skirmich. There the Greeks did make the Trojans to ſuffer, 
but Troylus ſuctoure d them moſt valiantly, and put himſelf al- 
ways where moſt need was, and beat down all he found in his 
wap, that the Greeks fled into their Tents, and Thelamon des 
fended them valiantly, and made them recover the day. This 
was the ſixteenth battel, in the which there dyed many Bnights 
sf both ſides, Troylus ceaſed not to grieve the Myrmidons he 
did ſo much, that he put the Greeks to flight, and tak an hundzed 
Hoble⸗ men, that he bzought into the City, 

When the battel was finiſhed, againſt the Even the Myrmi- 
dons returned unto the Tent of Achilles, and there was found 
many of them hurt, there were an hundzed of them dead, where⸗ 

at 
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at Achilles had much ſozrow : when it was night, he went to 
bed and there he had many wavering thoughts, once he purpoſ- 
xv'ts go to the battel, to revenge the death of his men, and ano⸗ 
ther time he bethought- him on the beauty of Polixena, and 
thought if he went, he ſhould lole her love koz ever, foz he had 
pꝛomiſed them, that he would aid the Greeks no moze, and when 
he thought how he had ſent bis men unto their aid, he was ſozely 
— the day appꝛoached on which the ſeventeenth battel 
egan, being very hozrible, that dured ſeven dapes continually, 
wherein were many Grecks lain. Agamen non required ttuce: 
but the Trojans agreed no longer tothe truce, but till they had 
. buried their dead bodies, and when choſe days were expired, the 
eighttenth battel began, Menelaus and Paris Juſted, and fought 
valigntly together. Alſo Polydamas and Uliſſes fought together 

a great while, Menehcus overthzew Encas in Juſting. Bing 
Philomenus beat Agamemnon, ant had ſozely wounded him, if 
Thelemon had not tome, who ſmote Philomenus to the ground, 

Archilogus Bon of Duke Neſior, sſlailed one of the baſtards 
of King Priamus named Brum, aud ew him. Mhereat the 
'Trojans had great ſozrow, above all other Troylus was ar grp, 
who thzuſting in amoug the Greeks, had put them to flight, if 
the Myrmidons had not ſtrongly reſiſted him. 

Therefoze Troylus [mote in among them, and lew many,that 
he made the Grceksto retyze into their Tents,andalighting on 
fot, entred ints their Tents, and flew them on all ſives : there 
was ſs great cry, that the found came to Achilles, who reſted 
in his Tent, and he demanded of one of his Servants, what it 
was, he ſaid to him:that the Trojans had vanquiſhed the Greeks, 
and flew them within their Tents, which were no mo2e able to 
defend them: and think you to be ſure here,ſaid he 2 Nay pe (tall 
fe anon moze than - fozry thouſand Trojans that ſhall flap you 
unarmed, foꝛ they have flain moſt part of pour Myrmidons, and 
unleſs pou ſuctour them they are all loft. 

At theſe wozds Achilles quaked foz fre, and foꝛgetting the 
love of Pol x na,p2eſently armed him, and mounting his Pozſe, 
he ſmote among the Trojans, and flew many of them. When 
Troylus ſaw Achilles, headdzefled him to him: and gave him a 

wound, 
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wound, that foz many dapes he came not to battel. Troylus 
was hurt alſo by the hand of Achilles, and both fell co the ground, 
and the battel dured till night, on the mozrow they began aga in 
and endured till the evening: and thus they fought ſir dapes. 
Bing Priamus had great ſozrow that Achilles came to the battel 
againſt his pꝛomiſe and thought he went about to deceive him, 
repꝛoaching his Wife to believe him ſo lightly:Polixenagrieved 
exceedingly, foz ſhe was then contented to have Achilles to her 
Puſband. 

Achilles during the fix months Truce, healed the wounds that 
Troylus gave him, and purpoſed to be revenged on him. After 
theſe things, the nineteenth battel began with great laughter, 
and befoze Achilles aſſembled his Myrmidons,and deſired them 
only to incloſe Troylus, and keep him till he came, who would 


-not be far from them. They p2omiſed him to doſo : Then he 


thꝛonged into the battel. And on the other ſide came Troylus, 
who ſlew many of the Greeks that about mid-day he put them 
to flight: then the Myrmidons (being two thouſand fightiag 
men, and remembzing their Loꝛds command) thzuſt in among 
the Trojans and recovered the field. And they held together and 
ſought no man but Troylus, ſo they found him, who fought va⸗ 
liautly, and was encloſed on all parts, but he flew and wounded 
many. And being alone among them, they flew his Pozſe,aud 
hurt him in many places, plucking off his Helmet, vet he dekend⸗ 
ed him the beſt he could. When Achilles ſaw Treylus unarmev, 
he ran upon him furiouſly, and ſmote off his head, and tok the 
body and bound it to his Yoſes tail, and dꝛew it after him, 
thzoughout the Hoſt. © what Uillany was it tothe Son of a 
noble King,that was ſo valiant, If any noblencſs had been in 
Achilles he would not have Done it. 

When Paris knew that Achilles had villainoufly lain Troy- 
lus, he had great ſozrow, ſo had Encas and Polidamas, and they 
laboured to recover his body, but the Greeks reſiſted them, that 
they could not. Alſo King Menon was grieved fo2 the death of 
Troylus, that he affailed Achilles, and ſaid unto him: Uillian, 
what cruelty hath moved thee to bind to thy hozſes tail, the ſon * 
of ſonoble a Pzince as * Priamus 2 Then he ran and ſmoce 
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him with his Dpear on his bzeaf.that he gave him a wound, and 
after gave him lo many ſtrokes, that he beat him to the ground, 
then was the body of Lroylus recovered, The Myrmidons re- 
mounted again Achilles, and as ſoon as his ſtrength came to him, 
he returned into the battel, and encountered King Menon, who 
defended himſelf valianily, and wounded Achilles in many pla⸗ 
tes: but there came ſo many of both ſides, that they parted 2 then 
the night appꝛoached, which cauled the battel to ceaſe, and they 
fought thus fo2 the [pace of ſeven dapes, 

The ſeventh day, when Achilles was healed of his wounds de⸗ 
firing to revenge him of Bing Menon, he ſaid to his folk, it they 
might encounter bim, they ſhould encloſe him as they did Troy- 
lus. Then began the battel, Achil'es and Menon fought toges 
ther, and beat down each other on foot, Then the Myrmidons 
encloſed him, and took him by fozce,who had no man to ſuccour 
him. Then Achilles ſeeing Bing Menon in this danger, ran 
upon him, and lew him: but Menon gave him many wounds be⸗ 
foze, whereof he lap long after. Among theſe things, Menclaus 
aud Meneſteus with a great company of Kings , Pzinces, and 
many Fighting men, thzuſt into the thzong, and put many 
Trojans to flight, which entered into their City, with doing great 
milchief,fozalmuch as the Greeks chaſed them ſo nigh, that they 
flew aud hurt many of them,

©} the death of Troylus, Bing Priamus and his Wife and 
Childzen aud all the Citizens made great lamentation : 
ſceing they had toſt Hector, Deiphobus, and Troylus, they had 
no moze hope of chcir lives, Then Bing Priamus demanded 
Trute audit was agreed to by the Grecks: during which time, 
they buried the bodies of Troylus and King Menon honourably. 
The Queen might not be appeaſed foz the deathof her Childzen 
and thought of manp wapes, how ſhe might be revenged — A-

chilles, that had thus ſlain her Song. Then the called Paris, and 
weeping, ſaid to him ſecretly theſe wozds · Dear Don, thou 
knoweſt how this Traitsz Achilles hath lain thy B1ethzen, the 
ſolace of my life. And becanſe he hath lain chem by treaſon, A 
think it juſt reward that he ſhould fall in the lame manner, and 
J will tell thee how it ſhall be done. The unhappy man hath 
many times required me to have Polixena foz his Wife, and 
JI have given to him good hope thereof, J have purpoſed to lend 
to him the keeper of my ſignet, to bid him meet me in the Tem⸗ 
ple of Apollo, and A deſire thee Don, to lye there in wait with 
a company of Knights, and when he ſhall enter therein, ye may 
run upon him and flay him, and beſure he eſcape not with like. 
Paris made anſwer that he would do this thing, as ſhe had devi- 
ſed, thereupon he aſſembled twenty Knights, in whom he put 
much confidence, and went fozth into the Temple of Apo lo. 

As ſoon as Achilles heard the Mellenger, that came from 
Queen Hecuba, the Fool being evil counſellcd, took with him 
the on of Duke Neſtor, and they went both to the Temple and 
as ſoon as they were come, Paris and his Bnights ran upon him; 
Paris caſt at him thzee Darts, wherewith he hurt him ſoze, A- 
chilles dꝛew his Swod, and having no Armour, and w2apped 
bis arm wich his Pantle, and ſmote, and flew ſeven of them: 
But in the end, Archiiogus Don of Duke Neſtor, and Achilles, 
were both lain within the Temple: Paris commanded his body 
Hould be caſt unto the hounds, but at the requeſt of Hctenus, they 
were put in a plate befoze the gory to be kept. Aud the 
Trojans had great jop, #nd ſaid thep had no care of the Greeks. 
When Agamemnon knew he ſent unte King Priamus , foz to 
have the bodies to bury them. Then King Prlamus made them 
to be delivered, and they were bozn down to their Tents : then 
aroſe a great ſozrow among the Greeks, and ſaid, they had loft 
all. The Duke Neſtor might not be comfozted, foz the death 
of his Don. They made foz Achilles a noble Depulture,which by 
the conſent 'of King Priamus, was laid at the entry of the Gate 
of Tymbre. 

After theſe things, the King aſſembled all the Nobles ofthe 
Hoſt, and.ſhewed 4 Wy the death of Achilles, the moſt 
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part were diſcouraged from the war, and therekoze demanded if 
it were good to leave the war oz to continue it, Then there was 
among them divers opinions.lome allowed the war, others bla⸗ 
med it, and at laſt they concluded all together, to maintain the 
war, ſaping : Ik Achilles failed, pet the pꝛomiles of the Gods 
would never fail. Then (food up Ajax and laid: If Achilles be 
dead. let us ſend fo2 his Don, whom Bing Nicomedes his Grand 
father nouriſheth, and teacheth the feats of arms: koz without 
him we can have no vicozy of the Trojans. His counſel ſeemed 
god, and by the agreement of every man, Meneſteus was choſen 
to go fetch Neopto!emus, Don of Achilles, that was named 0s 
therwile Pyrrhus, 

Among theſe things, when the Truce was expired, the Fro- 
jans began the twentieth battel againſt the Greeks, ſharp and 
hard: this day went Ajax by great folly to batttel unarmed, 
and had nothing but his Swoꝛd. | 

The Trojans that had loſt their beſt Defenders, were not lo 
hardy as they uſedto be, but to ſave their lives, they foughtva⸗ 
liantly. Paris with the people of Perſe, who were god Archers, 
fiew many Greeks, Bing Philomenus fought, ſtrongly, and they 
of Paphlagony tame on, and flew many Greeks, that they made 
them recoyl, Meneſteus Juſted agaiuſt Polidamas, and had ta⸗ 
Ken oz flain him, had ng; Bing Philomenus delivered him, A- 
jax thus unarmed as he was, llew many Trojans, and was not 
yet hurt. In the end he (mote among them of Perſe that Paris 
led, and flew fo many, that he put them to flight. When Paris 
ſaw hiß people ſlain, he hot an envenomed Arrow to Ajax and 
wounded him between the back and the ſide : when Ajax felt 
himſelf wounded to death, he would not peild to dye, till he had 
re venged him on him that llew him: and did, when he found Pa- 
ris, he ſaid unto him, Thou haſt flain me wich thine Arrow but 
befoze J dye J will betrevetged, Foz by thee and foz thy cauſe, 
many Noblemen have been lain. Then he gave hinra- ſtroke, 
that he cut in two his face, and he fell dead to the earth: and 
Ajax after him. Then the Trojans took the body of Paris with 
weeping tears, and carried it untothe City, and were chaſedto 
the Gates, The night following Agamemnon made the Yoſt 
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to appꝛoach near to the City, and there to pitch their Tents. Aud 
the Trojans kept their Malls day and night. Then had the Tro- 
jans no mo2e hope of their lives, when they law all the Sons of 
King P:i1mus dead there is no tongue can erp2eſs the lamen⸗ 
tations that Bing Prizmus made With his wife and daughlers: 
and above all othere, Queen Helen made the greateſt. The Ping 
did bury Paris in a rich Depulture, and let it honourably iu the 
Temple of juno.

How Queen Peutbeſle a cin c from Amazon with a thouſand Mai-

LD Uring two months together, the Gates of Troy. were not 
opened, the Trojans did nothing but go into the City and 
lamented, King Agamemnoa ſent oftentimes unto Eing Pri- 
amus, that he ſhould ſend his men to battel : but King Priamus 
fearing his deſtruction would not do it; becauſe he waited fo; the 
— of Amazon, that was on her way to come ta the luctoz of 
im, | : 

Amazon is a Pꝛovinte, where dwelled none but women, that 
were b2ought up to war. They had nigh their Country an Ille 
where men dwelt, and they were accuſtomed thꝛee times a year 
to go thither: in April, May and June, to have their company: 
after they returned into Amazon. and they that conceived, if they 
were Dons, they gave them ſuck foz a time, after ſent them ta 
their Fathers. Af it were a Daughter they kept it, aud burnc 
off the right pap, to bear a ſpear the better, and taught her the 
feats of Arms. Df this Pꝛovince, a noble and valiant Uirgin 
was Queen, who was called Penthaſilea, and ſhe loved Hector 
foz his good Renown, When He knew that the Greeks had be- 
ſieged Troy, ſhe went to ſuccour it wich a thouſand Uirgins,foz 
the love of Hector. When the came and knew that he was dead, 
the made great ſozrow : and defiredKing Priamus to let her iſſue 
out upon the Grecks, that ſhe might ſhew them how her Paidens 
could bear Arms. a a 
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at the requeſt of Pentheſilea, the next mozning the Gate war 
ſet open, and there iſſued out King Philomenus, with them of 
Paphlagonie, Encas, Polidamas, with their people, and Queen 
Pentheſilea with her Paidens. The Grceks being ready, began 
the Battel fiercely, Meneſteus addzeſſed him co Pentheſilea, and 
ſhe in like manner to him : ſhe ſmote Meneſteus to the ground, 
took his Yozle, and gave him unto one of her Paidens, Then 
came Dyomed.s againſt her, ſhe ſmote him ſo crongly, that he 
turned up. ſide down, and ſhe took his ſhield from his neck, and 
delivered it to one of her maibens, When Thelamon ſaw her 
to ſuch bꝛave deeds, he encountred with her fiercely, and Thela- 
mon was bozn to the ground, aud ſhe had led him into the City, 
but that Dyomedes came to his reſcue with great defence, then 
te called to her Paidens. who ſmote amongſt the Greeks, ſo 
fiercely, that ſhe and they put them to flight, they chaſed them 
unto their Tents, and had ſlain them all, if Dyomedes had not 
ſtoutly reſiſted, who maintained the skirmiſh unto the night, that 
parted them. Queen Pentheſilta returned into the City with 
gloꝛy and honour : where King Primus received her with jop, 
and gave her many rich jewels, and he hoped ſhe would revenge 
him of his enemies. They fought thus many times afterwards, 
Meneſicus returned from King Nicomedes,and bʒorght Neopto- 
lemus the Don of Achilles otherwiſe named Phyrrus. 

This Phyrius was received with great glo2p, by all the Pa⸗ 
rons of the Yoſt: and the Myrwidons re ſoyced exteedingly, and 
held him foz their Lozd. Then was delivered to Pyrrhus, the 
conduct of the men, and King Thelamon Knighted him, pꝛaping 
the Gods to give him ftreugth, and courage in guiding of his 
Dwo2d.and that they would ſtrengthen him to revenge the death 
of his Fathet: then two P2inces ſec on the Spurs of Gold, and 
King Agamemnon gave him the arms of Achilles his Father, 
any all his other pzecions Pearls and Jewels:and fo2 this new 
— Feaſt ot Chivalrp, the Grecks made many days great 
gladneſs, 

After theſe things came the dap of battel, and they pzepared 
themſelves on both fives, Then began the battel, Pyrrhus be⸗ 
ing armed with pzoper arms of his Father, — Po- 

3 amas, 


Kdamas in his comin g, and had lain him with the great ſtrokes 
of his Swozd, but that King Philomenus delivered him: then 
Pyrrhus (mote from off his Pozſe Philomenus, and had led him 
away,had not they of Paphlagonie reſcued him, Among theſe, 
Queen Pentheſilea entred the battel with her Paidens, and ſhe 
ſmote among the Myrmidons and flew many of them. Then 
came King Thelamn, who ſmote Penth-tilea to the grouud, 
and ſhe gave him a ſtroke with her Dwozd, that ſhe beat him 
down, and then her Paidens relieved her, and ſet her again on 
Pozſeback, the ſmote among the Myrmidons, that held Bing 
Philomcnus in great danger, and ſhe ſlew many of them, When 
Pyrrhus law his men evil entreated, he cryed unto them and ſaid 
they migh be aſhamed to ſnffer themſelves to be vanquiſhed by 
women: chen he left King Philomenue, to defend his men from 
the Paids. Then Queen Pentheſi ea dꝛew nigh to Pyrchus, and 
rep2oached him becauſe his Father had lain Hector, and ſaid, 
the wo2ld ought to deſpiſe him, Pyrrhus had ſo great ſorzow at 
her woꝛds, that he addzeſſed him againſt her, and ſhe beat him ta 
the earth: then he aroſe again, and aſſailed Pcnthefilez wich his 
Sword, and ſhe him by great ſtrength : then Pyrrhus was again 
remounted by the ald ok his Myrmidons. Then came the battel 
Agamemnon, Dyomedes, Menelaus, and Meneſtcus, and all the 
other Princes and Barons, 

Among thele things, King Philomenus was delivered ſafe 
from the Myrmidons, and he gave great thanks unto Qucen Pen- 
theſilea, and ſaid, had not ſhe been he had been flain. Then came 
all the Trojans and the skirmiſh was ſharp and moꝛtal: Pyr- 
rhus encountred Glaucon the Don of Anthenor, and Bother of 
Polidamas by another mother, and gave him a ſtroke, that he 
fell dead to the earth. Then addzeſſed Pentheſilea unto Pyrrhus, 
and he to her, and beat down each other to the earth: but thev 
were quickly remounted and began to fight again. Then came 
people on both parts, that they were parted. Polidamas ( foz to 
revenge the death of his 1Bzother ) flew that dap many of the 
Greeks, aud hurt them, and did ſo much in arms, both he and 
Queen Pentheſiſea, that they put the Grecks to flight. Then came 
ta the reſcue Pyrthus, Dyomedes, and Thelamon, and made them 
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that fled, to fay till night, that each man went into his place: 
they fought thus a month together, in which time were lain moꝛe 
than ten thouſand of both parties, and Penthalilea loſt many of 
her maidens. When they had reſted a Ponth,they began the bats 
tel again. 

In this battel Pyrrhus and Penthaſilea met, and bzake their 
Spears without falling, but Pyrrhus was ſo hurt, that the trun⸗ 
cheon of her Spear abode within his body: wherefo2e the cry 
aroſe among the Grecks, and they ran upon Penthaſilea with 
great ſtrength, and bꝛake off the lace of her Helmet: then Pyr- 
rhus, taking no heed to his wound aſſailed Penthaſilea, who 
thought to have ſmitten him, but Pyrrhus p2evented her, and 
gave her a ſtroke with his Dwozd,that he cut her arm off by the 
body, whereat Queen Penthaſilea fell dead to the ground: and 
Pyrrhus that was not yet ſatisfied, ſmote the body, and cut it 
in two peices: with the great effuſion of blod,that ran from his 
wound he fell down as dead among his people, and they took him 
up and laid him upon his Shield, and carried him to his Tent. 
Then the Paidens of Penthaſilca, to revenge the death of their 
Queen,ſmote amongſt the Myrmidons,and flew many of them: 
but it could not much p2ofit the Trojans, as they that were but 
a few againſt a great multitude of Grecks, There were ſlain by 
the Trojans at the day of the battel, moze than ten thouſand,and 
withdꝛew themſelves into the City.foz their own ſafeguard,and 
ſhut faſt their Gates, and had no moze intention to iſſue out in 
battel againſt their enemies. 


| CHAP, XXV. 

How Anthenor and Eneas conſulted together to deliver the City 
unto the Greeks by Trezſon, and did it under colour of peace: 
and how King Priamus withſtood them, with ſome of his Ba- 
ſtards, by great and rude words, 


N Dw the Trojans had great ſozrow,when they ſaw they bad 
no moze hope to have any ſuccours from any place, and they 
endeavoured nothing, but to keep their City, and to furnith them 
well with vicuals: ko; they feared not any aſſaulc, _ 

theſe 


theſe things, the Greeks would have calf to the dogs the body of 
Peathelilea, fozaſmuch as the bad flatn ſo many Noble men of 
Greece, but Pyrrhus would no: foz the honour of nobleneſls : fi⸗ 
nally they concluded, that they would cal? it in a pond that was 
nigh the City. Anchiſes with his Son Polidamas, went to coun- 
til. to adviſe them, how they might have their lives la ved as 
aginſt theGreeks,and their gods, and rather chan fail they would 
betray the Citp. 

Then they concluded to ſpeak unto King Priamus and give 
bim counſel to make a peace with the Grreks in reſtozing of 
Quten Helen to her Pusband, and the damage that Paris did in 
the 3fle of Citharis. Dh, if the Bing Priamus had been ſo happy 
to have done this, and have pleaſedthe Grecks at the beginning, 
be had ſaved his own life, his Wifves, and Childzen, City, and 
Citiʒens, and eſchewed all choſe miſcbeifs that befel chem af- 
terwards. Therefoze men ſay in a pzover b, Chat peace ſ@n ta- 
ken is god, foz it is a hard thing to appeaſe ſuch damages to 
him that hath advantage of the war. Foz with great pain 
would the Greeks have been content with theſe offcrs,fozaſmuch 
as they had ſuffered as many damages befoze Troy, fo it ſeemed 
they were at the point to veſtroy the City and all che Inhabi- 
tants. But theſe afoze named Traitoꝛs ſpake, but to the end 
that under colour of peace, they might betray the City: if 
olherwile they might not ſave their lives. 

Then they went befo2e King Priamu: and Amphimacu« ( one 
of his Baſtard ons) and ſpake befoze many Noble men of. 
the City: and as King Priamus heard them ſpeak of purchaſing 
peace with the Grecks, he thought they lpake this thing bp great 
fury, and began to laugh: ſaying, chat he would be adviſed felt: 
then they ſpake unto him in this manner : It chou wilt hear dur 
tounſel upon this thing, if it pleaſe thee not, uſe the caunlel cf; 
others. Bing ſald he would heat their cdunlel, and would 
do what ſeemed god. ö | bp * e 1 
Then ſpake Anthenor, ſaying: Ring. vou map well diſſemble, 
but that ou and yours be compaſſed with pour enemies who be 
=_ . City deſiring your deſtruction and pe map not iſſue 


tre are moze than fifry Kings deſire noching but to de- - 
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ſtroy this City, and vou, and all that dwell therein: ye map no 
longer refit them, neither dare ye any moze let open your gates, 
and thus to let us be incloſed herein. We ought of 1woevils to 
chule the leſe: thercfoze fo2 io have peace with the Greeks,if ye: 
ſeem good, we will render Helen tg M-nclaus her Hus band ſince 
that Paris is dead: and aWo reftoze the damages that Paris did 10 
them in Grecce,rather than we will be put to degth, &c, 

At theſe woꝛds arole up An phimacus, one ot the Faitary 
Sons of v ing Priamus, and repꝛoved cagerly the wends of An- 
thenor,and ſaid to him: What truſt map mp Load and Father 
and we have in thee, fince thou oughteſt tg have, good will unto 
him and to thi City, and we lee thee thus recant, thou oughieſt 
to live and dye with us: and thou counſelleft, us ty make peace 
with the G rocks to gur ſhame Truly, beſoze the Bing ſhall do 
this, there Halt dye twenty chouland men; the thing that thoy 
tounletleſt the laing came ho Dreaſon. 

- Bany other woꝛds - (awd; Amphimacus to Anthenor: aud E- 
neas began ta interrupt him; ſaying : pe know well that from 
hencefozch we may not goto baftel again the Grecks, and we 
dare nu woz open our ©8465, Þhcretoze. ig behoperh us to find 
mrehnt to havt eace withthem-Thes Hing Kr iu with great 
ite ſais to AEO and HH Have ye; not ſpame in pour 
ſilves ti ſpeak to me : Ye make me dye with lozrem, Jo; all 
that J have done hitherte, f Shave done it hy pour counlel. An- 
thenor, at th xetum from Greece, 'whithey A ent thee to re⸗ 
qui ta my Biftergounſelledſt tha not me that à ſwould ſend Pa- 
rwiato GNece td eppgmage the Greckst and 4 had never ta⸗ 
nen pon me to habe maved war againſt them. had not thy falle 
counſel bern, which moved me to ſend thither, - And thou Enca-, 
alas when J ſent thee wich Faris into Greece, waſt not thou 
mintipat of tha Counſel cha Paris ſhould; raviſß Helen, and 
inge inte this Besim, and thou heipeds chereto with thy 
perſon : It thou wouldeſt have been but contrary. thereto, Helen 
had nevet ſeen the, walls of Troy: And now alter chis they have 
ſlain all my Childꝛen and done me ſo much burt, now pe coun⸗ 
ſel me ( againſt hanaur ) to make peace with the Greeks : 
Surely;: pour un bela Unicheth my lite wit h great ſoxzow and 
diſhonour. 0 + 
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At theſe wozds was'Eneas exceeding wꝛoth, and anſwered the 
King ſharply, and he and Antbenor deparced from the Bing es 
vil content, When they were gone, the King began to wp as 
ye that dꝛeaded they would deliver the City into the hands of the 
Greeks which would llay him. Then he thought that ho wouls 
make them vyefirſt, and called to himAmphinijacus, and las 
unto him: Dear Don, J am thy Father, we ought to ſuppozt 
each other unto the death. J knowcertamly, that Anthenor 
and Eneas intend to lay us by the Grecks, and deliver to them 
this City : therefoze it ſhould not be ill co make them fall inis 
the pit that they have made ready, befoze they da ſnch ebil and 
I will tell thee in what manner: To morzow at even thep will 
come to take counſel, then thou ſbalt be ambuſhed here within, 
and thou ſhalt have with thee good Bnights, and when they be 
come in, thou ſhalt run upon them and flay them. Amphimacus 
made anſwer, and ſaid he would do ſo wich a god will; albeit 
there were no mo2e aſſembled at this council but the King and 
his Son; pet there is nothing lo ſetret but otherwhile is known. 
Eneas knew the truth of this thing, and it was not known by 
whom he knew it:anon he and Anthenor and ſome other of their 
complices, ſpoke concerning the Treaſon of the City, and they 
fwoze each to other:then they ſald, it they went any moze to coun⸗ 
cil to the King, they would go with a great companp of men of 
Arms: fo Eneas was of the moſt noble of Troy, and moſt rich 
next to the King, and Anthendr was alſo rich, and had great 
friends in the City: and their treaſon was this, that they would 
deliver the City ancotheir enemies: ſo as they and all their A i- 
neage ould have their lives and goods ſaved, thereof they tak 
good ſurety of the Greeks, if 

Among theſe things King Priamus ſent fo Anthenor any E- 
neas to counſel, to pertoꝛm the thing he had pzomiled, but they 
came with a great company -of men of Arms: therefoze the K. 
fent to Amphimacus that he ſhould leave off his enterpzize, 
The day following, the Bing ſent floß all the Trojans co couns 
cel, and when they were aſſembled befoze him, Encas ſtood up 
and willed them to make peace with the Greeks: to whom all 
the other agreed ſave the King 3 then Encas ſaid to him, Sir 
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Kiug, where foze doeſt not thou conſent with the other, fo2 whe⸗ 
ther thou wilt oz not, we will treat foz peace, and will make it 
in deſpight of chee. When the King ſaw this his contradiction 
could not avail, he had rather conſent with the other, than be 
the cauſe of his deſtructiou,and ſaid to En*as,Let ic be done that 
ie may be moſt expedient to the peace. Zhen by che counſel of 
them all, An:henor was choſen to go to the Greeks,ts treat foz 
peace: the Trojans tnok b2anches of palm in fign ok peace, and 
Went upon the walls of the City, and ſhewed the ſign to the 
Geeks, which Hewed well that they would encline co peace, 
Then was Anthenor let down from the walls, and bzonght be⸗ 
foze Agamemnon. Agamemnon commiled atl the wozk to the 
King of Creet, Dyomedes, and Uliſes, that whatſoever theſe 
thꝛee Pꝛinces ſhould decree with Anthenor, all the Poſt pzomi- 
led to accompliſh, 

When thep were afſembled, Anchenor repleniſhed wich fury, 
P2omiled ta deliver the City by treaſon, todo with it their wilt 
and pleaſure, ſo they would ſave him, Eneas and all thetr Pa- 
rentage, and all them that he would chuſe, that Eneas honly 
have all his poſſeſſions without any loſs. Theſe thzee Kings 
ſwoꝛe to perfam it: then ſaid one ta the other, This muft be 
kept ſecret till it be bought about:andto keep this treaſon moꝛe 
ſecret, Anthenor deſired the Grceks, ts let Bing Caſſilius an anci- 
ent man, go with him to Troy, to the intent he might be the bet⸗ 
ter believed: and Anthenor demanded the body of Penthefilea, 
and it was delivered to him. 

After theſe things Anthenor and Bing Caſſilius ent red the 
City and made their coming known to the King. On the moz⸗ 
row Eing Priamus aſſembled all the Trojans, to hear the an- 
ſwer of Anthenor, who ſaid to the King otherwiſe than it was, 
uſing god wozds to cover his treaſou.Pe ſpake long of the puil⸗ 
fance of the Grecks, and of their truth in cheir pzomiſes, and 
haw the p had helden the Trute that they made, lying befoze the 
City, and had been faichfully governed, without Heaking of 
them: after ſpake of the Tcebleneſs of che Trojans, and of the 
dargers they were in, then concluded; that it were p2oficable to 
ſk peace, and that they were come thereto: aud ſaid, that — 
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could not de unleſs they gave a quantity of gold and ſilver to 
the Gr:eks, to reſtoꝛe to them the great damages that they had 
in the war. After they adviſed the King and the other to employ 
them te lves in this thing. Fo2afmnch (laid Anthenor) as J cans 
not know all their will at this time, J would have pe let Eneas 
go with me un:o them to know moze, to the end, that they be⸗ 
lieve us the better. Every man allowed the wozds of Anthe- 
nor: and ſo went he and Encas tothe Grecks,and the King Caſ- 
filius wich them. 

When the counſcl was finiſhed, King Prizmus entred into 
his Chamber erd began to weep grievouſly as he that perteived 
well the treaſon,and complained ſoze of the death of his Dons; 
and that wozſe.he muſt buy his peace of them that had done him 
all this hurt, and give hem all the treaſure he had in long time 
gathered together, and become pooꝛ in his old dapes, and pet not 
ſure of his life, but muſt needs do the will of them that betrap 
him. On the ocher, ide when Hen knew Anthenor ſhould go 
to the Greeks,ſhe pꝛaped him that he would make her peace with 
Menelaus her Busband, and that he would take, pity onhcr:and 
he pꝛomiſed her that he would do to his power. 

When Encas and Anthenor were come into the Yoſt of the 
Greeks, they treated of their Treaſon, with the thzee Ringe: 
and there they made peace fo2 Helen, and tok god ſurety; After 
their communication, the Greeks ozdained that Dyomedes any 
Wiſſcs ſhould go with them. There was great joy when they 
heard of their coming into the City, thinking the Troj ins had 
the peace they ſo much defirey, On the mozrow by the com⸗ 
mandment of King Prizmus, all the Trojans were aſſembled at 
his Palace, then ſpake Uliſſes, ſaping unto them, that the Greeks 
demanded two thinge, to wit, refticution of the damages, alſa 
they required that Amphimacus ſhould be baniſhed fo2 ever out 
of Froy, (this purchaſed Anthenor foz Amphimacus, fozaſs 
much as he had contraried him befoze.)D how great peril is it 
to ſpeak lightly in time of perturbation and ſedition # 

As they were all aſſembled in Parliament they heard a mars 
vellous cry: at that Nyomedes and Uliſſes were in great fear, 
that the people would have lain them: then the o. her laid they 
would 
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would take theſe two Kings in the ftead of Amphimacus, to 
the intent, that he ſhould not be baniſhed, yet there could ng man 
know from whence this noile came, therekoze they departed 
every man to his place. 

An henor dzew apart Dyomedes and Uliflcs,to ſpeak of their 
evil pzactices. Then ſaid Uliſes why tarrieſt thou ſo long, and 
delayeſt to do that thou haſt pzomiſed 2 Anthcnor anſwered, the 
Gods vo know that Enes and J intend no other thing but to do 
what we have pzomiſed to pou. but there is a thing that hindzeth 
us, and J will tell you what it is. Certainly when the King 
founded firſt the Palace of Illion in this City, he eſtabliſhed in 
the name of Pallas a great Temple, and when it was all made 
ready ſaving the Tower a marvellous thing deſcended from the 

Peavens, and fuck in the wall of the Temple within the great 

Alcar,and it bath s there until this time, and none map bear 
it away, ſavẽ they that keep it: the matter is of tree oꝛ of wood, 
but there is no man knoweth of what wood,nsz how it is made: 
but the Goddeſs Pallas, that ſent it thither , and gave to this 
thing a great vertue,, that is, that as long as this thing hall 
be within the Temple, the Trojans cannot loſe their City, Ring 
oz Heir and this is the thing that holdeth the Trojans in le⸗ 
curfttp, And this thing hath to name Palladium, fozaſmuch as 
the Goddeſs Pallas hath ſent it. Then ſaid Dyomedes, ik this 


thing be of ſuch ver: ue as thou ſpeakeſt,we do but loſe our labour. 
Then laid Anthenor , J have but late ſpoken tothe Pꝛieſt 


that keepeth it to the end that he may deliver it byealth : and 
I have ſure truſt that he will deliver it me £02 a great ſum 
of gold that J have pꝛomiled him: as ſoon as J have it, J will 
ſend it out ofthe City to you : and then we ſhall perfozm that 
which we have p2omiſed; and ere you go hence, foz to cover our 
1u02k,J will go unco Bing Priamus, and will cell him, that J 
have ſpoke long to youzto know what quantity of gold you de⸗ 
mand: and it was ſo effected as Anthenor had determine d. 


CHAP. 
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C.H A P. XXVI. 

How the Traitor Authe nor bought of the Prieſt the Palladium, 
and gave it to Uliſſes 2 and of he Horſe of Braſs, that was by 
the Greeks brought to the Temple of, Pallas being full of men 

ofarms: and how the City of Troy was taken and burnt, and 
the King Priamus ſlain, &c. 


W Hen Dyomedes and Uliſſes were returned into their hof, 
Anthenor went unto King Priamus, and ſatd, that he 
Gould aſſemble his folk to councel: fo2 to come to their peace 
with the Greeks,they muſt needs pay twenty thouſand marks of 
gold, aud that in good weight,and as much in ſilver, allo an hun⸗ 
dꝛed thouſand quarters of wheat: and this muſt be made ready 
within & certain time , then they will give ſurety to hold the 
. peace without any fraud on ſubtiley. '\ 
Then it was 02dained how this ſum ſhould be levied : and 
whiles- they were bifie thereabouts, Anthenor went unto the 
Pꝛieſt that kept the Pallad um, whoſe name was Thoant, and 
bare to him a great quantity of gold. there were they at council; 
Anthenor ſaid to him, that he ſhould take this ſum of gold, 
wherewich he ſhould be rich all his life, and that he ſhould give 
to him the Palladium, and that no man ſhould know thereof : fo2 
I have (. ſaid he) as much d2ead as thon, that any man ſhould 


know thereof, And J will lend it to Uluſſes, aud he ſhall bear the 
blame upon him, and every man ſhall lap, that Uliles hath oln 


it and we ſhall be both quitthereof. 

Thoant the Pjieſt reſiſted ſtrongly the wozds of Anthenor: 
but foz covetouſneſs of the great ſum of gold, he conſented 
be Could take the Palladium and bear iraway. Then Anthe- 
non took it, and ſent it te Uliſes the ſame night, and after the 
voice ran among the people, that uliſſes by his ſubtilty had ſtoln 
a wap the Palladium out of Troy. O what treaſon was this of 
a Pꝛieſt ? that loved better to betray his City, than leaveche 
gold that was given him ? ſurely it is a foul vice in a Pꝛieſt the: 
lin of covetouſneſs: but few have been befoze this time, and few 
ate pet, but thep be attainted there with, whereof it is great 
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pity ſince that avarice is the mother of all vices- 

Whilf the Trojans gathered together their gold and fi{ver 
and brought it into the Temple of Mine va, to keep until the 
time that it was all collected, ic pleaſed them to offer @acrifice 


unto their God Apollo; and when they had lain many Beaftg 
ſoz their ſolemn Sacrifice, aud put them upon the Altar. and ſec 
fire unto them fo to burn them, it happened there came two un⸗ 
expected marvels, 

The fift was. that the fire would not burn, koz they began to 
make their fire moꝛe than ten times, and alwaps it quenched. 

Che ſecond marvel was, when they had appointed the eutrals 
of the Feaſts foꝛ their ſacrifice, a great Eagle deſcended from the 
air crying greatly, and tok with his clawes the encrals, am 
bare them into the ſhips of the Greek. 

Ok theſe two things were the Trojans troubled.and ſaid that 
the Goos were angry with them. Then demanded they of Caſ- 
Cindra, what theſe things ſignified ? She ſaid that the God A. 
pollo was wzoth with them, foz the effuſion of the bled of A- 
chilles wherevtithal his Temple was defiled and violated : and 
ye muſt go fetch fire at the Depulture of Achilles, and light your 
Sacrifice therewith, then it will quench no moze: and they div 
ſo, and the Dacrifice burnt clear : Foz the ſecond miracle, ſhe 
ſaid, foz certain, treaſon was made of the City with the Greeks, 
When the Grecks heard of theſe miracles, they demanded of 
Chalca: what it might Fgnifie 2 he made anſwer,That the City 
would thoztly be pielded up. 

Amongſt theſe things, Chalcas and Criſis the Pꝛieſt counſel- 
led the Grecks that they ſhould make a PozſeofB2aſs ſo great, 
as might hold within it a thouſand Knights : and they ſaid un⸗ 
to them, that it was the pleaſure of the Gods. This Bozſe was 
made by one whole name was Sinon, and he made it ſubtilely, 
that no man could perceive any entry 83 Iſſue,buc within it was 
eaſte foz them that were encloſed.ts iſſue out when they would. 

When the great Yo2ſe was fully made, and the thouſand 
Vuights therein, by the counſel of Criſis, they pzayed King Pri- 
amus, he would ſuffer this Yozſe to enter inco the Citp, that it 
might be let in the Temple of Pall.s, fozaſmuch as that 2 

ay 
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* had made it in the honour of Pallas, foz a vow that they made 
fo; reſticution of the Palladium, which they had cauſed to be ta» 
ken out of the ſame Temple, | 

Among theſe things the Pzinces within Troy, when they ſaw 
that the Bing had ſo ſbamekully treated with the Greeks, they 

'went away out of Troy,and took their men with them,and King 

Philomenus led no moze but two hundzed and fifty men, and 
thiceeſcoze Maidens of Amazon's, that were left of a thouſand 
that came thither with the Queen Pentheſilea, and carried the Los 
dy of her with them, and travelled to their own country. 

Then came the day that che Greeks ſhould ſwear their peace 
keignedly upon the plain field upon the Pancuaries. King Pri- 
amus iſſued out of the City and his people, and ſware cach party 
to hold the peace firmly from thencefoꝛth: and Dyomcdes ſwore 
firſt to the Greeks: after, when they had bꝛoken the peace they 
had treated with Anthenor of that thing, they concluded after, 
therefoze they maintained they were not foz\wozn by that co⸗ 
lour, as the pꝛoverb ſaith, He that ſweareth by deceit, by malice 
foz\weareth himſelf. After that Dyomeces, [ware likewiſe all 
the Kings and Ptinces of Greece, then King Priamus and the 
Trojans ſwoze in good faith, as they that knew nothing of the 
treaſon 2 after their oaths thus made, King Priamus delivered 
Helen to Menelaus her Hulband, and p2ayed him and oiher 
Kings and Pzinces of Greece, that they would do her no harm, 
but pardon her, and they p2omiſed him feignedly they would. 

Then p2ayed the Greeks,that they might ſet the Yozſe of b2aſs 
within the Temple of Pallas, foz reſtitution of the Palladium, 
that the Goddeſs of Pallas might be to them friendly, in their re - 
turn. And as the King Priamus anſwered not thereto, Encas and 
Anthenor ſaid to him, it ſhould be well done, and that it ſhould be 
an honour to the City. Yowbeic King Priamus acco2ded it with 
evil will, Then the Greeks received the gold and ſilver, and the 
wheat that was p2omiled, and put into their Ships. 

Akter thele things, they went all in Devotion with their 
Pꝛieſts and began with ſtrength of Coꝛds, to dzaw the Voꝛſe of 
B2als befoze the gate of the City, fozaſmuch as by the Gate it 
might not enter into the City, 3 was fo great: therefoze they 
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Hake the wall in length and height, that it entred in the town 
andthe Trojans recetved it with great fop 3 but the cuſtom of 
Foy une is, great joy endeth with heavinels. The Trojans made 
fo» of this Yozle, wherein was incloſed their death, and they 
knew not of it, In this Pozſe was a lubtil man named Sinon, 
that bare the keys of the Hoꝛſe to open it. Mhen the Trojans 
were aſleep, in the night, foꝛthwieh they iſſued out of the Yozſe, 
and gave a token of fire tothem that were in the fields, that they 
ſhould come into the City to put it all to deſtrugion. 

The lame day the Grecks keigned to go unto Tenedon and ſaid 
they would receive Helen and ſet her in lakety, becaule the peo⸗ 
vie ſhould not run upon her, koz the great evils that were done 
foz her; thus they departed from the Poꝛt of Troy wich their 
Dail dawn up, and came befoze the Suns going down to Te- 
nedon. Then had the Trojans great joy when they law the Grecks 
depart 2 and the Grecks as ſoon as they were come to Tenedon, 
armed them in the evening; and went pzivily towards Troy, 
And when the Tiojans went to bed, then Sinon opened the Pozſe, 
and went out and lighted this fire, and ſhewed to them that were 
without, and without, delay, they that were laid in wait, entted 
into the City by the gate that was bzoken; And the Knights 
ifited out, and they ew the Trojans in their houſes where 
they llept. 

Thus entred the Greeks into the City, and lew men and women 
and childꝛen, and tok all that they found in their houles, and ſlew 
above twenty thouſand ere it was day, They robbed the Tem⸗ 
ples, and the cry aroſe hozrible, When King Priamus heard 
the cry, (he knew that Eneas and Anthenor had betrayed him) 
he arsſe haſtily and went into his Temple of Apollo, that was 
within his Palace, and kneeled befoze his high altar. Caſſandia 
fied on the other ſide, as one out of her wits, into the Temple of 
Minerva, weeping with great loꝛrow: and the other Noble wo- 
men abode ſtill in the Palace in weeping and tears. 

When the mozning came, the Greeks (by the conduct of E- 
neas and Anthenor that were open Traito2s to their City, alſo 
to their King,(entred into the Palace of Illion, where they found 
no defente, and put all to death that they found, Then Pyrrhus 

; entred. 
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- Apollo, and found there King Priamus : 


entred the Templ 
then he ran upon him with a naked ſwozd (in ſight of Eneas and 
Anthenor ) he flew there Bing Priamus befoze the high Altar, 
which was ſp2inkled with his blod. Queen Hecuba and Polix- 
- ena fled, and knew not whither to go: and it happened, that ſhe 
met with Encas, and then ſhe ſaid to him in great fury: Pa, ha, 
Felon, Traitoz, from whence is come to thee ſo great cruelty, 
that thou haſt bzought them with thee that have lain Ping Pri- 
amus, that hath done to thee fo much god, and ſet thee in mag⸗ 
nificence, alſo haſt betrayed the country where thon wert bozn. 
and the City that thou oughteſt to kp: at the leaſt let it ſuffice 
and refrain thee now of thy intent, and have pity on this unhap⸗ 
py Polixena, that among ſo many evils as thou haſt done, thon 
mapeſt have grace to do one good deed,fo2 to ſave her from death 
befoze the Grceks flap her, Eneas (moved with pity ) received 
Polixena in his guard, and conveyed her into a ſecret place. 

Among theſe things Bing Thelamon ſet in the Temple of 
Minerva in keeping Andromeda, the wife of Hector and Caſ- 
ſandra, and ſct the City on fire in all places, and burnt it all 
except only the houſes of the Traitozs.UWhen the City of Troy 
was all burnt, Bing Agamemncn aſſembled the moſt noble of 
Greece in the Temple of Minerva: and when they were all al⸗ 
ſembled,he required them two things:one was that they ſhould 
keep their pꝛomiſe with the Traitoꝛs:the other, that they ſhould 
take god advice to part the pꝛey of the City. 

The anſwer of the Grecks was. That they would hold their 
faith with the Traito2s, fo2 the firſt point: and fo2 the ſecond, 
every man ſhould bing all the pꝛey in common, and there part 
to each man after his deſert. Zhen Thelamon ſaid they ſhould 
burn Helen, foz whom ſo many wozthy Kings and Pinccs had 
dyed. And there was a great murmure thereupon. that Apa- 
memnon, Uliſſes and Menelaus, had much a do to ſave her. Put 
Uliſſes with his fair ſpeech laid to them ſo much of divers things, 
that they were content Helen ſhould have no harm. Then A- 
gamemnon did fo much to all the other, that foy his reward, 
Caſſandra the Daughter of Þing Priamus was delivered unto 
him, Whillt that the —_ held pet the ir Par liament,there 
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tame to them Eneas and Anthenor, aud advertiſed them how 
Helenus had alwapes blamed the Trojans of the enterpꝛize that 
they made againſt the Grecks, and counſeled them to put the body 
ok Achilles in aSepulture, which they would have given to the 
Pounds, and beſought them therefoze they would ſave his life, 
aud they accoꝛded to them... Aud then Andromeda and Helenus 
intreated foz the two Bons of Hector, which were ſaved. 

After this upꝛoar, theꝝ oʒdained, that all the noble women that 
were eſcaped from death, ſhould go whither they would freelp,oz 
dwell there ill if it pleaſed them. And after theſe things done, 
they purpoled to depart from Troy: but a great Tempeſt began 
to ariſe, that endured a whole month befoze they could go to 
Dea. Then the Greeks asked of Chalcas the cauſe of this trou⸗ 
ble; and he anſwered,that the puiſſances Infernal were not yet 
appeaſed foz the effuſion of the dlood of Achilles, that was ſhed 
in the Tempte, foz the love of Polixena: and to appeaſe the 
Gods, it be hovech to ſacrifice Polixcna, fo whom Achilles dyed - 

Then-Pyrrhus enquired diligently where Polixena was, that 
was cauſe of his Fathers death? Agamemnon demanded of An- 
ther.or : which ſaid he knew not where ſhe was, whereof he lyed 

not: pet foʒ to make an end of all evils, he enquired ſo much, 
that Polixena was found in an ancient Tower; then he went 
and dꝛew her out by fo2ce, and p2eſented her unto King Aga- 
memnon, which ſent her to Pyrrhus, he ſent her to the Sepul⸗ 
ture of Achilles to be lain 2: and as they led her, there was no 
Kingnoz P2ince but had great ſozrow, to ſee ſo fair a woman 
loft, without ſhe had deſerved it, and they had delivered her; if 
Chalcas han not ſaid, the Tempeſt, would not ceaſe until he 
were dead. 

When Polixena was befoze the Sepulture of Achilles, ſhe ex⸗ 
cuſed her of the death of Achilles, and ſaid that ſhe was much 
fa2ry foz his death, and the Kings and Pzinces of Greece ſuffered 
Her to dye againſt Juſtice, yet ſhe had rather. dye then live with 
them that had flain all her friends. When ſhe had finiſhed her 
wozds, Pyhrrus Imote her with his ©wozd, (in the ſight of the 
Queen hermother)and cut her in peices, and caſt them all about 
the e pulture, When Hecuba ſaw. her daughter flain, pe fell 

in 
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in alwound, and after went ont of her wit, and aſſailed with her 
teeth and nails all ſhe might come by, and hurt many of the 
Greeks, Then they took her by fozce, and led her into an Ille, 
and ſtoned her to death. Thus the Queen Hecuba ended her life, 
aud the Greeks made foz her a noble Sepulture, which Sepul- 
ture appeareth pet in the ſame Ille to this day, 


CHAP XXVII. 

- Ofthe diſſention that was moved becauſe of the Palladium, be- 
tween Thelamon and UVliſſes:and how Eneas and Anthenor were 
exiled out of Trey: and how the Greeks returned, and cf their 
adventures, 

W Hiles the Greeks lsjourned at Troy, and could not de⸗ 

part fo the great Tempeſt, after they had deſtroyed the 

City, Bing Thelamon made his, quarrel befoze Bing Aga- 
memnon foꝛ the Palladium that Ulifſcs had, -ſaying, that he had 
not ſo well veſerved it as he had done, that he had lo many times 
ſuccouredthe Yoſt with vickual, and allo had defended it by his 
great p2oweſs : whereas the Hoſt of the Greeks had deen in dans: 
ger to have been loſt,had not he been; and laid, he had llain Bing 
Polimacſtor, and after flew Polidorus, and bzought a great 
trealure he found, to the Yoſt of the Greeks, Alſo he had lain 
theKiug of Frigic, 2nd b2ought his goods to the Þoft, and al- 
ledged then (hat he had gotten many Realms to the Deigniozp 
of Greece, and many ocher valianees he had done to the honour 
of the Gr.cks: and fat mozedver, that Uliſſes had no pꝛowels, 
but only lubtiley, and fair ſpeaking to dete ive men. and by him 
we have gotten great ſhame, that where we might have vans 
quiſhed the Trojans by Arme, nom we have vanquiched them by 
deceit and falſhood, 

To theſe wozds anſwered uliſſcs, That by his valour and wit 
the Trojans were vanquiched:and if he had not been the Trojans 
had been pet in glozy in the City. And ſaid to Thelamon, 
Durely the Paliadium was never conquered by your pꝛowels, but 
by my wit: and the Grecks knew not what it was: and J kucw 
that Troy could not be taken as long as it was in the ſame. 3 
went lecretly into the City, and did ſo much that it was deliver» 


ea 
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- 
cd unto me, andaftec we took the City. To this anſwerey 
Thci;amon fnjuriouſly, and Uliſes to him in like manner, that 
they became moꝛtal enemies each to other ; Thelamon menacey 
Uliſſes unto death openly : Pet after this matter was well dil⸗ 
cuſſed, Agumemnon and Menclaus fudged that Uliſſcs ſhould 
kecp the Pallad um: ( ſome ſaid they made this judgment.fozs 
almuch as Uliſes by his fair ſpeaking had ſaved Helen from 
death, that Thelamon weuld have had dead.) And with this 
ſudgment they could not be content. fo the greateſt part of the 
Moſt ſaid, that Thelamon ought better to have the Palladium 
than Ul. ſſe,: therefoze Thclamon ſpake to Agimemnon and 
Menclaus many injurious wozds.and ſaid, that he would he their 
mo2tal enemy from thencefoz:h. Foz this cauſe Ag:memnon, 
Menelaus, and Wliſſes, kept all thzec together, and had alwap 
with them a great company of valiantKnights.And on the mozs 
row after, earlp in the mozniug, Thel:mon was found lain in 
his bed, aud had wounds in many places ef his body, whereof a- 
roſe agreat cry in the Yoſt, and gave all the blame to the thzee 
Pings befoze rehearſed. 

Pytrhus that loved King Thelamon, ſaid many injurious 
wozds to Uliſſes: Then Uliiſc's doubted, and the next night fol- 
lowing he and his men entred into their Ships ſecretly and left 
the Pal'adium with his friend Dyomeges. Pyrrhus did caufe to 
burn the body of Thelamon, and put the aſhes in a veſſel of gold, 
to tarty with him into his own country, to bury it honourably, 
The hace was gerat between Pyrrhus and Ling Agamemnon, 
and his bother: but Anthenor made the peace, and after gave 
a dinner to all the Noblcs of Greece, and gave them fair gifts. 

Among thele thinge, the Greeks repꝛoached Eneas, that had 
falſified his oath, becauſe he hid Polixena: faz this cauſe they 
baniſhed him out of Troy foz ever. And when Eneas ſaw he 
might not abide chere, he p2ayed them earneſtly that he might 
have the two and twenty ſhips which Paris had with him into 
Greece, and they granted to him his requeff, and gave him four 
months ſpace to kurniſh them of all ſuch neceſſaries that they 
lacked, Anthenor departed after from Troy, andled with him 
a great number of Trojans ; but the Yiſto2y celleth not n 
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he would go. Eneas greatly hated Anthenor, fozaſmnch as by 
him he was baniſhed out of Troy: and was in great ſozrow why 
Anthenor was not as well baniſhed as he. Foꝛ this cauſe Encas 
aſſembled all the Trojans and ſaid ts them: My friends and bꝛe⸗ 
th2en, fince that Foztune hath pit us wherein we be, we cannot 
live without a Governour 2 and if ye will do by my counſel. ye 
ſhall chuſe Anthenor, pour Ping, fo2 le is wiſe enough io go⸗ 
vern pou, This counſel ſeemed good to the Trojans, and they 
lent after Ant: encr, that returnet:and as ſoon as he was come, 
Encas aſſembled a great number of people to run upon him, as 

he that was the moſt mighty in Try. Then the Tro ens pꝛayed 
him that he chould ccaſe,fince that the war was fiaiſhed and that 

he ſhould not begin it again. ( Daid Encas ) ſhall we ſpare ſo hai⸗ 

nous a Traitoz, that by his villany hath cauſed Polix:ra the 

fair Daughter of King Priamus to dye, by him z was banifhcd 
out of Troy, that ſhould have connſelled you : aud now J mu 
needs leave pou: Encas ſaid ſo much tothe Trojans. that they 
baniſhed Anthenor fo; ever out of Troy, and conſtrained him to 
go p2eſently out of the Town. 

Anthenor went unto Sea with a great conpany of Tr jars, 
aud fell among Pyrates, who ran upon him and flew many of 
his men, and hurt and robbrd his Ships: in the end Anthenor 
eſcaped from them, and ſailed ſo far that he arrived in a Pꝛo⸗ 
vince named Gerbandy, whereof Tetides was Loꝛd and Bing, 
a juſt man and a courteous. In this Land arcived Antheaor with 
a few ſhips, and reſted on the ſite of the greater Ile, that was 
nigh unto the Pozt. Ve ſaw the Country fair, full of wods and 
fountains, and there he builded a City, and fo2tified it with 
Malls and good Towers. And when the Trojans knew thereof, 
many went thither and dwelt there with Anthenor, and the 
City grew and was full of people, and Anthenor governed him⸗ 
ſelf ſo wiſely in this Land, that he was in grace wich Bing Le- 
tides, and was the ſecond perſon akter the King in his Realm, 
and named his City Cortiremetralum, 

Caſſandra that was left at Troy, had much ſozrow foz the 
miſcheifs that were fallen to her friends : aud ceaſed not to 
weep : and the Greeks demanded of her their eſtate in their re⸗ 

turning. 
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turning home: He ſaid to them, that they ſhould ſuffer many 
great perils ere they got into their Country: and after ſaid to 
Agamemnon, They ot his own houle ſhould kill him; O0 it 
happened co yim af.er, aud to all che other, like as Caſſandra + 
had foze-told, Ok King Taclamon were teft two ons of two 
Queens, the eldeſt named H-cmicid:s of the Queen Glauſta: 
and the other of the Queen I himiil., had to name Anchyſatas, 

\ theſe two Childzen bing Teuter- nouriſhed till they were 
able to bear Acms. 

Among thele things, Agzmennon and Menclaus demanded 
leave to return into their Lands: and ihe moſt part of the Yoſt 
gave them leave, being ſoꝛe vexed, fozalmuch as they had ben 
ſuſpected of the death of [h-lamon with Uliſſes, which was 
ftoln away like a theif, wheretoze it ſhewed that he was culpa- 

ble of his death. Thus theſe two Bzethzen went to Sea to re- 
turn home, in the beginning of winter, when the Sea is moſt 
dangerous: ſoon after, the other Grecks went to Sea as folks 
evil adviſed fo2 the doubts-of che Dea, and had their Ships all 
laden with riches of the Cicyof'Troy : and foꝛ che deſire they 
had to be at home in their awn Cotincry, chep returned back in 
the midſt of the winter, and ſec apart all dargers which fell unto 
them, About the hour of noon,came a great Tempeſt,and ſur⸗ 
P2iſed them.ſuddenly with thunder audrain,wich wind and great 
waves: that caſt their Ships heie and chere 3 and bzake their 
malts, and rent their ſails. And when night came, which was 
long. and dark, the Dhips left each other in ſailing befoze the 
wind ſome in one place, lome in another, and many were burnt 
with Lightning and Thunder, and many lunk in the Sea: 
and the great riches of Troy loſt, Oy lus Ajax that had xrii ſhips 
in this company, had all periſhed. and he himſelf by fozce of his 
arms and legs all naked lwimming, arrived a land all wollen 
with tbe water he had dzunken, and lay a great while upon the 
gravel, moze losking foz death than life: and after came others 

likewiſe, that were ſaved by ſwimming. This miſcheif came to 

Ajax,fozaſmuch as he dzew Caſſandra out of the Temple of Mi- 

nervi. And it happeneth oft-times, that many be puniched foz 

the ſin and treſpaſs of one man.

T this time there was a Ring in Greece named Naulus, 
very rich and puiſlant, and his Realm tad upon the five of 
the Dea of Greece toward the Douth, In the 4 Ies ere 
high Rocks,aud many Pouncains and Pills of ſand which were 
perillous. This King was Father of Palamcdes that was flain 
befoze Troy, and had a Don named Cetus:there was not a night

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After this thing was appealed, Uliſſes and Dyomedes told 
Palamedes, that they knew a pit wherein was much ZTreaſurc, 
and'that they would he ſhonld have his part: and go the next 
night following, When. night was come they went all'thzee 
without any moze company, and offered Palamcdes to go down 
into the pit firſt, and ſaid that they would follow: as ſon as he 
was within,the other two caſt ſtones upon him and flew him af- 
ter 1 ec totheir Tents pꝛivilpy. This thing done, theſe men

f#ved themſelves.” Of them that el⸗ 
4 Pa Fab [ Dyorredes, ; and others 
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ſcuce of her Husband loved a man named Ezius, by whom ſhe 
had a Daughter named Erigona: ſhe loved moze Egiſius, than 
ever ſhe did her Pusband,though he was come of low blood. But 
it is the cuſtom of a woman that doth amiſs, to take unto her 
one of leſs value than her Pttzbaud is. She had treated with 
Egiſſus, that the firſt night Agamemaon (ſhould come and lye 
with her, he ſhould run upon him and llay him. This thing be⸗ 
ing done as ſhe purpoſed: King Agamemnon ſlain, and laid in 


the earth: Clytemnc(tra ſhoztly after, took to Yupband her 


Love Egiſtus Bing of Michmas. | 10 : 
Ag3memnon thus lain, had a Don of this Clytemneſtra nas 
men Horeſtes, a poung Child, which Calſibus his Couſin had: 
in keping,andtokhim from his Bother,to the end ſhe ſhould not 
ſlay: him and after ſent him to the Bing of Creet, Idumeus, 
that was his Uncle, Ye had great jap of him, ſo had his witc 
Tharaſis alſo, that loved him as much as C lytemneſtra het daughs 
ter, that had no moze Childzen but her, che was a fait voung 
Maid. Thus as Cetus had wzitten to Clytemneſira the wile of 
Agamemnon, in like manner he w2ote to the wife of Dyomc- 
des, named Egce, who was Daughter to King Pclimites of Ar- 
ſimers, and ſiſter of Aſſandrus, that returned from Troy with 
Dyomed:s his Bother in law, it happened ijn,theiz returning, 
that they went into the land of King Telephus, wich u great 
company of men of Arms, and aſſailed them: and they defended 
themſelves ſtrongly, Allandtus flew many of the Knights of 
Telephus, wherefsze he was ſoze diſpleaſed, and tok a great 
ſpear, and addzeſſed him againſt Adandrus,-that he ew him. 
Dyomedes to avenge his death, lem many Bnights of Telephus, 
and recovered the body of Aſſandrus and bare it into his Ship. 
Thus dyed Aſſandrus,but it was not ſs repozted to Egee his 
Siſter : it was told her, that Dyomedes her Husband hab flain 
him to have all the Seigniozy ok Archimens, wher n- 
drus had the one halfagainf his ſiſter Egee. Ok theſe tydings, 
and ok them that Cetus had witten, Egee was angry with Dy- 
omedes her Yusband, and wꝛought ſo wich her people, that they 
pꝛomiſed they would no moze receive Dyomedes foz their Lozd. 
Thus when Dyomedes 15 neither his Mike noꝛ — 
| 2 wauly 
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would rtteive him, but baniſhed him out of his country foz ever, 
Then he 1 to arrive in Salmine, where King Theuter 
the brother of King Thelamon was. This King heard ſay, that 
Dyomedes was culpable of the death of his Bother, with u- 
luſſes: "whereupon he commanded that Dyomedes ſhould be tas 
ken. But Dyomedes hearing therrof fled from thence. Ving De- 
mophon and King: Athmas being arrived in their own Lands, 
were baniſhed in like manner. Then thep arrived in the Land 
of Duke Neſtor,which received them with great joy. Theſe two 
Kings purpoſed to go.ints 25 Lands wich men of Arms, and 
cake vengedyee on their peopte. But Duke Neſtor blamed them 
thereof t and counſellev them, that they ſhouldfirſt receive them 
fo2 their Loꝛds, and pzomiſe them great liberties. Thus did 
they as Ne ſtor counſelled them: and it was not long after, but 
their people received them. 

WhHilf Encas above in Troy ts repair his Ships, he endured 
manp aflaults of his neighbours, that would have taken the 
remnant of the Trojans. Fozalmuch as he could not abide lon 
ger than his term aſſigned by the Grecks, he aſſembled the Tro- 
zans and counſelled them they ſhould ſend foz Dyomedes to. be 
their King, and laid he would come willingly, fozaſmuch as he 
was dziven out of his Country: and he was both wile and va⸗ 
liant, So they ſent to ſeek Dyomedes and found him: who came 
and found the Trojans beſieged by their neighbour Nations, E- 
neas then Pepared to battel:in which Dyomedes bare himſelf ſo 
valiantly, that he tok ſome pziſoners, and hanged many as 
Thie ves. In the fifth battel he behaved himſelfſo, that he got 
the upper hand of his enemies, and conquered them all: ſo as 
there was none of his neighbours that durſt allail the Trojans, 

During thele things the Navy of Encas was made ready, 
whereupon he took ſhipping with Anchiſes his Father: and be⸗ 
ing at Sea they reſolved to go and lk an habication where the 


Gods and foztune would aſſign them. During their adventures, 
many perils happened, and rowing at random, they ſailed by 
Helleſpont, from thence to Tuskany in Italy, From whence 
they ſailed to Carthage, and again to Italy. The ſtozy whereof 
who liſt co peruſe, let him read Virgll. | 


When 
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When Egee the wife of Dyomedes knew that the Trojans 
had entertained Dyomedcs, aud that he had diſcomfited their e⸗ 
nemies, ſhe doubted that Dyomedes would take vengance on 
her. She counſelled with her people, and by their advilemenc 
ſent foz him to come unto her: who came, and had good enter⸗ 
tainment. In like manner did ſund2y Lo2ds that had been eri- 
led return again to their Wives, and enjoyed their old Deig- 
niozies as many as had elcapedthe danger of the Dea, 


How Horeftes Son of King Agamemuon, cruely avenged himſclf 
for the death of his Father. And how King UVliſſes after ſun- 
dry perillous adventures, returned to his Country, 


p Ven Horeſtes Don of King, Agamemnon, who was about 
twenty four years of age, and brought up under Bing 
Idumeus, was by Idumeus made Knight, at whoſe Knighting 
was great feaſting. Then Horeſtes pzaped him that he would 
help him to revenge the death of his Father, and to recover his 
Lands again. Whereupon Idumeus delivered to him a thouſaud 
armed men. And Horeſtes gathered out of other places, another 
thouſand : ſo going toward Michmas, he went by Traſim where 
Forenſis was{Governour, of whom he got an hundzed ſouldiers : 
this did Forenſis fog the hatred he bare to Egiſtus, becauſe the 
ſaid Egiſtus having eſpouſed his Daughter, fozſok her foz the 
love of Clytemneſtra, Do he joyned with Horeſtes, to make 
war againſt Egiſtus. This expedition was taken in hand at the 
beginning of May. When they came befoze Michmas, thoſe that 
kept the City would not peild it. He then belleged it round: foz 
Horeſtes had anſwer from the Gods. that he ſhould be avenged 
of his Pother with his own hands, albeic ſhe was cloſed within 
that foztified City. Egiſtus was not at this time in that City, 
but was gone to pꝛocure aid from other places, againſt the com- 
ing of Horeſtes, by the inſtigation of his wife Clytemneſtra. 
When Horeſtes underffood thereof, he ſecretly laid a great 
Ambuch of Armed men, to ſurpꝛize Epiſtus in his return, and 
therewith gave freſh aſſaults to the City : which being but ill 
ozteined 
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fo2tified was taken after fifteen days ſiege: who appointing his 
men to keep due watch, that none ould go out noz in at the 
Gates, went himſelf to the Palace Koxal, where he cook his 
Mather, committing her to pꝛiſon, and cauſed te be app2ehcended 
all that were any way guilty of his Father's death. The ſame 
dip returned Egiſtus, wich his new aids, thinking to have gone 
to the reſcue of the City: but by the way he was taken by che 
Ambuſh, of Horcſtes, wha le wall his men, and bound his hands 
behind him. 

On the moꝛrow, Horeſics cauſed his mother Clytemneſtra to 
be bought befoze him ark naked, with both her hands bound, 
whom as (on as ever he ſaw, he ran at her with his Sword and 
firſt he cut off her two Paps, and akter flew her, then he caulcd 
her body to be dzawn into the fields, and there to be left foz the 
Birds of the air to devour. Then he made Egi!tus to be ſtrip⸗ 
PLD, and dawn naked thzouch the City .afcerwards to be hang- 
ed; in like manner dealt he with all thoſe that were found to 
have been culpable of his Father's death. This vengeance cok 
H reſtes for the death of god Bing Agzmemnon his Father. 

Menelaus having endured many perils by Sea, at length ar- 
rived in Crcet, having with him Helen his wifes who hearing of 
the death of his bzother, and howcruelly Horeſtes bad put his 
own Mother to death, was ſoꝛe diſpleaſed with his Nephew. At 
that time came unto M-nelaus the greateſt Nobles of Gicece, 
to lee her, foz whole ſake all the Greeks had ſuffered ſo much 
trouble and veration, From Creet, Menclaus failed, to Michmas, 
and told Horeſi,s.that he was not woꝛthy to be neicher King noz 
Sovernour there.fo2 that he had (o cruelly put to death his own 
Po: her. .- Whereupon Menclaus aſſembled at Athens all the 
cheik Nobles of Greece, to depzive Horeſtes of his Reign and 
Sram the tyꝛannous murthering of his Bother, Ho- 
reltes,excuſed himſelt thereof, ſaying:: that the Gods had ap- 
ited him to do that which he had done. 1 0 

At this the Duke of Athens roſe up, and offered to be cham- 
pion, in maintaining Horeſies his cauſe againſt any that would 
withſtand it: which Challenge of his being by no man accepted, 
Horelies was judged as guiltleſs, and ſuffered till to nn his 

P..., aings 
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Kingdom. Fut upon this quarrel Horeſtes toncie ved ſuch moꝛ⸗ 
tal hatred againſt Menelaus his Uncle, that he afterwards bare 
great evil will to bim. No: withſtanding King Idumeus came 
within a while to Michmas, and reconciledthem each to other, 
that Hor. it s took to wife Hermione the Daughter of King Me- 
n:laus atid of Helen. Whereat Erigene the daughter of Egiſtus 
and of C'yt:mneltra had great ſozrow, that ſhe hanged her ſclf, 
being grieved that H eſtes pꝛoſpered ſs well. 

During . theſe affairs, U iſſes came into Creet, with two 
Merchant ſhips, foz he had loft all his own, and the chiek of his 
goods by Ppꝛates. After which loſſes, he arrived in the Country 
of King Thelsmon where he loſt the reſt of his goods, and they 
of that Country would have hanged him, ik he had nat by his 
cunning eſcaped their hands* After that he arrived in the Coun⸗ 
try of King Manlus who Lated him koz the death of his Ben b. 
lamedcs: pet there he ſo handled the matter by his induſtry,tha: 
he got from thence. At laſt coming again into Creet he was 
kindly entertained by Bing Idumcus, who wondzedto ſee him in 
ſo pooꝛ a caſe,demanding of all his adventures how he had ſped 
ſince he laſt deparced from Troy, To which uliſſcs replyed how 
great perils he had paſſed, by Sea, and how he had loft alt his 
men and goods that he bꝛougyt from Troy. B. Idumeus had pi- 
ty on him, when he heard theſe things, and gave him honoura- 
ple entertainment, as long as he would tap, When be would 
depart into his own Country, Idumeus gave bim two hips. fur- 
nithed with all things necefſaryfoz his vopage, -and-with great 
plenty of riches, requeſting him that he would take his way by 
the King Alcinous to whom he ſhould be very we Icom. 

This uliſſes departing from Creet, came unto Bing Alcincus, 
who received him jopfullp, and was much delighted wich his 
communication. There Ulifics told of Penclope his wife, how 
many Noble men had requeſted her love, yet none could obtain 
it, but (he ſtill abode tonſtaut:and how certain of his lauds were 
unjuſtly detained from her, during his abſence : che truth of 
which, his Son Uliſes. Th:lamonius coming »thither aſlurcy 
him thercok. Whereupon Uliſes pꝛaped Alcinous that he would 
accompauy him to his Realm with a great company of armed 
2 tien, 
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men. to help him again to his right. Co which Alcinous willing⸗ 
iy agreed. So they ſailed by Dea, and on a night arrived in his 
Country, and coming to the houſes ok his enemies, flew them 
all. Du the mozrow after, uliſſes came to his Palace, where he 
had Royal entertainment, of all ſoꝛts of people: but eſpecially 
Pen lope his wife made great joy foꝛ his coming, which He had 
long deſired, His people then came from all places, with many 
rich pꝛelents, to welcome him home. Gꝛeat was the jop, and 
moſt honourable the entertainment that Uliſſes had at his re⸗ 
turn chewed him. Then he dealt with King Alcinous, that he 
gave to his Don Thelamonius, his Daughter Nauſica to wife. 
The wedding being celebzated with great ſolemnicy, Alcinous 
departed home again into his Country, leaving Uliſſes quiecly 
polleſled in his Realm, 


CHAP. XXX. 
Of the dealings of Pyrrhus after his return from Troy: and how 
Horeftes the Son of Agamemnon ſlew him at Delphor, for that 
he had goten away Hermione his Wife. 


YrrHus the Son of Achilles, andof Dyadamis, daughter of 
P Lycomedes, which Lycomedes was Bon to Acaſtus an old 
King,and greatly hated of Acaſtus his Gzandfather by the mo- 
thers fide, It is not recozved how this hatred grew: But this A- 
caſtus, having dziven Pelus out of his Kingdom of Theſſaly, 
laid wait to have flain Pyrrhus in his return from Troy. 
Pyrrhus paſſing thꝛeugh many perils at Dea, was dꝛiven by 
foul weather, to caſt moſt part of his riches he bzought from 
Troy into the Sea: and arriving at Moloſſe, he going aſboze, 
was given to underftand,that K. Peleus his Grandfather,by the 
Fathers ſide, was exiled from his Kingdom by Acaſtus, and 
that many Þhips were hired to lye in wait to flap him: whereat 
he was ſoze diſpleaſed. Bing Pelcus then knew not how to ſave 
bimſelf, becauſc Philiſtines and Menalippus the two Dons of A- 
eaſtus, ſought dy all means to lap him. In the end Pcleus re⸗ 
membꝛed him of an old building, that t@d half a mile from the 
Citp of Theſſaly, between the Sea and the City: this = 
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Was fncompaſſed about with Rocks and walls, Having great 
"Cellars under ground, into which by a little hole grown over 
with buſhes a man might go. 

Into theſe Wanles Bing Peleus got him, and there he above 
until the return ok his Hephew Pyrrhus krom Troy, by whole 
god help he truſted to avenge himſelf of his enemies. Foz whole 
coming he often went to look on the Dea coaſt, When Pyrrhus 
with his Ships were landed, he addzeſſed himſelf to Theſſaly, 
againſt King Acaſtus:and the better to atchieve his purpoſe, he 
ſent bis two Secretaries, the one called Criſpus, and the other 
Adraſtus, to one Aſſandrus, a man of great honour in Theſſaly 
(which Aſſandrus was a great friend both to him and to Peleus) 
foz to have his counſel and help. The Peſlengers having been 
with Aſſandtus, returned to Pyrrhus, aſſuring him of his friends 
* Mhereupon Pyrchus hoiſed Dail, and making towards 
Theſſaly, thep were by a ſupden Tempeſt dziven in at the Pozt 
Sepeliadim, half a mile from Theſſaly near about where Pelcus 
kept in the Waultts. Then Pyrrhus went a haze to reſt himſelf, 
and take freſh air, and by chance he went walking to the Cave 
where Peleus was hidden: and paſſing along the buſhes he fell 
into the hole, where was the decent into the cave, where he 
found Peleus his Gzandfather. Pclcus knowing him by his 
countenance, ko he reſembled much his Father Achilles, ems 
bzaced him joyfully, any made known unto him all his misfoz- 
tunes, andthe wzongs that he had ſuſtained by the means of 
Acaſtus and his Dons, Tydings hereof came to Philiſtines and 
Menalippus, the Dons of Acaltus, who were an hunting in a 
Fozeft there by. Then Pyrrhus apparelled himſelf in beggerly 
apparel, and leaving his Grandfather with his ſhips, went 
alone with his Dwo2d into the Fozeſt where he met with Phi- 
liſtines and Menalippus, who demanded of him, what he was 2 
Pyrrhus ſaid, he was a Grecian, that returned from Troy, in 
company with 500 moze had eſcaped his life from Shipwzack, 
and loft all that he had in the Dea, being now dziven to beg fog 
his ſuſtenance: wherefoze he did beſecch them, if they had 

dzought any victuals with them, they would give him ſomething 
to eat. The two bꝛethzen ſaid, that he ſhould abide with them: 
which thing he granted, N Upon

Upon this parley a great Hart came running by them, at the 
ſight whereof Menalippus put ſpurs to his Bozſe and followey 
on the chaſe: and immediately Philiſtines allighting off his hoꝛſe 
to reſt himſelf,Pyrrbus ran him thozow and flew him: and Me- 
nalippus afterwards returning again, was alſo ſlain by Pyrrhus, 
Thus Pyrrhus flew his two Uncles, the bzethzen of Thetis the 
Bother of Achilles his Father. Paſſing from thence, he met 
with Chinaras, one of the houſhold of Acaſtus, of whom deman⸗ 
ding where the B. Acaſtus was, and underſtanding that he wag 
hard bp, he flew Chinaras, and going in haſt to his ſhips he ar⸗ 
rayed him in p2ecious robes,and lo came back again to the Foz⸗ 
reſt : and meeting with King Acaſtus, the Bing asked him who 
he was? Jam (laid he) one of the Dons of King Priamus of 
Troy, who nowam Pꝛiſoner to Pyrrhus, Where is Pyrrhas 
(ſaid the Bing: Me pointed him toward the Sea. And as he 
was loking toward the Dea-coſt, Pyrchus dzew his ©wozd and 
would have flain him, had not Thetis been, who knew Pyrchus 
and cryed out, ſaying : Ah dear Nephew, what wilt thou do 
Milt thou kill my Father as thou haſt killed my two bꝛethzen, 
thy Uncles ? and thus ſaying, the caught him faſt by the arm 
that he was about to ſtrike withal. Then Pyrrhus replyed, faye 
ing: The King Acaſtus thy Father, hath wzongfully exiled King 
Pelcus thy Husband: let him reſtoze him unto his right, and J 
will ſave his life. Bing Acaſtus was content therewith: then a 
peace was concluded between them all thꝛer, and they loved well 
together. After this Acaſtus ſaid to Pelcus, J am old; and can 
no longer govern this Realm: and thoſe are gone that should 
have ſucceeded me in this Kingdom. @Zherefoze if it pleaſe 
thee, let Pyrchus my dear Nephew take on him the Govern 
ment. Peleus was welFcontented:and then was commandment 
given to all the Barons of Theffaly, that they ſhould do homage 
to Pyrrhus as their Bing and Soveraign: wheretd the Barons 
with great joy and liking accozded, Thus wagPyrrhus crowned 
King of Thefſaly, and eſteemed the moſt redoubted Ming in all 
Greece, Idumeus King of Creet dped ſhoztly after, lraving be⸗ 
hind him two Dong, Merian and Loarca. Loarca” dyed ſhoztly af- 
ter his Father,” and Merian enjoyed the Kingdom,” Thelamo- 


mus

nius the Bon of Uliſes had a Don by his Wife Nauſica, named 
Deiphobus. 

After all theſe things accompliſht, Acaſtus went and buried 
his two Dons in Theſſaly, by the conſent of Pyrthus: and when 
Pyrrhus was p2omotedto his Royal dignity, he became enama⸗ 
red of tlermione, daughter of Helen, and wife to Horeltes. Yer 
he ſo courted, andallured by lo many enticements, chat he got 
ber away from her Pusband into Theſſaly, and tok her to his 
wife. Horcites was ſo2e greived at this injurp: pet he durſt not 
allail him with battel in his own Realm, but ſaid he would ere 
long be avenged of this indignity, as ſoon as time would ſerve : 
ſhoꝛtly after that, Pyrrhus went to Delphos, to give thanks un- 
to his God Apollo, foꝛ the god ſucceſs he had obtained in The\- 
ſaly, in revenging his Father's death, and getting the Kingdom: 
aud leaving in his Palace behind him Andromache, ſometime 
the wife of Hector, and Laomedon her young Bon; in his ab- 
ſence it was found, that Andromache was with child by Pyr- 
rhus, whereat Hermione took diſpleaſure,and (ent wo2d to Me- 
nclaus her Father, how Pyrrhus foz the love of Andromache 
had fozſaken her, requeſting him, that during the abode of Pyr- 
rhus at Delphos, he would come and kill Andromache and Lao- 
medon her Don. At her requeſt Menclaus came, and with a [wo2d 
ran at Andromache, who caught in her arms Laomedon her 
young Don, and run into the City crying fot aid. 

Upon ſight hereof che City roſe in Arms, to defend Andro- 
mache and her young Don from the laughter : whereupon Me- 
nclaus was fozced to tetire into his Country, wichout atchieving 
his purpoſe. When Horeſtes underſtsod of Pyrrhus his being at 
Delphos, he went with all ſpeed thither, and ſlew him with his 
own hand. Thus did Horcſtes recover again his wife, and cars 
ried her into his own Realm. When Pyrrhus was dead, Peleus 
and Thetis tak AnJromache that was with Child by Pyrrhus, 
with her little don Laomedon, and ſent them ta the City of 
M-olofla, where Andromache was delivered of a godly Son, 
which ſhe named Achilleides. This Achilleides when he was 
grown to years, holpe his Brother Laomedon to be King of 
Theſſaly, and willed foz * ſake, all the Trojans ſhould be ſet 
| | A 2 free 
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ktee. Here the o2y laith that the Siſter of King Menon (which 
Menon, Achilles flew. befoze Troy, and whom King Priamus 
buried by his Don Troylus) came in very coſtly apparel to Troy, 
and opening her Bzothers Depulture, tok out his bones: which 
ſo ſon as ſhe had, ſhe with them vaniſhed ſupdenly,noman knew 
which wap: and it is ſaid, that either it was a Goddeſs, oz the 
Daughter ofa Goddeſs. 


CHAP XXX 
Of a Viſion that Uliſes had in his ſleep : and how Thelagonus 
the Son of Uliſes. by Queen Circe, came to ſeek Uliſes and 
flew him,not knowing who he was. 


A Uliſſes was fleeping on his bed, he ſaw a Uiſion in which 
there ſeemed befoze him, a wonderfull fair creature, the 
molt beautiful that ever he ſaw, which he would fain have em⸗ 
bzaced, but the Image would not ſuffer him. And he going after 
it the Image asked him what he would have: he anſwered, that 
he was deſirous to foyn with it in carnal copulation. Then ſaid 
the Image: Oh, a woful conjunction will this be, foz thereupon 
one of us muſt dye. Pozeover, to him ſeemed, that the Image 
held a Spear, about the head was a penſil cunningly wzought 
alt over with fiſhes. And to him ſeemed, that the Image depar- 
ted away and ſaid : This fight betokeneth deltruction that ſhall 
happen to us two. - When Ulifſes awaked, he was troubled to 
think of his dzeam, and being deſirous to know what it might 
fignifie : he ſent to the Douthſapers of his Realm, co enquire 
what this Uiſſon might pꝛeſage: who havingconſider-d thereof, 
ſaid: That his own Son ſhould kill him. Upon this he fearing 
his Don, cauſed him to be appzehended and ſurely kept, Akter⸗ 
wards he made him to dwell in a Caſtle that ſtood alone, where 
with a fewokhis truſty Friends and Dervants,he ſpent the time: 
and this Caſtle none might come unto but thoſe fewof his own 
retinue: and they not to paſs oz re-pals but at certain times by 
a zaw-b2idg by a wicket, the Caſtle being watered round a⸗ 
bout, Now it had ſo fallen out befoze, that in his return from 
Troy, Uliſſes had arrived in an Iſle where Circe 1 — and 
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Governour, which was the cunninge ſt woman in the wozld in 
enchantment. 

This Circe by her witchcraft, made uliſſes kay with her a 
time at his return, and conceived by him a Don, whom He na⸗ 
med Thelagonus, And about the time of uliſſes his dwelling in 
his Caſtle ; Thelagonus being grown to ripe pears, and being 
a ſtout young man, would needs know of his Pother, who was 
his Father. After much intreaty ſhe told him who was his Fa⸗ 
ther, and where he did dwell. 

Thelagonus very glad hercof, and deſiring to ſee his Father, 
travelled fozthwith to Achaja, and hearing where Uliſſes dwelt, 
be went thither : and coming on a Munday mozning, he requeſts 
ed thoſe that kept the bꝛidge, that they would let him go in to 
ſpeak with ul. ſſes. The Pozters would by no means peild theres 
to, but thzuſt him back churliſhly;whereat he taking diſpleaſure, 
ſtruck one on the neck with his fiſt, and beat him dead and letting 
upon the other, caſt them all off the Bꝛidge, whereupon the y 
made a great cry: inſomuch that the people of the Caſtle arm ⸗ 
ed themlelves and came and aſſailed Thelagonus.Ye ſeeing that, 
ſtept to one, and wzung his Swozd ont of his hand, where with 
he lle w fifteen in 02t ſpace, and was himſelf hurt in many plas 
ces, Yereupon the up2oar grew moze and moze: and Uliſſcs 
doubting it was his Don Thelagoaus, who had bꝛoken out of 
pꝛiſon, came running out with a dart in his hand, which he flung 
at Thelagonus, and hit him not knowing who he was, and hurt 
Thelagonus a little. | 

Thelagonus feeling himſelf hurt, flung it again at Uliſſes 
(not knowing who he was) with ſo great foꝛce, that hitting him; 
he fell down to the earth. Then Uliſſes being in great pain, ( re- 
membzing himſelf of his fozeſaid UMiſton. ( demanded of him 
what he was ? ſaying, J am Ulifſes. Thelagonus hearing this, 
fell to great lamentation, and ſaidz Alas, w2etch that Jam, J 
came hither to ſee my Father, and to live joyfully wich him, and 
now J have lain him. Thus ſaying, he fell down in a ſwound 
and when he was come again to his underſtanding, he rent his 
cloaths, beat Himſelf about the face with his fiſts, and went to 

his Father, and fell down weeping befoze him, and laid I = 
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Ihelagonus thy unhappy Bon, whom thou begotteſt on Queen 
Citce: J Pap the Gods that they will ſuffer me to dye with 
thee, 

When Uliſſes underſtood this, he ſent fox Thelamonius his 
lawfull begotten Don, who p2eſently coming would have ſlain 
T: elagonus, to revenge his Father's death. But Uliſſes ſatd, 
No: fo, foꝛ he is thy bzother : be pe reconciled together, and live 
and love as bꝛethꝛen. Then was Uliſes carried into Achajz : 
where wichin three dayes he dyed, and was by his Don honou⸗ 
rably buried, After whoſe death, Thelamonius his Don luc⸗ 
ceeded in that Kingdom, who kept with him Thcelagonus his 
b2other fo; the ſpace of a year and a half, making him Knight, 
and honoring him greatly. At length being often ſent fo2 by 
Circe his mother, he returned to her into the Ille AulideFha- 
ving received many rich p2eſents at the hands of his bꝛother. And 
Circe dying ſhoztly after, Thelagonvs enjoyed her Kingdom, 
and reigned in the laid Ille thꝛeelcoze years, Thelamonius was 
fourſcoze and thirtcen years old at the death of Uliſes his father, 
and reigned akterwards, much encreaſing his Deigniozy, thze- 
lcoze and ten years, 

Ju this wile Dares finiſhed his book of the ſiege of Troy, and 
ſpeaketh not of their furcher adventures:andaſmuch as is con- 
tained in the Hiſtozy befoze wzitten, is alſo found to have been 
recoꝛded by Dictes, the Greek: and in molt things both their 
Looks agree. 

Dar cs in the end ok his book wꝛiteth thus, That the ſiege of 
Troy endured fo the (pace of ten pears, ten months and twelve 
days: and that the number of the Greeks there lain was eight 
hundzed and ſix thouſand fighting men: and the number of the 
Trojans, lain in defence of themſelves and of their Conntrey, 
was ſir hundꝛed and fifty ſir thouſand fighting men. Pe laith, 
mo2cover, that when Encas departed from Troy into exile, he 
carried with him two hund2ed ſhips $ and that Anthenor had 
with him away five hundzed Douldiers,and all the reſt that were 
elcaped went with Encas, 

The ſaid Dares furthermoze repoꝛted in the latter end of his 
Bok, by whom the molt noble Kings and Pꝛinces of the one 
part 
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part and of the other were ſlain: and he ſaith, that Hector the 
molt famous Pꝛince of Chivalry in the wo2ld flew with his own 
hands in god and lopal fight, eighteen Bings: not wich trea⸗ 
chery oꝛ ſubtil devices, but by his pꝛowels and valour:the names 
of which Bings do here follow: That is, Bing chill gus, B. 
Protheſil us, B. Patioclus, R. Mcnon, B. Prothenor, B. Archi- 
menus, B. Polemon, R. Epiſtropus, B. Ecedius, B. Daccius, 
B. Polixcnus, B. Phybus, B. Anthypus, B. C:nutus, B. Poli- 
betes, B. Humerus, B. Fumus, and Bing Exampitus, And Paris 
he flew Palamcdes, who was Cmperour of all the G:eckith Pot, 
B. Achilles, and at laſt B. Ajax: and therewithal Ajax flew him 
allo. Encas flew B. Amptin.acus, and King Nercus. Achi 1.5 
flew R. Cupcmus, B. Ypon«us, B. Piebens, B. Aulicrus, B. Ci- - 
moncus B. Menon, and King Ncoptulemas. 

Alſo he New Hector at unawares, and Troylus, whom hee 
cauſed his Myrmidons to beſet round about. Pyrrhus the Don 
of the ſaid Achill s flew the Queen Penthclilea in fight : he few 
alſo cruelly and tyzannouſly, the noble King Vrianus. Ve flew 
mozcover Pol xen, the faireſt Paid in the wozld. UDyomedcs 
flew Bing Antipus, B. Eſcorius, B. Prothenor, and Ping Ov- 
tineus. f | 

Now thus Jam come to the finiſhing of this pꝛeſent beok, 
which J have tranſlated (though rudely ) out of French into 
Engliſh, at the commandment and requeſt of my right gracious 
and redoubted Lady and Miſtreſs, the Lady M irgiect, Du:cheſs 
of Burgony, Lotherick, and of Brabant &c. and fozalmuch as 
am weary of tedious writing, and wozu in pears, being not 
alle to wzite out ſeveral boks fo2 all Gentlemen, and ſuch e- 
thers as are deſirous of the ſame, J have cauſed this bok to be 
Pzinted: that being publiſhed the moze plentcoullp, mens turns 
map be mo2e caſilp ſerv?d. And as koz the ſunv2y Authors 
that have wzitten of this matter, namely, Homer, Dictes avd 
D.r:s; albeit their witings in many circumſtances do diſagree, 
yet in delcribing the Deſtruction of Troy, they all affirm it to 
have been in meoner as is (aid, nitggly ruinated and laid wilte 
fo2 cver, wich luch a wonderfull Cituſton of the blöd of ſa mes 
1p wo2thy Bings Pzlutee, Dukes, Carls, Barone and Hnigh:s, 
and 
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and ſuch an Fxteæding number of ſouldiers, as here is mentioney, 
And lok what pleaſure oz commodity men reap by peruſing 
this Xook,let him transfer the pzaiſe and the thanks due there 
foze next to Almighty God) unto my fozeſaid right gracious 
Lady, who uot only cauſed me to undertake this tranflation 
but hath alſo bountifully rewarded me foz my labours. To 
whoſe good liking J humbly dedicate this wozk 2 teſeeching her 
Ozace, and all that ſhould read the ſame, to accept in good part 
my ſimple endeavour herein. And J moſt humbly pꝛay unto Al⸗ 
mighty God, that the example of theſe cruel wars and deſola⸗ 
tion of this famous City, may be a warning toall other Cities 
and People, to fizz Adultery,and all the other vices,the cauſes of 
Wars and Deſtruction : and that all true Chziſtians map learn 
to live godlily, aud in Bzotherly love and concozd tegether.
